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PREFACE. 


Ill isKuing the third and concluding vo- 
luuic of the annals ofjMadras in the Olden 
Time, the compiler has to do ^little more 
than express his gratification at having 
completed his original design of illustrating 
the history of the Presidency by moans of 
the Government Records, from the period 
of the first foundation of Fort St. George 
in 1 ()30, down to the occupation of Madras 
hy the French in 1740-48, The facilities 
afforded him by the Madras Government, 
have thus enabled him to fill u[) a blank in 
the history of India, and to sup])Iy authen- 
tic illustrations of that century of which 
there had been previously no published 
record worthy of the name ; and he sin- 
cerely trusts that the lahoni’i'.of love upon 
■which he has been engaged will afibrd Home 
pleasure to his readers, as well as add to 
their knowledge of the doings in the Presi- 
dency in the days long gone hy. 

The present volume, wliich is somewhat 
thicker than either of its predecessors, ]>os- 
sesses ,souu' ])('culiarities to which nttculimi 
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may lie .specially drawn. Besides a c( 
])lete alpliabctical index of names to all 
three volumes, a curious collection of qua 
old rules and regulations has been adc 
in the shape of an appendix. Above 
the writer has been able to jn’esent 
readers with a copy of a valuable map 
"Madras and its Environ, s in the y 
1733,” representing the actual condit 
of the Presidency as it was about a Ir 
dred and thirty years ago. Thi,s n 
was originally drawn during the adm 
istration of Governor George Morton P 
and has been preserved in tho dope 
ment of the Chief Engineer. Moreover, 
order to illustrate the changes which hi 
taken place since that period, a con’ospoi 
ing map has been drawn on tho same ah 
of " Madras and its Environs in the prosi 
year of grace 1801." At the same, time t 
plans of tho Fort St. George iit corrospoi 
ing dates are exhibited on the same she 
F or this map, which ,so exactly illustra 
the outward appearance of Madras in i 
Olden Time, the compiler and his read 
are equally indebted to the Madras Govo 
inent. 

In thus announcing the completion 
tho first aeries of “ Madras in tho Olf 
Time,” the compiler by no mcati,s wisl 
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it to bo inferred tliat Ms iabom’s on the 
Becords of tMs Presidency ba^'e been 
brought to a close. A glorious balf cen- 
tury yet remains, wbicb commences witb 
the conquest of the Carnatic, and ends -with 
the fall of Seringapatam, and final triumph 
of the British arms from sea to sea. But 
this period requii'es a different treatment 
from that which has been adopted in dealing 
with the history of the preceding century. 
The political and military transactions 
of the period have already perhaps been 
sufficiently narrated by Orme, Willcs, Buff, 
and other writers, whose names and works 
are alike generally known. Accordingly 
it has been deemed expedient to commence 
an entirely now wordc, which shall bo alto- 
gether independent of the present annals. 
But this proj)osed plan is not yet suffi- 
ciently matured, .and indeed, the engage- 
ments of the compiler demand a brief brea- 
thing time. However, in thus presenting 
the public with the completion of his first 
work on the history of this Presidency, 
he may he iDermitted to express a hope 
that hut a short timo will elapse before he 
may he able to resume his historical illus- 
trations of Madriis in the Olden Time.

GHAPTEE XXXV. 

GOVEilNOKSiriP OF MU. JAMES MACEAE. 

im. 

Ill the previous volume we brouglifc tlie aiiiuils 
of Mr. Macrae’s government clown to tlie middle 
of 1737. The present chapter comprises e.xtraots 
from the records of six months only, namely the 
consultation books of the latterhalf of the year 1 7 37, 
the selections we have made are almost entirely 
confined to three subjects. First, to the general 
survey of the houses, gardens, and other tenements 
within the Company’s territories, which was car- 
ried out this year by a Committtee acting in three 
divisions. Secondly, to the case of a Mr. Colin 
Campbell, who having lost large sums by specu- 
lating in the South Sea Company and other bub- 
bles of the day, had betaken himself to Madras to 
retrieve his fallen fortunes ; and who, being called 
upon to give his reasons for not paying the sums 
he owed in England, delivered in such a singularly 
well written explanation of his cu'cumstancos, that 
wo have thought proper to preserve his narrative 
cnUi'c. Tliirtily, to the romodcUuig of the Mayor’s

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Court, wliicli mis ffraiitecl by tins Iloyal Cbnrter 
of 1726, autl was carried out this year in the 
Madras Presidency. 

Governor Macrae’s survey of the town and 
suburbs of Madras, ns they were some hundred 
and thu'ty years ago, may be beat understood by 
reference to the consultation of 19 th December, 
1720, in which the following entry appears. 

“Monday, 1 9th December, 1726. The President 
moves that a general survey may be made of all 
houses, tenements, gardens and grounds, within 
the extent of the Honorable Company’s bounds, 
that are not formed and comprehended under a 
eowle from them, in order to a better proportioned 
assessment, and for improving and making more 
efl'ectual in future the revenue of Quit rent and 
Scavenger’s duty ; which is agreed to as the most 
effectual expedient, and most conducive to the ends 
proposed. And it be an instrnetiou to the Gentle- 
men appointed to make this survey, that they do 
make inquiry into the ])rcseiit value of houses, 
gardens, and other tenements ; what quit rent or 
scavenger’s duty they now pay ; and what those 
that are not assessed ought to pay in proportion 
to the value or produce, Also to inquire into the 
cii'cumslances of the inhabitants, in order that an 
additional sum may he raised, if practicable to the 
Company ; and that the poor may bo released by 
easing them, and assessing the wealthy who are 
able to bear it higher. 

‘ “ ilesolved that Messrs. Turner, Emraerson, 
Fowke, Hubbard, floiighton, and Pyot do make 
the said sumyj that they act two nnd two togc- 
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tlier, dividing tlie wliole extent of the bounds in 
three divisions j and that they report the same the 
5th of April next, because the Company’s imme- 
diate service will not permit them to perfect it 
sooner.” 

I he reports of the three several Committees were 
not delivered in till the 37th of June, 1787. These 
reports we shall give at length, as they throw con- 
siderable light upon the condition of the Native 
inhabitants generally, and especially upon the 
state of sanitary reform in the olden time. It will 
be seen that the Committee of six was required to 
act in three divisions of two members each; each 
division talcing up a particular part of the Com- 
pany’s territory. At the conclusion of their 
labours each division sent in a book of assessment 
whioh does not appear to have been preserv- 
ed j aoooiiipanied by a separate report already 
mentioned. Of the three reports it will be re- 
marked that the third and last is by 'tar the best, 
and a sort of story belongs to it. The two Com- 
mittee men appointed in that particular survey were 
both carried away by death ; and Mr. Samuel 
Hyde was appointed to undertake their duty sing- 
ly, Mr. Hyde was strongly recommended to the 
Madras Government by the Court of Directors 
when first sent out to India ; both on acoouut of 
his superior qualifications and the very high family 
to which he belonged. Mr. Hyde appears to have 
been a member of the great Clarendon family, 
which presented vicissitudes as extraordinary as 
those in the life of Governor Macrae. Anne Hyde, 
daughter of the great Chancellor, had been the 
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first wiA) of .fairies ff ; timl if we mistake not, her 
gvaiulniotlicr was a village girl who many years be- 
fore had gono to London to seek her fortune as 
a domestic servant. Lot wr hnvo no spaw; to 
dwell upon the general vicissitudes of I'ainilies, and 
at once proceed to oxtrael tlic reports of the tloni- 
inittee of Survey. 

The rcjrort of the South and Eastern division 
was as follows. 

“ To the Honorable .Tames Macrae, Esq., and 
Council. 

“ Honorable Sira, 

“ In pursuance to your orders of Council of tlie 
1 9th of last Heoember, wc now lay before your 
Honors our Book of Assessment on the division 
which fell to our lot ; which were all the Com- 
pany’s bound to the southward of the White Town, 
one side of the Choultry Street, anil all tiro Black 
Town within the walla to the eastward of the 
Choultry Street. 

“ Our foresaid Book of Asso.ssjuonl will shoiv 
your Honors the sums tlic several houses and gar- 
dens were rated as in the last Kent Boll ; and iii 
the said Book you will likewise observe wliat sums 
we have now put on the said housoa and gardens, 
both for Quit rent and Scavenger’s duty, 

“ In going through the several streets of the 
Black Town wo had the cries of many poor ividows 
and decayed people, which obliged ua oid. of oliari- 
ty and compassion to ease them what we could ; 
and that the amount of the Company’s duty of 
Quit rent and Scavenger’s duty miglit bo made 
more certain and not dccircase, we were neecssitat- 
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c(l to put oil tlie rich tlie small sums wo took of 
tlie pool’. Some were so poor that we were oblig- 
ed to take all olF ; otliei's we eased by taking off a 
Jew fanams. These persons are described in one 
of the columns of our Book of Assessment by the 
words “ very poor,” being wrote over against the 
persons’ names ; and those which we eased by only 
taking off a part of the duty, are described by the 
word “ poor” being wrote over against their names, 

" We once thought that calling in the Bills of 
sale for the Black inhabitants house, would have 
helped us in making a more proportionable assess- 
ment than formerly ; but upon their being brought 
us we found most of them to be old bills of a 
great many years standing, amounting to small 
sums of money ; so that on viewing the several 
houses, we found the greatest part of them had 
been made new and large houses long since the date 
of the hills of sale. Wherefore we were forced to 
proportion our assessment by the largeness and 
value of their houses, and ability of the possessors, 
as near as we could judge. 

" Onr now assessment within our division 
amount to 10 pagodas 6 fanams in the Quit rent 
more than in the last Bent Boll ; and in the Scaven- 
ger’s duty it comes to 16 fanams less. We should 
have been willing to have made a greater increase 
in those branches of the Company’s revenues, could 
we have judged the inhabitants in ciroumstanoes to 
hear it. 

“In and about TripHcane we found 67 houses 
and gardens which had no Quit rent laid upon 
them ; so that wo assessed each of them as near 
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" Tlic amount of i In; ollior thrco gardens was 
38 pagodas and 9 lunaras, wlduli we luive now 
raised to 51 pagodas and 37 fanams ; so lliat tlio 
increase is 33 pagodas and 18 I'anains. 

“ One of onr Olietly’s gardens produces no- 
tiling, being at present but a heap of sand ; never- 
theless we have laid on him but one pagoda per 
annum j also the garden of Ohiniah Muttiali. 

“ We are of opinion what part of this revenue 
has been every year wrote off to profit and loss, wbicli 
commonly amounted to 300 or 300 pagodas, hap- 
pened thus : That whereas the liental general and 
Scavenger has always made up his roll in August 
for the year following ; before whioli is expired 
great numbers of people generally die in debt, and 
leave nothing but a poor widow and ebildren, who 
are forced to suJI'er their pots and pans to bo sold 
to pay 8 or 4 or half a dozen fanams Quit rent ; 
and some there arc that have nothing but the bare 
mnt they lie on ; that wc cannot see how it can be 
avoided among snob nuiltitudes of poor people, 
and such a large sum of niouoy to lie colleeled in 
such small driblets, 

‘‘ The care and inel.hod we have taken in this 
alTair wo hope will meet your Honor’s approba- 
tion ; liaving duly liad at heart our Honorable 
Master’s future interest whoso avo are, and 
Your Honors 

Most obedient luimblo servants, 
lUuDAL Towkh, 
Jambs IIunuAiU).” 

Tlie third, and inosi important report of all, re- 
ferred to the Oonlral division of Black Toum, and 
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was wriUeu as before said by Mr. Samuel Hyde. 
It was as follows. 

“ Honorable Sir and Sirs, 

“ 111 compliance to your Honor’s order for finish- 
ing the survey of that part of the Black Town 
called the Pedda Naiek Pettah, formerly under the 
direction of Messrs. Houghton and Pyot deceased, 
I herewith present a new Boll of rates for the 
same ; whereby will appear such alterations as I 
have thought necessary for the relief of the poor and 
benefit to the Honorable Company : the whole 
amounting to 1339 pagodas 19 fannms; and the 
advance gained thereby 83 pagodas and 36 fanams ; 
which I lielieve is the most the inhabitants can 
bear, and is submitted to your Honors for yonr 
approbation. 

“ As the annual and strenuous recommendation 


from the Honorable Court of Directors to this Pre- 
sidency, for preventing of the bad debts yearly out- 
standing on the Scavenger’s account, have been 
the chief motives for your Honor’s appointing this 
survey ; I have carefully examined how those debts 
have arose, and found the whole remains of the 


last years to be 174 pagodas, 17 fnnams and 4-0 
cash ; of whieh above 60 pagodas arises from per- 
sons leaving their houses unuihabited ; the humour 
of tire people being such, that in cases of mortality 
or misfortunes they had rather go up the country, 
and suffer their houses to decay many years for 
want of repairs, than sell them out of the family. 
The Scavenger can have no defence against such 
loss, and though the said debts are wrote off for 
that year, yet the annual rates of these houses are

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wliioli llio Seavcngci' can lalco civre to liuve re- 
moved every morning. 

“ It is a most grievous oustoni for every liouso 
to have a sink hole to receive the house water ; 
whioh are dug in the open street, and lie uncovered 
in the passages, or perhaps two or tliroe long 
stones cast over them, but yet not sufficient to 
prevent the passengers and especially eliildron from 
falling into them. Jlesidea the intolerable stench 
that proceed from them is so very strong, that it 
is justly coinplained of as one of the greatest 
nuisances in the Black Town j and yet is easily re- 
medied by obliging such persons to cover them, 
and that in such a manner ns to be on a level with 
the foot path. 

“ The wells have not been publicly repaired 
since Governor Collet’s time ; and are now bccomo 
dangerous to young persons that draw water, and 
by scattering the water make a dirty keimel in the 
street ; eiieoiiruging the hogs to wallow and vermin 
to breed in llicra ; all which were ibrniorly reme- 
died by repairiug tJie wells, and to whieii f iind 
the uoighbours m'o willing to contribute according 
to their abilities, 

“ The frequent onoroaohraents in the streets 
grow so general, that without caro bo timely taken 
the passages will beeomo too narrow for pas- 
sengers, and pernicious to the health of the Town 
in so warm a climate. Almost every house lately 
built has encroached further into the street, by en- 
larging the house, or by raising piala of two and a 
half feet high, and other parade before tlic doors, 
bf stone or brick, from 10 to 30 inches higher 
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tl\au live common patlv and from 6 to 0 feet into 
the sti'cefc, which serve only for the makers’ use 
and throw off the passengers. Whereas were the 
same stone or hriolc work on a level with the path 
(as in the White Town), they would be as a 
general pavement. There ar-e innumerable Smiths, 
Cajan’s shops and Sheds, Biittecas, and small 
brick hou.ses, built against the front of other large 
houses which come six or eight feet into the street, 
and are from eight to sixteen feet long, which pay 
no Quit -rent to the Company. Likewise several 
parcels of large stones or timbers, planks and pal- 
moiras, all which are so many encroachments upon 
the streets, and turn aside the passengers. 

" Many persons expose to sale cloth, brass 
ware, and other goods, by .spreading of matting 
Sio, in the middle of the street, which pester the 
passage, and can be of no account but saving 
JButteea rent ; tvhile the Honorable Company’s 
Buttecas remain neglected, _ to the loss of the But- 
teca farmer, and the lessoning of that revenue to 
the Honorable Company. 

“ Tbeso arc wbat luvve fallen under my observa- 
tion, and though they may seem, iii themselves 
trifling, yet as I do not doubt but they will con- 
tribute very much to the wholcsomcucss, beauty, 
and good order of tlie city, I hope your Honors 
will excuse the presentation from 

-Honorable Sir and Sirs, 

Your most faithful and 
obedient humble Servant, 
Samuel IIyce.” 
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No iramcfliate action seems to liavc rcsiiUod from 
tlicse reports, beyond the side by public outcry of 
some lauds where the ownership was doubtful i 
but the reports themselves will no doubt bo found 
very interesting, especially to those of our readers 
who are familiar with the present state of Black 
Town, or who have taken an active part in sani- 
tary reform. 

Our next extracts, referring to the peeuliar case 
of Mr. Colin Campbell, will explain, themselves. 
The name is certainly a remarkable one, at the pre- 
sent moment, though we believe not nncomuioii in 
Scotland ; and would seem to indicate that tlio 
gentleman in question belonged to llic same iiunily 
as the present Lord Clyde. The ciroumstauoes of 
the case arc best explauied by the following entry 
in the consultations. 

“ Monday, 3rd July, 173'?. The Honorable the 
“ Court of Directors, having in.their letters by the 
Priiiccss of Wales” ordered us to n.ssi.st Cajilnin 
John -Hay 0 and others in the recovery of debls 
from Mr. Colin Campbell to a very eousiderable 
amount, the said Colin Campbell was calletl be- 
fore us and payment demanded. ■Whereupon he 
delivered in writing an answer, importing in siib- 
slance that the said Captain John Ilaye had no 
reason to treat him the said Colin Caupibell in so 
scurvy a manner ; that the whole of what lie 
brought out with him was less than £300 ; l.lint he 
spent a part thereof for payment of his (lisburse- 
nionts at Deal anil other places, and p.irl for his 
passage money ; that the remainder was iuo.sfc of it 
expended here before he could get an employ, and 
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llial when lie hml one, the small adventure and 
little advantage he made thereon did hut barely pay 
his table expeusua in the voyage ; so that ho hath 
now left scarce any thing more than to pay his pas- 
sage to Europe, whither ho says he proposes to go. 

“ The answer of Mr, Campbell was ordered to 
be entered ; and it was agreed, that as every one 
of us arc fully convinced of the truth thereof, that 
wc so allow Mr. Campbell to go to Europe if he 
please ; and that he bo not molested here on ac- 
count of the said demand, since he is desirous of 
returning to England where the claims may be 
demanded the same.” 

The letter of Mr. Colin Campbell to G-overnor 
Maorao and Council was as follows. The reader 
will scarcely fail to remark upon tlie superiority of 
the diction over most of the extracts wc have made 
from the records. 

“ 1 Lonorablc Sirs, 

“ lluiiig commanded to deliver in writing an 
answer to some charges and demands laid against 
me from England, and lately transmitted hither ; 
1 shall hero give as true a state of those aH'airs as 
the distauoc of time and remotenoss from my 
books and pa))ers will allow ; being the same in 
substance with what I informed the Honorahle tho 
President and Council by word of mouth upon ex- 
amination. 1 therefore declare to the best of my 
knowledge as follows. 

" Captain .Tolui Hayc, having presented a peti- 
tion to the Honorable tho (!oiu't of Directors for 
ttic affairs of the Plnst India Company against mo, 
wherein he has stated the alfair between him and 
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mo in tlie basest nianuor, and baa repveaontod m« 
in a very unjust and odious oluirauter ; I am ob- 
liged in my own viiuUontion to bo somewhat more 
particular in relation to him than L evnr intended. 
In the general I might safely appeal for a ebarno- 
ter before my misfortunes to all tlio (jontlcmon 
who knew mo in this army in Spain, the latter end 
of the late Queen’s reign, and to all those of the 
garrisons in Minorca after that time ; to the high- 
est of whom I had the honour to be well known, 
and served in many different stations botli in Ca- 
talonia and Port Mahon without blemish or re- 
proach ; and my character is sufficiently known in 
London, not to have ever given any room for such 
base and malicious reflections as have lioen tlirown 
upon me by that Gentleman ; and had E been 
guilty during the general infatuation in SonLli Sea 
time, and in lime of my greatest necessities, of 
contributing to the hurt of otliors, knowingly and 
wilfully, 1 should be the first to condemn myself, 
and could not liiul fault with such as wcnihi join 
in the same accusation against me. But 1 cannot 
help thinking it the severest of all calamities, to 
have my reputation in danger of being de.stroy- 
ed, by drawing me in so very bad eolour.s j and 
that my misfortunes, a fain almost universal and 
common to tlmnsands besides mo at that time, 
should be charged upon me as a erinio. The far 
greater part of persons engaged in dealings at that 
unlucky Juncture were involved in the same ruin, 
ahd consequently proved the unhappy oecasion of 
making many others share in their anfferings, 
which was also my most unforlunate. case. 



“ A groat many years are past since Captain 
Ha, ye and 1 were first acquainted, having served to- 
gether in the same llegimcnt for sometime at Port 
Mahon, where it was rvcll known what oITiccs of 
friendship I did him ; hut more particularly by 
venturing my whole fortune by my credit with 
Mr. Neale, then Pay Master General, to raise him 
from au Ensign to Captain, at a time ‘when not 
one person would give him the least assistance 
cither hy their money or credit. Many years after 
that, I liaving sold out of the army and settled in 
London, Captain Hnye arrived there in the South 
Sea year 1730; and heaving that I was in very 
flourishing circumstances, he came to me to ask 
advice how to employ a small sum of money, not 
exceeding as I can rememher JIGOO. My opinion 
was to put it into South Sea stock, thou upon the 
rise ; but lie chose rather to put it into my hands, 
begging- me to allow him good interest for it. 
To servo him I complied willi his request, ]3aying 
him for somo months 10 per cent per month, lie 
liaving gained considerably hy these moan-s, 1 
thought it unrcasonablo for him to expect that I 
should ahvays keep it at so high a premium, and so 
very much above what any body else would allow, 
and therefore made him take las nioiioy back 
again. Upon ivhich he bought a bargain in York 
Bidldings Slock for time ; but it happening to fall 
considerably before the term of payment came, he 
complained to me that ho and his family wore 
mined if I did not help him ; and did by his im- 
portunity prevail upon mo to deliver him from 
that bargain and to take il upon myself, which

was an actual loss to me of £400 ; llial being the 
{liffci'enoe between the pvicc of liio Stock at tlic, 
time he purchased it a»d the tinio T paid for it. 
After this he teazed me till I took his money a 
second time, being about £800, but at lower 
usury, being at the rale of 3 or d per cent per 
mensem. If I remember right., sometime after- 
wards lie, having raised some money by taking in 
subscriptions from sundry persons to a Bubble 
called the North Sea ; which ho did by giving 
notes promising so mucb Norlb Sea Stock for 
money received, at the same time sinking si.x: 
pence on every half crown, for his notes run only 
two shillings for a half crown paid iiim ; — witl> 
money raised in tliis manner, he bought £380 in 
South Sea Stock. This happening soon to fall in 
a very jrrecipitant manner, ho corao to me about 
the beginning of September, complaining in liis 
wonted style, that lie and his family would bo 
mined if I did not help Mm in this’ distress, by 
taking tliot Stock oA’ liis hands. I refused it on ac- 
count of being too deeply concerned in Stocks al- 
ready. lie then proposed that I sliould buy it.of 
Hm at time, allowing him on advance j to 'wliieli 
he pressed^ mo with great oarnoslncss, and pre- 
vailed upon me to give a bond for said ,6,830 Stock, 
to pay him £2000 in three months ; being a very 
extravagant advance. Stocks falling soon after to 
a very low rale, involved me in niter ruin, and 
put it absolutely out of my power to comply with 
that or other bargains I had then depending. As 
to the sum of £800 which I had taken ai. the 
abovementioned usury, 1 did all tlmt wa.s in my 
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power, even after I was ruined, to clear it ; wliich 
my wife and I did to near 00, as by bis re- 
ceipts appears. She out of c ompassion to his 
i'amily sold some of her jewels to raise him money ; 
and sometime after, when I had no way to find 
more, I gave him pictures and other things to the 
value of the remainder of my note. But he, not 
waiting for a proper time to dispose of them, sold 
for live and twenty pounds, as he accpiainted me, 
what eosL me about four hundred pounds some 
years before. By all which it appears, that of all 
my creditors, Captain Haye has the least reason 
io persecute me, though the only one that has done 
it, and though since my misfortunes, I having often 
reduced myself to the last necessities to supply 
him. His troubles, which he maliciously imputes 
to me, are ohleliy owing to his fraudulent manage- 
ment in the North Sea Bubble, as above related. 

“ As to bis char'ge of my carrying large sums 
of money with me to India, nothing can be more 
ridiculous and inconsistant. Can it be sujoposed 
that any man in his senses would part with his 
family, country, and friends, and at my age, to live 
in India under dcpcndaucc on strangers, and enjoy 
so large a fortune as ,C30,000, as he used to give 
out in all places when T was at home. Had I 
been possessed of so much money, could I not 
have retired to many parts in Europe, where I 
might have lived move at my ease and satisfaction, 
in case my creditors would not have snfl’ered me to 
do so in England, But what shows the falsehood 
as well as malice of that charge to a demonstration is 
this, Had I been possessed of any sums of money,. 
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tlic law would ccrlainly Imvo given liim as well as 
others a righii to them ; and sure I am he left no 
inctliods untried to find out and soi/.e all lie could 
of mine while he was in liliiglniul. .But it is very 
easy for any pei’son concerned to know, if they 
pleaso, whnt niouey I brought abroad with inc. 
All I had v/as delivered into Oaptain CHuirles 
SiuaU’s hands, with whom I came out hither ; 
nhich was a very small sum, and was lea- 
seued before 1 got to this place by my ex- 
pences at Deal, Povtaraouth, and aboard ship 
and my living out of business for above a 
twelve month after my arrival lierc exhausted tho 
little money I brought out with- me. dVlien by 
favour of the Honorable Governor I wont to China 
hist year, 3 carried but a small sum with mo, 
which I took up at 16 per cent Itcspondentia, anil 
which produced not much more than defrayed tho 
expeuoe , of my table and otlier cliargos to mid 
from China. So that at present I have not iiioro 
than will enable mo to pay my piussage back lo' 
England, and answer my expences Imre, till 1 etin,' 
moot with a favourable opportunity to rutuni. 

" As to Mr. Wordsworth’s and Mr* IteatlKiote’S' 
demands, I am very sensible that they would not 
have given me any trouble had not Captain llayn 
raised such false aud malicious reports of my Hying 
to India with large sums of money ; they having 
never given me any disturbance llio four years J. 
was in England from tlie time of my misforluiua, 
for which I reckon myself extremely oliliged to 
them. I believe they were then couviiiccd of tho 
badness of iny circumstances, us well as of my in- 
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clination to do all that was in my power ; having 
given them for a further security all the stock I 
had left. There were many sums of money due to 
me ; upon account of bargains in stocks and 
otherwise; but I was not able to recover 
above £300 of all that was owing me, and my cir- 
cumstances did not permit me to carry on law suits 
to endeavour to recover any more. 1 gave tliosc 
Gentlemen such securities for their money as they 
judged very good at that time, and which then 
sold above tlie value of tiie sum borrowed ; and by 
the contracts and defeazances pns.sed betw’cen us, 
they had full power and authority without my con- 
sent, to sell said securities and pay themselves at 
wliat time they pleased. But it was a great mis- 
fortune to them and me that tlicy did not sell 
those securities, as they were empowered to do. I 
came to India with no other view than to try my 
last and utmost endeavour to get money, in order to 
give some satisfaction to those gentlemen and 
others ; being unwilling to have any reason to re- 
proach myself with having ncglectctl any means, 
or the least probability of any that might put it in 
my power to do justice to those that suffer by my 
misfortunes. To this view I sacrlllced all the 
ease and happiness 1 was possessed of, and sidj- 
mitted to a voluntary banishment, and lo the great- 
est distance from my family, friends and country. 
It is unfortunate for my creditors as well as mo 
that my design has miscarried ; there remaining 
nothing now to do in these parts ; so that I pro- 
pose lo return in some monlh.s, and shall very 
williiigly give all my creditors a fair state of my 
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cifcumstnnccs as soon as it plaases God lo bviug 
mo safe back to Euffland.

We now turn to llic third and Inst .subjl’et in 
the present chapter, namely tbe reorgnuisatiou of 
the Mayor’s Court. A detailed account of the 
establislnuent of a municipality by the Charter of 
1687, has already been given in a preceding oliap- 
ter. 'fhe exercise of judicial powers however 
had never been based on a satisfactory foundation, 
but, “ in 1726,” says Mr. Mill, “ a CImrter was 
granted, by which the Company were ])ei'raittcd'to 
establish a Mayor’s Court at each of their tlivcB 
presidencies, Bombay, Madras, and Calcutta ; 
consisting of a Mayor and nine Ahlormen, era)iow- 
crod to (leoide iu civil cases of all descriptions. 
Brom this jurisdiction, the Bnisident and Council 
were erected into a Court of A])jH!al. They wore 
atso vested with the power of liolding Courts of 
Quarter Session for the eserei.so of penal judiuatuvo 
in all oases, excepting those of high treason. And 
a Court of Bequests, or Court of CousuiGUce, was 
instituted, for the decision by summary proeaduvo 
of pecuniary questions of iuconaidBrablo amount.” 
With this introduction wo place the extracts from 
the records referring lo these now iUTungeuu'Uta. 

" Monday, 14Hi August, 1727. The President 
represented to the Board, that the time for putting 
in execution tho Boyal Cliartcr was very near ; aud 
that therefore it would be necessary ’ to come to 
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some resolutions agreeable thereto. That the 
(loath and absence of Messrs. Higgiiisou, Woolley, 
Way and Miinro, having occasioned four vacancies, 
it was necessary to supply them according to tlie 
rules of the Charter ; whirh was accordingly done 
by appointing Messrs. Thomas Weston, WTlliam 
IMonson, John Bulkelay, and Edward Bracstone, 
Aldermen in the room of the said four persons. 

“ Mr. Higginsoii having been by the said Charter 
appointed Mayor, and it being provided therein 
that the President and Council should in case of 
his death nominate the first Mayor, — It was 
nnauimously agreed to appoint Mr. John Powney 
to that station. 

" Ordered that Thursday next be appointed for 
swearing the Mayor and Aldermen, and putting in 
execution His Majesty’s Charter for so far as re- 
lates to the Mayor’s Court.” 

“Thursday, 17th August, 1727. This being 
the day that the Honorable Presidemt and Council 
had appointed for putting in execution the now 
Charter, and the Town having received notice ac- 
cordingly ; tlie Gentlemen appeared on the parade 
on horse back with the Guards, Peons and coun- 
try music ; and about nine in the morning pro- 
ceeded to the Company’s Garden house in the fol- 
lowing raainicr.

“ III lliis mmiiier they proceeded from the pa- 
rade through Middle gate street into the Illack 
Town, and so out at Armenian liridge gate, 
through the Pedda Naik pottah to llio Company’s 
Garden, whore tiie President and Council wore 
met to roreivc them.” 


" Tho old and new Mayors being conic to tho 
Company’s Garden house in the form mentioned, 
they were adniittcd ; where the President adminis- 
tered tho oath of allegiance and tlie Mayor’.s oath to 
John Powney Esq., and llio oath of allegianeo 
and the Aldorninu’s oath to Messieurs Abniimm 
Wossel, h'ranci.s Ilona, Luis do Al'odeiros, Tho- 
mas VVestou, William Moiisoii, and Edward 
Jlracstone, being all the Aldermen that could at- 
tend on this occasion. After which tlio President 
having received the old Charter from Mr, P’raneis 
Hons, returned him thanks in ilie name of liim- 
self and tho rest of the Coiuioil, for his careful and 
faithful discharge of the trust tliat had been reposcil 
in him ; and expressed the great satisfaction he 
promised himself from the known abilities and inte- 
grity of the present Mayor John I’owney, Esip, to 
whom ho delivered the new Charier.” 
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Oixi' next extracts refer to the institution of the 
other Courts, anti will explain themselves. 

“ Tuesday, 33nd August, 1727. It being ap- 
pointed by the Charter, that the President and 
the five Senior Counsellors, should in thirty days 
after the receipt of the same, be and constitute a 
Court of Oyer and Terminer, and (roal delivery ; 
the said President with George Morton Pitt, Esq., 
Messrs. John Poach, Randal Fowke, and Samuel 
Hyde, accordingly took the oaths of allegiance and 
of office. Mr. Robert Syraonds one of the Seniors 
being absent will be sworn on bis arrival,” 
“Monday, 11th Sejitember, 1727. It being 
necessary tliat there be a Court of Justice for de- 
ciding small debts ; for the relief of the poor who 
cannot afford the charges necessarily attending the 
forms of proceedings in the Mayor’s Court, and 
would therefore otherwise be defrauded of their 
just dues. It was agreed that tlie five Justices of 
the Peace appointed by the Royal Charter, ho also 
ap 2 ioinlo(l Justices of the Choultry, and to decide 
causes of that kind as far as 20 pagodas value.” 

“ Monday, 27th November, 1727. The Com- 
mittee noiniuatod to inspect the list of ices ap- 
pointed to be paid in the Mayor’s Court, report- 
ing that they think them moderate and just, it is 
ordered that they bo coqfied after tliis Consultation, 
and that our approval of them lie signified to the 
Court. Also that the same list be translated into 
tlie several languages, and hung up in the Town 
Hall ; and that a nolo bo affixed at the several 
gates of the Town, giving notice to the inhabitants 
of this new rcguhiliou of the fees, and that thov . 

'1 
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are liuug iip iu the Towu lliill ; iliat every oiio 
who luis business in the Court may thereby bo ou- 
iibleil to avoid being imposed on. 

“The Hoard having on the 11 lb of Sopternbev 
last ordered that the Justices of tlio Poneo should 
decide petty causes of Meum and Tuuiu at their 
Sessions at tlio Choultry ; and that incthoil being 
foiuicl to occasion some inconveniennes, particularly 
the subjecting the members of the Superior (lourt 
to an appeal to the Mayor’s Court ; — It was uu- 
aniinously agreed that for the future all petty 
causes shall bo decided in the Bhcrilf’s Court ; and 
that the Sheriff shall and may decide ultiniately 
■without appeal as far as iivo pagodas, and that lie 
may likewise decide further as I'ar as 20 ])agodas, 
allowing the parties a liberty of apjilying to tlio 
Mayor’s Court iu case they arc not aalislicd with 
the Sbcriff’.s award. Also (hat the Rcgi.stcr of 
Slaves, which formerly was kept by the Just ieo 
of the Choultry, be now kc])l by tlui’Sbcriir, with 
the fornior fees ; and also that he ilo keei) a ilegi-s- 
tcr of sales ami mortgages of houses as fur aa 1 00 
pagodas value, ns rvas formerly done at the Choul- 
try ; only that the fees for so doing bo no more 
tluui IS fanams for 100 pagodas value, and in tho 
same proportion for lessor sums: — of wbieh re- 
gulations it is ordered that tlio Secretary do give 
notice by affixing papers at the gales. 

“ Ordered that tho Justices of tlio Peace do 
take cognisanco of all broaclies of tlio Peace, petty 
Larcenies, and other crimes properly lioloiigiiig to 
their office ; that for the lesser faults they do or- 
der corporal punislunout to tho offeuders ; for 
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l.liose of a very higli iiatuiT, tliey bind over to tlie 
Bfisaioiis ; and Unit for olliei'.s tliey do commit the 
offenders to the Choultry, and rc'iiort their orimes 
to tho Boai'd the next Consultation. And that 
the Secretary do affix papers at. the gates in the 
several languages ; giving notice to the inhabi- 
tants that all murders, breaking open, of lionscs, 
or robberies by night will be punished with death, 
and all other thefts ivith the utmost severity of the 
law, ami that all receivers of stolon goods will 
be punished as the tliicves ; — as also that all 
persons on wliom it shall be proved that 
tliey have bought any thing from Gentlemen’s 
servants, such as Candles, Damars, Bottles, &c., 
or things of greater value, shall be fined agreeable 
to the value of the things so purchased, and pun- 
ished in the same manner as receivers of stolon 
goods ; and in order for tlie better and more of- 
tcctual finding out thereof, that whoever will in- 
form against sucli purchasers or receivers, shall 
have tlvo one half of the value of the goods, which 
lie shall make appear lo have been so pnreliased or 
received.

GOVEKNOnsmi’ OF MU. JAAtlilS irACKAE. 

1728— S!). 

Tlio concluding: ycara of Mr. Macrae’s govcni- 
ment, like tliose whose history lins lieuii recorded, 
are marked by events of a jjarcly doiiicslio luitiire. 
One lUtle dilliculhy occurred with the French at 
the Mauritius, ami another one with tlm Kiijali of 
Travancore, but both were of a trivial nature. The 
remainder of the entrie,s we have preserved refer 
almost entirely to the administration of Governor 
Macrae within the Company’s bonnds j and lo 
such little incidents as serve to illustrate the intesr- 
nal condition of the settlement at f’ort St. Georg'e. 

Our lirst extract refers to Major linaeli, wlio 
liad distinguished himself both at h’ort tSt. Dnvitl, 
and in the defence of Trivatorc. As a rewar<l for 
ins services, the Directors at home appointed him 
to a seat in Council. The entry in the consulta- 
tion book will explain itself. 

"Monday, 21st August, 1727. Major Ttoaeli 
having taken his place at the Hoard, after return- 
ing thanks for the honor conferred upon him, de- 
sired that ho might still continue in hi.s employ of 
Major of the Forces ; declaring his resolution ra- 
ther to saorilloe all tliat was dear anti valiudtle lo 
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Irim, ll\!m to liftvo it tlvoiiglit lie liad, by accepiiug 
a mci'caulile employ, entered into an asylum. lie 
added that as he bad for near twcuty-five years 
faitlifiilly served tlie Honorable Company in tliu 
Held, be could not tbink of quitting that jDOst ; 
but sbonld believe himself undeserving- of any re- 
gard, should be not, by this additional mark of 
esteem conferred on. him, be the more encouraged 
to venture bis life for the defence of the Honora- 
ble Company, should an enemy come down iqjoii 
US ; that as for the pay be bad formerly been en- 
titled to, bo bad no Ihougbts of receiving it longer, 
but quitted that, though he was still desirous of 
tbo employ. 

“ U]mn wbieli it was immediately resolved, that 
Major lloncb, having shown himself upon many 
occasions an experienced and good ollicor, bo be 
contiimcd Major ; and the President expressed bis 
satisfaction in observing the Kcal the Major showed 
for the Company’s interest, and the neglect of bis 
own ease, in desiring to serve in a double capacity, 
and to take the trouble of two employs on him at 
once.” 

The subject was referred homo to tlie CcurL of 
Hircctors, who deckled that Major Poach {'.oubl 
not continne a Member of Council, and a Com- 
mander of the Porecs at tbo same time. Two 
years passed away before this decision was fairly 
acted on at Port St. George ; but for the sake of a 
conneotod narrative we insert tbo result bore. 

“Monday, 14tb July, 1739. The Prcsideul, 
agreeable to the General lellor of Pebrunry last. 
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called upon Miijor IfoncU to <leelarc which employ 
ho would accepi, wholher he would ooiitiuuo Mcm- 
hci- of Council or Major of the Giimsoni — to 
which he made answer as follows. 

“ That as he had scrml the llonorahle Com- 
pany upwards of twonty-fiTC years in a Military 
capacity; and received distinguishing marks of 
their favour for his service in that way, ho oould 
not without some reluctance quit an employment 
that had given him a title to so much of their 
esteem ; hut as it has pleased them to put it to 
his choice, whether he will resign his title to the 
Military service, or have the honor of sitting at the 
Council Hoard, tlio late decay of his constitution, 
occasioned by a long lit of illness, induces him to 
accept of the latter ; which, though it deprives him 
of any immediate command of Military, yet it 
no ways lessens his inclination to veutnre his life 
wliencvov lie shall ho commanded, and liis Honor- 
able Muster’s occasions call for his sword to assert 
their just rights and privileges. At the same tinu), 
roluriiing his most humble thanks for this parti- 
cular favour shown him, he begs leave to assuvo 
this Board that it sluill be his whole study to 
merit his Master’s esteem, by a i'uitliful dischavgo 
of his duty in whatever station bo shall bo called 
to.” 

Whilst Major Eoacli was ohtaliung such an 
honourable rocoguilion of his public services, bis 
private ebaraoter suffered some injury from his 
being conceruocl in the elopement of a i’ortuguesc, 
young lady from St. Thomo. The story will bo 
found further on. 
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Vfii have wow to draw the attention of onr 
readers to one of those documents which serve to 
throw a light upon the inner domestic life of the 
ICnglish settlers in the olden time. Most of our 
reiidevs, and especially those of the fair sex, are no 
donht alive to the tact that a rigid examination of 
all the property of an individual, including a peep 
into all Ids or her boxes, drawers, and other pri- 
vate receptacles, will enable ns to draw a tolera- 
bly accurate conception of Ins or her hahit.s and 
modes of life. Accordingly we here present them 
with a tolerably miinitc inventory of the etfects of 
an Englishman who lived some Imudred and thirty 
years ago, in the days when ]nen wore wigs, 
bveoolies, and swords, and indulged in strong 
waters unknown to the present temperate genera- 
tion. AVc print the list in full, exactly ns wo And 
it eutered in Uio consultation book of 15th Janu- 
ary 1738.

0\u' next extract is very striking and suggestive, 
dt seems that on the deatli of tlie Chaplain, two 
lay servants of the Company were appointed to 
perform Ins offiee, and divided the salary between 
tlicm. The following entry fully illustrates the 
practice. 

“Monday, IStli February, 1738. Upon the 
occasion of the death of the llev. Mr. Win. Leeke 
our Chaplain, who died on Friday last, it was 
agreed in order for keeping up the worship of 
Almighty God, that Messrs. Eandall Fowke, and 
George Torriano, do perform Divine Service in the 
Church ; and that prayers be read twice on Sun- 
days, with a sermon in the morning, and also 
prayers on Wednesdays and Fridays in the fore- 
noon; for which they are to receive £50 a piece 
salary, being ociuivalenl to what is allowed one 
Chaplain.” 
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■ The following entry, refers to lioiuu news. 

“ Siitiu’dfty, Uth March, (icncral Ictlnr 

from the Proaidcnl and (Jonneil of Bombay, dated 
the 33rd January, giving an account of the death 
of His late Majesty King George, and the acces- 
sion of his son the I’rinco of Wales to the throne. 

“ Having immediately on receipt of those advices 
fired one hundred guns on account of tlio King’s 
death, and one hundred and one for his present 
Majesty’s aocessiou ; — It is agreed that wo do on 
Saturday, the 1 6th instant, proclaim hhu witli the 
greatest solemnity, by the mime of George the 
Second j and that on occasion of the death of King 
George the Kirst, this Board will go in mourning 
for three montlis.” 

An event occurred at this time which is curious 
ns showing the relations between the Goverumeut 
of Madras and tlio Itajnh of Travnneoro. Tim 
story occupies some space in the records, but can 
be told in a few words. Sunka Hama, one of the 
Company’s merolumls, had pnisumod to trade for 
pepper witliin tlio kingdom of A.ttiiiga j where- 
upon Mr, Aloxaudor Orme, Chief of the Eugiish 
Factory at Aigengo, and father of Kobert Ormo 
tlin historian, seixed a quantity of Cotton lying 
at Anjengo, wliich belonged to tho said Sunka 
Hama, In this predicament Sunka Hama appeal- 
ed to tho Hajah of Travanoorc, and tho Hajnh 
in his behalf laid claim to the cotton. Tho pro- 
ceedings of tho Council of Anjengo wore approved 
by the Government of Bombay ; but tho .Directors 
at home decided in favour of Sunka Hama. Aceord- 
iugly, as it appeared that tlio Hajah was indebted 
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to the Company, llio matter was settled bj' carry- 
ing the nmuiint claimed by the liajiih to liio credit 
in the nccounta, and leaving Sunka Kama to ob- 
tain tlio same from. Ilio Bajah. Sunka llama how- 
ever was severely blamed for appealing to the 
juatioo of a couni, ry government in a matter entire- 
ly between himself and his employers. 

Our next extract simply illustrates the character 
of Governor Macrae as a “ canny Scot.” 

“ Monday, 17th June, 1738. The President 
observing to the Board" tiiat the Company have 
several anchors and guns lying here, winch arc too 
largo for the use of any of our shipping at this 
time, and which have lain for several years exposed 
to rust and spoil for want of demand ; told them 
tluit lie is willing to take a parcel of them to send 
to Manilla, provided lie can liave tiiem at aroason- 
ahle rate, and tiiafc llie company will take them 
irack again, provided lie cannot sell them tlieir j 
whicli last condition lie expected, because that not 
knowing whether they would sell or not at Manilla, 
lie hlionglil it was snfiicicnl for him to risk the 
money without being obliged, in case they would 
not sell, to have tlio goods He upon his hands ; 
and that should the Company take them hack, it 
would bo only the same thing as if lie liiid never 
received them, and they had laid lieic all the time. 

“ This proposal being considered, it was agreed 
that it tended manifestly to the Company’s advan- 
tage, and thurolbre that it he accepted ; and that 
the Store keeper do deliver the President as many 
of those large guns and aucliors ns ho will take 
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he paying ror the same fonr pngoilns for the achors 
and one Pagoda and .seven-eighths for the guns.’ 

About this period n difficulty nroso between the 
Government of Madras, and the 'Pronch Govern- 
inont at the Mauritius, wl\ich is worthy of notice, 
though the original record is far too long for pub- 
lication. On the IBth of October, 1727, the 
brigantine “ Amity,” nndcr tbe command of Cap- 
tain John Widdrington, left Madras on a trading- 
voyage to the coast of Africa, having on board a 
proper pass signed by Oovernor Macrae. On tlie 
way Captain Widdrington touched at Port Louis 
in the Mauritius for a supply of provisions and 
water; and the Prench Oovernor M. St. Martin, 
having first examined his pass, permitted him to 
stay and obtain what he required, but strictly en- 
joined him not to dispose of any merolinndize to 
tho inhabitants of the Islands. At tbe samo time 
a .ship belonging to tho Prcnch Company, called 
the “ Expedition,” under tlic comramui of Cap- 
tain Marcny, was anchored at Port Louis ; and 
this Prench Cairtaiii went on board llio " Amity,” 
and obtained a few trifles for himself and Officers, 
wbioh could not come under the name of mer- 
chandize, and which only amounted to some thirty 
or forty dollars. It would seem however that this 
proceeding was only a ruse on the part of Captain 
Marcay of the " Expedition,” to obtain possession 
of the “ Amity.” The story of the trading was 
carried to Governor St. Martin, who at once sent 
a guard on board the " Amity but Captain 
Widdrington explained the matter to his satisfac- 
tion, and ho permitted the ” Amity” to proceed 
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on her voyngo. Captain Widclriiigtoii thou weigh- 
ed anchor and was steering out of the harbour, 
when the “ Expedition” fired a shot at the 
“ Amity.” As the two nations were at peace. 
Captain Widdriiigton could not understand the 
reason of the shot, and sent a boat to enquire ; 
but Captain Marcay not only detained the boat, 
but sent some of his officers in a long boat 
to the " Amity,” ordering Captain Widdrington 
to accompany the “Expedition” in a voyage 
to Bourbon. The latter was compelled to sub- 
mit, and on arriving at St. Paul in Bourbon, 
sent in his protest to the Governor M. Dumas. 
Tlie Government of Bourbon however seized ihe 
vessel, cm the ground that he had been trading ; 
and even disputed Governor Macrae’s pass, on 
the ground that it exliibiled two difl'eront kinds of 
liandwriting ; the body of tlie pass liaving been 
written by the Secretary, wliilst the name of the 
ship and the Captain, and the signature at tlm foot, 
were in the handwriting of Governor Macrae. The 
result was that the “Amity” was detained at 
Bourbon, and her goods taken out ; but subse- 
quently, on the arrival of the Erencli ships from 
Pondicherry on their way to Europe, the whole 
matter was again made the subject of inquiry. 
The result was that Captain Marcay was dismissed 
from the command of the “ Expedition,” whilst the 
“Amity” was permitted to return to Madras, 
The owners of the “ Amity” resident at Madras, 
then ropresouted the allair to Governor Afacrae, 
and the complaint was forwarded to the Governor 
of Pondicherry ; but tho mailer was delayed for 
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some years, and appears to luvvc been rpiietly sull'er- 
ed to drop. 

About the same tiiiio an cxtrani'dimiry outrage 
was perpetrated by an English Captain on board a 
ship belonging to ono of the Company’s servants. 
Some Patim incrclimits at Madras had freighted 
some goods on board tho ship, and sent aome of 
their servants in charge. Tho ship however vva.s 
wrecked, and tho Captain seems to have ombcxzled 
their goods, and. endeavonved to get the servants 
out of tile way. Accordingly the X’atan merchants 
sent in their complaint to Governor Mnerao. We 
give tho petition at length. It is dated 32ucl 
July, 1738. 

“ Thelunnblepetitioirof Sheik Mahmud Amecn, 
and merchants of Port St. George, 

" Slieweth, 

“T'liat yonr petitioners did freight on ship 
" James,” hclongiug to Mr. Georgo T'orrinno, a 
quantity of rupees, eoral, rubies of dilfcreut Hort,s, 
false pearl, clumk, and other goods ; whieli ship 
“ James” on the S'llh April 1738 struck on a 
sand bank. About two hours after the ship struck, 
the Captain, by name Oluirles .Bissell, and tlie 
Chief Mate, with the Sorang and Tindal, oonsuUud 
together, and went under tlio decks and brought 
up some of onr chests, with a .design to lake out 
the money ; from which action, your petitioners’ 
servants endeavouring to stop them, they wounded 
one of our people and took all the treasure, coral, 
pearl. See., and put them in their own ehests j at 
which your petitioners’ servants being very dis- 
conlcntccl, and still persisting to hinder suoh pvac- 
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licesj the Captain bid them not fear any thing, fov 
that he wonld return their goods and money when 
he came ashore. The Captain went intoTiis pin- 
nace, with one servant and four Lascars, and car- 
ried with them a chest, two jars, and a compass, 
and was getting sail for Calcutta, when your 
petitioners'^ servants desired to go with him ; to 
whom he answered he would send some sloops 
dowir as soon as possible. Three days after they 
made three rafts of timber, one of which was in 
bad case and very rvealc, on which the Chief Mate 
ordered our servants, who refused and desired to 
go with them ; upon which they put oin servants 
on that raft by force, and in their sight the Chief 
Mate, Sevang, and some Lascars took the treasure 
aud other goods, and put them in the pinnace ; 
and put some Lascars in another small boat ac- 
cording to the Captain’s direction, and went away 
with them to Ilajeily in a small time ; they being 
well provided with Oars. But your petitioners 
<lid not arrive off Suuderbund Wood till four 
ill the evening, where they rowed backward and 
forward for six days ; with which labour and want 
of provisions three of the people died ; when it was 
their gooil fortune to find a vcsbol that was wood- 
ing, where they got some provisions and went on 
her to Calcutta j where hearuig the Captain was 
arrived, your petitioners’ servants went and dc- 
luandcd their goods and money ; and received 
answers from tho Captain that the pinnace was 
overset, and that all was lost. But after a long 
debate he brought out the rubies, which your peti- 
lioucrs’ had packed in a chest of treasure, and

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said that was all that was saved of ours j when 
your petitioners’ servants demanded to know 
where Was tho money that those stones wore pack- 
ed with ; when after a great deal of trouble tho 
said Captain also produced the chest of fala(? pearl, 
and bid your petitioners take that, and give him 
the bill of lading' and a discharge, which he demand- 
ed with force and threatening. Therefore your 
petitioners’ servants, not being able to argue with 
the Captain, they sent one of them hero ; and as 
your petitioners have left the Moguls, which is their 
native country, wo have now no other remedy, nor 
other justice to apply to but your Honors ; and as 
we have lived wdl under this Government for 
SO years, and have never had reason to com- 
plain, but have always found its justice bright ns 
the sun beams, so we hope still for justice from 
your Honor ; for that wo with great conlidence 
paid tho freight of those goods, before wo put 
them on board, to Mr. George Torrinuo, who is 
the owner of the said ship ; and we doubt not but 
when your liouora in justice shall examine this 
affair, we shall recover our money, when wo shall 
go on happily, and for over pray for your Honors’ 
long life, great happiness and abundant riches.” 

The foregoing petition was forwarded by Go- 
vernor Macrae to the English Government at Cal- 
cutta, with a request that the Governor and Coun- 
cil there would enquire into the affair. The result 
is not recorded. 

Another petition delivered in at this time to 
Governor Macrae is interesting as illustrating the 
way in wliicli the trade was carried on in the ■ olden 
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time. It waa presented by the Renter or farmer 
of the Paddy Fields, and complauis tliat the inha- 
bitants of Trivatore, Tandore, and neighbouring 
villages, make and export great quantities of salt, 
contrary to his supposed privileges. "We give the 
petition at length. 

“ The liumble petition of Oooleelierla Veahaum 
Brahmin, 

“ Sheweth, 

That a certain tract of land helongmg to the 
Company, lying out from Tom Clark’s Gate up 
to the Batteries, together' with another tract lying 
along the river from . Coomerapollnm towards 
Trivatore, commonly known by the name of the 
Company’s paddy fields, were formerly vented at 
40 pagodas per annum. But when the cowle was 
out ill Governor Harrison’s time, he being de- 
sirous of raising tko Company’s revenue, put it 
up at out-cry, and promised that tlie liigliest bidder 
should bo permitted to wear a Roundel as a mark 
of diatinetion for hia endeavours to serve the Com- 
pany, With which great honour, my Uncle 
Paupa Brahraiii, being extremely cnoouraged, 
gave as far as seven hundred and ten pagodas per 
annum for what formerly let at only 40 ; and this 
for only ten years, though ho knew he must lose a 
great deal by it, and in fact ho has lost every year 
near 800 pagodas per annum. For payment of 
liis debts contracted by this means, I have 
mortgaged my houses, gardens, etc. ; and now all 
in me and my father’s debts, contracted on this 
account, amount to upivards of 3,000 pagodas. 

" Now your petitionor humbly begs leave to re- 
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■pi’osont to your Honors Hint, nlthougli tlio Cowlo 
is given for lands eallcd paddy fields, yet a very 
small part tlievcof is fit for that use, and tlicrelbrn 
the rest liatli for many years been converted into 
Salt pans ; and by the profit arising tliorofroni, 
your petitioner and Ids father have liitlierto been 
enabled to pay the annual rent ; till within this 
little time that several persons have presumed to 
make salt in the Company’s Bounds, and bring it 
into Town, and also to ship it off, to the great 
prejudice of your petitioner, who by giving so 
large a rent cannot be supposed to bo able to sell 
so cheap as those people who pay nothing for this 
liberty. Nor is this all, for they oven buy salt 
from the Moors and import it into the Company’s 
Bounds i by which undue practices your petitioner 
is prevented selling his salt, and is therefore nn- 
ahle to pay his rent without your Honors will give 
him immediate redress. 

“ Tour Petitioner doth not pretend to infringe 
the liberty which tlic inhabitants of T’andoor, 
Trivatore, &o. have formerly, enjoyed ; but only 
hopes your Honors will restrain them from en- 
croaching on his undoubted rights, 

“ They formerly had five pits in those parts, 
where they made salt, and had the privilege of sell- 
ing to the country people, who brought a few 
oxen to carry it away ; and sometimes, having first 
obtained leave from the Parmer of the paddy 
fields, would load five or ten garce of salt 
on board of boats ; but they were never permitted 
more. Of late they have neglected to ask leave of 
me, and by the great quantities of salt they have

sHpped off to boats anil ships, and by undei’selllng 
me, they have been encouraged to increase the 
number of their salt pans, by which means I have 
now upwards of 600 garce of salt which I cannot 
dispose of. 

“ I am therefore humbly to request your Honors 
that you will please to order, that no body may be 
permitted to load any salt within the Company’s 
Bounds, or bring it into town for sale, without 
leave from me ; or else it rvill be impossible for me 
to continue to pay the large rent T now do. 

"lam also to request that the PeddaNaick may 
be obliged to keep a watch over my salt, as he did 
in my father’s time, but hath since neglected ; and 
by that means I have lost great quantities, for 
which I humbly hope your Honors will please to 
oblige him to make satisfaction. 

" And since the only inducement to my father’s 
giving so large a rent for these grounds was the 
token of honour given him, I promise myself your 
Honors will allow me to wear the lloundel as he 
did, if I still pay the great rent he did. 

“ All those particulars arc most humbly submit- 
ted to your Honor’s clemency, on ivhioh your peti- 
tioner most humbly depends for ease in these his 
hard circumstances, and as in duty bound shall ever 
pray.” 

In reply to this petition Governor Macrae 
ordered “ that a Committee, consisting of Major 
lloaeh, Mr. Hyde, and the Secretary, do enqidre 
into the several allegations, and into the ancient 
privileges of the inhabitants of those towns.” The 
result is thus recorded. 
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“ Thursday, 28tli Scptemhcr, 1 738. TIio Com- 
laitleo appointed to inspect into the rights which tlio 
inhabitants of Tnudovc, Trivntoro, etc. huvo to 
make stilt, deliver in their report, by whicli it ap- 
pears that they have ecpral rights with tlie farmers 
of the paddy iields. It was therefore agreed that 
we cannot take the liberty from them ; and as 
Vcaslmm Bralimin ivilhout that cannot pay Ids rent, 
for whicli he is now considerably behind hand, and 
Poncola Kistna, the Itenter of Taudoro and the 
other villages, being willing to take the Cowle of the 
Paddy Pielda at the old rent, — it was agreed to take 
it away from Veaslmm Brahmin, who is not able 
to pay the rent of it, and to grant it to Poncola 
Kistna.” 

Our next extract explains itself. 

" Tluirsday, 38th November, 1728. The tobacco 
and beetle Parmer, complaining that several per- 
sons have lately run into the Bounds great quanti- 
ties of beetle and tobacco to his great jircjudioo, 
and praying some stop may bo put thereto ; — It 
was agreed that we do publish an order at the sea 
gate, that whatsoever Gonacopillay, Buhash, or 
other substantial person is found to run into the 
Bounds any quantity of tobacco or beetle, or to 
encourage others to do it, shall he fined one pagoda 
for every fanam’s worth so run, and to be in prison 
till it be paid ; and that all coolies, and other 
poor people, who shall be convicled of the like 
practices, shall be publicly whipped at the choultry, 
and receive thhty nine lashes, and stand one hour 
in the pillory.”

GOYEHNOESini OE MU. JAMES MACKAE. 

1739—30. 

Tlie Government of Mr. Macrae was now draw- 
ing to a close. In May 1730 he retired from the 
President’s chair, and his place was taken by Mr. 
George Morton Pitt. Accordingly the present 
chapter will contain the annals of the last years of 
his administration ; whilst the next chapter will 
contain a supplementary account of the events 
which transpired between Mr. Macrae’s resignation 
and his departure from tho Presidency ; together 
with some particidars conuecled with his subsequent 
life in England which will bo interesting as general 
illustrations of the lime. 

Our first extract is curious as showing how 
utterly unahle our forefathers were to apprehend 
and appreciate tho first principles of free trade. 
Tlie entry speaks for itself. 

“ Monday, 3rd February, 1739. There having 
been imported this year pretty large quantities of 
grain from the Northward, notwithstanding which 
the price holds up at ten maracals per pagoda for 
paddy, and scarce any procurable even at that rate, 
especially for the poorer sort of people. The Pre- 
sident proposed to the Board to take into tlioir 
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consideration tliu settliiis of tlio prices of grain for 
the ensuing season ; and after some time spent in 
considering thereon, it was agreed and ordered 
that the prices of grain be as follow. 


Paddy Coarse 13 Maracals for a pagoda. 

Paddy Pine 12 do. do. 

Natcheny 7 do. do. 

Eice l-f measure for a fanam. 


" Which prices the Secretary is ordered to affix 
at the gates with the following resolves, viz. That 
whoever shall sell at a dearer rate than above 
specified, shall upon proof thereof made be fined 
at the pleasure of the Governor and Oouneil j and 
that the person who shall make proof of his having 
paid more than the above prices, shall have his 
money returned him, and shall also keep the grain 
he has purchased to himself; and that whoever 
has more rice or paddy that is necessary for his 
usual annual cxjiensc, shall bo obliged to sell ; 
and whoever shall deny or conceal such overplus, 
upon proof thereof made, it shall bo coniiseated to 
the use of the Company. Ordered that the above 
bo also signified by beating the tom tom.” 

We now come to the mysterious affair which 
served to throw such discredit on Major lloach. 
We give the petitions to the Madras Government at 
full length as illustrations of the times ; and in- 
deed the energetic language of the petitioners is 
well worthy of preservation as a combination of 
invective, indignation, throat, and argument whioh 
is rarely to be found even in the most impassioned 
novel. The petitions will e.xplaiu tlicmscivcs. The 
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firet is from tlic ostensible failier of tbe young 
2a<ly. 

“ The bumble petition of Sebastian Tesoira 
DoBi'itto. 

" Showetli, 

That your petitioner, who is an inhabitant of the 
city, did’ in the month of July last embark on shij) 
“ Arcet” for Manilla, and left a maiden daughter 
of the age of nmetceii year's in St. Thomd, under 
the earo of Mrs. Jlaria Ifilveirn, to remain with her 
till your petitioner’s return j ns your petitioner 
hath often done when going on the like voyages. 
Being uorv returned, your petitioner received the 
melancholy notice that the aforesaid child was 
missing from the said house on Friday the 1 Ith 
h’cbruavy last, at past twelve at uight ; and for her 
there was ready at the seaside a palmupicen ami 
aovoral jjconsj which eouducted tlie same into this 
city, ns was found in about eight clays alter l.his 
insult done. Whereupon the llev. Badre Thomas 
went to the house of Major Jolin lloach, as one of 
the Justices of I’eace iu this city, and represent- 
ed to him the said insult and dishonor clone to 
the people in general ; and craved tiuit for his 
sake and credit he would cause enqnii'y to 
be made rvhore tbc said oliilcl was, and who 
it was that had done this injustice. To which 
the said Major Koacdi avrswered there was no 
occasion for so much trouble ; that he knew 
where she was, and if he pleased could produce 
her ; and further said that the said child was not 
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'Rawoiih,''*’ and Umt she is now nndor Ills protcc- 
iion, and tliat lie will givo lier live or six liundrod 
pagodas in inaniagc ; and Unit it appertaiuetli 
unto Mill to do that justice, I'or that ho liath a 
power of Attorney to that purpose from Mr. John 
.Haworth, and that also the child requested it of 
him ; and further told the said Padre Thomas Unit 
he might acquaint the genllemen of St. Tlioind 
with this answer ; that it now belonged to him to 
take care of and mnintain the said child, and that 
ha would liavo them pretend no fnrtiior in this 
alTair. 

“ To consider the foregoing particulars, it will 
appear that Major Eoach was the induoer and 
cause of taking away llio said child frara the lionso 
wherein your petitioner had placed her ; and tlio 
following reason will prove that the said child is 
not the daughter of Mr. llohort Rmvorih. For 
that the mother of the said child left tliis city, and 
went to St. Thome more than fifteen months beforo 
her delivery of this child ; the said Mr. Eaworth 
left India for France in llio year 17 M, and tlie 
said cliild was then aged five years ; and to 
this time what care did tlio said Mr. Eo- 
bert Eaworth ever take of the said child ? Did 
be ever demand her ? did ho ever givo her any 
snbsistanoo? or what charge hath ho been at 


*Mi'. llaworth was tlio refraetory Deputy Qovoriior of 
Fort St. David, who gave so ninoh tronblo to Governor 
Harrison. If the young lady was his oliild at all, .sho 
was probably ths offspring of an illioit amour, 'i'lio only 
partioulava recorded ooncoming her, are hoivovor to bo 
found in the entries published above. 
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for lier maiutoiinnce ? wliicli he might well have 
clone in the posts and power he bore in In- 
dia. The said Eoherfc Haworth’s brother, John 
Haworth, also arrived from Europe, and stayed in 
India some years. "What did he ever do for the 
child ? or did he once demand her ? As neither 
of the brothers ever did in any manner lay claim 
to the child, nor do any thing for her when so 
young, and they in these parts, it seems very un- 
likely that at this distance there should now eome 
a power and letter of Attorney, as is alleged, by 
Major Hpach, to this end ; and if it was so, before 
what justice did he present or show such letter or 
power, as he ought to have done, and not to liave 
been a Judge in his own cause. Well might Ma- 
jor Roach say to the Hev. Padre Thomas that he 
knew whore the said child was, and tliat he could 
produce her ; for it is notorious that he received 
her at his house, when she came at that time 
of night from St. Thome j and seems rather that 
lie was the taker of her ; for how is it possible 
that u child, brought np in the close manner as is 
customary to bring up children of the Portuguese 
in India, without any acquaintance or knowledge 
of the world, with so much resolution and courage 
to go out at that time of night, and directly to get 
a palanquecn and peons to conduct her to Madras. 
It is plain, and evident to be seen, that some person 
might have seduced her by flattery or other moans, 
to pass such an excess of shame and scandal. 
Neither is it to be believed that tlie child on her 
own head should so leave the house, and go directly 
to Major iloaoh, as a Justice of Peace, to complain 
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of opprtssiou I'ccoivcd. NciLluir nt tlioae hours 
does it scorn f^ood for miy .1 iiatlco of Poaeo, so 
much to prejudice the honour of a inaidcn, as to 
j'ceoivo her iu his house ; but rather for u ft-ond ex- 
ample, and to preserve her honour, would have 
sent lior to some creditable Iiousc till the luorniiig, 
or till he could have had an opportuuily to ae- 
([uaiut the Governor of the allair ; who, as Chief 
Juslicc, ought to have been so accpiainted. Instead 
of which, Major .Roach kept, and still doth oonti- 
nuo to keep the said child in his house, to her 
great scandal and dishonour, and without the fear 
of any man, under pwctcnce of being nnder liis pro- 
tcotion, inid that he will give lior in uuirriage, All 
which makes it appear plainly that Major lloach 
luid ipduecd the girl to leave the house, whore slio 
was placed by your Petitioner ; and what man 
that halb any regard to his lionour, and not lost 
to shame, will marry a woman after this scandal to 
her reputation never to be tiiken oil'. Liislly, to 
what Major Roach say.s, that tlio (iliild is' not 
your Petitioner’s (taugliter. It is a thing not iu 
the power of any man to prove, 'riioug'h so many 
years as she is old, she has been known to all peoplo 
as the child of your Petitioner ; and though if she 
actually denies that she is your Potitioucr’s oliild, 
and accompanies such (leiiial with otlier scandalous 
and injurious language, who will believe a young 
woman lost in error, in fear of her reputation, and 
incited by otheis. AVill she not say it, mid will 
she not throw such scandal, and yet far greater, on 
those that gave her being. And if she was asked, 
if she ever hoard her mother say that your Poii- 
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tioncr was not Uie falhcr of )icr, or of her brolhers, 
or sisters, your pctitioucr believes slie will even 
say that too. But that cannot hide it from all the 
inhabitants of Madras and St. Thome ; for, as your 
Petitioner's children, they were baptized and edu- 
cated ; and if she and they were not the children 
of your Petitioner, ho would scarce have brought 
thoni up with so much care and love, and at these 
years to pass so imich fatigue and trouble and risk 
of life, to get them fortunes to sot them forward 
in the world, and to give them in niarriiige. And 
as your Petitiotier is an inhabitant of this city, 
and is subject to the laws thereof, so it is but 
reasonable to hope for and expect their protection, 
and ill what more than for our children. 

“ Your Petitioner, therefore, prays your Honors 
to exmniuo of this great injustice done by Major 
lloach to your Petitioner, and dishonour to your 
I’etilioucr’s child ; for ns the said Major lloaeh 
is a Justice of the Peace of this city, and 
a nicinher of the Council for the altairs of the 
Konovahle Company, and Commander of the hlili- 
tary, he ought to suppress such proceedings ; and 
not himself to he the actor, and cause of scandal 
and dishonour, to the discredit of his nation and' of 
his colony. No Govcrnnioiit in the world sure 
will suffer such usage, thereby to give occasion 
for the like procecilings in others, to he the des- 
truclioii of the Ilepublic. And as you are or all 
may bo fathers, your potilioncr again prays you 
will take this afl'air in due consideration ; and re- 
llcot how severe a strolco this must be to a parent. 
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nnd also tlio sonndal llial will alteiid Uic pliicni 
wlici'O such usage is sufl'erod.” 

The bcooml petition was signed by the Portu- 
guese Padre and inhabitants of St. Thomd, and is 
equally forcible with that of Sebastian Toxiorn He 
Biitlo. Wc give it at length. 

" The few inhabitants of the ruined nnd poor 
city of St. Thomd, send this their most just com- 
plaint on occasion, of the scandalous alMv of Se- 
bastian Texcira De Britto’s daughter ; who pri- 
vately in the night went out of an honest house 
slandiug in St. Thome, where her lather, accord- 
ing to his constant custom, had left her ; nnd the 
same night she was conclaotod to Major Konch’s 
house, where she has now been for a month past. 
Those cautions not being sufticient (which were 
such as a father could use when, according to tho 
custom of the Portuguese in India, he leaves tho 
shore) in order to secure his child. Tt is su])- 
posed that promises were Ihc menus that broke 
down the walls of her retreat ami modesty. An 
example which these inhabitants, though poor, 
never met with from the Moors themselves, who 
rule and governor _ here without control ; and in 
reality it is injurious to the community, for in 
future there will be no lionse secure, however 
honest it may be. This excess having opened a way 
to many others, ns if there was not justice to be 
found to punish actions so pernicious to tlm good 
and quiet of the public. 

" Wherefore we request of the Honorable. Go- 
vernor and his Co\incil, that they will find out some 
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remedy for wluit is past, and to prevent such enor- 
mities in future ; and also that an authentic copy 
of this complaint, and of the determination which 
shall be made thereon, may be transmitted to the 
Supreme Court of the Honorable Company ; of 
which the said inhabitants of St. Thome, where 
this injury was offered, will send another copy to 
he delivered them by the Envoy of Portugal in 
England ; to the end that the said court may be 
informed of the conclusion of the affair, and con- 
tinn the same, in order to prevent the like acci- 
dents in future.” 

The proceedings of Governor Macrae and Coun- 
cil upon this extraordinary charge are thus brieily 
recorded. 

“Wednesday, 19 th Mmch, 1729. Major John 
Poach gives in answer to the charge delivered him 
about the daughter of Sebastian Texeira, wherein 
he denies the contents of it absolutely, except the 
receiving the woman ; which he confesses he did 
do, as believing it a part of his duty as a Justice 
of Peace ; she coming to him and claiming protec- 
tion ; and he does acknowledge himself guilty of 
an indiscretion in not acquainting the Government 
of it, and submits himself to the censure of the 
Board for'the same. Whereupon the Board came 
to the following resolution. 

“ That suoh actions manifestly tend to the dis- 
turbance of the public peace and good order of this 
settlement. Wherefore it was unanimously agreed 
that the Major, for his indiscreet conduct in this 
affair, be fined 300 pagodas into the Company’s 
Gash ; and that the woman presuming to come 
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into this GovRi'iiiiieiil, midoi- prcUniRc of oskiiip,- 
prolcoUoii, without iimkin^ lioi* iip])lioutit)u in a 
rogulrtv mnniior, bo tulvUeil by tlio Sooi'(!ti>vy, Llmt 
aliu do not coutiiuiu in oar Hounds longer lluui 
Tfi'idiiy niglit uoxt, uiulor ponnlty of publio punish- 
ment, H'his liiuc is ullowod her to l.ry if sho oiiu 
be reconciled to her friends on account of bor 
do]iGjnont.” 

The i'ollowing notice closes the record of lln; 
transaction. 

“ iVlonday, ^Ist April, 173',). Major .luhu lloaoli 
pays into cash thvcu Iniudrnd pagodas, being' tJio 
lino laid on him in consultiilion the uincstocnlh of 
last raontb.” 

A barbarous outrage committed about this 
])oriod by tlie Arabs at Jedda, the seaport of 
Mecca, on llio 'lied S(!a, i.s ivorlby of rwiord. 
Karly in the year two ships, the “ Margaret” and 
the “ George,” sailed from India for tiu! lied Kea. 
Tlio “ Margaret” from Tellielieiry iirrirod at .ledda 
after a voyage of sixty days on (ho 1 Slii ol’ Mareli 
1737 . Mr. .Hill, the Siipereargo, wa.s eourleonsly 
received by the .Hashaw, and met with fdl the en- 
oonragomont he could expeoL in tho .Hali! of i.ho 
cargo. About a mouth afterwards tho “ Ge.orgo” 
arrived at Jedda from Ihiiigal, and a good under- 
standing was preserved hetwoeu the tivo ships. 
It so happened that tho “ Georgo” had seven 
Arab Lasears 011 boai'd, who maungnd to siviui 
ashore at Jedda, hut wore nrro.stecl by the ortlers 
of the Bashaw, and pul into prison ; Init were 
restored to the ship on tho proniise of the Gajituiu 
not to pnuisl) them. On the sixth of .) luic the 
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Maj'garet” prepared to sail. Meantime several 
Lascars on. both ships had diedj and had been 
buried by their comrades according to the rites of 
the Mussulman religion in the little islands off 
Jedda. Unfortunately sufficient care had not been 
taken to cover the bodies with the earth ; and the 
fishermen' of the islands reported at Jedda that the 
Captahi of the “ George” had broken his word to 
the Bashaw, and put to death the Arab sail- 
ors who had been restored to his ship. On the Btk 
of June the Bashaw sent a special messenger on 
board the “ George” to make eucpiiries, but none 
of the crew had any complaint to make. On the 
sixth of June, being the following day, the same 
messenger then went on board the “ Margaret,” 
and there found no complaints ; but chanced to 
espy the body of a Lascar who had died 
in the night, and who the crew wore preparing to 
bury, lie immediately left the ship and made 
threatening gestures from his boat. At this time 
Mr. Hill the Supercargo was ashore with a few 
other Europeans, ivMlsl the Captain of the “ Mar^ 
garet” was onboard preparing to set sail. Shortly 
afterwards Mr. Hill dispatched orders for the hudy 
of the Lascar to ho sent on shore wrapped in cloth. 
The order was obeyed, but by some accident the 
corpse was exposed to the view of the people. The 
mob of fanatics, as excitable then as they are now, 
at once rose and inassacred Mr. Hill and all the 
Europeans with him. Nolhiiig of this was known 
on board the sliips unld some boats anived from 
the Bashaw, ostensibly lo preserve the ships from 
the fury of the mob. The matter tennuintod in 
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the detention of the two shii^s for n jxu'iod of ten 
months, whilst the Captains were kept close pri- 
soners on shore, and also were compelled to 
make large advances to their crews of Tjasonrs. 
At length the dragoman of Mr. Slimian, the Bri- 
tish Ambassador at Constantinople, arrived at 
Jedda, and solicited tlieir discharge ; and though 
the Zerrif came from Mecca and did his utmost to 
oppose the departure of the llnglish ships, the 
Bashaw finally gave way, and in July 1738, the 
“ Mai'gnret” reached Madras, A formal complaint 
was laid before the Madras Govermnent, but it 
does not appear that any further steps were taken 
in the matter beyond a representation to the au- 
thorities at home. 

Our next extract refers to a curious coinage of 
pagodas with an alloy of iron ; also to the issuing 
of Governor Macrae’s order against the exportation 
of silver. 

" Monday, 17lh March, 1730. Tlie Assay 
Master attending the Board mid being called in, 
produced a bag of Madras pagodas, just coined 
out of some gold dust brought from Manilla j 
which having a mixture of iron melted down with 
it, it had made the coin thorrgh exactly alloyed, 
look of a dirty pale colour, and had made likowiso 
the gold so brittle that the pagodas were very 
much cracked, and consequently ill stamped ; 
whioli he told the Board he thought proper to 
aequaiut them of, that he might receive their orders 
thereon before he let the romaindor bo coined. 
The said pagodas being compared with others just 
stamped, the difference was so groat that the 
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Board unanimously agreed it would be a very 
great discredit to our coin to let them pass ; and 
therefore resolved that the merchant should be 
obliged to refine the gold, and burn out the iron 
alloy before it was coined. 

“ The President reports a seizure of fifty-six and 
a half (66|) ounces of silver endeavoured to be 
run, which being produced was sold him at four- 
teen and a half dollars for ten pagodas, amounting 
to forty-three pagodas, twenty-eight fanams 43-38 
the one-half of which is paid into the Company’s 
cash and the other to the peon who seized it.” 

Governor Macrae appears to the last to have 
had considerable diiflcvdty in dealing with the Com- 
pany’s Native merchants. The proceedings are so 
suggestive as to be worthy of record. 

“ Monday, 14th July, 1739. The President 
represented to the Boiird that, notwithstanding 
the indulgence given the merchants in Pebruary 
last, when it was agreed to give them till the first 
of September to complete the contract which 
should have been finished the Slst of January last : 
they had nevertheless been very backward in bring- 
ing cloth ; and that unless some further measures 
are taken to oblige them to bring in cloth, lie 
feared we should be very much disappointed in the 
quantity necessary for the dispatch of our ships. 
Which being debated, it was thought that possibly 
the indulging tliem with the broad cloth this year 
come and coming from Europe, might be a means 
to induce them to bring in goods, and accordingly 
the following terms were agreed to be proposed 
to them, viz. 
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" Tluit tliey should provide aud delivor scveii- 
toeii hundred bales of calicoes on or btilbrc the 
20th of January next ; in consequence of which 
they should have tho broad cloth at thirty-five per 
cent, on tho invoice priqc. But if tlioy did not 
comply and deliver the said scvoutocu luindredi 
bales, that then they should pay ten per cent, 
more for the broad cloth ; and that the old penalty 
sliould be forgiven them if they complied with this 
contract j in order to do which the bcl.ter they 
should be advanced fifteen thousand pagodas with- 
out interest till tho 20th January next. 

“ The merchants were Jierenpon called in, and 
the above proposals olfered them ; which they 
refused alleging that the great drought in tlie 
ooimlry, and dearness of cotton, made it very dif- 
ficult to provide cloth, and that therefore they 
eould not comply therewith. 

" Whereupon tlicy were told it ivas a favour to 
tlicm that was designed ilicrehy ; (hat they had 
incunud a penally of near twenty thousand pagodas 
by their non-oompliancc with the last contract j 
that there were now due on that contract fourleeu 
hundred bales not yet delivered in by them ; so 
that the seventeen luiudrutl now proposed to bo 
provided by them was only three Imtidrcd more 
than they were obliged to by their old contract ; 
and that in consideration thereof, they were to be 
indulged with all tho .Company’s broad clelh — ■ 
but these arguments not prevailing, tlio Board 
■came to no conclusion with them.” 

“Monday, 21st July, 1729. The Company’s 
merchants being again called in and asked whether 
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tliey liacl considered of the offers made tliem tlie 
last coiisullatioa day, and would sign a contract 
on tliose terms, still urged the difficulties of pro- 
viding cloth, the scarcity and famine and dearness 
of cotton, Tvhioli made the weavers turn their hands 
to other work and retire into other countries where 
grain was to be got. Which ai-guments they in- 
sisted on so strenuously, that the Board came to 
no agreement with them, and therefore dismissed 
them i with an assurance that they would sell the 
broad cloth at outcry, and insist on the perform- 
ance of the last contract, or penalty due for the 
breach thereof.” 

“ Tluu'sday, 31st July, 1739. This day the Com- 
pany’s Merchants being again called in; and a 
contract for seventeen hundred bales again pro- 
posed to them, it was at last agreed on the fol- 
lowing terms. 

“ That they be advanced fifteen thousand pagodas 
without interest till the 30th January next j that 
the penalty of the last contract be wholly forgiven 
them, and nothing more dem.ancled of them on 
that account ; that they have all the Company’s 
broad cloth at thirty live per cent ; and that 
they shall pay twenty per cent, on the value 
of all the bales which they shall deliver short of 
seventeen hundred bales by the 30tli of January. 
Accordingly a contract being drawn out on those 
conditions, was mutually signed, and the money 
ordered to bo paid them to-morrow morning.” 

The following entries referring to the changes 
in the administration of justice are worthy of pre- 
servation. 
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“ Moiulajr, Slst July, 1739. Our ITonorablo 
Masters liaving disapproved of fclie Slioriil'’s Court, 
it is agreed that it be no longer continued, and 
that tlic Jiislicos sit weekly at the Choultry for 
punishing of petty ollenees which arc daily com- 
niittcd in the Town, and which arc of too trivial 
a nature to be brouglit before the Quarter-Sessions, 
and that the Paymaster do make a pair of stocks, 

"Thursday, 7th August, 1739. General letter 
from the Deputy Governor and Council of Port St, 
David, read, desiring, we will give them instruc- 
tions how to prevent the great inconveniences 
which will arise by their iuhubitauts being obliged 
to come up to Madras to get their disputes deter- 
mined by our Mayor’s Court, 

Agreed that we write them, when such do arise 
to persuade their inhabitants to go to arbitration 
before the heads of their castes,” 

The one grcal. fault of Govoi'uor Macrae, and a 
fault common with most men of his calibre, was an 
arbitrary mode of settling matters which by no 
means met with the approbation of the Directors. 
Ills violation of the principles of free trade were 
only so many instances of this arbitrary conduct ; 
and were proskxclivo of evils, all of wliioh will be 
nnfolded in due time. The rule against the ex- 
portation of silver caused much dissatisfaction to 
the inhabitants, and was abrogated by an order 
froip the Directors j whilst he himself found it 
necessary to repeal his own absurd regulations res- 
pecting a fixed price for grain. These events are 
duly recorded below ; but in another chapter we 
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shall have occasion to allude to far greater evils 
which arose from the Governor’s arbitrary measures. 

" Monday, 2Bth August, 1739. The Board tak- 
ing into consideration the purport of the last general 
letter, — it is agreed that the Secretary do give 
public notice, that the inhabitants and others are 
at liberty to carry their silver into the country un- 
coined, and that the prohibition be taken off. 

“ Upon this occasion the President remarked to 
the Board that there are several very severe asper- 
sions thrown on him in this paragraph, as if the 
prohibition had been laid on for private advantage, 
and that he had connived at the breach of that 
order in such as made it worth his while j and he 
solemnly averred that he had never, directly or in- 
directly, carried, or permitted others to carry, any 
silver out of the bounds during tbe probibition, 
except in rupees ; and adding that it is necessary 
for him to clear his reputation, be demanded of 
them all to declare at the Board, whether they, 
directly or indirectly, know of any silver being car- 
ried out by him, or by others, by bis autliority 
and protection. To which every member of the 
Board answered, by declaring they knew, neither 
directly nor indirectly, of any such thing.” 

“ Thursday, 36th September, 1739. Having 
in consultation of the 3rd February last, fixed the 
prices of paddy and rice, in order to relieve the 
poor ; it hath been found by experience that the 
said regulation had not its desired effect : and the 
season for importing of grain now coming on, and 
there being reason to believe that if that regulation 
be continued great tpvantiUes will be carried to 
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otlier plucca, which would else como hilhev, it ia 
agreed to take oil' the said order and to iiermit 
every one to soli as they can.” 

Our next extract refer to the proving of tho 
wills of Homan Catholics. It tells its own story. 

" h’riday, IGth October, 1739. 'rijcrc being 
some mistakes arisen from tin; orders tins year 
received from our Honorable Masters, relating to 
proving wills in the rorlngueso Clmrch : — it ia 
agreed tliat a note bo allixed in the several 
languages at the Sea and Choultry Gates, and at tho 
Portuguese Ohui'ch, to explain llio same ; and to 
give notice that any person of the llomish Coinmu- 
nioii is at liberty to lake out Probates of wills, or 
letters of administration, in that church ; but 
that they are not eompollcd to do it. Also that 
by so doing they are not entitled to a right of 
using any subject of Ifiigland, or oilier pocsou 
who is not of that cominunioii ; and Hint although 
tlio priests of timl OInirch arc ailoived (o grant 
such Probates, or leUor.s of administration, to such 
as request tho same of them ; yet that iJicy have 
no authority to cxumiiic, ordeoido any controversy 
between man and man, or to do or execute any 
other judicial act whatsoever.’' 

Onr next extract is simply curions. It appears 
that the old Chaplains of tho Company were g()U 0 ~ 
rally bachelors, and that comsequeutly the aceom-* 

• niodation assigned them was suirioient jicrhnps for 
a single man, but iusulliciont for a liuuily. 'I’lio 
llev. Thomas Conselt, who emno out about this 
time, proved lo' lie a married man with a family 5 
and he accordingly prayed the Governor and 
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Council to allow him more accommodation.. The 
letter is sutReieutly quaint to be worth preservation, 

" To the Honorable James Macrae, Esq. 

" President and Governor, and the Council of 
Port St. George, 

“ Honorable Sir and Sirs, 

“ The inconveniences of my habitation are too 
manifest to be represented, and your own appre- 
hension of them at my first coming was the reason 
of the proposals you were then pleased to make of 
enlarging it. Time does not alter hut lengthen 
tho reason of doing this, and since it is my lot to 
come amongst you with a family, I entreat you 
will so far distinguish me from a bachelor, as to 
allow me a habitaliou somewhat larger for a num- 
ber, than would strictly accommodate a single per- 
son. 'the consideration of onr healths, besides the 
want of several necessary conveniences in theso 
strait quarters, oblige me to make this request ; 
othenvisc would not presume to give you the 
trouble of this application and desire the necessity 
of it may excuse.

We are sorry to add that though Mr. Consett’s 
family had increased since his arrival at Port St. 
George, the Government was unable to give him 
larger aceoinmodntion. 

Tlie following petition to Governor Macrae and 
Council will explain itself.

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" Tlic liumble petition of tlie Freiieli (Japnoliin 
Missionaries. 

" ShewelU, 

“ That your petitioners, wlto have the honour ami 
happiness to be established in this city under the 
auspicious protection of the Honorable Oorapany, 
and your most favourable Government, humbly 
request your Honors and the Gentlemen of Coun- 
cil’s permission to rebuild the cells and apartments 
belonging to our church ; they being very old and 
ready to fall ; which we design to do after the 
model in Tuscany, answerable to tliat of your Hos- 
pital and Guard house. Your condescension to 
this will entail an everlasting obligation on 
Honorable Sir and Sirs, 

Your most obedient & obliged humble servants,

lii/i lelruary 1730. 5 Cap. M. Assist. 

The petition was granted. 

The following entry is preserved, a.s it fur- 
nishes historical data, which may prove of impor- 
tance. 

" Monday, Znd March, 1780. A gonornl letter 
from the President and Council of Bombay, dfited 
the 1 1th December, was read j advising that the 
British ambassador at Constantinople had sent to 
Bussorah an authentic copy of the capitulations 
betwixt England and the Port for regulating the 
commerce in the Turkish dominions ; that Persia 
is threatened with fresh troubles, which, with the 
cruelties committed by the Governor of Ispahan, 
has put an entire stop to all manner of trade, and

that Angria’a son with his Grabs had taken " the 
William” an English ship belonging to Bombay.” 

We bring the two following entries together, 
for the sake of the illustrations they furnish of the 
mode of collecting the rent or revenue from the 
Company’s out villages. 

“ Monday, 3 3nd December, 1739. The peti- 
tion of the inhabitants and renters of Egmore and 
the other villages was read ; setting forth that 
for want of rain the last year, they are unable to 
pay their rent ; and request therefore to be charg- 
ed no more than the paddy fields produce in that 
time. 

” Ordered that as we think the cowle is let at 
a moderate rent, and will one year wdth another 
produce the renters a reasonable profit, that they 
comply with the conditions therein ; but if they 
think the term of the cowle too hard that they 
have liberty to resign,” 

“Tuesday, Sfith March, 1730. The petition 
of Ponoola Kistua was read ; setting forth that 
as he had been bound for the renters of Egmore 
and the other villages, he was obliged to see the 
payments duly made ; and that the renters having 
made default for the last year’s rent, he had ac- 
cordingly paid the amount to the Company, and 
that one Eeambaram who had given him a bond 
of indemnity in behalf of the renters, now refuses 
to pay. Wherefore he desires the Board to do 
him justice in this particular, and oblige the said 
Eeambaram to pay him what ho has already paid 
the Honorable Company on this account. 

“ As this money has pow been duo upwards of 
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nine niontlis, and no satisfacloiy reason gimi for 
so long a delay,— ordered lliaf, TDcamljaram and 
,tlio renters be eonlinod to the Ghonltry nnless they 
will oauso immediate payment. Sir. Peers (a mem- 
ber of Oouneil) dissents to their being confined. 

“ The rent for Trivalorc and the other villages 
having been also due several inontlia,— ordered 
that tlie Secretary demand tlie same ; and in ease 
the renters do not comply to acqnaini the Gover- 
nor that ho may coniine them or otherivjse as ho 
thinks most proper,” 

Here the annals of Madras under the adminis- 
tration of Mr. James Macrae are brought to a 
close. Mr. Macrae however did not embark for 
England until the 21st of Jamiary 1 781. During 
that interval some extraordinary charges of corrup- 
tion and oppression wore brought against his Dii- 
bash, Gooda Ancona, wliich will bo duly discussed 
ill our next chapter, and to wliich we shall add 
such particulars of the aflcr life of Mr. Maerno in 
his native country which may jirovo interesting to 
■the general reader.

LAST YEARS OF MR. JAJIES JIACRAE. 

1730—46. 

On Thursday the lAth May, 1730, George 
Morton Pitt, Esq., arrived from Port St. David, 
and delivered a Commission wliicli he had received 
from the Honorable Company, constituting him. 
President and Governor of Port St. George, mid of 
all the Company’s settlements on the coast of 
Coromandel, in the room of .James Macrae, Esq. ; 
and accordingly Mr. Macrae vacated the President’s 
Cliaii-, and Mr. Pill was installed into his now 
Office with all respect and submission. On the 
following Tuesday the complaints against Gooda 
Auconah, the Chief Dubash of Mr. Macrae, were 
first taken into consideration by the Madras Go- 
vernment, as will be scon by the following entry 
in the consultations. 

“ Tuesday, 19th May, 1730, The President ac- 
((uaints the Board that he has had several informa- 
tions of complaint against Gooda Anconah, the 
late Governor’s Cliief Dubash j some of them of 
extortion, and other crimes of a very heinous iia- 
iuro ; and as there is the greatest reason to believe 
that Gooda Auconah will seek protection of the 
Country Govornraenl, to avoid the course of jus- 
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iioGj (us lio did ouno before) if ml inunodiutoly 
])revciitod by being taken into eualody ; be (the 
(iovernor) desires they will consult the properest 
ineasuvoa to he taken on this occasion. Which 
being debated and considered, the Board are iman- 
iinoualy of opinion that, if Gooda Anconali should 
escape, it would be of the utmost ill eonsoquence 
to the Company’s atfairs, a great disquiet and dis- 
couragement to the inhabitants of this place, and 
wovdd unavoidably draw a censure on the vigilaneo 
and justice of this Board. Wherefore agree tliat 
the Justices immediately commit him to the cus- 
tody of the Sheriff, to be kept in the Ensign’s room 
in the Port, with permission to go where he pleases 
to eat, but under a guard to prevent his escaping, 
till the complaint can be more regularly hoaril and 
examined into.” 

A few days afterwards complaints and potitious 
against Gooda Auconah poured in upon iho Mad- 
ras Government in one continuous slroam ; and 
from tlie latter cud of May until the hi'ginning of 
July, appear to have absorbed i)uhlic attention. 
We give a few extracts from the records of this 
period, which will be suilieienl to indicate the pro- 
gress of aHhirs. 

“ Monday, S5lh May, 1780. A letter from 
Mr, Macrae was read, requesting that Gooda 
Anconali might bo allowed to como to him at the 
Garden house to settle some uocounls ; which the 
Sheriff being acquainted with, ho represents that ho 
cannot he answerable for so important a prisoner 
in suoli aphioo. Wherefore agreed that Mr. Macrae 
may send his Accountant or any other to Aneonuh ; 
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and if lie desires to be with him himself, that a 
coavenienl room in the Fort be appointed for their 
meeting. 

“ Sundry petitions of complaint against Gooda 
Anconnh were delivered into the Board, and read 
as Iblloweth, viz. 

“ From Sunkali Hamah and Tomby Chetty, Joint 
Stock Merchants, complaining that Gooda An- 
conah, Chief Diibash to the late Governor Mr. 
Macrae, having exercised an unlimited authority 
over the Black Town, had by force and other ill 
means extorted from them upwards of 3,700 
pagodas at several times. 

“ From Muta Muten, Comva Collati, Moo tea- 
pah Ohinaan, and Andachetty, setting forth that 
Gooda Ancoiiah having sent with peons several 
sorts of grain, and lodged the same in the peti- 
tioner’s houses, did afterwards by threats, menaces 
and confinement oblige them to pay for at most 
extravagant and extortionabie prices j that amongst 
the many instances, they set forth particularly that 
the complainants, having contracted and given 
earnest for upwards of 90 garee of oil seeds at lO 
pagodas per garee, the said Gooda Anoonah, 
against the consent of both parties, obliged them 
to withdraw tlio said earnest, and did afterwards 
compel these petitioners to receive the same oil 
seeds at the rate of 68 pagodas per garee ; a great 
part of which they have paid at the extortionabie 
rate, and are now vexed and distressed at his suit 
for the remainder. 

" From Margaparam Eangapah and MootalMat 
Ohetty, 'setting forth that they having rereiyed 
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13,000 Rupees from and on necoiiul ofllu'h' oorres- 
jioiulenls at Areol, the samo was foreibly sei/.ed by 
(iooda Aneonnh and Ids peons, and carried to llio 
Governor’s Gardens ; ami after keeping tliotn 
sometime, be obliged tbeso petitioners to sell tliein 
at 310 llupces per linndrod pagodas, aitbougli tbo 
current price was no luori! tlian SOO per bnnili'cd 
pagodas ; wlicreby these petitioners lost not only 
the difference of that exchange, but also suffered 
in their credit, and their further trade obstructed 
by the fear of such practices. 

li'rom Nina Chetty, Ilnzapn Chetty, oto, 
Shroffs, setting forth that they had delivered a 
cpiantity of gold into the mint to be coined into 
pagodas ; but that after some part bad been coined, 
Oooda Auconah put a stop to tho vest, giving for 
reason tliat Governor Macirae hiul a quantity of 
gold to dispose; of, whicli these potiliouev.s must 
buy l)oforo I, heirs sliould l)o eoiued. And notwith- 
standing ibey represented to him tliat tluy Wi'vo 
then unable to buy so large a ((unntily, lie eou- 
tiiiucd with his pooii-s to obstruct the mint servants 
for above a month, and at last oliligod tlie.so [loti- 
tioners to pay hini 130 pagodas for Ida eouse.iit to 
have their gold coinod. 

“ Prom the Bralunius, Goldsmiths, and Gold- 
washers of the mint, setting fori.h that Goodii Au- 
coiiah. Chief Puhash to tho late Governor, having 
exercised an illegal and arbitrary authority over 
the inhabitants of the Black Town, had greatly 
distressed them, and inflicted many grievous op- 
pressions and hardships ; that these petitioners iii 
partioular complain that Oooda Aneouah had extort- 
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cd from tliein upwards of 1,400 pagodas, to effect 
wliieh he had punished them with long and paiii' 
fill imprisonments, and further inflicted many cruel 
aud unnatiu-al tortures, and by these means forced 
them to com]3ly with other unfair demands to tho 
ruin of themselves and families. 

“ Ifrom Nina Comra Chetty, Mooleapah, etc,. 
Grain Merchants, setting forth that Mar Kistna 
flap, a Brahmin and servant to Gooda Anconali, 
sent for Nina, one of these petitioners’ partners, 
and ordered him to buy and measure out a parcel 
of rice 5 which he refused to do, knowing it would 
be charged at an extravagant rate. Mar Kistna 
llao, gave him very abusive language, and struck 
him in the face, and threatened him with tho anger 
of his master, Anoonah, and by these means did 
compel the petitioners to take and pay for the said 
rice ; that Mar Kistna Kao had extorted from these 
petitioners, by threats and menaces at several 
times, upwai'ds of 300 pagodas ; that the said 
Mar Kistna Kao had sent a quantity of paddy to 
these petitioners’ houses, against their consent, 
and compelled them to pay 00 pagodas per garce 
for the same, when the market price was no more 
than 40 pagodas per garce, with other acts of 
cruelly and extortion. 

“The complainants in the several petitions 
being called in, it was recommended to them first, 
to apply for justice to the Mayor’s Court ; and if 
they should not be satisfied with the determina- 
tion there, they might thou apply to this Board 
and should have a rehearing. 

“ It being ropiusontcd to the Board, that suu-

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dry rnpovls mo iiulualriously spread to inllmldato 
live iiihabilants from compliuuiug of iUe isijuvioa 
received from Ancouali, Mid oUiers eoiioeracd with 
liim; insimiatiiig lliat llioy have still inlluoiict) 
cnougli to hinder their comphiiiits being hoard, or 
if heard and determined they will after be reversed 
fo the prejudice of the complainer. Wherefore to 
proveiit any ill impressions from such scandalous 
insinuations, mid to give peace and quiet to the 
minds of the people it is ordered that pnblie 
notice bo put up at the Sea gate, to acquaint tho 
inhahilants they may apply to the Courts of Jus- 
tice without any fear or apprehension ; and he as- 
sured of a fair and candid hearing and suitable 
redress for the wrongs they have suil'erod, and that 
such determinations will not be revoked hereafter, 
but remain in full force for ever.” 

“ Tuesday, Snd June, 3730. Seven petitions of 
complaint against Gooda Ancoiiah were road con- 
taining in substance as followetli. (lYo publish 
one only as a siiecimcu of the whole.) 

“ Erom Gopal and Gruapnh, Merchants, set- 
ting forth that they being entrusted with the .sale 
of !i diamond did accordingly dispose thereof to 
the best bidder ; that Gooda Aucouali hearing ol' 
this sale sent for tlicsc pelitionors and demanded 
Ihe diamond to be brought to him, but that not 
lieing in tlie power of these petitioners they were 
sent away under a guard of jioons ; tliat tlio nc.xt 
day they were carried to the Governor at his Gar- 
den house, where after a great many menaces and 
threats of tho pillory, and being hanged, and such 
like punishiUeuls for daring to sell the stone to 
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any but tlie Governor, it was proposed tliat tliese 
petitioners sliouldpay 3,000 pagodas as a fine for 
this lieinous crime. But tliese petitioners repre- 
senting tbeir poor condition and inability to pay 
sucli a sum, it was at lengtli brought down to 
1,000 pagodas ; whicli sum tliey actually paid to 
the Governor. Ilesides which Anconah insisted on 
a gratuity for interposing with his good offices ; 
otherwise, as he told these petitioners, they had 
surely lost their ears ; that Qopal, one of these 
petitioners, carried 7 5 pagodas to Gooda Anconah 
on this account, but he not contented therewith 
ransacked his cloth and found about him a small 
diamond of more value, which he took from the 
said Gopal. That Gooda Anconah did also exact 
50 pagodas on account of a diamond mortgaged 
to Ball Clietty, and by liim to the Governor ; and 
that after this these petitioners did again fall un- 
der the Governor’s displeasure, and were confined 
to the Choultry prison ; whence they could not 
be released till they had further jjaid to Gooda 
Aueonali the sum of 150 pagodas, which sum he 
has within a few days past returned. 

“ All which petitions are referred to the Honor- 
able the Mayor’s Court.” 

The folloiving petition with many others, are 
recorded iii the consultations. It is impossible to 
publish the whole, but the following selections will 
suffice to illustrate the general character of the 
charges which were brought against this corrupt 
and tyrannical Native. 

“ The humble petition of Muta JVIuten, Comra 
Collati, Mooteapah Ohinaan, and Aiuia Clietty.

" Shcwctli, 

That your potilioiicva liavo been BuH'orovs up- 
ivai'ds of G, 40 O pagodas, by several parcels of rico, 
[)ad(ly, grain, natebeni, oil seeds, and other species 
>f grain, wliioh lie the said Anconal), liaih fw'cibly 
put upon your petitioners ; sometimes l)y abu-sivo 
language and threateninga to go to the llonornblo 
Grovomor, and by some charge and complaint 
[gainst your petitioners, rvhereby ns he said your 
letitioncrs should bo put in the pillory, lose their 
3 ars, and bo whipped out of the Company’s Bounds j 
sometimes harassing your petitioners will) fj'cqnent 
messages and attendance upon liiin ; and in ease 
your petitioners not coming upon such summons, 
Trcquently hath he sent his peons Pooteah, Kist* 
iiamah, Veraugo, llaganaculoo, Sangomiuh and 
[thers to luud and drag your petitioners by foreo 
iom their families ; and having expelled your 
retitioners, shut up their Shops mid Waroiiousos, 
,0 prevent tlioir trade and livelihood, lill your 
x'titiouers slioukl submit to his impositions. Many 
imes have his servants compelled your petillouurs 
,0 be in his 'Wavehousos, wherein his grain \va.s 
noasuring, as if by consout ; commanding the eoo- 
ies to carry snob and such parcels to suoh and 
mob godowiis liolonging to your potitionors, whoro 
,1)0 coolies would by his order sot it down hcibro tlio 
looi', and leave it to rapiuc and the weather ; at the 
laine time commanding your potiiionors to tako, buy 
md pay for such parcels thus forcibly thrown upon 
heir liands ; and upon non-compliance, or even 
mduavoiiring to put olf the ])ayment, tlie said 
Vneonah aiul Mar Kisliia, have beat, bruised, 
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whipped, and confined youv petitioners, not only 
within doors, but even uncovered in the sun till 
payment. Tea many times have they so done, 
even for refusing to receive some parcels of rice 
and oilseeds, though at the most exorbitant prices. 
If your petitioners scrupled to buy or take at such 
prices, giving for reason the order of consultation 
whereby all persons were forbid to buy or sell 
above such limited rates ; and your petitioners tlien 
saying they were afraid that the Governor should 
hear of such bargains, and they be most justly and 
severely punished, he the said Ancona would 
laugh and put a scorn and contempt on tire said 
order of eonsultntiou, saying who could tell the Go- 
vernor of what ho does ? who dare to complain of 
the dearness of his rice ? he always would stay by 
the Governor, and if your petitioners would take 
his rice at his price, they might sell it again with- 
out fear of persecution upion the said order of 
consultation. 

" If it should be asked why your petitioners 
submitted to such severities ? or wherefore did 
not your petitioners make a regular complaint 
of those things before ? your petitioners must 
appeal to the knowledge of all men, how often 
they have complained of these things in a 
private manner ; and should undoubtedly have 
been more ready to have done the same in the 
roost public and solemn manner, had your pe- 
titioners any hopes of relief, or could they have 
been secure from the resentment and revenge of 
this great favorite of the then Governor’s, whose 
authority and dread servitude were so- deeply im- 
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plnnicil in cvovy man’s hcarl, iliat youv petitioner’s 
complaints wore only answered by a eomparisou of 
other the like facta upon other inhabitants. No 
one dared to council or advise your petitioners 
to complain ; no one could flatter yonr petitioners 
with hopes of success. Many petitions have un- 
doubted by this time convinced yonr Honors that 
the said Anconah hath so used tlie greatest of 
Merchants, that the best families in Town have 
occasion to murmur at his impositions. Tlio Com- 
pany’s Covenanted hferchants confess they have 
felt his extortions and abuses; and. so far were 
they from complaining, that they then thought it 
their interest to flatter the vanity, and soothe the 
licentious power of this favorite, by tlie most ser- 
vile adulation and attendance upon him all hours 
ill the day and night. The Company’s sworn 
Measurers made llieir Court to him by flilse 
moasurago and perjury. The Company’s peons 
neglected their duty, and at his beck and word, 
haras.sod and watched over the coiilinomeut of 
such as were so unhappy as to bo tiio objects of 
his passions'. Every man in the street hath seen 
him publicly triumph over the sacred rights and 
distinctions of the Castes and sects ; and made the 
very Chnrohes his hoards to soorcto grain under a 
pretence of charity, when in truth ho brought forth 
the grain privily, and sold it at midnight for 
double the consultation price. These nncl many 
more public and private tokens are most convin- 
cing marks of his arbitrary sway over all men and 
all things in the Black Town,— -yonr petitioners 
hope will he tlioiight sufficient reasons for their 
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passive aequiesceuce, and non-prosecution against 
a torrent of power during the administration of 
his Master tire late Governor Macrae.” 

“ Tuesday, 9th June 1730. 

“ The humble petition of Moomadue Chetty 
Toinmiah, 

“ Showeth, 

" That your Petitioner hath for many years been 
a considerable trader to this port in grain and 
other goods from the Northward ; and having duly 
paid the Honorable Company’s customs, and other 
usual port charges, alwaj's met with good usage 
and encouragement, till sometime in the month of 
March 1729, when some of your Petitioner’s con- 
cerns arrived at this port under the care of two 
Gomastas, — one named Maurollcc Juggoo, the 
other Strepaudum Nersia, — whom Gooda Anconah 
of this place, servant to the late Governor James 
Macrae, Esq., sent for by his peon Jangoraiah, 
and demanded of them to deliver to him two garce 
of rice and two of padd^ ; which they endeavoured 
to evade, and assured him they were not the owners 
thereof, but only employed as servants to your 
Petitioner to dispose of the said goods ; besides 
which all the rice and paddy they liad in their pos- 
session was already contracted for and they could 
not sell it to any other person. At which refusal 
the said Gooda Anconah was in a great passion with 
your petitioner’s servants ; and after having threa- 
tened and abused, bid them bi particular tahe 
care of to-morrow. In the morning the said Gooda 
Anconah went to his Master, the then Governor, 
and framed some complaint of what your Pcli- 
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Uoncv’s sovvnnts knew not. But they were 
U150U ordered to bo beaten with a chawbiick live 
stripes at every Bankaall ; at the iioaring of which 
Slropaiulum Norsk made his escape, but the other 
MauroUec Juggoo underwent that punishment ; of 
wliich wlien your I’ctitioncr saw him a month after' 
he was in great torment, and the pain thereof 
tiirew him into a dux and fever, of which ho died 
the day after your Petitioner saw him. All the 
rest of your Petitioner’s servants, wlmse duty it 
was to look after the Banksals, iled for fear ; and 
left your Petitioner’s goods exposed to rapine j by 
which your Petitioner lost near the value of one 
hundred and twenty pagodas, which was notunlly 
stole from your Petitioners Banksals at that time. 
The day after your Petitioner’s servants had re- 
ceived the aforesaid punislimcnt, Anconah sent for 
them again to liis house, and asked them iu mi in- 
sulting niamier, if they were not grown wiser, and 
ivhether they would comply with his demand. To 
which your Petitioner’s servants could answer no 
otlicr than that ho might do his pleasure ; and he 
thereupon sent M'arcnsaya with a maraoal, who 
after his way caused to be measured one gareo ami 
twenty maracal of rioo, and three huiulred and 
sixty maracal of paddy, whioh with tho over- 
measurnge, was then worth to your Poiitioners 
Pagodas 160, fiinnins 14, and cash 68. Por pay- 
nient of which sum, your Pctilioncr’s servants often 
attended on the said Anconah, and at last received 
from him sixty pagodas ; on the payment of whicli 
ho insisted that they should sign a full diseliavgo, 
which they accordingly did. By which matters 
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afore related, it doth appear that, together with the 
interest now due thereon, your Petitioner is a suf- 
ferer by the said Grooda Anconah to the amount of 
Pagodas 229, hmams 80, and cash 58 ; and there- 
fore prays your Honors will please to grant a gene- 
ral rdief and. 

Tour Petitioners as in duty hound shall 

ever pray.” 

The following statements appear in the Con- 
sultations. 

“ Tuesday, 16th J une, 1730. It being observed 
that in the petitions of tlie merchants dealing in 
grain, there is constant complaint made of undue 
measurage ; although there is an officer parti- 
cularly appointed for that purpose, and sworn 
to do justice. Wherefore the Town Measurer was 
called for, and being examined on this h(;ad he 
acknowledges that of late there has not been jus- 
tice done to the merchants in measuring their 
■grain j for that Gooda Anconah gave him orders 
always to take over measurage ; and that he re- 
presented to Anconah the iU-consequences of such 
a practice, hut that he bid the Measurer do it, and 
Anconah would take the ill-consequouees upon 
himself. That in pursuance to his orders lie used 
sometimes to take more but never less than 40 
inaracals in every garce he measured for Anconah 
of grain, seeds, &c. ; the quantity of which he 
says to the best of his knowledge amounts to six 
or seven hundred garce ; but says when the same 
grain seeds, &c. were delivered again to others, lie 
did not make any allowance but struck the mara-

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cals to even menauTO. llo furtlicr anilli tluit An- 
conali’a peons locked up the Couipany’a imiraeala, 
so that none oonld mensurc but na lie pleiuscd ; 
and that they customarily measured tho grain all 
the clay, and in the night time carried it away ; 
that after the Company’s order Ibr selling 13 
maracals of paddy ibr a pagoda, the poor ]u>ophi 
eouhl got none in the bazar, it being all carried to 
Anoonnh’s Godown-s, and sold in the night some- 
times for 90 pagodas per gaven.” 

“ Saturday, 30th June, 1730. Petition of Jella- 
pilla hfangonah, setting forth that in tho year 1720 
Gooda Anconah, intending to go up iu tho coun- 
try, delivered to Uiis petitioner a considcrablo snm 
of money to remain with liiin at interest ; and 
also left with him a bond payable l)y Mar ICistimh. 
Hurt dirriug Gooda Anconah’s nhscnce, the peti- 
tioner paid (o his order the wliole amonirt of tho 
money so entrusted ; and tlmt the bond from hfar 
Kistnah was not nor coidd be reooran’cd. Thai, afiier 
Anconah was settled in tho service of GovernorMae-- 
rae, he sent for the pctitiomjr and told him that what 
money had been paid to his order was of no signi- 
fication, and that he should lio further aecouulablo 
for the bond of Mar Kistnah’s for 1500 pagodas j 
and that he did, by eoiilining the petitioner and 
his whole family near 8 montlis, oblige him to give 
bonds to the amount of 3,500 pagodas. That 
sometime after, in eonsccpiencc of these bonds being 
for 2000 pagodas, he was again kept a prisoner, 
till by selling liis houses, and othov means, he rais- 
ed and paid the sum of 3,230 j and that being 
again confined, Gooda Anconah obliged him to 
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give farther hoad for 2000 pagodas, in lieu of the 
other as forcibly obtained for 1500 pagodas.” 

“ Friday, 10th July, 1730. Two petitions of 
complaint agauist Gooda Anconah were read viz. : 

“ From Poncola Kistnah and Com Chetty, late 
renters of the beetle and tobacco farm ; setting 
forth that during l.he time these petitioners rented 
said farm, Gooda Anconah, seiwant to the late Go- 
vernors James Macrae, Esq., did send for and de- 
mand of them several sums of money, as well as 
large quantities of beetle and tobacco, which were 
delivered according to his order, and amount in 
value to pagodas 3608 and fanams 5. For pay- 
ment of which sum they have several times made 
application to Gooda Anconah, but ■without effect, 
and they now seek redress at this Board. 

“ From Juddooram, setting forth that Cosheram, 
a Guzerat Merchant, having adopted tliis peti- 
tioner for his son, did in his last will and testa- 
ment bequeath Ms effects to this petitioner j and 
at his decease was put in possesion thereof. That 
some time after, Gooda Anconah, servant to the 
late Governor, sent for this petition ; and after many 
menaces and threats to disposses this petitioner, 
sent him to the Choidtry prison, where he -was 
confined for three days ; and being released upon 
bail, Gooda Anconah demanded of him the sum of 
two thoiTsand pagodas to let the petitioner enjoy 
the said effects, under pretence that lie was not the 
lawful heir. Which sum being denied, he fell to 
one thousand five hundred and at last to seven hun- 
dred pagodas ; which sum the petitioner paid him, 
being in dread of his power. But the same being 
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tin unjust ilBiuaiul and illi'gnlly and arbitrarily cx- 
toiicil, liuiubly prays redress. 

“ Ordered that the pcUlLoacra bo referred to tlie 
llQUorablo the Mayor’s Court.” 

Suoh was the general tenor of the petitions 
against Gooda Anconah, all of which were re- 
ferred to the Mayor’s Court, lly the Ifilh of 
■fnly, Gooda Anconah had been ilned 30,000 I’ago- 
das, whilst many demands against him still re- 
mained unsettled. How far Governor Macrae 
was implicated in these transactions, it is impossi- 
ble to say ! but there docs not appear to have boon 
any direct charges brought against liim personally, 
and there was no sncli investigation into Ids con- 
duct of affairs, as liad taken place after the retire- 
ment of previous Governors. The auhscciucnt ou- 
tvies respoeting Mr. Macrae are very meagre and 
unimportant. In August tlic same year (1780) 
wc find that he was allowed a hundred and fifty 
pagodas a month for his table expenses j and in 
the i'ollowing .Tanunry wc meet witli thn following 
entry, dated only two days before Mr. Macrao em- 
barked for England. 

“ Tuesday, ISHh January, 1781. A letter from 
James Macrae, Esq., acquainting tliat he could not 
invest his money in diainouds without a manifest 
loss ; and Bills not being procurable, ho was obliged 
to carry it home in current pagodas j 26,000 of 
which he desires to lade on the ” Graggs,” and 
35,000 more on the “ Eordwioh.” lie also de- 
sired that the freight and custom may be left to 
the Company’s determination i— which is agreed 
to, aird a letter being wrote' to the Honorable 
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Court of Directors to advise thereof^ was road and 
signed.” 

On the 31st January, 1731, Governor Macrae 
set sail for England, after an absence of some 
forty years. Without a wife, and without of 
course any legitimate child, he appears to have re- 
turned to his native land, laden with a fortune po- 
pularly estimated at above a hundred thousand 
pounds. According to a tradition published a few 
years hack in the “ Ayrshire Observer,” the vessed 
in which Mr. Macrae retuincd to England, was 
captured on its way by a privateer ; and the 
shrewd ex-Governor, know'ing the vessel to have 
on board a valuable cargo of diamonds, had the 
address to get the ship ransomed for a comparative- 
ly small sum. We are also told by the same au- 
thority that the East India Directors were so 
pleased with the Governor’s conduct in India, 
that on his return they enquired how they could 
reward him. He is said to have replied that if 
he had done anything meritorious, he would leave 
the reward to them. We have not however suc- 
ceeded in discovering what was the value of the 
reward eonferred on the ex-Governor, or if indeed 
any pecuniary reward were conferred at all. The 
story in itself is quite in keeping with the character 
of Mr. Macrae. In the matter of his allowance for 
table expenses already noticed, it is recorded that 
Governor Pitt had frequently desired his predecessor 
to give in some account of his expenses, but that 
Mr. Macrae declined doing anything of the sort, 
and left the Board to allow him whatever they 
thought proper. 
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On Jlr. AEacrne’s arrival in England, liin lirsfc 
objcel appears to liavc been to cmpvivc about Uio 
fortnnoa ol' bis family. Jt sceius that Ida motliev 
luul been dead some, years, and tliat his sister, who 
was still living at Ayr, bad married a man named 
MacGidro, who gained a livelihood partly as a car- 
penter ami partly as a fiddler at kirns and wed- 
dings. Mr. Macrae accordingly irroto to his sister 
at Ayr, enclosing a large sum of money, and en- 
gaging to provide handsomely for herself and 
family. The surprise of Mr. and Mrs. MaeGidre 
was of course unbounded; and they are said 
to have given way to their delight by indulging in 
a luxury which will servo to illustrate both their 
ideas of happiness, and the state of poverty in 
which thoy had been living. They procured a loaf 
of sugar and a bottle of brandy ; and scooping out 
a bole in the sugar loaf, they poured in the brandy, 
and supped up the sweetened spirit with spoons, 
until the excess of felicity eompolh'd them to close 
thoir eyes in peaceful slumber. 

Tlie grand object which Mr. Macrae appears to 
have had in view during the romniniiig years of his 
life, was the elevation of his sister’s family, the 
four daughters of Mr. and Mrs. MaoGuire.* The 
eldest married Mr. Charles .Dnlrymple, who was 
Sheriif Clerk of Ayr, and received the estate of 
Orangefield. The tradition is still preserved of a 
large box of tea, a great rarity at that time, having 
been presented to Mrs. Dalryraple by Governor 

* The information liore given has boon dorivecl from 
descendants or oonnoxiona of the family who are still 
living, 
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Macrae ; and tins box proved so large that tlie 
doors at Orangfield would not admit it, and it be- 
came necessary to haul it up on the outside for 
admission at a large window. This box strongly 
bound with brass is still in existence, and is used 
as a corn chest by Dr. Whitehouse of Ayr, The 
second daughter married Mr. James Erskine, who 
received the estate of Alva ; and was afterwards 
(devated to the Bench vrnder the title of Lord Alva. 
The third daughter married William, the thirteenth 
Karl of Glencairn. In this match Governor 
Macrae took the liveliest interest, but it did not 
come off till the year 1744! ; and then the old 
Eabob was so seriously ill that the doctor could 
not assure him of living until the soleranir.atiou of 
the nuptials. On this occasion Governor Macrae 
gave his neice as “ tocher” thohiirouy of Ochiltree, 
which had cost him £35,000, as well as diamonds 
to the value of £45,000. But the marriage did not 
prove a happy one, for the Eaii had no real affection 
for his wife, however much he may have respected 
her wealth. The Earl however was not inclined to 
submit to any taunting allusions to liis wife’s fami- 
ly, for wlien Lord Cnssilis reproached him at a ball 
with having so far forgotten his rank as to many 
a fiddler’s daughter, lie at once replied, — "Yes, 
my Lord, and one of my father in law’s favourite 
airs was ‘‘ The Gipsej's cam’ to Lord Cassilis’s 
yett,” — referring to the elopement of a Countess of 
Cassilis with the Gipseys, celebrated in the old 
song of “ Johnny Eaa.” The second son of this 
Eaid of Glenoau'ii by the niece of Governor Macrae, 
buccoeded to his father’s title iis James, foiirlccntli 
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of (jliiuoaini, and is known as a benoruclor of 
tlic I’ocl 'Hurim. This I'kivl cliod iu 1791, wlieu 
Ikirna wrote Ids " Lament for , fames, Earl of 
dlunoiuvn,” concluding witli live following paUictic 
lines ; — 

“ The bvklegroom may forgot tlio bride, 

Was mado Ida woddod wife yostroon j 
iriio monarch may forgot the crown 
That on his head an honr has boon j 
Tho inithor may forgot tho bairn 

That Binilos sac swootly on hor kueo ; 

But I’ll romembor thee, Gl'encairn, 

And a’ that thou hast done for me I” 

TUc fourth daughter of the MnoGiiircs married 
a young gentleman of suspicious origin, who went 
by tho name of James Macrae. Tins young man 
was said to bo the nephew of tho old Governor, 
but ho is generally supposed to have been a na- 
tural son. The barony of Jlouslou was conferred 
upon tho pair, but the subsequent oaroor of Ibis 
branch of the family was lav from fortunate. A 
•son knmvn as Captain Mnerno became a reputed 
Imlly and professed duellist at Edinburgh ; and 
is represented iu one of tlio earioatures of the 
tiino as ^iractising with a pistol at a barber’s block. 
Ill 1799 Caplaiii Macrae I'onght a celebrated duel 
with Sir George liamsay, iu which tlio latter was 
mortally wounded. It seems that wliilst both 
geiitleincii were escorting some Indies out of tho 
Theatre iu Ikliiiburgh, their servants quarrelled as 
to whoso carriage should bo drawn up at the door. 
Jiaeli of the gentlemen took his sorvanl’s part, and 
the result was the duel, which occasioned the death 
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of Sir George Eamsay aucl tlie exile aud outlawry 
of Captain Macrae. 

In conclusion we must notice the very few re- 
corded events which are still preserved of the last 
years of Governor Macrae. The old Anglo-Indian 
appears to have passed some fifteen years in his na- 
tive country prior to his death in 1746. In 1733 
he was admitted as a biu'gess of the old town of 
Ayr, when his name was entered as '* James Ma- 
crae, late Governor of Madras.” In 1734 he pre- 
sented the citizens of Glasgow with the metallic 
equestrian statue of king William which still 
adorns that city. How he employed himself 
during the latter years of his hfe is no where 
stated, beyond the bare fact that he lived and died 
at Orangefield. We can easily however imagine 
the old man busy in promoting the advaiicement 
of his nieces, and in superintending the estates 
Avhich he purchased from time to time. One of 
his last recorded acts ocoun-ed in December, 1746, 
when he lent JE3000 to the community of GlasgoAv, 
to meet the sum Avliicli had been levied from 
them by Prince Charles. He died somewhere 
about the year 1740, and was buried in Prestwich 
Churchyard. Such is the eventful story of Go- 
vernor Macrae, the son of a washerwoman of A.yr. 
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CHAPTEll XXXIX. 

eovEiiNoiiaiui’ of mt. oeobge bioiwon I'lnv 
1730—81. 

Mr. George Morion Pitt auoccoclcd to the Ooror- 
iioiMilp of Port St. George, soul of all tlic t'oiii- 
pany’s sciltlmncnts on lire coast of Coroiiinmlel, on 
tlio 14'th of May, 1730. The llr.st few niontlis of 
Ills administration were snfficio.ntly occupied in re- 
ceiving the complaints against Gooda Aneonnh, the 
Chief Dubash of Governor Blaorae, idrendy veeord- 
od in the previons clmpler. Put tlio ibllowiug 
little entry Avithin Iavo days of hi.s aerc.ssloii, 
having reference to the vepnid of Governor Miui- 
rao’s order against the cxportaliou of silver, is 
Avorthy of lining preserved. 

“ Saturda^y, 10th May, 1730. I'ho IVcsideiit ob- 
serving that in Oonsultatioii the Sfitli Augn.st last, 
the prohibition against exporting silver only aviis 
taken off, and that that on gold is still continued j 
whereas it scorns the iuU'iit of the Honorable Com- 
pany that it slioidd betaken oiffroin both : Avhero- 
ibre ordered that the Secretary give puhlie notice, 
that the inhabitants and others have full liberty 
to carry their gold into the country uncoined.” 

The folloAving brief entry exhibits the punisb- 
mont aAvarded against Gooda Anoonab. 

" Thursday, IGlli July, 1730. The Presideirt 
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represciiling to the Board that Gooda Ancoiiali 
having been lined 20,000 pagodas, which is order- 
ed by the Company to be laid out in grain and 
distributed amongst the poor; but it being doubt- 
ed whether there will be suflicienl efi'ects found to 
answer the other just demands upon Anconah, he 
proposes that the fine when levied shall lie in the 
Company’s Cash till that is known, and after- 
wards make the distribution, which is agreed to,” 

In dealing with the annals of Governor Macrae’s 
administration we have sufficiently indicated his 
arbitrary character. We however publish the fol- 
lowing extract as a still further illustration of the 
relation which existed in old time between the 
President and members of Council. 

“ Monday, 2 2ud June, 1730, After reading 
the letter (from the Directors animadvertmg on, 
tlie arbitrary conduct of Governor hlacrae) the 
President told the Board that he hoped always to 
SCO such an harmony there, that every thing would 
go M’ith unanunity ; but as the former administra- 
tion had been rcficcted upon for severely treating 
those Gentlemen who spoke their opinions freely, 
it behoved him to declare that, as his intentiou 
was to serve the Company in the best manner, he 
slionld he glad of their advice upon all occasions ; 
and as he thought it to be every man’s right to 
enter his dissent whenever ho pleased, ho should 
be far from resenting, either by Ms influence or 
power, so justifiable a practice.” 

The ■ following notice concerning the origin of 
the " M” Pagodas is very interesting. 

Saturday, 6th September, 1730. The President 
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(ibaoA'vinp; lo the Boiirtl wliat is rot'onmiendod iii 
lliu Inat gonci'iil loUoi- couccrniiig Iho Inidnoss ol' 
pagodas, desires this allair may i)e now taken in- 
to consideration, and tluirt tlio Assay Master may 
be sent lor to assist with Ida advice. Mr. Weston 
was accordingly called in, and occ|uaint3 us that the 
pagodas grow daily worse ; and tliat .some lie tried 
in JTay last were no belter than eighty tlircc and a 
half touch ; whereas they ought lo be of the value 
of the Negapatam pagodas, which is eighty-five and 
three quarters. The Board taking into considoA’a- 
lion the danger the Company’s estate is in ; and 
that commorco must inevitably suffer if this uncer- 
tain money circnlalos longer imsusjiected ; and 
that though we defer taking proper measures in 
prevent this abuse at present, at last lliere will bo 
an absolute necessity to do it (may bo, wben it will 
give a ranch greater shock lo trade) ; and likewi.so 
no time can be so proper ns wben llie Conipany’.s 
cash is so low, ns now by tlus largo draught sent 
to the Buy by the “ Gadogan.” \Vo llicrefore oomo 
i.o the following rc.sohilion, in order lo soeuro iJio 
Company’s cstiile, whieli we hope will be sullieieni. 
to open the eyes of every body else, who must 
otherwise bo mulone by their ercdiility. 

" T’liat a now pagoda be coined of o'ciual weight 
and fraencss with the Negapatam pagoda, and 
with the same stamp, only distinguished witli tlie 
letter M on each side the image ; whicli shall bo 
current in all branclios of the Company’s businn.ss, 
and tluit no other sort shall be ])aid or riieeivcd, 
exoopling in the Norlhurn investmont.s, when! the 
old Madras pagoda is only current. But a.s this 
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resolution cannot bo put in practice till we have 
a supply of gold from Cliina and elsewhere to 
make a circulationj we declare that this order of 
the Hoard shall not be in full force till the first of 
May ensuing ; when we are in hopes the Eastern 
ships will be returned, and the merchants hare 
sufficient time to coin the gold they purchase into 
the above said specie ; which were we to insist upon 
before a supply arrives, they must be obliged to 
molt down tlic present coins, and be considerable 
losers ill giving it a new stamp.” 

In tlie first chapter of the annals of the admi- 
nistration of Governor Macrae, we found occasion 
to notice at some length the stops taken to increase 
the business at the Madras Mint, and to put a 
stop to the coinage of inferior rupees liy the 
country powers. Mr. Macrae expected to carry 
out his plan by preventing the exportation of sih er, 
and reducing the mint charges. The prohibition 
however was repealed, as we have seen, and of 
course led to the reconsideration of the allowance 
made to the Brahmin minters in the Madras Mint. 
On the same day therefore that the Assay Master 
was summoned to give his opinion upon the bad 
pagodas, he took the opportunity of representing 
the case of the Mint Bralmiins. The circuni-stance 
is thus recorded. 

“ At the same time Mr. Weston tho Assay 
Master delivers a petition from the Mint Brah- 
mins, representing the hard conditions upon rvhicli 
they are obliged to coin rupees ; which thev 
consented to, only because they wore proinisod 
and llattered that there should bo a prolnbiiion of 
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all uncoined silvav hein" exporlod ; by wliicli 
moans tlioy would be so jierpeUially cniployod llud 
tlioir gains would bo eciuul to, or more Hum wluit 
it was before ; and retiucsling Hint half per eciit. 
more bo allowed tliem ns Ireretoforc ; since wo bad 
Hiouglit fit to take oil' the proliibition. Ujion duo 
cousiderntion of tlio matter, wo agree to their re- 
quest j being sensible that tlic prohibition of ex- 
porting silver inland was the inotivo that iudueed 
them to consent to coin at the present rale j and 
lest too great a restraint upon them who are 
numerous aud poor, should temjit tliein to de- 
bauch the coin, which is well known to be the jirae- 
ticc in foreign mints where the Areot rupee is 
coined cheaper.” 

Tlio regulation of the price of grain appears to 
have been a mania with the Madras Governors in 
the olden time, notwitlislmiding Hie severe lessons 
Hiny iiad received respecting Hie niter iinpractirahi- 
lily of such measures. 'L'he following extracts tell 
tlielr own story. 

“ Tuesday, ‘^'Jth September, 17150. Great eom- 
plai Ills being made that the meieliants, dealing in 
rice and paddy, secrete the same, aud withhold its 
coming to market ; and it being necessary, in or- 
der to prevent the ill consequences of such a prao- 
fice, to be informed of Hie qnaiiHlips of grain in 
the place, and the possessors thereof : it is ordered 
that public notice bo given, tluit all persons being 
possessed of more tliiui 6 garco of rice or paddy, 
do (loelarc Hie same within 3 days to Itcssrs. 
linhbard and M.orse, on penally of being severely 
fined j and that whonisoevor shall, within 3 days 
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after, discover and prove any sucli conceal- 
ment shall Iiave 10 pagodas as reward.” 

“Tuesday, 6th October, 1730. Notwithstand- 
ing the order of last Consultation for discovering 
the stock of grain, in the place, the Committee ac- 
quaint the Board that they received notice only of 
a few small parcels ; whereby it appears the Mer- 
chants lioai'd up their grain in order to enhance the 
price ; and the markets having been quite empty 
for several days, and consequently the poor griev- 
ously distressed thereby : — it is ordered that all 
the Merchants dealing in grain by the great, be 
obliged to sell tbeir stock on hand at the rate of 
60 pagodas per garee for rice, and jinddy at 30 
pagodas ; that the retailers shall be obliged to sell 
it again rice at ]-jS measures for one fanam, and 
tndee the quantity of paddy, and no dearer on any 
pretence whatever ; that Messrs, Hyde, Burton, 
Beers, and Morse be appointed as a Committee to 
see these orders complied with, and the markets 
fully supplied at that rate ; and that tliey may bo 
the better able to do this, it is ordered that no 
grain be sold between the hours of six in the even- 
ing and six in the morning ; and also that the 
Committee he authorized to seal up all godowns 
or repositories of grain in order to secure the same 
for public use.” 

“ Ordered that the Secretary do give piiblie 
notice thereof.” 

The following very extraordinary stoiy is best 
■told in the language of the original record. 

“Monday, 11th January, 1781. The Presi- 
dent acquaints the Board that a very surprising 
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aociclent luiviiig liappeiiod lliis iiiorniiiji', wliicli by 
a i'alsG I'csprescnlntimi iiiiglifc be used very inunli Lo 
i,lic doU'imout of bis oluiracler ; lio iliiuks il iii- 
euiubuid, ou bim lo clear that, by giving Ihcni 
Ibe wliole account of tbc affair wbicb is lluis. 
One Grnnpn, a person frequently culruslcd witli 
Ibc sale of diamonds, bad for some moiitbs 
amused him with Ibe notice of having in bis 
custody a diamond of tbo most extraordinary 
si'/.e llvivl bad been known ; wbicb made Ibe I’rc- 
sidont very desirous to treat with him about tbc 
purchase of it ; which the man seemed inclined to, 
and promised to bring the diamond to tbo Presi- 
dent ; but with a number of trilling cxeusos ho 
delayed and shifted il off' from one time to miotbor 
till last Wednesday ; when Grunpacame lo him iu 
Company with Poncbola Kistna and I’ormaid, and 
told bim be bad brought the diamond bo promised, 
but nould not then let bim soo it, tbo said owner 
not being iu tbc way ; and Hum ilcUvorod him 
a large buisc, scaled with tlirco seals, wliieb bo 
said wore tbc owner’s, wlio would wail ou tbo Pre- 
sident in a few days and striko tbo bargain. Tbo 
President observed lo him that tbo stamp of 
one of tbo three seals was imperfeet, wbiob bo im- 
mediately offered to correct with bis own seal. 
But tbo President being very desirous to soo 
ibe diamond, told him if be bad power lo 
alter tbo seal, be bad power to open the 
bulse ; on wbicb bo rocollceted himself, and tear- 
ing off a piece of bis clout, carefully wrapiicd' 
that about the bulse, and fixed a seal tliorcou j 
wbiob was a small coriiolinu stone ho took ii'om 
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lus tui'hatt ; and so he left the bulse ; havmg at 
sevei-al times received before l,S00 pagodas, wliicli, 
he said the owner was in immediate want of. The 
next morning the President went to the Mount 
and carried the biilse with him ; thinking it more 
secure with himself than any where else ; but be- 
fore he had been at the Mount many hours, he was 
surprised with tlie news of Gruupa’s being dead; that 
he died suddenly in the morning, without discover- 
ing any previous symptoms of illness, Mr. Johi\ 
Eoach and Mr. Eawson Idart were present with him 
when he receivctl this news ; which he was veiy 
sorry for, and he immediately told those Gentle- 
men of his having received a very large diamond 
from the deceased, and showed them the bulse ; 
and further told them it had been possible to 
secrete such an affair ; but he assured them, 
though he had not agreed for the sum, he was re- 
solved the mau’s family should have full as much 
as he could afford to have given had the man been 
alive. After the President’s return from the Mount, 
he was acquamted that the same Gruapa had been 
with Mr. Macrae, and offered to lodge with him a 
large diamond upon receiving 10,00U pagodas ; 
but he refusing to let Mr. Macrae see the diamond 
they came to no agreement. This story gave 
some suspicion to the President, who being willing 
to be satisfied, and not knowing who the owner 
was, he sent for Mr. Roach and Mr. liart, who 
had before seen the bulse ; and showing them the 
seal and satisfying them the bulse was in the same 
condition he received it, did in their presence cut 
it open without defacing the seals ; and all that

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was found therein was a largo sandy atone whieli 
lie delivers to the Board to view. Mr. lloaoh and 
Mr. Hart, being present at this narrution, declare 
upon oath that the parts when they are mentioneil 
to be present are true. Captain Eckinan, who had 
been very conversant with this man for a long 
time, being examined and shown the order seal, 
declares upon oath that he remembers it very well, 
and knows it to be a seal that the dceensed Gruapa 
had in his custody ; and that the inscription there- 
on is the word “ Eaganaouloo and gives this 
further testimony concerning it, that Gruapa once 
offered to give him that cornelian before it was out, 
but not caring to accept of it, his dubash desired 
Gruapa would cause it to be cut for him, but not 
being done to his liking he returned it to Gruapa. 
Captain Eckmau’s dubash was called for, and 
asked his name, he says it is “ Hnganaculno j” and 
being examined concerning the seal ho declares ho 
knows it very well, and gives the same account of 
it that Captain Eckinan had done.” 

Our readers will scarcely know which to admire 
most 5 the wily clcvovness of Gruapa, the pru- 
dence of that canny Scot Macrae, or the regular 
take in of Governor Pitt. The sudden death of 
the man at the very nick of time is not the least 
curious feature in the case. What further trans- 
pired, after the discovery of the sand stone in the 
place of the diamond, is not recorded. Most likely 
Mr. I’itt had to put up with the loss of the 1,300 
pagodas which he had advanced ; whilst the story 
excited far more mirth amongst tlie young Writer's 
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and TTactora tliaa ever reached the ears of the 
Honorable the Governor of Fort St. George. 

The proceedings of that terrible pirate Angria 
from his strongholds at Gheria and Sevemdroog 
on the Malabar Coast, are illustrated by the follow- 
ing significant letter addressed to the Governor 
and Council by the Captain of the King George 
Galley. 

“ Gentlemen, 

I am informed Angria’s Grabbs have taken one 
of the Honorable Company’s Galleys, and very 
much disabled a second by taking the advantage 
of attacking and boarding them astern, where 
they can bring ilo guns to defend them ; upon 
which I have consulted ray oflScers on board, and 
find that in 5 or 6 days, if you think proper tliat 
we stay so long, we can cut two ports for guns 
that will carry a three pound shot, and mount our 
swivel guns on our Gunnels, and prepare ourselves 
with necessaries to defend against being attacked 
in the like manner. 

I am, Gentlemen, 

Your most obedient humble servant, 
King George’s Galley, » Hiciiaed Boulton.” 

Feb. 3rd, 1731. f 

The following extracts illustrate the proceedings 
which were adopted at this period against the 
Ostend interlopers. 

“Monday, 6th April, 1731. The President 
acquaints the Board that he is advised the Ostend 
ship that was at Merga, wont lately to Pondi- 
cherry, but was denied the liberty of that Poll; 
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whence she went to Tranciucbni', and ()l)laincd 
])rolBction IVom the Danes, where she continiicB in 
order to proonro a cargo for Europe. Wherefore 
ho proposes that the prohibition hereafter entored, 
bo published in all languages, to prevent all com- 
ineroe or correspondence directly or indireotly with 
the Ostenders, or any concerned with them, which 
is nnimiinously agreed to,” 

“Monday, 6th April, 1731. George Morton 
Pitt, Esq., President and Governor of Port St. 
George and Council, to all whom these presents 
may come, Greeting. 

“ Whereas, there is lately arrived on tliis coast 
a ship, carrying the colours of the Emperor of 
Germany, and is now riding in the port of 
Tranquebar endeavouring to proonro a cargo for 
Europe j which being contrary to the interest of 
the Honorable the English East India Company, 
and to the Treaties in force between the respective 
nations. 

“ This is therefore to give public iiolioo, tluit 
whatever inhabitant of this plnuc shall aid or assist 
the said ship, in any mamier of way, directly or 
indireotly. either by liimsolf or by his servants or 
oorrespondonts, — ^liis estate shall be confiscated 
to the use of the Honorable Company, and himself 
expelled the Bounds. And further, all merchants 
or others that have any elfects or servants at 
Tranquebar, immediately are required to withdraw 
them under pain of meurring the’ penalties above 
mentioned. And to the end that none may pre- 
tend ignorance, the Honorable the President and 
Council of this place have ordered this declaration 
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to be translated into all tbe languages, and hung 
up at the Choultry and Sea Gate, of which public 
notice is likewise given by the beating of the tom 
tom.” 

We have now to relate what our experience 
Would lead ns to believe to be one of the most 
singular stories in the records. Wb give the 
entiles in the consultations exactly in the order in 
which they stand. 

“ Tuesday, 27th, April, 1731 The President 
acquainted the Board that complaint had been 
inade him of an insult offered to the Captain of 
the Main Guard, as well as to the Ensign of the 
Choultry Guard, by Mr. Peers, Mr. Foxley, aud 
Mr. Henry Solomon, on Thursday night last ; 
which tending very much to the disturbance of the 
place, and to destroy all discipline in the garrison, 
he therefore proposed that Mr. Peers, who was then 
sitting qt the Board, should withdraw. Accordingly 
he did so. 

“ Ensign Peele being called in, declared that lie 
Was alarmed by a very great noise in the street, 
and going to see what was the matter saw three 
persons in one palankeen, which breaking just at 
the guard occasioned the noise to increase. Oft 
which, endeavouring to persuade them to be quiet, 
he was insulted by them ; that Mr. Peers threa- 
tened him, Mr. Solomon said he was chunk, and 
Mr. Foxley held up his fist at him. This account 
was confirmed by the Serjeant and Corporal of the 
said Guard ; as also by Captain Eckinan, com- 
mander of the Main Guai-d, who on Mi'. Peers’ 
complaint, sent for the Ensign and examined him ; 
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and lio {ifave him the same accoimt of the matter, 
as did also the Serjeant and Corporal. And i'ur- 
thor Captain Eckmuu declared timt Mr, Peers 
commanded him to coniine the Ensign in very 
peremptory terms, averring he was drunk and had 
insulted him ; whereas he, the said Captain, was 
satisfied ho was perfectly sober. Ail these depo- 
sitions aro entered after consnltation. 

“ The President then added that the next 
morning after this happened, when ho expecl.od 
Mr. Peers shonld have considered of the folly of 
what he had done, he was surprised to find him 
instead thereof to insist that the Ensign should 
be punished ; and that in such terras ns gave tho 
President but too just reason to complain of Mr. 
I’eers’ want of respect to him, whieh Mr. Burton, 
who was with him at tho same time Mr. Peers 
insisted on this, confirmed. 

“ Tho Board taking into consideration the ill 
consequences which must necessarily follow on 
such irregular jn’ocoodiiigs, agreed tliat a chargo 
bo drawn up and given Mr. Peers, agrocablo to tho 
tenor of tho said depositions ; and that it be 
signified to him that his answer thereto bo ready 
on Monday next. 

“ Having called in and examined Mr. Eoxloy 
and Mr. Solomon, the latter of whom absolutely 
denied everything charged upon him, and tlio 
former denied that he had lifted his list at the 
Ensign, came to tho following resolutions. 

“ That Mr. Paul Eoxlcy bo suspended from 
tho Honorable Company’s Servioo, and tlnit tho 
Seoretary notify it to Mr. Henry Solomon, who 
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by tliese eictions is apparently guUty of a brcacli 
of the covenants entered into with the Company ; 
that he must prepare for Europe in twelve months. 
To which Besolves Messrs Hubbard and Morse 
dissented.” 

The deposition respecting this unique case are 
entered in the consultation books of the same day 
as follows. 

“Tuesday, 37th April, 1731. Ensign Peele 
deelareth.— That he being commander of Ihe 
Choultry Guard heard a very great noise in the 
Street. He called to the Serjeant and Corporal to 
know the meaning, who could not inform him, but 
suspected it to be the uproar of some dninkeu 
Sailors. Whereon he ordered a part of the guard 
to be in readiness to seize and suppress them. 
When they bad advanced just opposite to the 
Choultiy guard, he perceived there wms three per- 
sons in one palankeen, who proved to be Mr. 
Peers, Mr. Eoxley, and Mr. Solomons ; which be- 
ing so loaded broke down with them, and on this 
disaster the clamour was louder than before. On 
wliich be went to them, and said, " Gentlemen, I 
beg you will consider what time of night it is, and 
that you will depart about your occasions and not 
disturb the Garrison.” On this Mr. Peers came 
up to him in a very particidar manner, and cried, 
■ — " Who are you Sir P” He answered, “ I am 
commander of this guard ; and it is my duty to 
preserve the peace, and I hope you won’t disturb 
it” “ Sir 1” Said Mr. Peers, “ we know who you 
are very well, and shall deal with you accord- 
ingly.” Mr. Henry Solomons came up and said, 
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“ tliG Ensign is drunlc, wluit signifies talking ta 
such a druukeu fellow ; speak to the Serjeant j 
I know him to bo a sober man.” Ho replied, “ Gcn- 
tlonion, if j'ou had drank no more than I thoro 
would have been none of this disturbaneo to 
night." Mr. Paul Eoxlcy coming near with his 
hands behind him, then thrust one of them al- 
most in his face, which made liim, who had his 
sword in his hand but not drawn, point it to liiin, 
and order him to keep his distance, and not dare 
to insult him in such a manner in the face of his 
Guard. Mr. Eoxley said, " You Sir, what do you 
protend to ? don’t yon see who is in our company } 
and that, after some vollics of oaths and threats, 
they retired to the main guard. All which 1 attest, 
to be true. George Peelo.” 

“ Captain Eckman being sent for, and question- 
ed what passed on his guard on Saturday night 
last with respect to Mr, Peers and some others in 
his company, answers as follow.s. That ho being 
Commander of tlie Main Guard on Saturday last, 
was alarmed with a violent knocking at the Fort 
Gate about two o’clock in the morning ; tluit the 
Serjeant coming to him and acquainting him that 
Mr. Peers and some others desirotl to speak with 
liim, he went down to them ; when Mr. Peers told 
him the Ensign of the Choultry gate was drunk 
and had insulted him, and commanded him to con- 
lino the Ensign immediately. That ho told Mr. 
Peers he could not take an officer oil' his guard 
without putting another in his stead, and at that 
time he had not one to relieve him j but he. sent 
for the Ensign, and examined him on Mr. Peers’ 
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complaint, and the Ensign, who appeared to him 
to he perfectly sober, gave liim the account of the 
matter which is merely a repetition of what has 
been already stated.” 

“ Captain Eckman declares that, after the En- 
.sign was returned, he sent to he fm’ther satisfied 
for the Sei^'eant and Corporal, who related, the same 
story exactly, and averred the Ensign was perfect- 
ly sober. Notwithstanding which, Mr. Peers in- 
sisted the Ensign should be confined, and com- 
manded him positively to do it. To soothe him 
he told Mr. Peers he would secure the Ensign, and 
take cave he should be forthcoming in the morn- 
ing to answer any complaint.” 

Here follows the charge against Mi'. Peers. 

“ Oopi/ qf a ehanje exhibited by the President 
and Council of Fort St. George against Mr. Charles 
Peers, one of the Members of the said Oounoil. 

“ Eor that complaint hath been made by En- 
sign Peele, that you, Charles Peers, with other dis- 
orderly companions, viz. Mr. Paul Foxley, and 
Mr. Henry Solomons, did on Satui'day night last, 
between the hom-s of one and two, approach the 
Choultry guard with a great noise and distur- 
bance ; and being come very near to the Guard, 
you did in a most unseemly and unwarrantable 
manner, insult and threaten the said Ensign, who 
was commander there. That not being contented 
with the abuse and insult to his face, you went to 
the Main Guard, which having alarmed ndth re- 
peated noise and knooking, you demanded to 
speak with the Captain. That when he eaino, 
you unjustifiably assumed to command, and pc- 
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remptorily required him to obey your orders, nud 
coniine the aforesaid Ensign ; and this you posi- 
tively insisted on, notwithstanding all the soft per- 
suasions to the contrary, and the representations 
of the injustice and irregularity of such a pro- 
ceeding. 

" Which actions being highly culpable in Ihcni- 
selves, and having a direct tendency to subvert 
and destroy all good order and Government, 
Avhicli you as a member is more particularly bound 
to support and conserve the quiet of. 

“ You are hereby required to answer to tliis 
charge, which answer is expected on Monday the 
3rd May next, at 10 o’clock in the forenoon.” 

Before going any further with the charge against 
Mr, Peers it may be ns well to notice, what has been 
already stated, that two members of Council, Mr. 
Hubbard and Mr. Mor.so, dissented from the 
irani.shinent already awanled to Mr. If^oxley and 
JWr. Solomons. The dissent is this oiilorod in llic 
consultations. 

“ We dissent from that part of the Consultation 
wherein Mr. h'oxlcy is ordered to be snspemlod 
and Mr. Henry Solomons sent homo j bccauso wo 
are not fully satisfied that the charge laid against 
them is clearly made good in every respect, as we 
find those gentlemen deny the worse part of it ; 
wliose assertions of their innocence ouglit in onr 
opinion to have some weight, But admitting that 
the matter happened as the officers of the Guard 
havo represented it, we cannot help thinking the 
punishment more than adeciuate to tlie crime, and 
tliat a reprimand from the Board would havo been 
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more suitable to tlie nature of the offence, as well 
as to the Company’s orders. And we further 
think Mr. Foxley’s long and faithful services 
might plead something in his behalf, and extenuate 
in some measure what is laid to his charge, wherein 
we don’t hnd there was any ill intended to the 
welfare of the Garrison.”

We now make an extract from the consultations 
of the 3rd of May, on which day Mr. Peers was to 
make his answer to the charge before the Go- 
vernor and Council. 

" Monday, 3rd May, 1781. Mr. Peers being 
called upon for his answer to the charge exhibited 
against liira, replied that he had not received any 
charge as he apprehended, but only a paper said 
to be a copy of one, ivithoutits being certified that 
the President and Council had aiipvoved thereof. 
But the Board telling him they had approved 
thereof, he then gave in his answer to it as entered 
after this Consultation ; wherein he demands a 
hearing face to face with the persons who have 
complained against him. He next proceeds to give 
an account of the affair, affirming that what noise 
they made was only laughing at the breaking of 
the palankeen, though perhaps the palankeen boys 
might be noisy ; that the Ensign thereupon treated 
them haughtily instead of their insulting the En- 
sign ; that they went to the Main Guard to com- 
plain of him, and denies that he used any haughty 
language to the Captain, or assumed any command 
over him. His answer therefore contains in it an 
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account of Uie proceedings of that night set in a 
different light than by the charge j and a demand 
to have a hearing before the Board, as at large in 
the answer. He likewise takes notice that the 
thing happened on a Thursday night, whereas 
the charge lays it on the Saturday. 

“ He being withdrawn the error of the time 
was allowed ; and a motion being made for calling 
in the witnesses and Mr. Peers, it was resolved 
in the negative, because this Board did not act in 
tliis case as a Conrt of Judicature, but were only 
examining into the behavioiu' of one of the mem- 
bers of it. 

“ Then the Board, taking into consideration 
the several depositions on which the charge is 
founded, and Mr. Peers’ defence, did agree that 
the charge was fully made out and thereupon. 

“ llesolved that Mr. Peers should he suspended 
tlie Company’s Service till tlicir pleasure was 
known. To which resolve Messrs Hnbbnrd and 
Morse dissented, not being of opinion that tho 
charge was sutliciently supported.” 

The following extracts from Mr. Peers’ defence 
contain all that is of further importance or interest 
in the afiair. 

To the Honorable George Morton Pitt, Esq., 
President and Governor of Port St. George and 
Council. 

Honorable Sir and Sirs. 

“ After leaving Mr. Solomon’s house, we passed 
by the Choultry Guard in our way home ; but 
just as we had turned the corner, in order to go up 
the street towards the Port, tho bamboo of the 
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palankeen broke, upon which we got out of it 
laughing at the accident only ; though it is very 
likely the palankeen fellows might make some 
noise among themselves on its happening, as 
indeed it is generally usual with them. l?ut at 
this instant the Ensign (as it proved, for on his 
first appearance, being undressed and in his banyon 
coat I did not know him) came from off his cot, 
and in a very haughty manner cryccl out “ None 
of your disturbance, G-entlemen !- Go along ; if 
yon don’t I will confine you on the Guard.” I 
said, " Eor what ? that we had made no distur- 
bance, but he might confine us if he thought pro- 
per.” Upon which he told us “ so he would if wo 
continued to make a disturbance ; tliat he really 
thought by our noise that the town was on fire.” 
I replied, “ he could scarcely judge so by any 
■we had made, but that he might do as he pleased.” 
It is not impossible but, finding myself insulted 
•without cause, I might talk j)ietty loud to him ; 
but I did not treat him with any ill manners, and 
by tills time having pretty well recovered himself, 
he found I was one of the Company’s council ; 
upon which he said he was sorry to find Mr. Peers 
■was there. I answered, “ He had no occasion to 
be so, for that I did not know we had committed 
a fault ; nevertheless if he thought convenient to 
confine us he might ; when I believed he would 
find who had really committed a disturbance — 
thinking he had used me ill without Just reason. 
Whereupon I left him, and said I woidd go to the 
Main Guard and acquaint it with what had hap- 
pened. During our discourse with the Ensign here, 
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Mr. Foxlcy said, lie llioiigld it was iinperliuoiil, 
in liim to use one of the Council ns ho luul done ; 
and told him he did not appear in his guard in a 
proper garb as an officer ; and Mr. Homy Solo- 
mons said ho was but just risen from oil’ liis cot, 
and could not well judge, bidding him ask the 
Serjeant and Corporal of the Guard if we had made 
any disturbance. Hciiig come to the Main Guard 
gate which was shut, 1 knocked there, and desired 
to speak with the Captain ; who after a small 
time came down from his room to mo on tho 
jiaradc. I informed him of what luul passed at 
the Choultry, whereupon ho ordered the Ensign 
to be called up ; but iinmodiiitely afterwards 
I said, “ Captain Eckmaii, can you send for tho 
Ensign oil' his Guard ?” To which he an- 
swered, “ Tes Sir I have sent for him.” I replied, 
“ you be pleased then to send sonic body to take 
care of Ihc Guard ; there seems to be a good sober 
sergeant or two here.” And lie said again, “ 1 
will SCO the Guard taken care of.” Al'ter tlio Ihisigu 
was 001110 up, Captiiiii Hckmaii asked him wdiy he 
had sto]ipcd tho Gciitlemcu as they wore passing 
by ? Who told him, because wo made a very great 
noise and disturbance. I assured Mr. Pcelo hereupon 
that there was no noise other than wdiat might bo 
from the breaking of the bamboo ; and as we had 
not made any disturbance, if he would only say so 
it would be suflioieiit, and I w'ould have notliing 
more to say to it. But he answered “ No Sir, 1 . 
cannot say so and upon this 1 said to Captain 
Eckman, “ Then Sir you will please to relieve 
the Ensign, and keep him here till the morning, 
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till you can acquaint tlie Governor with what has 
happened.” "VVhich ho promised to do, telling us 
it was usual to report to him every mornino- from 
the Guards. In talking rvilh Captain Jiekman, 
hut whether before or after the Ensign was come 
up I cannot positively recollect, I did tell him, if 
he did not care to concern himself about it I would 
go and acquaint Mr. Fowke j and further that as 
we or the Ensign must he in the wrong, to put either 
us or him on the Guard. To which he gave for 
answer, — I will take care of iiiin,” and so ordered 
the gates to be opened to let us out of the Town.” 

» * ifc 

“ I must aeeouut it a very gi-eat misfortune to 
lie iinrler the odium of a charge ; hut as I am free 
on that account to urge anything in my own behalf, 
I would in the next place recommend to you to 
consider, that the subject matters of complaint is 
not for any infidelity to our Honourable Masters, or 
breach of trust committed ; so that whilst I have 
not iu violation of om- common oath of fidelity to 
them, or our Covenants, been unfaithful to their 
interests in committing any enoimities they parti- 
cidarly provide against, such as of abusing the 
trust they repose iu us by vexing and distressing 
the iidiabitauts ; whether by extortion under the 
susjiioious pretext of peiquisities not allowed by 
them or by any other means, wUfuU mismanage- 
ment or misapplication of their revenues, em- 
bezzlement of their goods, corruption and acts of 
violence, waste of their money, or over charges in 
the prices of goods bought with it and the like ; — 
I say, while I have not only kept my hands clear 
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of nil these criraes, nncl iny cliaraclcr face from tlie 
iinjiulalion of any of them, but liavo done the 
Company some services too, wliioh have been ap- 
proved ; I will not fear so bard a fate ns to fall for 
one single, I may call it alight indiaeretiou, which 
has not been attended with any ill consequenecs, 
nor are any likely to follow it.” 

Most of our readers will probably agree with us 
that the fuss made about this trivial allair, and the 
cruel punishment awarded to the three gentlemen 
conoerued, seem to require some farther expla- 
nation. Wo are sorry that it is not in onr 
power to aft'ord such an explanation, beyond stat- 
ing the fact that the ago was tliat of “ Sir 
Charles Grandison” and “ Clarissa llavlowe,” when 
private immorality was considered of little or 
no consequence, so long as it did not inter- 
fere with outward decorum, A century ago, Iho 
upper and middle classes were slaves to de- 
corum j ns any one will be able to call to mind 
who ever enjoyed the felicity iu Imyliood of lisleniug 
to the old world stories of grandmothers or groat 
grandfathers. We have however much satislattion 
in informing ouv readers that the Directors at 
home reversed the sentence against the three nn- 
fortunato gentlemen ; and that after the expiration 
of a year Mr. Peers was restored to his seat iu the 
Conncil. 

Had Eclie Ochiltree lived in those days, he 
would no doubt have found frequent occasion to 
converse with Governor Pitt about diamonds and 
sand stones, and with Mr. Peers about Ensign 
Pcclc and broken down palanquins. 
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CHAPTER XL. 

GOVEUNOESHIP OP MH. GEOKGE MORTON PITT, 

1733— SB. 

We have now arrived at a period in the annals 
of Madras when a change begins to come over the 
relations between the little English colony and the 
Native powers. For some years the Carnatic would 
appear to have enjoyed comparative tranquillity 
under the Nabob Sadatulla K-han who held his 
court at Ai-oot. But great events were looming in 
the distance. The Mogul empire was soon to be 
threatened by the Mahrattas, who were attaining a 
power and iirfluonce superior even to that exercised 
by the renowned Sevajee. The Hekkan was fast be- 
coming an independent kingdom under the Nizam 
Cheen Kubch Khan ; whilst Southern India 
was in the eve of those great revolutionSj in which 
England and France were to appear as combatants 
under rival princes, and in wliich that great struggle 
was to commence wliicb terminated in the esta- 
blishment of the British empire. Accordingly the 
remaining portion of the annals of Madras in the 
olden time, may demand a few further illustrations 
from the light of contemporary history, than has 
hitherto been found necessary ; but such illustra- 
tions shall be as brief as possible, and bo merely 
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Testrid,ed to siteh as are absolutely required to ex- 
, plain the eiilriesiii the rcoords of Madras. 

Our first entry in tlio year 1783 rcl’ora to the 
Malirattaa. Sliao, the grandson of Sevajeo, reigned 
at Sattara, •which at that time was the capital of 
the Mahratta dominion. The llajah however was 
a man of pleasure, and left the aflairs to his colC'. 
brated minister Bajee Eao, better known as the 
Peishwa. Bajee Eao must be regarded as the 
founder of what may be called the second Maliratta 
empire. At an early period ho had contemplated 
the conquest of Delhi, and the establisliment of the 
Mahratta power upon the ruins of the Mogul. But 
he was thwarted by the intrigues of enemies at 
Sattara, and involved in a contest with the Nizam. 
The opposition of two such men ns the Peishwa 
and the Nizam would bo well worthy of notice in 
a history of India, but would be out of place here. 

fn 1732 some sort of terms were apparently 
concluded bolweeu the Peishwa and the JM izaiii. 
But in the spring wc find that the Malirattas 
were entering the Carnatic ; and that Sadatulla 
Khan, Nabob of Arcot, and Abdul Nabby Khan, 
who appears to have been a Patau Nabob of Cud- 
dapa, were marching out to meet them. Accord- 
ingly the political department of the Madras 
Presidency ivas put into working order j though, as 
our readers will perceive from the following entry, 
the expenditure of the department was placed on a 
footing which in these limes wo cannot but regard 
as strictly economical. 

“ Monday, 34th April, 1733. The Sjiy peon 
at Arcot, having advised the President that the 
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Mahi'attas are entered this part of the country, and 
our Nabob gone to join AbdiJnabby Khan in order 
to withstand them ; and requesting, in case he be 
to follow the camp, an advance to his pay in con- 
sideration of the great expense he must necessarily 
be at ill so doing ; — agreed that he he allowed ten 
pagodas per month wliUe he is in the camp, instead 
of the four which he receives when at Arcot.” 

The records next introduce us to a gentleman 
who was subsequently to become famous in the 
annals of Madras. The great Lahom-donnais, who 
fourteen years afterwards was to achieve the cap- 
ture of Kort St. George, first appears upon the 
stage in 1733. A year or two previously he 
liad interposed in a quarrel between some Ara- 
bian and Portuguese ships in the harbour of 
Mocha , and his service on that occasion had re- 
commended him so strongly to the Viceroy of 
Goa, that the Viceroy appointed him agent of his 
Portuguese Majesty on the coast of Coromandel. 
Here, according to Mill, he remained for two years, 
perfecting his knowledge of the traffic and naviga- 
tion of India. In the following entry he appears 
also to have been engaged iii assisting tbe Ostend 
interlopers. 

“ Monday, 1st May, 1733. The President ac- 
quainted the Board that he had received advice 
that one Monsieur LaBourdonnais in a French 
Ship, had carried from Poiio Novo between four 
and five hundred bales for the Oslenders to Goa, 
and had put them on board her there ; and that 
he had in particular applied to the Viceroy for 
liberty to transport one hundred bales, custom 
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free j wliielr lie wns iiiformeil, bciii'>; obtuiiu'cl, luul 
occasioned a dispute between the Viceroy and the 
Custom Master ; of wliicli it is ngrcoil to write to 
Bengal, and to desire the President and Council 
there to examine Captain Dixon who was at Goa 
at that time about this affair.” 

Our next extracts refer to the Nabob of Arcot, 
and will explain themselves. 

, “ Thursday, 22nd June, 1733. Imanm Sahib, 
Buxio (Paymaster) to the Nabob, and one of the 
greatest inlluence in that Court, making a visit 
to our President, it is agi'eed, in consideration that 
it is in his power greatly to assist or prejudice our 
affairs, that a iircsent bo made Iiiin agreeable to 
what was formerly given Ducknaroy on a like 
occasion.” 

“ Monday, 17th Jidy, 1733. The Frenoh 
having wrote a letter of condolence to the Nabob 
on the death of his wife, and accompanied it with 
a present ; and our Brahmin writing tluit tlm 
letter our Brosideut wrote on that oeeasion is kept 
back it is agreed that a piece of Broad Cloth, 
and six bottles of Bose Water, bo sent to ac- 
company it. 

“ Monday, 14lh August, 1733. The President 
acepraiuts the Board that he took an opportunity 
■when Imauin Sahib was hero, to discourse to him 
about the ill state of the Company’s investment, 
and to desiro his countenance and as.sistmieo in 
advanolng it ; which had had so good an effect as 
to engage Tmaum Sahib’s recommendation to the 
Nabob ; who hod sent his orders to the several 
Governments under his jurisdiction, that the 
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weavei’s sliould woik for none but our Mevchunts, 
as appears by tbe letters sent the President. Trans- 
late of ■which is entered after this consultation.” 

“ J'rom Nabob Sadattilla Khan BaJiader. 

" I recei-yed j’^our letter of condolence, which 
you sent me in confirmation of our establishetl 
friendship. Certainly that which so greatly ofliicts 
me must also be very near to you ; we must all 
submit to the will of the Great God, which alone 
supports me under so great a loss. 

" Tour present of two pieces of Broad cloth and 
six flasks of Kose water I have received, and 
esteem it a great mark of your friendship. 

“ 1 have sent through moans of Imnum Sahib, 
ordens to the several Havildars of Towns where 
you provide your goods, to give you all the liberty 
possible, to serve you only, and not to permit of 
any hindrance whatever. IVliat can I say more ?” 

“ Krom Imaum Sahib. 

“ Prom the time I left your Honor nothing has 
so much run in my mind as your goodness. Tf)U 
then mentioned to me something about your cloth 
trade. I had not till now an opportunity to speak 
to the Nabob of it, by reason of his wife’s death. 

“ I have made my recpiest to him, and procured 
liis several purwaimas, wliich I now send your 
Honor ; and you must take care to forward them 
to your Gomastas. If after this there happens 
any hinderance or neglect, pray let me know, and 
troopers shall be sent to deliver them in their pre- 
sence to your several Gomastas. 

“ I received your two letters, and have delivered 
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them, willi your present of two pieces of Broad 
(dolli and six tiaska of Hose water, to the Nabob, 
and ho has sent an answer to you. 

“ I desire yonv Honor will write your Gomastaa 
to sent me a piece of cloth with the price as you 
approve of ; and I will endeavour to get a quantity 
made in the parts under niy cominaiid. 

“ The Nabob sends yon eight pieces ofBoctelaes, 
two pieces of Mocrecs, and some Otah Hoses, by 
Mcor Sadulah, which plen.se to accept and com- 
mand me in any thing you have tliis way.” 

The following circular order was aceordingly 
sent by the Nabob of Arcot to the several Havil- 
dars under his jurisdiction. 

“ The people of the Governor of Madras, who 
come to your country to buy cloth, is the occasion 
of my writing this ; to let you know it is my will you 
give strict order to all the merchants in your parts, 
to sell such good.s as arc proper for the Oovornor 
of iMadras only to his pcojile, and tiint*they imme- 
diately deliver whatever elotli tliey have ready to 
his Gomastas. Wliatthey refu.so yon ])urmit them 
to sell any vvhere. Take care that none buy such 
goods in your parts but his people ; for this is my 
strict command ; and take penalties from your 
merchants to perform the same.” 

The llavildars to whom the above order was 
despatched, were as follows. The llavildar of Gou- 
joveram and Poonaniallee, of VValladoor, of Vellore, 
of Salavacea and Oollcpelta, of Cndangallee, of 
Canacayoor and Trevatool, and of Waruapolhun, 
also the Bcuterof roonamallce, and the Havildnr 
of great Coujeveram, 
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The revenues of Madras at this time amounted 
to nearly 05,000 Pagodas, or more than JBSO.OOO, 
per annum. Aa the subject is interesting we sub- 
join the following table.

Badatulla Khan, Nabob of Arcot, died this 
year, probably of grief for the loss of his wife. 
Orme tells us that having no issue, lie adopted the 
two sons of Ills brother ; appointing the elder Dost 
All to be Nabob of Areot j the younger Bober Alt 
to be Governor of Vellore ; ancl Gulam Hassein, 
the nephew of bis wife, to be Dewan of Arcot. 
Orrae also adds, that these dispositions were made 
without that deference towards the Nizam, which 
the latter had determined to establish throughout 
all the Governnicnls under Ids jnrisdietioii ; that 

IG 
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tlih jeiilousy prevented Dost Ali from jiroouriii''’ a 
regular coiilirmaiion from Dellii ; and that “ il is 
.Haul" that he only obtained some letters of appi'o- 
bation from the Vizier, williout tlic proper forms of 
an antlumlic commission. These sulijccts ivore no 
doubt often discussed in Port St. (Jeorge, and in- 
deed only gcciirred about thirty years before Oi'iiie 
was himself a member of Council at Madras. Vet 
the authority of the records is somewhat opposed to 
that of Ormc ; for they expressly state that the ap- 
pointments were made by the Nizam, and more- 
over contain a copy of the Pirmauu which the 
new Nabob received from Dellii. IVo quote the 
original entries. 

“ Monday, lOlh October, 1732. Tbo llcsideiit 
acquaints the Board that bo has advice I'rom Areot 
that Dost Ali Ivhau, nephew to the late Nidiob, 
hail succeeded him in his government, but that 
ho was not eoiifirinod from court. 

“ Jlloiulay, Stli January, 1733. Dost Ali Kiinti 
and ((Oiilam Ifussan Khan, having' on the deatli 
i)f the Nabob been apponiled by direc-lion from 
Chceu Kulielt Khan, the one Nabob the oilier 
Dew an of the Carnatic country ; and it being 
agreed on all sides that tliis appointment will bo 
confirmed from coiu’t. It was agreed, in considera- 
tion of the necessity there is to engage them in our 
favour with respect to the invealinout, and in con- 
sideration ol' the orders about it i'rom IJu! lai.o 
Nabob,— not to defer the present usual on the ac- 
cession of a Subali any longer ; that by appearing 
tlm.s early in our acknowledgmenis, wo may bo 
able to keep onr ground with our neighbours the 
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French, who are generally much more expcnai^e 
in thoii' presents.” 

The Firinanii granted to Tost All, is thus 
recorded in the consultations. It professes to 
come from Mahomed Shah at that time Emperor 
at Delhi. 

“ Salnrday, I3th January, 1733. This Firmaun 
granted by me, Mahamivd Shaw Patchaw Gauzee, 
to Dost Ali Khan, My Coiijatl, you may observe 
I have a great favour towards you. I am very 
sorry for the death of Sadatulki Khan Bahader, 
you are now in the room of the late Nabob, to 
look after the King’s affairs, with the greatest 
faithfulness, diligence, and honour, That nothing 
may happen contrary to the method that the old 
Nabob used. Loose none of his good inles and 
maxims ; by which you will get a good name 
among my faithful servants. I reckon you among 
them, and have sent you a Serapah, and a Ser- 
panche set witli stones, by my Gusbardar, which 
you most receive with great respect, and go out 
to meet it, and then wear it yourself. Sectliat you 
always obey my will.” 

At Ihis Lime things were in considerable con- 
fusion in other parts of Southern India- The 
Eajali of Mysore had died in 1731 ; and his sno- 
cossor was a mere puppet in the hands of those 
two celebrated ministers, Deoraj and Funjoraj, 
who subsequently were in their turn compelled to 
give way to Hyder. Perhaps however the original 
record, which combines commercial with political 
data, will sulficieutly illustrate the aspect of alFairs. 

“ Monday, 8th January, 1733. Tomby Clietty, 
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being called before llio Board lo make an incleni 
for Broad clolli for Uic year 173'1, told tlicm tluit 
lie had so very large a slock on liaiidj and so con- 
siderable a quantity was expected in a lew inonllis, 
that he could not hope to dispose thereof in a great 
while longer tlian the arrival of those shqjs ; that 
the countries of Mysore and Trichinopoly were in 
BO great confusion on the'deatli of Ihe Princes of 
those countries, that there had been no trade for a 
considerable time past in those parts ; that the 
Cuddapa country had been in war ever since the 
death of Abdul Nabby Khan ; that the Mahrattas 
had plundered 'Vcngaloiw adjoining to Cuddapa, 
and that he had been deprived for these reasons of 
any sales there ; and that the apprehensions of 
troubles in our own parts, during the sickness of 
our late Nabob, had put a stop to any considerable 
dealings even in the country round about us j so 
that he had not sold above 300 bales for IS 
jnoiitbs last past, and that therefore he could make 
no iuflcnt this year.” 

About the middle of this year Governor Pitt 
endeavoured to put some restrictions u]iou the 
private trading between the different ports of India, 
which was allowed to the Company’s servants, 
Accordingly the Governor and Council announced 
that it was their intention to permit no such trade 
for the future without their permission. Air. 
CJiai'Jes Peers however dissented, but Jus pj’otcst 
was of no avail, lie then begged to be allowed to 
resign the service, with permission to reside in 
India as a free man. Subse<iuontly however Go- 
vernor Pitt discovered that Air. Peers and Air. 
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Parkes liacl been engaged in carrying on a elandcs- 
tiue trade to Europe, by way of Trnncpiebnr ; and 
botli the latter gentlemen were sent to England in 
obedience to the standhig orders of the Company, 

The folloAving domestic entries may be con- 
sidered curious. 

" Thursday, 6th December, 1 733. Tire Desks 
in the Seeretaiy’s office wanting coveidng, and tlie 
window shutters being through length of time so 
decayed as to be useless in the hlopsoon, and the 
silk shutters being likewise worn out, — ordered 
that the Paymaster do provide new ones. 

“ Several of the Books wanting to he new 
bound, — ordered that it be done, and when done 
that they bo kept locked up ; and that the Gentle- 
man of the office do attend from 8 to 11 every 
morning, except Sunday, and if necessary from 4 
to 6 in the afternoon ; and that the office be open 
at no other time,” 

The following extract from a trade report, en- 
tered in the consultations of the 7th January 
1 7 S-l, will be found interesting, especially in its 
reference to the Cotton trade of the period. 
Amongst the causes for the great decline in the 
import trade in the Company’s bounds, it was al- 
leged. 

“ First, that the inland trade has been greatly 
impeded and obstrncted for many years past by 
the Mahrattas, who infested and ravaged the king- 
dom of Mysore, the prordnee of Carnatta, and the 
Districts of Audenvenny, Bangalore, and Narrain- 
pettah ; which has hindered the Jjingum and Caiia- 
rese Merchaiita from coming to this pari of the 
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'Country ; wlio before those troubles used to bring 
annually to the l^air of Lanclcpottah to the value 
of one hundred and thirty to one hiuKlred and 
fifty thousand pagodas in cotton yarn only, the 
produce of which was brought down to the Sea 
ports, and chiefly to this, to be invested in Broad 
cloth, Metals, and Bengal goods, for the consump- 
tion of the inland provinces.” 

On the 35 th Eebruary, l73-t, wo find the follow- 
ing annoimceTpcnt, which was evidently intended 
for the encouragement of the cotton trade. 

“ The Honorable the President and Conucil do 
hereby give notice tliat they liavc thought lit, iii 
order to enlarge the manufactures of this place 
and to facilitate the Company’s investment, to per- 
mit all persons whatsoever to bring in Cotton and 
Cotton yarn free of all customs, provided always if 
it be carried out again uumnuufactured it shall pay 
the full customs.” 

The following curious entry will cxiilaiii itself. 

“ Monday, 7th January, 1734'. The President 
then aor|uaintod the Board, that ho had soiiudime 
ago spoke to our Merchants to consider of some 
proper measure to people our villages with those 
sort of spinners and weavers who work the 
Company’s sort of cloth ; that they had given him. 
hopes of a subscription for that purpose when the 
present famine is over, but tliat the main objection 
to the introducing those manufactures in several 
of the villages ivas the want of proper plantations 
of trees for the weavers to work under ; that only 
Trivatore, Nnngumbauk, and Wascravally were at 
all plauted, and them not sullideutly ; but how- 
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ever Uiu Mevcliaiils had wrote to Salem, Worria- 
pollam, and the other provinces to the southward, 
*to eiifiouvapic some weavers to remove hither. If 
they do so, and there be no other obstacle, he 
pioposed that, at tlie proper season, cai'e should 
be taken to make such plantations in all our vil- 
lages as are necessary for the purpose, which is 
approved and resolved upon.*’ 

In a previous chapter on the annals of Madras 
under Governor Collet, we had occasion to notice 
the origin of “ Collet’s pettah,” which was inhabit- 
ed hy painters and weavers, who hud begged that 
ilieir pettah might be called after the name of the 
Governor. This simple name however appears to 
have been a poser to our modern geographers, for 
ill the large Government plan of Madras the Eug- 
lisli name of “ Collet” .has been Tamullzed into 
“ Kulatti though the original name is as well 
known to the Natives as Chinnapatonam. In the 
present cliapter we have to draw attention to some 
particulars still more curious connected with the 
origin of Chiudadre Pettah ; which we publisli 
with the more pleasure, because the record is fast 
decaying. The details will be found singularly 
suggestive. 

“ Sl&t October, 173-1. The President acquaint- 
ed the Board that he had received proposals from 
several persons tor erecting a weaving town witlun 
onf Bounds, by the name of Ghindadro Pettah ; 
which qn’oposals he now lays before the Board 
as follows. 

“ 1 st. That those who shall come to inhabit 
tliere, shall be &st approved by a person to bo np- 
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pointed liy tlio Gopcnior and Council, and a pof- 
tioii of ground allotted tlicm to build on. 

“ 8ndly, That theliousos they build aliall bo for 
them, their heirs and assigns ; but if they let them 
fall down, and will not repair them in sl.’c niontlis 
after notice given them for that purpose, it shall 
be lawful for the Company to give the groiiiul to 
others. 

“ Srdly, None but Weavers, Spinners, and other 
persons useful in the Weaving trade, PaitilcTs, 
Washers, Dyers, Bettleca mnrelumts, Brahmins and 
Dancing women, and other necessary attendatits 
on the pagoda, shall inhabit the said town. 

“ 4thly, That there be iio distinction of streets, 
but that every caste may build in any of them. 

“ 5tbly, That the heads of the castes be chosen, 
and have power according to Snlabad ; and that 
all disputes about debts or accounts between the 
iidiabitants be decided by them, or other arbitra- 
tors ; and that tho inhabitants of tlie said town 
shall not 1)0 liable to prosecutions iu the eourls 
of .fustico iu Madras for any uction of debt 
or account, but shall bo proceeded against aceord- 
itig to tlie customs of their sovornl castes. 

lithly, That the said Town bo free of , all customs 
and toils whatever, till tho Company’s pleasure bo 
known ; and that no custom shall hereafter l)e 
levied on them till it lias been 2 )roposcd to and 
approved by the Company ; o^cept only the Pod- 
da Naiok’s duty, wlio is to liave watcli ajid 
ward according to Sahibad ; and in particular is 
to have nine fanams for every great house, six fa- 
uains for every middling si'/oil house, ami three 
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for (jvery sinnll one, paid him annually, in coiisi- 
deration of which, and the other nccuslomary 
duties to be allowed him, that he bo obliged to 
make good all thefts and robberies therein com- 
mitted. 

“ 7thly, That the goods made in the said town 
shall pay the same customs in Madras, as the same 
sort of goods made in other places pay ; and what 
are for the Companj^, agreeable to what paid for 
the same sorts hy the Company’s Merchants. 

" Stilly, That the said town be erected in the spot 
of ground lately in the possession of Suncavencata- 
cludnni ; it being at a convenient distance from 
Mmlras, and having the advantage of a fresh water 
river on the back of it, which will be of great use to 
the inhabitants ; and that the Company do advance 
two thousand pagodas without interest for five 
yeais, to be paid in the hands of Chintomby JEud- 
iiliav and Vennala NarrainChetty, in order to enable 
the people who shall come to reside there to build 
their houses ; after which Chintomby Mudaliar, 
Yennala Navrain Ghetty, who engage to be se- 
curity for this money, shall be allowed two years 
move for the collecting the same, and shall pay it 
in as they collect it. 

“ These proposals being taken into considera- 
tion, that since there is no probability of the Com- 
pany’s wanting so small a sum of money as is 
demanded on this occasion; that the secuiities are 
substantial and safe men, and consequently there 
is no danger of losing any part thereof ; and that 
the benefits arising from .sucli a town to the Com- 
pany will be so many, and above all the eneourag-

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iiig' tliG erecting of clotli mnTrafacl.uvo9 nithin oiir 
'I’.omuls being so strnuuoiisly recomimnukid to iia 
by lliii Uoiiovnble Court of Directors; it waa 
iMiaiiiinously agrcod that tlic President be desired 
to acivauoc the said sum as occasion requires it, 
for the said purposes and on the said conditions. 

“ As to the spot on whicli the said town is jiro- 
posed to be erected, the conveiiiciuiy of fresh water, 
and a number of trees necessary for the Weavers 
and I’ninters ; as also its neighbourhood to Mad- 
ras making it by far the propere.sl ])lacc lliat ran 
be eiioscn ; — Ibo Boai’d consented to part with the 
same for tliis use ; having first enquired into tlie 
valvie thereof, which at the hiahe&t rate cannot lw> 
more than 400 pagodas, and whieli tlicy think is 
not considerable enough to be ])nt in competition 
with the advantages of the situation. 

“ It was then urged tliat ])ei-lm]5s some ill 
miiuleJ ]icople iniglit suggest tliat the Slh article 
of (he said jn'oposals was an infringenu'iit of tiu> 
Royal Charier, as grai\liiig an imimmity from tile 
Jnrisdielion of the Courts creel n<l liere liy the au- 
thority thereof within the limits a.ssigiie.d them. To 
wliieii it was answered, tliat it is umluubtedly in 
the jiower of the Covorinnent on bringing now 
people from foreign parts, 1 0 agree with them on 
such terms as tliey would eonaeid, to eoine in upon. 
'I'iuit the immunity be granted to the,scinew comers, 
being “ sueh as none could” preUaul to be aggriev- 
ed by “ them, and •which are of” necessity, from 
the nature ” of the jwoplc’’^ ju a constant di'pcnd- 

* 'J'ho ivords iu iiivcrleil eoiniaas iiro coiijuelnral, as 
scraps ol the record liavo disappeaivd. 
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ancc on Uic heads of their several castes ; without 
which, and a power 'in those heads to enforce the 
obedience of those under them, there will be no 
possibility of bringing the design ever to perfec- 
tion ; and thereby all the beneiits which the Coiu- 
paiiy propose to themselves from bringing these 
manufacturers to live within the Bounds will ho 
lost. That fatal experience has taught us that 
ohliging the Keuters of onr villages to follow the 
English methods in their conduct to their under 
tenants and labourers, instead of the customs 
of the country, has been the occasion of more than 
half those lauds lying uncultivated. Lastly, that 
tlio people proposed, to bo brought into the said 
town, being all handy craft day labonrors, it would 
be impossible for them to inaiutain themselves 
and families under the freiiuent avocations and 
oliarge that the delays necessarily incident to onr 
forms must unavoidably occasion. Besides, if 
wo divest ourselves of those prejudices which are 
the bias in favour of our own customs, we shall 
think it strange and uni’easonable to oblige a 
people to obey or pay a reverence to laws, tliuy 
neither do or will ever umlcrstnud, and to be 
bound in all their aitairs to rules they cannot possi- 
bly know ; being neither wrote or published in 
their own language, and of which they are of neces- 
sity to purchase both the interpretation and the 
use. lu a word, the conditions upon which they 
covenant to settle incur Bounds are,-— To bo 
allowed and tolerated in the free exorcise of tlic 
religious and civil rights, wliich they have and 
enjoy in the parts they are a going to leave ; which 
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if wc cniiuof grant or protect tlierciii, Ihny will not 
settle nmong us ; and to all this that the grant 
jirnposcd is consonant to the insl ructions which 
flic Honorable Court of Directors have so ol’loii, 
ever since the arrival of Ihc charier, given us in 
their letters, vi/.. 'I'hat eansoa between the natives 
may, and ought to he decided hy their own customs 
among themselves, or hy J ustiees, or by Jteforees, 
to be appointed hy themselves (vvhieh can be no- 
thing but Ibe Heads so chosen among themselves). 
'J'luit iutormcddling with their old customs will oc- 
ensiou many mischiefs ; and tlint whde they do 
nothing to the prejudice of the English (lovern- 
luent, they bo allowed to live in the lull enjoyment 
of the privileges of their respective enstes. 

“ Then the 6th article, whereby an exemption 
was demanded from all taxes and impositions, was 
debated ; and the President acquainted llio Hoard 
that he had offered them first seven, then ten years 
to be free from those inijiosts ; which lie could get 
no other answer than that they did not jiay them in 
their own country, and the limiting them to a cer- 
tain term of years was only telling them, when 
that term came they must be gone again j that he 
had thereupon promised them to use his endeavours 
with the Company that the said town iiiight bo free 
of duties for ever. That as by the J st article, 
none are to be admitted into the said town hut by 
]iermissioii from persons to bo nominated by the 
iioard, — it will be very easy to ]U'evenl any 
inhabitants of Madras, or the other villag-es, 
to remove to this town ; and ennsequeully 
none of llic revenues can be allVclcd there- 
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Ijy. In fine iliat the people would not come 
on otlicr terms ; but that however it ivas left to the 
Company to order what they thought fit heicin, 
and we should shortly have their opinion and reso- 
lution thereupon. But that it cannot be out of 
the memory of the Board, that in Mr. Macrae’s 
time, there was an attempt to levy the Beetle ta-v 
in .some of the Villages, which occasioned so great 
a diisertion of the inhabitants as to make it neces- 
sary to take it oft again. 

“ After wHob the Board went tbrongh the 
rest of the articles, and unanimously resolved to 
grant the cowlo on the proposed terms, and direct- 
ed the Secretary to get one di'awn out accordingly.” 

3Sth October, 1734. A cowle for erecting the 
town of Chiudaeb'e Pettah, agrcaable to the terms 
concluded on last eonsnltation, produced and sign- 
ed ; and five hundred pagodas advanced to 
Chintomby Moodeliar, and Vennala blarrain 
Chotty, in part of the' two thousand which by the 
said proposals arc to be paid them for carrying 
it on.” 

“Monday, 9th December 1731'. Several per- 
sons wanting to build in Cliindadre Pettah, it is 
agreed that Mr. Augustus Burton do allot them 
portions of ground for that purpose ; taking care 
that none of the inhabitants of Madras, or the 
other villages belonging to the Company, be of the 
number of those whom be shall permit to reside 
there, and that they arc such people only as nre 
directed by the cowic.” 

On the S3rd January 173, ‘5 the Govcrnorsliip 
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of Mr. G'oor';'(! Mortoii I’ilt apiKiara to luivo (Iriuvii 
to ii iiiilural dose. Oil Diat diiy lie oiiibm'ked and 
Mr. Jieiiyon took liis seat at t!iu head of the 
Board, It is somewhat vemuvkahle that Mr. J’itt 
retained his power until his liiial passage over the 
surf mid departure for home. 
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CHAPTER XLT. 

GOVERNOESUIP OV MR. RICJIAUD BBEYOS.' 

1735— 3C. 

Mr. IJenyon became Governor of Madras at a 
critical period in tlie liistory of Southern India. 
The instability of the throne of the Mogrd was 
felt in every durbar throughout the Peninsula ; for 
the succession no longer depended so much upon 
the Court at Dellii ns upon local intrigues ; and 
this state of things is fully illustrated by the 
notices of the intrigues ivhich were carried on at 
Arcot subsequent to the death of the respected 
Sadatulla Khan. Again, from the time of Gover- 
nor Macrae the Carnatic had suffered from a ge- 
neral famine, occasioned not so much by a failure 
in the rains, as by the neglect in repairing the 
tniilis ; a neglect which characterized the govom- 
naent of the Mogul, and led the unhappy Ryots to 
look back with regret to the paternal rule of their 
own Rajahs. This state of things is so lucidly cx- 
plained'in a general letter to the Court of directors, 
dated 1733, that we extract the passage. 

“ Before this countiy was conquered by tlio 
Mogul, it was divided into several ehcles under 
tliu government of particidar Rajahs, which de- 
scended from father to son. Their revenues for 
the most part were from the produce of the laud, 
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and (,hoy tlicrefom wore always careful to keep up 
flic banks of tiu! tanks, or reservoirs of water, and 
to oloansc thorn of the mud ; of which they wore 
at tliB expense themselves, knowing that the land 
would produce more or less ncconlitig as they had 
a cpiantity of water. But the Moguls who have 
now the govcriiracnt of the country, and arc con- 
tinued in those governmcnl.s only during plea.sure, 
do not tliink themselves under tlic same obligation 
to be at that expense for their sn.ccessors. By 
which means in process of time the tanks are al- 
most choked up, and great part of the lands lie 
uncultivated for want of water. This alone would 
occasion grain to be scarce and of course dear ; i.o 
which if w'c add the rapacious disposition of the 
Moguls, altogether intent upon making the most 
of their governments while they continue in tlunn, 
we need not seek far for the reason wiiy even wilh- 
in these ten years the lands which are tonantcfl 
are lot for more tlian double wbat tliey were be> 
fore. Your Ifonouvs will easily c.onoeive wbat 
ell'ect it must have upon the jirodueo of such 
lands ; and wo need not say much more -to de- 
monstrate it to you. Gortain it is that Baddy at 
25 pagodas the garce, is in these times thought 
cheap j whereas 20 years ago at that price it was 
reckoned a famine. The scarcity at present is so 
groat that it sells for 40 pagodas a garce, and our 
November rains failing us this year gives us a me- 
lancholy prospect of the next harvest.” 

The following is the odicial entiy of Mr. Ben- 
yon’s accession, 

" Thursday, 23rd January, 1735, Geoi-go Mor- 
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ton Pitt, Esq. late President of tins place, having 
embarked, tliis morning on board the “ Mounta- 
gne,” and the succession to the Government de- 
volving thereby on llichard Benyon, Esq., late 
Deputy Governor of this place,— he accordingly 
takes the chair ; and the Company’s Servants and 
inhabitants all attending, the Secretary read the 
Letter from the Honourable Court of Directors 
dated the 10th November 1732, wherein the said 
Bichard Benyon, Esq. is constituted President and 
Governor of this place on Mr. Pitt’s going away.” 

The following domestic entries are not devoid 
of interest. 

" Thursday, 23rd January, 1783. Sailed for 
England ” the Mountague,” Captain Eiohard 
Goffright, with Mr. Pitt our late President, Major 
lloaoli, and the Eevd. Mr. Wyncli Passungei-s ; 
and the “ Duke of Dorset,” Captain Thomas Gil- 
bert, with Mr. Turner and his family on board.” 

" Monday, 27th January, 1735. One of the 
Chaise horses being entirely spoiled, and the other 
very old and consequently useless, — agreed to sell 
them at outcry at the Seagate, and ordered the 
Pay Master look out for another pair.” 

“ Monday, 10th March, 1735. The Pay Mas- 
ter reports that he has purchased a pair of horses 
for 200 Pagodas, in the room of the two old horses 
ordered to be sold.” 

“ Monday, lOtli March, 1736. The Company’s 
plate being very old, and most of it entirely useless, 
— ordered that the Pay Master melt down the se- 
veral particulars mentioned in a list entered after 
this consultation ; and a quantity of new plate be- 

18 
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ing offered in exchange for the weight only, — it 
was agreed to accept the same, and that the dif- 
ference between the produce of the one and the 
cost of the others be paid out of cash.” 

Wo may here remark that the general table had 
been originally supplied at the expense of the Com- 
pany ; Mt what with tlie cheating of stewards, 
and the large consnniption of wine and general ex- 
travagance, the expenditure gradually reached the 
large sum of 13,000 pagodas, or nearly jBGOOO per 
annum. Accordingly llio general table was abolish- 
ed in the year 1722, and the President was allowed 
7000 pagodas per annum as an equivalent. From 
this sum he made an allowance of ten pagodas per 
mensem to each of the members of Council, and 
eight pagodas per mensem to each of the under 
servants, contenting himself with the remainder, 
which however he found short of the expense. 
Whether the Company’s servants continued to diet 
together is nowhere stated ; but from the follow- 
ing list of Company’s plate, wo might almost infer 
tliat sucli was tJio ease.

The following entry illustrates the relation of 
the English towards the native inhabitants. 

“ Wednesday, 11th June, 1735. Besolved that 
notice be given at all the gates and by beat of the 
tom tom, that all persons produce their titles to 
their lands, houses, &e. within six months from 
this date ; for which all those whose titles are al- 
ready registered and certified by any of the Jus- 
tices shall pay no fees ; and those whose titles 
liave been aheady registered in either the Choultry 
or Mayor’s Court, but not certified, shall pay only 
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tliu fee duo to the Justices ; and sudi wlio have 
jieitlior paid that duty, noi- registered tlioir titles 
at all, shall pay the full fees herein holovo es- 
tnjblislicd ; and to prevent delay in the sinnc, it is 
further ordered that notiec ho given at the santo 
1 iine that the Ilononrahle Company, as Proprietors 
of the soil, will resume into their hands all such 
houses and grounds as at the expiration of the 
said terra of six mouths shall not he registered as 
above directed.” 

Our next extract gives us a glimpse of the state 
of affairs at Aveot. 

“ Monday, 7th July, 1735. Tlie President laid 
before the Board the particulars of the presents de- 
signed for the Com’t at Aroot, that had been delay- 
ed till this time for several reasons that would bo 
more tedious than necessary to recite. But what 
ho particularly offered to the observation of the 
Board was the number and value of the presents. 
For tiiougli that to the Nabob is no more than 
usual, yet those to llio others are now, and for 
which tlie precedents are very rnio. The last Na- 
bob (Sadntulla) would very seldom suH'or any but. 
himself to send a Seeipaw ; wliereas in February 
last Sunta Sahib, Subder Ali Sahib, Jehnro Khan 
and Imauin Sahib, had all of them taken upon 
them to semi distinct Seerpnws to the President ; 
which proceeded in some measure from the situa- 
tion of affairs at Arcot, and had also made a re- 
turn necessary and unavoidable. For the present 
Nabob (Dost Ali) has for sometime past (Icvoted 
himself chiefly to a religions life, and loft tlie ma- 
nagement of affairs to (hose who would struggle 
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for it a coiidiiet tlial has occasioned every vio- 
lent contests between. Santa Sahib, and Subder 
Ally Sahib, in one of which the Nabob Mmself 
Avas obliged to fly from Arcot. The contention 
between the two brothers had also occasioned an 

* Onr readers in general are not likely to be im- 
bued Avitli a strong historical appetite ; hut those 
who Avill take the trouble to wade through the following 
note, Avill find that it will throw conaiderahle light 
on the state of affairs at Arcot. In tho first place it Avill 
be remembered that SadatuUa Khan, Nabob of Arcot, 
died in 1732. Har’ing no sons of his own, he had 
adopted two nephews, Dost Ali and Boker Ali. Dost 
Ali inherited the Nabohship of Arcot, and Boker Ali 
the Governorship of Vellore. There was also a nephew 
of Sadatulla’s favorite Avjfe, named Gulam Hassein ; and 
this Gulam Hassein was appointed Dewan or jjrime 
minister of Dost All tho new Nabob. 

Dost Ali, Avho appears to have belonged to that 
ordinary type of oriental princes, who are sensualists in 
youth and devotees in old age, had at least two sons who 
had an’ived at man’s estate, viz. Subder Ali and Suuta 
Sahib. Also he had several daughters : one of rvhom 
was married to Mortiz Ali, son of Boker Ali, Governor 
of Vellore ; whilst another was married to a distant re- 
lation named Chunda Sahib. Chuuda Sahib, Mortiz 
Ali, and Subder Ali subsequently took a prominent part 
in the struggle between the Engliidi and French for the 
supremacy ill the Carnatic. Chuuda Sahib seems to bave 
originally risen to power by judicious matchmaking. 
Besides manying a daughter of the reigning Nabob 
Dost Ali, he gave one of his own daughters by a former 
wife to the Dewan Gulam Hassein. His real reason for 
the match was because Gulam Hassein was a complete 
fool. The result was that Chunda Sahib so far availed 
himself of the inoiipacity of Gulam Hassein, as to prevail 
on the Nabob to permit him (Chunda) to administer 
tlio office of Deivau in the room of his incapable soa- 
iu-lavv. 
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alteration in the interest of tlic Ministers, and 
Coop Oluind (belter knoivn as Cliinula Suliib) is 
again come into power, and a considerable influ- 
ence in tbe airuirs at Arcot. l^'or whieli reason 
tlie President had been advised, when he was send- 
ing np to the other presents, to take some notice 
also of Chunda Sahib, thongh ho had received no 
Seorpaw from him. The Prencli and Dutch have 
also been very liberal this year with their presents 
to Arcot, particularly upon the marriage of llas- 
sein All Khan ; an expense that lias been saved 
to our Company, it not being the practice of the 
Durbar to make a present upon any particular oo- 
easiou before a return has been made for the Seer- 
paws. TYhieli also was another reason why tho 
Pj'esidont was not in haste to remove the other 
diflioulties, which had so long kept him from send- 
ing these. The Board being satisfied of the neces- 
sity of making these presents, approved the list ; 
and we iiojic our llonourablo Masters will be per- 
suaded, it has not been in our power to be belter 
husbands upon tho occasion.” 

Tho next extract seems to refer to a sect of 
Hindoo Quakers. 

“ Monday, 14tli July, H/fl"). Terwaddee, a 
Guzerat attending, represents to the Board, that ho 
had been summoned to answer on oath before tho 
Mayor’s Court as a witness in a cause tlicre de- 
pending ; and on refusal to take an oath, had 
been fined by the Court, though he represented to 
them that it was contrary to tho oiistom of the 
Gnzerats ever to tafe^i oath j and prayed to be 
relieved therefrom hirthis Board, 
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“ Whereupon the Board remembering that in 
the year 173ij all the principal Guzerats were 
summoned on a Jury, and submitted to a fine for 
non-appearance on nocoont of this very thing ; 
and that though the fine was for that time levied, 
yet the Sheriff, and all who have siuce succeeded 
in that office, were cautioned never to return any 
more of that caste ; that so neither they should 
be forced to an action against their laws on the 
one side, nor the authority of the Courts of .fus- 
tice lessened by their not being punished for their 
disobedience on the other. It was agreed to have 
been long since settled that the 6\izorats ought 
not to be compelled to take an oath, -since it is 
contrary to the known rules of their Castes ; and 
the Honourable Company having dhected us to 
remit such fines laid by the Mayor’s Court, as 
seem to carry with them more than ordinary seve- 
rity, — It is agreed that the fine on Terwaddee be 
remitted.” 

The following petition from the Washers is very 
curious. It would seem to indicate that in time 
of famine the people actually sold themselves to the 
Company in order to be sent to Bencoolen ; and 
that persons convicted of theft were likewise sent 
to Bencoolen as a punishment. We extract the 
petition in full, from tho consultations of the 3nd 
August, 1735. 

“ The Petition of the JFashers. 

" Humbly Showeth. 

“ With submission to your Honors, your Peti- 
tioners luimbiy take this oppofltunity to lay their 
case before your Honors’ from several 
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years Utey Iiare been servants to the Honorable 
Company as Washermen ; and has always used 
their best endeavours in their service, wliich was 
carried on by 500 Washers ; and that the severe 
famine which begun to continue from Mr. Macrae’s 
Government till the end of Mr. Pitt’s, forced great 
part of the said Washers to quit the place, and fly 
to Ihosc parts where tliey could procure grain, &c. 
cheaper. Some of them, being inllnn and unable 
to walk, died. At last most part of those that re- 
mained and escaped, were obliged to dispose of 
themselves their wives and children, &c. ; so that 
by these misfortunes great many families are come 
to decay, and the number of them is very much 
decreased, that at present there is no more bid. 
about 100 Washermen that are fit to work ; who, 
unless your Petitioners should send for many others 
to join with them in their business, ns wo Imvo 
annually done since tlie conlinmiimo of llie.so fu- 
niiucs, will not bo able enough to carry on their 
business ; to which purpose your Petil.ioiiers are 
obliged to send for some from tlic counliy, though 
it is a great trouble for them. 

“ Your Petitioners are very sorry to assort 
that some of their people wore so unfortunate, 
though their wicked prooeodiugs and ofl’oiiccs 
to bo put under confinement, and exasperate your 
Jionour so far against them as to create in 
your Honor a design, of sending them to the 
West const (ns your Potitiouors wore informed). 
Your Honor therefore is earnoslly onlrcatod to 
Ronsider, that their ill behaviours proceeded from 
the change of their stations into a most miserable 
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ffionclition by means of the laniines above meution- 
■ed ; and they being of very illiterate and vulgar 
spirits, are consequently very ignorant of all right 
and well mannered behaviours whatsoever. 

“ Your poor Petitioners therefore most humbly 
presume to beseecli and pray your Honour, beg- 
ging that your Honor, through your candour and 
well known goodness, will be so pleased to par- 
don, forgive, and excuse them the forementioned 
prisoners from their crimes whatsoever ; that they 
may thereby be released from their coufinemeuts, 
imd enter themselves into the number of their fa- 
milies ; that they may preserve their hcnllhs in a 
very grateful remembrance of your Honors un- 
doubted favour, which is hoped to he conferred 
towards these poor creatures by your Honor. 
Por which your poor petitioners as in duty bound 
shall ever pray.” 

This petition was gi-anted j the Head Waslier- 
man with Tomby Chatty agreeing to pay the ex- 
penses of the Company in behalf of the delin- 
quents. 

Another petition of the same date, from the two 
aiatives who had been appointed to found and set- 
tle the new Weavers town named Cliindadre pet- 
tah, will explain itself. 

“ Humbly Showeth, 

“ That wlien your Honor and the late Honora- 
ble George Morton Pitt, Esq., was pleased to order 
your Petitioners to send for certain number of 
Weavers for erecting a pcitah, now called Chiuda- 
•tlre pettah ; and to advance them moneys to settle 
at lhai place, in order to persuade many more to 

lU 
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come thevo, tlinl the said town niiglit ilourisli, and 
be well inliabitecl, and become capable of produc- 
ing large qnanlilics of Calicoes, wliich sliould be 
inanufnotured tUcit! to tlie great benefit and interest 
of the Honorable Company Yonr Honor, and 
the aforesaid Honorable George Morton Pitt, Esep, 
was graciously pleased to promise the Honorable 
Company’s and Jl’onr Honor’s favorable jiroteo- 
tion and encouragement to yonr Petitioners, if they 
should carry on and settle the aforesaid town. 

Your Petitioners, in reliance upon such jiro 
inises and permission, did use their utmost caie 
and labour towards getting some proper persons 
to bo sent by your Petitioners to the several pet- 
tahs in the country, where the weavers have their 
habitations, with presents and moneys, to answer 
the charge of theirs and their families, travelling 
exponccs to Madra.s ; whore Your Petitioners pre- 
pared them proper lodgings Sir., till the hou.scs wore 
built for them in the aforesaid Chindadro pnttali. 
And as tlicy were destitute ol' money and other 
necessaries, and iriuoh distressed and impoverished 
hy the oourso of a long and bove.ro famine, your 
Petitioners wore suspicions of their stay j to secure 
which they advanced them certain sums of money, 
to refresh and settle the -said inhabitants and 
families with proper noeessarios retjuirod for 
their use. 

“ Your Petitioners further laboured and took 
great care in transplanting the trees of the garden, 
which stood at that place where Chindadre pettah 
is built ; levelled that ground and procured all 
things necessary for building the houses, &c., a.s 
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is not unknown to youv Honor. On wticli ac- 
count they have already expended between the 
sums of five and six thousand pagodas. For your 
Petitioners own labour and ecnnce in these inattors, 
they expect no other advantage, than the great 
benefit of gaining your Honor’s constant favour 
towards them. 

“ The houses that are already huilt at Chindadrs 
pettah are one hundred. 

" Yo'i ir Petitioners now most humbly entreat 
you Honor to gTant them that sum, whioli was 
promised unto them to be advanced when Chinda- 
dre pettah was designed to be erected ; and what 
favorable encouragement the erector.s of the said 
Pettah are thought worth to be gratified with, they 
humbly leave to your Honors most gracious pleasure.” 

The amount requested was of course paid to the 
two Natives ; and as some of om- readers may be 
interested in glancing over some of the 'expenses 
ijicnrred in building a new town, we subjoin the 
account of the expenditure. 

“ An account of sundry charges or expenses, and 
several advancements and supplements made 
for erecting a town called Chindadre pettah arc as 
follows : —

Another petition from the inhabitants of 'Tri- 
plioane, praying .to be relieved from tlie duty 
which Governor Macrae had levied on tobacco and 
betel, is tvell worthy of preservation both as re- 
gards matter and manner. It is entered in con- 
sultations of 3nd August, 1735. 
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” The Petiliovs of the Puiii/ers, TFeat'Ci's, i^'o. 
lulmhUanls of Triplicane. 

“ Humbly Sliowcth, 

“ Thai when the Honorable Company first had 
this village rindcr this Government, your Petition- 
ers flocked to it ns birds do under the cover of a 
great tree ; and llio Governor of that time re 
ceived ns, and kindly took us under his protection. 
Prom which time forward we lived in pence, and 
did our duty and the Company’s busines.s with 
groat plensuro, till the time of Governor Macrae ; 
who to our great misfortune first laid upon us 
the tax on betel and tobacco, by joining the 
same with the farm of Madras. May it please 
your Honor, that we presume to inform you, that 
it is the nature of us of this country to use great 
quantities of betel and tobacco ; insomuch that if 
we have not, or cannot be permitted, by reason of 
a hnri’y of business which some times liappens, to 
go to onr victuals, wo can cheerfully bear it, il wo 
have but betel ami tobacco ; but wc cannot go 
through our work without il, and being always 
thinking of il, and longing for it, w'o leave our 
business to go out of the Bounds to got it j and 
so we are hindered from doing our work, and by 
that means the several owners of the goods have 
them not returned them at the proper aud appoint- 
ed times ; by which wo lose great part of our pay ; 
and people imagiiring that we are noaligeni, 
and always running from our business, arc ufraKl 
to give us employ ; by all whioh wo have lost our 
livelihood, aud are reduced to a great poverty. 
But as we arc now happy in so good a Governor

as Your Honoi', we pray you will please to take 
our case into consideration, and relieve us from 
the burden, of the betel and tobacco farm ; which 
never till the lime of Governor Macrae was laid 
on this village ; which, if Your Honor shall think 
lit to grant, we shall constantly offer up our thanks 
in Divine Service, and mind to labour strictly, 
and to discharge our duties in our several busi- 
nesses ; and when the inhabitants tliat have left 
this place shall hear the farm is taken off, they 
will cheerfully return again to their habitations, 
the place will flourish, and yom' Petitioners as in 
duty bound shall ever pray.” 

The result of this petition is thus recorded, 

“ Friday, 8th August, 1735. The Petition 
from tlie inlmbitaiils of Triplicane being then con- 
sidered, the Board agreed unanimously that the 
laying on the duty on tobacco and betel in that 
and other villages in Mr. Macrae’s time, had al- 
most depopulated those villages j and that there 
is great reason to apprehend if that duty be longer 
continued there, the few remaining inhabitants wUl 
also desert. It was therefore resolved to take off 
the said duty in all the villages.” 

The following story, inserted in the consultations 
of the 15th. September 1735, in the form of an 
explanation, will explain itself. 

" Palmer, a soldier, and one Williams, having 
an intrigue to carry on with one of Mrs. Harring- 
ton’s lodgers, who at that time was gallanted by 
some Swedes, agreed, in order to appropriate the 
more effectually that lodger to their own use, to 
drive the Swedes from the house, They went 
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tliilLei' accordingly aud began to quarrel. The 
mistress of the house sent her servant to call a 
Guard. The servant, who by chance espied Ensign 
Stewart in the street, ran to him, and made his 
address to him. The Ensign, trusting to liis own 
sufficiency, went without a Guard. Upon his ar- 
rival lie found Dessey aud Palmer, two soldiers, 
who being more immediately under his command, 
he ordered them to be gone. Dessey walked off. 
But Palmer not regarding the said Ensign’s order, 
lie the Ensign was obliged to enforce it, by ap- 
plying his cane to Palmer’s shoulders. Where- 
upon Williams, who had hitherto been only a spec- 
tator, and Palmer, both together, closed in with 
the Ensign. But he readily disengaging himself 
from them, and putting himself in a postiwe of de- 
fence, bade them keep off. In short seeing them- 
selves foiled and disappointed they retired. 

“ About 9 o’clock that evening, Il’illiains and 
Palmer passing through the Choultry guaid where 
the Serjeant was walking, asked liim if he hail 
heard any thing of theii' having quarrelled that 
evening with Ensign Stewart. To which he an- 
swered in the negative. They then fell a bragging 
how heartily they woidd have drubbed him had 
they been ai-med as well as he the said Ensign was. 
The Serjeant bade them take care how they talked 
at that rate. Williams nolwitlistandiug went on, 
and told tlie Serjeant that he would have his re- 
venge, and for that very purpose would be on per- 
due for tlie Ensign ; and that he had a good quar- 
ter staff which he believed would do his business. 
To whicli Palmer answered, thal il’his quarter staff 
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would not do, he had a good knife that should do ; 
and then they bid the Serjeant good night. 

“ When the Ensign came to his guard, the 
Serjeant told him what words had passed between 
Palmer, Williams, and himself. The Ensign mside 
his report next morning to the Captain of the 
main guard, and complained of Williams and 
Palmer, who rvere thereupon ordered to be taken 
up. Williams, not being a soldier, was sent to a 
Justice of the peace ; who finding sufficient cause 
for his commitment, bound him over to the Ses- 
sions ; and Palmer was confined to the Main 
Guard. Next morning Palmer was publicly re- 
proved for his disobedience to his officers ; and 
being a new man, not j'ct acquainted with the 
rules of the Garrison, rvas acquitted without any 
further censure or punishment. 

“ Subsequently, Palmer finding that he was not 
permitted to converse freely with Williams now in 
Gaol, wrote him several letters ; in one of which 
“ he applauded the brave resolution ivhich Wllli- 
“ ams had taken to revenge himself on his Enc- 
“ mies so soon as set at liberty and that he 
“ might depend on his assistance at all times.’* 
But Williams, who for sometime had suspected 
Palmer of treachery, sent this letter to the Cairtaiii 
of the Guard, who carried it to the Governor ; who 
after having perused it, gave orders to Captain 
Eckmau to put Palmer into the Cockhouse, to give 
him a gentle exemplary punishment. Which was 
performed by the Corporal, by giving Palmer 
twenty four stripes on the shoulders, more to dis- 
grace than hurt him, and his Military coat only

lifting pulled oil' nnd not otherwise stripped. He 
ivns then sent to the IVest coast ” 

In October 1735, Subder Ali, Chunda Sahib, 
and Khan Ilahadar the King’s Dcu’au, paid n visit 
to St. 'I'horae j whereupon, in accordance with the 
advice of Iinami Sahib, an officer of high rank at 
/Vrcot and a great friend of the English, presents 
were dispatched to all these by Governor IBcnyon. 
The I'esult is thus recorded. 

*' Tuesdaj', ISlh November, 1735. The Presi- 
dent delivers to the Board an account of the jirc- 
-sents, and other extraordinary charges, upon Na- 
bob Subder Ali Khan, Nabob Khan Bahader, nnd 
Chunda Sahib’s coming down to St. Thome nnd 
hladras ; which, iuclnding that to Imaun Sahib, 
amounts in the whole to Pagodas l‘J36, fauams 
IS nnd cash 5.5. 

“ At the same time he delivered to the Board 
.sundry Takhceds from the above mentioned jiej'- 
.sons, to their taxgathcrers ; directing tliein to pass 
provisions for 1 he Town free of customs ; which 
arc entered after this consultation.” 

“ Tal'eed from Imamu Saldb to Maliomvtl Moctune 
Gouemo7' of Puimaree andPuUiixt, Oct 13I7j 1735. 

“ I have been lately informed that the Govovnor of 
Madras’s people, going and oomiug to and from Yizaga- 
palam by the way of Pumiareo andPulicat, liavo been 
often stopped by your jioople for Jnno.an; for whioh 
c.aiise I write to inform yon that as there Is no cUtfer- 
eiice between the Governor and mo, therefore yon 
imiat not atop or hinder his xieople on any protonoe 
whatever.” 

“ From Suhtler Ally Kkaii to SItedcc Busheer, Octn- 
Icr 1735. 

” 1 ant informed that you have often stopped the 
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people from digging clay to make hrioks for the Go- 
vei iior of Madras ; wherefoi-o I w rite you that, as 
soon as you see this my perwana, you shall no move 
stop or hinder his people, hut let every thing he done 
relating to this affiiir as usual,” 

"From the mim person to the same. person, October 
SrcimS. 

“ There is a strict friendship lately settled between 
me and the Governor of Mjrdras, a‘ud we are as bro- 
thers. I thorefoi'O command you to obey whatever 
orders you receive from him, as you would from my- 
self, without auy hinderance or interruption ; in which 
you ai-e to observe this as a strict Takheed ; and in all 
things relating to the Mottow &c,, yon .ire to lot them 
go on according to Sallahad ; and whatever Takheeds 
1 have sent you before this you are to act according 
to the contents of them.” 

“ Froid [iiiaum finhib to Governor IJeni/on, December 
Ut IT-'lo. 

•'I have not received any letter from your Honor 
a great while, but liave often wished for them. Ac- 
cording to yonr Honor’s desire I have procured Nabob 
Subter Ali Khan's three pcrw.auas to the Ifavildar of 
Poonamtillee country, which I now send to yottr Honor, 
and their attested Copies, under the seal of the Canjee 
at Aroot ; so your Honor may keep the originals aud 
send those copies to the Havildar. The Nabob’s sou 
8nbder Ali Khan, and Chunda Sahib, have your 
Honors friendship often iu rememheranco, aud spie.ak 
much of your praise. 

“ fcubdar Ali Khan has lately reoeivod from the 
Mogul’s Coiu-t the Honoui to command 5000 Horse ; 
aNagaivah and a flag was sent him on the occasion, 
and ho is named Sad>atnla Khan. And to Chunda 
Sahib, has been given the command of 2500 horse, and 
the name of Husseu Coast Khan. On which it will 
bo proper iiiid look friendly for your Honor to write 
them letters of Congratulation. I desire yonr Honor 
%vill always believe me as re,ady to serve in yours .is 
my own aU'aiis.” 
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Takhecd from ]<fahoh Suhiler AH Khim to Shedoe 
Si/iheed llaoiUler, of Poonamullee, October Slat 1736. 

“ 1 have granted free of eustonis all cattle that is 
carried in and out of Madras ; so you aro to take 
none on them,” 

Another Takheed from the same person to the same, 
October 2Ut 1735, 

“ 1 have granted free of custom, all firewood, hratty, 
straw, grass, and such like things carried into Madras ; 
so you are to take none on them. This you are to 
observe as a strict Tahlceed.” 

The following coiisullatioiis on municipal mat- 
ters, including the repairing of the Bridges, will 
explain themselves. 

'• ^Vednesday, 35lh November, 17S5. The Coro- 
ner having reported to the rrosidcnt, that he late- 
ly sal on llui body of a child found drowned in a 
well ; and Ihc liki; amilcnl-s haring lirqiicntly hap- 
pened of late years oeeasioned by the want of 
jiroper Brc.i.st works lo the said wells j — it is or- 
dered the yenvenger do rejiair .siiidi of the public 
wells as need it. so as to prevent the like danger 
for the I'uture ; aiul that the tom tom be beat 
through the bounds, divecUug all persons who have 
wells iu their grounds and houses, to do the same, 
under penalty of being pniiishod if neglected. 

“ The Bridges next the town, and that in the 
way to Triplicane, being both much out of repair ; 
i.rsomuch that if some care be not taken they will 
soon be so bad that they will reqidre to bo now 
built : — It rvas moved to consider what means to 
take for putting them into some tolerable repair ; 
since the fund which used to be appropriated to 
such uses— viz. the Town Conacopoljs duty, is, 
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by the Honorable Court of Directors in their last 
letter, order to be passed to the credit of their Ite- 
venues. 

“ There appeared to the Board only three ways 
of doing this. One by an assessment on the in- 
habitants ; the ne.xt by a duty to be established as 
a fund for keeping them in a constant repair ; the 
third at the Company’s expense. The two former 
of which have considerable inconveniences and 
difficulties attending them. An assessment would 
make the inhabitants very uneasy, lest whenever it 
should be thought proper to imdcrtake any now 
thing' for the use of the place it should be drawn 
into a precedent. Besides that the expense would 
ftdl ou the peisoiw iinmcdi'ately inhabiting here, 
whose residence among ii», is b\ the ucei'ssary 
state of the trade and circiunstnnces of the place, 
very iiiiccrtaiu ; and new comers would reap 
the benefit of it, witliout being at any part 
of the charge. A Duty appropriated for these 
used to be levied by way of a toll, would in all 
probability bo collected with great difficulty, aiul 
would hardly answer ; since the bridges are of 
use only in the winter season of the year, when the 
waters arc high ; and therefore the country people 
would avoid paying, by passing the rivers with- 
out coming to the bridges in the other seasons. 
And to levy duties for repairing these bridges, 
without the persons who pay the same reaping any 
advantage thereby, as would be the case if any 
other method but a turnpike was made use of, 
wo\dd occasion much murmuring among the in- 
habitants ; of 'which we find a remarkable instance 
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111 tlie case of tlie scaveuo-ci-’s duty, wliicli tliougli 
levied for their real benefit is still looked upon as 
u grievance. 

“ Upon the whole it was agreed that the Pay 
Master do disburse what is necessary to repair the 
Town Bridge and Triplicane Bridge ; first making 
an estimate of the expense to be laid before the 
Board. 

“ 'Whicli resolution (he Board were induced to 
take in consideration of the general use of the 
Bridges to the Town, and the advantage of them 
to the Company in particular ; which to all who 
have been heie any time is very apparent, and may 
be proved to otlieis by the amount of our customs, 
wliicli are now very high, notwithstanding our 
foreign trade has for several years past lieen al- 
most constantly attended witli disap])ointraents, 
and many bnnuihes of the customs thoreliy redueeil 
to nothing. Tct these losses have been nhuudant- 
ly made up by the consnmjition of many other 
articles ; to which consumption the easy access to 
the place, and constant and certain intercourse that 
has been by means of the bridges kept open with 
the country, has greatly if not entirely contributed. 

“ Agreed further to repeat our request to our 
Honorable Masters, that they wiU again permit us 
to make use of the produce of the Town C'onaeo- 
ply’s duty for these and such other uses. 

“ The .Tustices of the Choultry report to the 
Board, that they have had under confinement in 
the Choultry prison for sometime past, two persons 
for a robbery committed in the country ; whom 
they are at a loss how to proceed about ; because 
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by llie lute Charter, rve are not empowered to take 
fognizance of any crime cominitted above ten miles 
distant from any IDnglisli settlement , and there- 
Ibre tliey have not yet bound them over, although 
the robbery is plaiiily proved by the confession of 
the one and the goods being found upon the other. 

“ Which being considered the Board agreed, by 
an express limitation in the Gliarter, they cannot 
proceed against these persons according to the 
English laws. That delivering them np to tlie 
country Government would be attended with ill 
consequences ; since it would be urged ns a prece- 
dent in other cases in future ; and that letting 
llicin escape would be j'et worse, since it would 
give cncoiirageinent to I'ulure attempts of the like 
kind. Wherefore it was after a long consideration 
unanimously determined and resolved to send the 
two prisoners to Bencoolen, on the first vessel 
bound tliilher, to be slaves for life to the Com- 
pany. This resolution the Board thought justified 
by the Clmrter j since being therein directed to act 
as ranch in conformity to the laws of Englund a.s 
the condition and circumstances of the place will 
admit of, the Board cannot but be of opinion Ills 
Majesty intended by the above expressions to gi\e 
us a liberty — (in consideration that in so distant a 
colony, and among people whose religion, laws and 
customs are so infinitely different from our own, 
many things must iraavoidahly happen for which 
the laws of England have made no proi'ision, and 
many others where the execution of tliesc laws 
would be attended with very fatal consequciu'cs to 
.settlement) — of acting in alUueli cases so as should 
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nppeav most consonant to the well-being and secu- 
rity of the place ; and of this nature the Board 
think the case now before us to be.” 

The following results of a debate, upon the ad- 
vantages or otherwise of selling the Broad cloth 
imported from Europe by public outcry or by con- 
tract, are worthy of preservation. 

“Tuesday, 6th January, 1736. The advan- 
tages and disadvantages of selling the Broad cloth 
received from Enrojre at outcry, were debated, and 
the Board agreed as follows : — 

“ That Broad cloth may be sold at outcry 
sometimes for a higher price tlian the Company’s 
Merchants give for it ; but that there appears no 
other possible advantage from it. That on the 
other hand the disadvantages are : — 

“ Ist. That there must be a long trust, and 
perliaps some bad debts ninde. 

“ 3nd. That if we do not always sell by con- 
tract, 0111 ' Merchants will not take it when the 
price doth not answer at outcry. 

“ Srd, That those who buy at outcry will buy 
only for the present demand. 

“ 4th. That consequently the consumption is 
not likely to be increased by it. 

“ That selling by contraot has no inconvenience 
attending it, but a possibility of sometimes getting 
a larger price at outcry. But the advantages of 
it are -. 

“ 1st. A certain profit to the Company on 
what .sold. 

" 2nd. The consumption also certain. 
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“ Srd, A securit}' from bad debts, tlie goods 
being kept in our hands till the money is paid. 

“ And if the Governing Moors continue tlie 
method they are this juiar fallen into, the selling 
by contract may very probably increase the con- 
sumption ; since if the Nabobs and other great 
oflicers find a profit by buying this cloth, it is evi- 
dent they will encourage the use of it ; and as 
they pay no juncans in the country, they can afford 
to sell it cheaper than private Merchants can, and 
having always large quantities of money by them 
they take off large parcels at once. 

" To this periiaps it may be said, that we might 
deal with the great Moormen for it ourselves ; but 
we can by no means believe our Honorable Mas- 
ters would approve of our engaging in transactions 
with the Government, that might possibly be at- 
tended with disputes ; the consequences of whicli 
no body, can foresee, much -less avoid ; for which 
reason it has been the constant maxim of this place 
to liave no dealings in trade with them. 

“ Upon the whole it was resolved to continue 
the present method, unless wc should receive or- 
ders from our Honorable Masters to the contrary.” 

The following entry explains itself. 

“ Monday, 5th March, 1730. The Rental Ge- 
neral reports tluit there are a very great number of 
persons taxed in the Rent Roll at four and six 
ianaras each, who are real objects of compassion ; 
being either old men past their labour ; or poor 
widow women who live by spinning of cotton 
thread, or beating paddy, and the like sorts of 
work, by which they cannot get more than thirty 

31 
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or tliiity-fivc cash per day ; that the major part of 
the bad debts arise from taxing these people ; and 
that having the new Uoll reiidy all but affixing the 
rates which every one is to pay, he desires direc- 
tions of the Board whether these persons shall be 
excused or continued on the lloU as usual. 

“ The frequently repeated orders from . our 
Honorable Masters for relieving the poor, making 
any debate on this subject nnnecessaiy, the Rental 
General was ordered to prepare the new Roll 
as soon as possible ; and therein to omit charging 
all such as appeared to him to be real objects of 
cbai'ity ; and when done to present the same for 
the approval of the Board.” 

The eireumstances related below are very curious 
as furnishing an illustration of the administration 
of the English nation amongst the Natives, who 
are not inhabitants of Madras. Though they are 
somewhat lengthy, tve prefer putting them into 
smaller type to abridging them. 

" Monday, 19th April, 1736. The President addressed 
himself to the Board to the following purport. 

“ Gentlemen. 

“ There have lately happened two cases here, which 
I think necessary to lay before yon, for your considora- 
tion and determination thereupon. The one is my 
having confined a Giizerat Merchant on a complaint 
from the conntiy. The other is an arrest out of llio 
Mayor’s Court served on the person of a Polligar ; am 
inhabitant indeed of ours, hut at the time of serving 
the said arrest, being in the Moors' territories. As tho 
former of these may possibly bo represented as a breach 
of the rules prescribed by the Royal Charter ; and my 
interposing in the other bo represented as an infringe- 
ment of the rights of the Mayor's Court ;~-I shall give 
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you an account of tlio several circumstances attending 
each of them, and you will come to such a determina- 
tion upon them as you shall judge reasonable. 

“ The first of these cases is as follows : — 

“ Sometime in January last, notice was brought me 
that one Moal Chund, a Guzerat Merchant of this place, 
was missing and gone off, as it was said, upwards of 
SO, 000 pagodas in debt to the Arcot Shroffs and several 
others. Among many particulars which were told me 
at that time relating to his disappearing, it was said that 
the night before, Amboi Doss, one of his creditors had 
been at his house and carried man5' things away. Several 
blows were given, and Moal Chund was heard to groan. 
This last oirouinstanoa creating a suspicion of foul play, 
I ordered strict inquiry to be made after Moal Chund ; 
till being assured by some persons of good credit, that 
he was alive and well but retired out of the bounds, I did 
not think myself obliged to take any notice of what had 
passed, without some regular complaint should be made 
me, knowing it was an usual and common way of pro- 
ceeding among the country people. But the 2nd of 
February I received a letter from Moal Chund complain- 
ing of the usage he had received from Amboi Doas, 
which by this means I was obliged to take notice of. 
However, oonsidering how tender tire credit of the 
Shroffs is, I would not send for Amboi Doss to the Fort, 
but ordered the Polligar to send to iiis house, to tell him 
the nature of the complaint, and that he must name 
securities for his continuing in the bounds. After which, 
I told the messenger that brought the letter, 1 would 
take care Amboi Doss should be forthcoming ; but for 
the letters of license, Moal Chund must himself settle 
that with his creditors. I heard nothing further of Moal 
Ohrmd, or his affairB, till sometime after I saw Mm in 
discourse with several other Merchants in the Fort ; and 
inquiring how long he had been in the bounds, was 
answered that he came in two days after his letters, by 
consent of his creditors ; whq had all of them settled 
their accounts with him, and .agreed upon the time for 
their being paid ; and indeed I concluded it had been 
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s«>) liiiviiig often iseen Uim since in company with Ami)oi 
Ekisa and Sh.ank.arapaveek’s Gonaasta ; but six days ago 
I received a letter from Imamn SaMb by a liorsemaii, 
Tvho at tbe aanie time brought another to Hodjeo Addy. 
So soon as the hoi’seinan had delivered mo the letter, X 
gave Hm the customary answer that I would get it 
traualatccT, expecting upon that he would have with- 
drawn ; but ho told me he was acquainted with the 
purport of the letters w'hich x-olated to a demand his 
irraster had upon iloal Ohund, arising from a sum of 
money lent him by the hands of Shankarapareek’s 
Gomaataa (who came with him) ; and as his message 
and the letters he brought conld not bo long a secret, 
he hoped I would oi-der Moal Chund into custody, lest 
he should withdraw himself out of the hounds, and 
make his escape out of the province. Upon this I asked 
Sliankarapareek’s Gomastos, if they had made any 
application to me or elsewhere, and been denied all that 
■was uocessaiy for their security, that they should give 
Imaum Sahib the trouble of writing me a letter. I 
asked them the question iu such a manner, that I found 
by their answer they understood what I meant by it. 
They told me they had no intention to give Imaum 
Sahib or me the trouble of that letter ; and had only 
wrote to Shankarap.areek the state of the oaso, and 
desired his directions whether tiiey should ajiply to mo ; 
but he had given them no other answer, than that they 
should not concern themselves further about it till they 
heard from him again, and that they rvuro ignorant of 
the money being Imaum Sahib’s, or of any intention to 
apply to Mm. 

“ The case being new, and of which there was no 
precedent siiioo the coming out of the Charter, I bog, an 
to be in doubt arhetber I bad authority to oommit 
Moal Chmid to custody ; but considering the exigency 
of the affair, and that by too fearful an altachmeut to 
the forms of the law, the peace of tbe place and tbe 
Company’s affairs might bo brovight into dangers, I did 
no longer hesitate ; only out of compassion to Moal 
Chund, who had made so considerable a figure among 
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the Merchants, I asked Iinaum Sahib'a messenger, and 
the Govnastas of Shankarapareek, if they woiild be con- 
tented with iiis being in the custody of the PoUigar. To 
which tiiey consenting I sent an officer with them to his 
house, where they found him at home, and from thence 
they carried him to the PoUigar. 

“ By the .mieient rules of the plaeo, no inh.abitant is 
to have any dealings or eoiTespondenoe with the country 
Government, witliout special license ; nor are they to 
make any appUeatiou to the Governing Motirs in any 
matter or dispute arising in the bounds. But Moal 
Chund might in this case have pleaded th.at he de.alt with 
Shankiirapareek's Gomastas, as Merchant inhabitant, 
living under our protection, and as such nnder no obliga- 
tion to inquire whose money they traded with ; and 
Shankarapareek's Gomastae might urge that it was well 
known when they came down here, whose Agonts they 
were ; and that it could not be wondered at if they 
corresponded with, and were subject to the orders of 
their principals ; and th.at if it was a breach of oiir Iaw.s, 
tliey ought to have been told so when they came down, 
.and not suffered to settle in the Town. But the altera- 
tion in the oirounistanees of the place has made a dis- 
pensation in some sort necessary ; for if we were to keei> 
up to the strictness of the oldrules, weshonld drive almost 
all the moneyed men out of the place ; what the conse- 
quence of that would he maybe eiisily guessed, as money 
is as much the sinews of trade as of w.ar ; and I suppose 
it is very well known now, that almost all the trade of 
the iilace is circulated by means of the Arcot money, 
.and the credit our inhabitants have with the Shroffs ; 
and besides that their money is the chief support of the 
trade of the place, there is another principal advantage 
we receive by it, that I supposed will be easily guessed 
at without naming it. 

“ This being the state of the case, it remains to he 
considered what method we ought to follow, not only 
upon the present oooaaion but all others, that are attend- 
ed with the like ciroumstances. _ It has been a point 
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much debated of late -wUether any person, sinoo the 
coming out of the Charter, can be taken up for debt 
except by warrant issuing out of the Mayor's Court. But 
be.sides that it often happens that by the Forms of tho 
Court, it may be some days before a warrant can bo 
taken nut. We are not certain that the Moors would 
submit to follow a process there ; but if they should 
consent thereto, yet many things might occur which 
would give ue infinite uue.a3iness ; for though at pre- 
sent I think we are upon so good terms with the Mayor’s 
Court, Ih.at I am willmg to hope they would make all 
pioaeible dispatch m bringing such a suit to an issue ; 
yet wo cannot be always sure of such a disposition ; and 
if it should even happen that the majority of that Court 
should be composed of persons of a malignant disposi- 
tion towards the interest of the Company, or actuated 
by prejudices against the Company’s Agents, it is very 
- easy to foresee the trouble and confusion, not to only the 
Company’s affairs, but the whole place might bo involv- 
ed in. I suppose it is well known how much it is in 
the breast of the Court, to prolong tho time before any 
suit is finished ; and a message from tho Board, if tho 
Court are not rightly disposed, would r.atbor occasion a 
greater delay th.an quicken their proceedings. 

“ But to consider it a little further if we should admit 
what (by the way) we h.avo very little reason to do ; 
namely, that the Moors should have jiartieuoe to w.ait 
the progress of any of their actions through our Comts ; 
yet should it be put iuto the heads of the defendants that 
they might appeal to England, I believe it is very easy 
to conceive what efiect it would have upon the Moors, 
and how they would receive any nolioo, that in such 
case must be given them, that they must follow the ap- 
peal to England, I believe there can ho no doubt by wbieh 
they would think they had shown sufficieut complai- 
sance in demanding justice of tho Company’s Agents; 
and that being refused them they would immediately 
make a peremptory demand of the debtor to be delivered 
up to them ; and as they always deliver upon debtors, 
I see not with what equity we could refuse to deliver up 
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tlieira, and there ivould be much to justify any mea- 
sures whioh they should re.solve on to oblige us to it. 

“ The other aftivir I mentioned to you is this : — 

“ Some days ago the Mayor came with a complaint to 
me that one of the Court Serjeant, going with a war- 
rant to .an-est an inhabitant of Cattawaulc, a number, 
of the other inhabitants, together with some peons be- 
longing to the Mooi-s, liad heat the Serjeant and res- 
cued the prisoner. Whilst I was considering what 
orders to give upon the ocoasion, the Court Serjeant 
came in to confirm 5Ij’. Mayor’s account of the matter ; 
only with this difference, which indeed was a vorj' ma- 
tei i,al one, that he had airested the man in Trivitash, a 
village not two miles from the Fort, but out of the Com- 
pany’s bomids. Upon whioh 1 told both the Mayor and 
Serjeant that though the Charter did say the jurisdic- 
tion of the Court should extend ten miles, yet I supposed 
it w.is to be understood and provided that the Com- 
piiny’s bounds had the same extent ; but however that 
might be I was sure the Moors would not suffer the 
Mayor’s warrants to pass in their ten-itories, and there- 
fore they would do well to confine their jurisdiction 
within that of the Comiiaay’s. AViiilst the Mayor was 
yet with me, a Messenger came in from the Havildar of 
Poonamallee, complaining that whilst he w.as at Trivi- 
tash, settling some mattere with the Polligar of some of 
their towns, a white man came their, used the Polligar 
vei-y ill, hy giving him several Wows ; and seemed deter- 
mined upon worse treatment, if he h<ad not interposed to 
prevent it, and ha de.sired that I would give orders that 
such things might not be done again. I dismissed the 
Messengers with an answer that I would inquire into it. 

“ About si.'C tbe next morning, the Polligar came to 
me. The account he gave of himself was, that he and 
his Ancestors had for many generations been Polligar, s 
of twenty-fivo villages under the Moors; three of wliioh 
namely Cattawauk, Sautougot and Ennore, wei-e about 
twenty years ago granted by the Mogul to the Company ; 
that these being the farthereat villages from ua and 
.spiOTiuted from all the re.st of our bounds, he h.id very 
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rarely come to SMras, and wag quite igiinront of our 
Iowa and oustarms j ami thia trouble that was now 
brought upon him was at the instigation of the poraoua 
who rented those villages of JiCo Cempany, with whom 
he had some differauce ; and who being better acquaint- 
ed with the methods of proceeding among us, had taken 
this way to distresa and insult him. The Polligar added 
that when the SjjrJeant came to Mm ho %vas busy with 
the Havildar off^he Poonamalloe country, exuniining a 
robbery thajAiid Iwppenod in one of their villages ; that 
he tol(l thVSerjeant he woxdd go with liim when he liad 
done ; but the Serjeant laid hold of him to carry him away 
immediately, and give him several blows with a oane, the 
marks of wldoh were very visible when I saw him ; and 
that tile Serjeant would have suffered more from the 
Moors for his attempt to oariy him away, if ho himself 
had not interposed. The i’oJligar then delivered me a 
petition, oontaining some complaints of the hardships ho 
had suffered fi-oia the Company’s llenters ; who, I 
suppose, h.aving some intelligence of it (for it seemed 
to have been wrote some days before) were tho more 
earnest to have him ai’resteU to prevent ids delivoring of 
it. I shall say nothing here of tlie .action oommmiced 
ag.ainat him in the Mayor's Court, hocaiuso it is possible 
it may come before us in .another manuor. Neither 
indeed do I recollect much of tho jietilion, h.aving a few 
hours after delivereil it to the M.ayor ; to avhom 1 took 
notice at the same time that I thought the arrest was 
irregular, and oontivary to the cnn.shant rule and praotico 
of the place, which exempted all tho Polig,ara from any 
arrest ; established upon very good oonsiderntion, and 
to avoid tho oonsequcnces which might attend their 
being taken into cu.-.tody. Boi3ide.s tlnat the o.a.se of thi.s 
in.an avas diffortnliy oiroumBlanced, being Polig.ar but of 
three of our villages, and of taveuty-tavo beiouging to tho 
Moors, avho avould probably claim him, out of an opinion 
that they had a gre.ater right in him. But otherwise 
the thing in dispute being only a title to a snifill piece 
of ground, of no greater value than tavenly or taventy- 
flve pagodas j had it been any body olso tho necossity

of an arrest did not seem to be very urgent, and the 
directions with the charter were plainly against it. The 
Poligar appearing in Court some daya after to defend his 
title, the Court began to examine him touching what 
happened at Trivitash ; an enquiry certainly that was 
very improper, beoau.se the arrest being out of the Com- 
pany’s bounds ; it is not in om- power to support them in 
it. Before the Court rose, they committed him to prison, 
where he remained till about six in the evening, when 
he was discharged after paying forty-six fauams ; and 
then he came to me and complained of it as a matter 
that was a shame and disgrace to him ; and the more so 
as being done in the sight of his jieople. The Mayor 
being with me again the next morning, I asked him 
how it eould be that the Court had treated the Poligar 
in the manner they had done, after all that I had said 
to him myself. The Mayor replied that when the 
Poligar appeared in Court, they did design to have de- 
cided the dispute between him and the plaintiff that veiy 
day, but some difficulties arising that could not then be 
cleared up and being twelve at noon, some of the Alder- 
men cried out let Turn give bail and answer ; and ad- 
journing immediately upon it, he believed the Marshal 
might have taken him into custody ; but did not know 
that he was imprisoned till the evening, when a person 
came from him to be his bail. To avoid all further dis- 
pute, I was willing to take Mr. Mayor’s account of the 
matter ; but told him that when the council met, I 
believed they would take it into consideration, and think 
themselves obliged to make some order upon it, to pre- 
vent the consequences which might follow if it should 
be drawn into precedent. 

“ The Board having seriously considered the.se two 
oases, approved the tailing of Moal Chund into custody, 
and desired the purport of what the Pre.ddent had said 
upon the occasion might be entered upon consultation, 
as our reasons for the same ; that the Company may 
judge thereof ; and that they be desired in our next 
general letter to give us directions in all cases of tho 
like nature which may hai>peii in future. 

33 
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“As to the other affair, the ill oonseqnoncos which may 
ensue from the breach of the old rules of the place, 
eetahlished for many and very good reasons, induced the 
Board to come to the following reaolutions thereupon. 

“ Ordered that no Sheriff do serve any warrant of 
aivest or execution upon the person of the Poligar of 
Madras, or any of the Poligars of tlie villages, nor upon 
their dwelling houses, where they keep their iwisoners, 
nor upon any of the duties duo and payable to them 
for the guai'd and safety of the town and villages. 

“ Ordered also that the Sheriff do repay to tho Poligai’ 
of Cattawauk, the sum of forty-six fanams, taken from 
the said Pohgar by the Sheriff's officers for prison fees.” 
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CHAPTEE XLTI. 

GOVEUNOBSHIP OP MB. MCHARD BENYON. 

1736—40. 

The Governorship of Mr. Benyon bridges over 
the period between the unknown and known his- 
tory of the Presidency. Up to this date we have 
been exhuming the annals of a period which was 
almost a perfect blank in the eyes of men ; but 
now we are approaching an era in which 
modern history, as it has been written by Orme, 
Wilks, and Duif, may be said to fairly begin ; and 
thus our futui'e annals iviU. serve rather to enlarge 
and illustrate our present knowledge than to carry 
ns through a world which, was altogether new. 

Our first extract refers to what may be called 
the “ woes of the washers,” who on the 30th of 
April, 1736, addressed the following petition to 
Governor Benyon. 

“ The Fetitioii of the Washers- 
“ Humbly showeth, 

“ Whereas your petitioners having faithfully 
served the Honorable Company in washing their 
cloth from the first establishment of this place ; 
which they were the better enabled to perform by 
their having in constant eraxdoy between four and 
five hundred able and sufficient persons of their 
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caste to carry on and discliarge tiie said business 
ettectually ; but your petitioners are sorry 'to ac- 
quaint your HouoVi that by means of the eonslant 
famines whicli have happened for these ten or 
eleven years past, their cooly allowance from the 
Honorable Company has not been suflioient for their 
subsistance, after the usual charges incident thereon 
were defrayed ; and also that the rice for some 
time was so scarce and dear, that it could not be 
procured under quarter or half measure for a 
fanam. So through these and the like exigencies 
they were entirely disabled to support ihemselres 
and families. Provisions being so scarce, that 
induced a gi'ent munber of t.heir people to desert 
their habitations and take refuge in other parts, 
where provisions were cheaper ; many having sohl 
tlieinselves, wives, and children ; and many like- 
wise embarked themselves on several vessels to 
divers places ; togctlicr with a great mortalily 
among them, which has reduced them to the small 
number of aljout one hundred men, by whom your 
petitioners assure your Honor it is morally impos- 
sible to carry on ami discharge tlieir whole d>ity 
of washing the cloth. Also another dilKeulty 
arises, w'hieli further disables your potitiouers in 
completing the whole business, is,— that in former 
times the long cloth weighed but ten to eleven 
pound per piece, which was more easy for a man 
to hold and wash it, csjjecially in such times when 
they had provisions cheap they were the stronger 
to perform it. Whereas of late years the long 
cloth provided has been of between thirteen and 
fourteen pounds per piece, which in sucli time of 
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scarcity reduced your petitioners in their strength 
so much, that they found it impossible for a single 
man to hold a piece of cloth of that burden and 
Avash it effectually. 

“ Honorable Sir, your poor petitioners most 
humbly crave leave to represent to your Honor 
that the Washers at Ifort St. David, Porto Novo, 
and Vizagapatam har'e larger privileges and larger 
benefits to support themselves out of their allow'- 
anees ; by reason of their having rivers of good 
and fresh water proper for washing of cloths ; and 
their places being near to the woods, whereby they 
are likewise gainers in purchasing the several in- 
gredients required in washing, as soap, chunam, 
choud, goat’s dung, fuel, &c. But as our river 
being not so good water, your petitioners are ob- 
liged to bo at the trouble and expense of having 
water for their purpose drawn out of the wells j 
and that your petitioners’ allowance from the Ho- 
norable Company being only but one pagoda 
and five fanains for every corge of long cloth’s wash- 
ing, your petitioners crave leave to set forth the 
charges incident thereon which they defray ns fol- 
lows ;

So there is but fanams 4 cash 30 to be divided 
amongst all your petitioners for their livelihood. 

“ The said pagodas 1 and 5 fanams was the rate 
allowed to your petitioners when there was a garee 
of p.iddy sold for live or six pagodas or there- 
abouts. But by reason of the severe famines 
aforementioned, togetlier with tlic desertion and 
deaths of so many, your petitioners are reduced to 
such extreme poverty, and to so small a number 
of hands, that they are entirely incapable of mnin- 
taining themselves and families ; and likoivise not 
in a capacity of discharging their duty of washing 
the cloth effectually. 

“ Therefore their present necessity and business 
requires their sending for a larger supply of people 
out of the country. to their assistance ; but then 
their allowance at present being insufficient for tlie 
maintenance of your petitioners only through the 
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reasons aforementioned j therefore your petitioners 
must consequently be incapable to maintain those 
■whom they design to send for to their assistance. 

" YoiU' Honor will be pleased further to consi- 
der that since the paddy sells at 17 or IS maracals 
per pagoda, tlu'ough your Honor’s favour to the 
poor souls in general ; yet the merchants account 
for the half share of congeeing the cloths before- 
mentioned, at or between 8 and 10 maraeals per 
pagoda. Besides that some years ago when grain 
was dear, your petitioners were ahvays favom’ed 
by the Honorable Company through thehr ware- 
house keepers with the free gift of two or three 
garce of paddy. 

“ Your petitioners therefore most humbly en- 
treat your Honor will be graciously pleased to take 
into your most serious consideration their misera- 
ble and distressed condition ; and only be pleased 
to forbid the merchants from receiving money for 
the half share of congeeing the cloths ; that there- 
by your petitioners may receive their full allowance 
of pagodas 1 and fanams 6 for every corge of long 
cloths, without any such deduction by the mer- 
chants ; which will enable your petitioners to pro- 
cure more hands, and to complete their business 
effectually, and it will be but just sufficient to re- 
lieve them out of their present calamities. 

“ Youi'Honov’s poor petitioners further crave leave 
to represent to your Honor, that in the severe fa- 
mine in Governor Pitt’s time there was some cloth 
destroyed by worms &c., and other some stole in the 
Washing town, which your Honor is very sensible 
of ; hut when the thieves were found at three or 
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four several times and produced l)y tlio Poligar, 
they were tried by the Honorable Judges Court 
but acquitted from any corporal puuislunent, and 
wore only turned out of the bounds ; which Was 
owing to Governor Pitt’s and your Honor’s wonted 
favour and compassion, by taking into considera- 
tion the misery and poverty of their condition, oc- 
casioned by the then present famine. Your poor 
petitioners now humbly acquaint your Honor that 
payment is demanded of them, for 260 cloths that 
was destroyed and stole in Governor Pitt’s time 
abovementioned. 

” Your Honor’s poor petitioners (whose condi- 
tions are so miserable by the forenientioned 
reasons and the reduction of their namber) most 
earnestly beseech your Honor will bo graciously 
pleased to excuse your poor petitioners from the 
abovementioned demand of jmyment for tlio 260 
cloths, that was destroyed or stole in Mr. Pitt’s 
Govcrmnent. 

“ Your petitioners most humbly repeat tlieir 
earnest request that your Honor will be graciously 
pleased to forbid the merchants from receiving the 
half share of congeeing the cloths, and also in ex- 
cusing the demand for the 260 cloths ; and in ac- 
knowledgment of which favours your petitioners 
as in duty bound shall ever pray for your Hemors’s 
good health, prosperity and long life.” 

Tire decision of the Board upon this petition is 
thus recorded. 

“ Monday, 17th May, 1736. Then the Board 
taking into consideration the petition from the 
Washers, came to a resolution to make them an 
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advance of four fanams per corge of long cloth, 
and two fanams per corge of Salampores, being 
sensible they are not able to perform their work at 
the present allowance.” 

The following proceedings respecting private 
trade are sufficiently explained by the extracts 
themselves. 

“ Wednesday, 31st July, 1736. Our Honora- 
ble Masters, having upon many occasions and 
divers times given their command to this Presi- 
dency to prevent as much as possible all assistance 
to our rivals in trade, eitlier by lending them 
money, or otherwise j and having repeated the 
same more fully and particularly in their letter 
dated the 28rd January last, it was agreed to give 
notice thereof by affixing it at the sea gate, and 
that such notice be in the words and form follow- 
ing. 

“ Ordered by the President and Council, in con- 
formity to the du'ections received from the Honor- 
able Company, that from and after the date of 
this notice, any person or persons, — inhabitants 
of Madras, Natives, or others,— who should pre- 
sume to be concerned directly or indirectly in any 
Stock or Loan at respondentia on any foreign ship, 
if not belonging to this port, or some other of the 
English settlements, shall be fined according to 
the value of their concerns, and forfeit the Com- 
pany’s protection ; and any person or persons, who 
shall be guilty of procuring or soliciting any such 
concern in Stock or Loan at respondentia on any 
such foreign ship or ships, shall forfeit the Com- 
panv’s protection and be expelled the bounds. 

33 
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“ Ordered also that no ship or ships belonging’ 
to any of the Inhabitants of this place, whether 
Native or others, shall import at any port or place 
bn this coast, not being an English settlement ,; 
except in case of necessity, when in that case also 
they shall be liable to pay the Custom to the Com- 
pany the same as if they had imported here. ^ 

“ All persons subject to his Britannic Majesty, 
are to have due regard to his Majesty’s royal pro- 
clamation, proliibiting all bis subjects trading 
■n'itliin the Company’s limits, in foreign service, 
or under foreign commissions, or being any way 
concerned in foreign Companies ; and likewise for- 
bidding them to visit, haunt, or frequent to East 
Indies, without the said. Company’s Lieenso.” 

“ The Board thought proper to publish this no- 
tice in siioli general terms to avoid giving any 
partieular offence ; which might have all'eetod llm 
friendship and harmony that is bul)sisting at pre- 
sent witlv the Country Govciamient ami tho 
Id’cnch ; it being chielly de&igiietl to prevent all 
aid and assistance to the trade of rondichoi'i'y, ami 
the Moors ports to the Southward of us ; as wliat 
effeets the trade of the place most sensibly, and 
that are our most dangerous rivals.” 

“Monday, 39th Novembor, 173!5. Tho Presi- 
deiil acquaints the Board that this afternoon ho 
is to receive a visit from one Moer Suttu, a person 
that rvas tutor to Subder Ali Klmii, who has 
given him a commissiou to supervise tho Poona- 
inalleo Country ; tlie President added tlnit be bad 
lately had a gi’eat deal of trouble witli the Melta 
people, and was advised to make this man a sroall 
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present, wlio in return would leave such orders at 
the Mettas as would make us easy. 

“ Agreed the present he two pieces of scarlet 
broad cloth and twelve flasks of rose water to hiiu- 
self; and twelve yards of scarlet and three of aurora 
to the managers who attend him ; tlie whole value 
will be about ninety pagodas.” 

The records for the year 1737 contain nothing 
worthy of note ; and yet at this period events were 
occun'ing which are not ivithout importance in the 
history of the Presidency. In 1732, the Eajali 
of Trichinopoly had died without issue ; his second 
and tliird wives burned themselves with the body, 
but the first wife succeeded to the Government, in 
confonuity it is said with the desire of the deceased 
llaiali. llisputes subsequently ensued between the 
llanee and a Prince of the royal blood, Host Ali, 
the Nabob of Arcot, was prevailed upon to take 
advantage of the confusion, to subject the kingdom 
of Trichinopoly to his ouni authority. Accordingly 
he sent an army under his son Snbder Ali, and his 
son-in-law Ghnnda Saliib, to seize any opportunity 
which might offer of getting possession of the 
capital.* 

The result was tragical. Chunda Sahib, who 
already owed liis advancement, to his matrimonial 
arrangements, was fortunate enoush to excite the 
tender regard of the llanee. Accordingly he was en- 
abled to prevail’ on the love stricken lady to admit 
him with a body of troops into the city of Triclii- 
nopoly, having first taken an oath on the Koran

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that he would act iu nothing to her detriment. 
But the loves of middle aged queens are not al- 
ways fortunate, and Ohuncla Sahib proved more 
cruel to the Eanee than jEneas proved to Dido. 
There is however a slight difference between the 
classical legend and the modern story. BDneas 
broke the heart of Dido by running away j where- 
as Chunda Sahib broke the heart of the Eanee by 
remaining where he was. The latter seized the city 
of Trichinopoly, and then imprisoned the lady ; 
upon which the latter died of grief, and the king- 
dom of Trichinopoly yielded to the authority of 
the faithless Chunda. 

"We now proceed with the annals of the English 
settlement. Our next extracts will illustrate the 
administration of the laws. 

“ Friday, 30th January, 1738. Captain Henry 
Hoadly, Commander of the “ Eoyal Guardian,” 
acquainted the Board that his sail maker, James 
Bouchanan, had miualercd Micliacl Smith, his 
fourth mate, in Canton river the Ifith October 
last ; that the next morning he jointly with Cap- 
tain Martin and Sheppard, had taken the exami- 
nation of several persons, who were on board 
when the accident happened ; in consequence of 
which he had brought the man here in irons in 
order to a trial. 

“ Captain Hoadly being withdrawn, and his 
Majesty’s commission for trying pirates being 
called for and examined, it was found that we are 
thereby empoweredtotrypiracies, felonies and rob- 
beries, without any mention of murder. AVIiicb 
being debated, it was agreed that neither the word 
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“ piracy,” nor tlie word “ felony,” could be un- 
derstood to imply “ murder and the rather be- 
cause in the preamble to the said commission 
murder is distinguished from the other two, and 
also for that the oath appointed by the act of 
the 1 1th and 13th of King William the third, to 
be taken by the Judges of the Court of Admiralty, 
plainly refers to piracy, robbery and felony, and 
not to murder. 

“ Captain Hoadly was then called in, and told 
the Board were of opinion we had not power to 
try the criminal here ; but that if he would order 
the several witnesses ashore, their information 
should be taken upon oath by some of his Ma- 
jesty’s Justices of peace for his justification.” 

“ Tuesday, 24:th January, 1738. A peon that 
can'ies money, having murdered his companion 
and robbed him of the money and effects he had 
with him belonaing to several merchants and 
the murderer having been discovered in 'I'riplicane 
with most of the effects about him ; the owners 
thereof appear before the Board, and having made 
good their claim to the money 8:c., the same was 
delivered them before the Board. But tlie mur- 
der and robbery having been committed to the 
Southward of Porto Novo, and consequently not 
punishahle by virtue of our charter, the peon was 
delivered to the merchants under custody of the 
Poligar’s peons, to be conveyed to the Kajali in 
whose country the fact was committed, in order 
that he might receive his trial and punishment 
there.” 
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Oiu' next cxti'iict refers to the slate of forcigii 
att’airs. 

“ Saturday, 8th July, 1738. The President nu- 
quainted the Eoard, that he liad received certain 
advices out of the country, that the Mahrattas liad 
entered the provinces and seized upon Oott,* the 
principal pass : tlint Subder Ali Khan was set out 
against them, but with so pitiful a force that it 
was concluded, if he did not very speedily buy a 
peace, they would soon be at Arcot ; which being 
no walled city, they would not be long in overruu- 
iiiiig the country. 'Whereupon the President dc- 
feiied to entertain as many llarcarras as may be 
necessary to biiiig him advice of the Malirattas’ 
motions.” 

'I'liese inciii sions of the Malirattas arc to be at- 
tributed partly to the intermittent hostilities be- 
tween the Nizam and tho Mahratta llajah, and 
partly to tlic hostility of the Mahrattas to tlio 
Mussulman oceupation of the Hindoo state of 
Trichiiiojioly. 

About this lime a powder raniuifaolory vvius 
erected at Madras, on the North West corner of 
tile island. We subjoin the original entry. 

■ “Monday, 13th November, 1738. Tho Pay 
Master and Storekeejier report to the Board, that 
they have pitched upon a spot of ground for erect- 
ing the new buildings necessary for the powder 
maker ; whieh lies in the North Western corner 
of the island, hetweeu the roads leading to Eginore 
and (JhindadropcUah, but a considerable distance 
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from eacli road, so lliat no body need go near the 
said buildings but the persons employed, and in 
case of an accident the passengers rvill be out of 
reach of danger. They also deliver in a plan for 
erecting the same, taking up the space of 18U feet 
in length and 144 in breadth.” 

Our next extract carries us to Yizagapatam, 
There had been some disputes between the Eng- 
lish and the Nabob of Eajahinundry. It is worthy 
of notice that this Nabob wa,s no other than An- 
war-odean, the gentleman who subsequently be- 
come Nabob of Arcot, and wbo is the founder of 
the Waiiajah family. 

" Wednesday, 33rd May, 1739. General let- 
ter from the cliief and Council at Yizagnpatnra of 
the 1st of May read, advising the unsettled state 
of the country Government thereabouts, and re- 
presenting tbeir fortifications and gun carnages to 
be but in a weak state of defence in case of any 
rupture. 

“ It being considered that the late revolution at 
Delhi Avill probably occasion frequent mnrebes of 
different par-ties all over the empire ; — it is agreed 
to direct the chief and Council of Yizagnpntam to 
keep their gun carriages in good order, and to lay 
before us an account of the repairs necessary to 
put their buildings and fortifications into a better 
.state of defence, with an estimate of the ex- 
pense.” 

The revolution at Delhi, wbiob is here so slight- 
ly alluded to, was no other than the invasion of, 
Nadir Shah. Tliis event cannot be passed over 
without some notice, as it was the first groat blow 
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aimed at the heart of the Mogul empire. The 
reigning emperor at Dellii, Mohammed &hah, was 
n weak sensualist, who looked feebly and list- 
lessly on, whilst the Mahrattaa were ravaging the 
country almost to the gates of Delhi. But ns if this 
intestine war was not enough to ruin the empire, 
another attack was to be made by a foreign enemy. 
Nadir Shah was a usurper on the throne of Persia. 
Having established liiinself on the throne, he re- 
duced Cabul and Candahar, and tlms approached 
the frontier of India. He professed to have no in- 
tention of entering liindostan ; but having sent 
an ambassador to demand the delivering up 
of some exiles, the ambassador and his escort 
were murdered by the people and inhabit- 
ants of Jellalabad, and Mohammed Shah was ar- 
rogant enough to refuse satisfaction, Nadir Shah 
was soon on the march. Some sort of treaty was 
made, by which the Mogul agreed to pay two mil- 
lions sterling, on condition that Nadir retired ; 
hut from some cause or other the treaty was set 
aside and Nadir marched on and took possession of 
Delhi, Por two days order was preserved in the 
city, and the invaders seemed only desirous of ob- 
taining a large ransom. On the third night it 
was reported that Nadir had been assassinated by 
one of the Mogul’s ladies in the haram, at the in- 
sligation of Mohammed Shah, 'ihe people at Del- 
hi at once flew to arms, and slew every Persian 
they could And in the streets. Nadir sent out 
some officers to convince the mob of their error, 
but the officers were slaughtered. Meantime he 
dared not send out his troops into the close streets 
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at Delhi, amidst the darkness of the night, but de- 
termined to wait till morning. The consequence 
was that before daybreak a thousand Persians were 
stain ; but then a terrible vengeance was exacted. 
Orders were issued for a general massacre in every 
house or lane where a murdered Persian could be 
found ; and from sunrise till noon the city was 
ravaged by fire and sword, until the streets 
streamed with blood. At noon Nailir ordered the 
massacre to cease ; and so exact was his discipline 
that the order was implicitly obeyed. Nadir then 
left India to its pitiful emperor, und marched off 
with a spoil which lias been estimated at the pro- 
digious sura of thirty two millions sterling. Put 
notwithstanding the horrible outrages which had 
occurred, the debauched inhabitants of Delld re- 
gretted the departure of Nadir j and for many 
years afterwards the excesses of the Persian sol- 
diery were topics of humour iu the looser conversa- 
tion of all ranks, and formed the comic parts of the 
drolls or players. 

But to return to Madras. This same year of 
1739 the settleraeut was thrown into a state of 
serious alarm by rumours of the approach of 
the Mahvattas. Shao, better known to our fore- 
fathers as Sou Kajah, was at present the Ttajah of 
the Mahrattaa ; aud Eajee Eao was his minister or 
Peishwa, who exercised all the real power. But 
the story of what transpired is best told in the 
language of the original records. 

“ Monday, 13th August, 1739. The Presi- 
dent produced to the Board, as now read and 
entered hereafter, a letter (delivered him y ester - 
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day evening by Coja Petrus) from Imnuni Sahib 
to the said G’oja Petnis, giving him intelli- 
gence of a design formed by the Sou Enjah to 
invade this province, and in strong terms pressing 
our being upon our guard, and putting ourselves 
in the best poshu'e of defence we can, 

“ Tlie purport of tliis letter agreeing with the 
informations brought ns by other hands, it was 
thought proper not entirely to neglect the same ; 
and therefore the Board agreed to form themselves 
into a Committee, and to take a general survey of 
the fortifications, attended by the Lieutenants and 
Gunner ; to see what is really necessary to be 
done, in order to secure the place against the at- 
tempts of an enemy.” 

" Frmn ImmiM SahU) to OojaFeims, dated 6 th 
August, 1739, received 12th August. 

“ Sou Eajah, about two years since, had medi- 
tated a design to fall upon this country with a 
powerful army, under the command of Baujee 
How ; in order to revenge llie insult ofl’ered his re- 
lations by the ambitions intentions of the Gover- 
nors of this province to put tliemselves forcibly in 
the possession of Tanjore ; a kingdom which be- 
longed to them (the Mahrattas) alone, and there- 
fore would have been a direct invasion of their 
right. But Nadir Shah, in the interim, having 
penetrated very far into the Empire, made him 
suspend his project for the present. How- 
ever I am now certainly informed he will very 
shortly put it in execution. To this purpose he 
has made choice of between 40 and 60 thousand 
of his best troops, the llower of his army j and

given the command of them to Baujec How, with 
express orders to lay waste this whole country. 
We have not the least reason to doubt the truth of 
this intelligence. If therefore the Gunyins should 
come this way. you may depend upon it they 
will visit Madras. The strict friendship that 
has been, and continues to be, between the Go- 
vernor and me, makes me have the welfare 
of his Government at heart. Upon this account I 
sent him early informations in the former alarm 
we had ; but no notice was taken of them ; I 
hope greater stress will be laid upon these. It is 
a friendly part 1 am now acting, and therefore ([ 
cannot repeat it too often) don’t slight the advice 
I give you. Acquaint the Governor of what I 
have here related to you, very privately ; and tell 
him to make the necessary preparations for the 
defence of the Town. Desire him particularly to 
lay up a good store of provisions, and to forbid 
the canyiiig of paddy or any other grain out 
of Town, Let him also provide himself with 
ammunition sufficient, and warlike stores. The 
greatest precautions you can use will be too little 
to defeat the attempts of an enemy, whose sudden 
and quick motions, will make yon stand in need 
of your utmost vigilance. I take my leave of you, 
with onee more entreating yon to credit the above 
accounts.” 

Governor Benyon accordingly took active mea- 
sure for the defence of Eort St. George ; but his 
proceedings are best told in the language of the 
records,. 

“ Tuesday, 14th August, 17-39. The Board 
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having yesterday been round the works, puvsuatit 
to the resolution of that morning’s consultation, 
made the following remarks. 

" That the wall from Caldera Point along the 
river to Queen’s Point is not canned on ; but there 
is a space of 310 feet in length left open, except 
that there are some ordinary houses built there, 
which are uo seciuity ; but the river being easily 
fordable at that place, an enemy may without the 
least difiiculty make their entrance there. 

“ That the Palmyra fence from New Point to 
the Block liouao is entirely gone ; and though our 
Honorable Masters permitted the building a wall 
there in the year 1722, it has not yet been done, 
although absolutely necessary for the defence of 
the place. 

“ That the Drawbridge to the Town is much 
out of repair ; tlie chains and bolts of it almost 
eaten through with rust, and tho wood work de- 
cayed. 

“ That the oan-inges of the gims are most of them 
so decayed that they are of little further use than 
to mount the guns upon, not being fit for firing ; 
and should we be put to tlie necessity of using 
them, a few discharges would dismount the guns. 

“ That there are many batleoas built close un- 
der the Town wall, and groat quantities of timber 
and plank lying between the wall and the sea ; botli 
wliich in case of the approach of an enemy may 
he of dangerous consequences. 

" The completing the wall of the Town appear- 
ing to the Board of absolute necessity, tho Pay- 
Master is ordered immediately to set about the 
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same, and to begin witli tlie opening by llie river 
bewleen Caldera Point and Queen’s Point ; and as 
soon as that is finished to proceed upon the other ; 
and Mr. Burton and he are appointed a Committee 
to make an estimate of the expense of each of 
these works. 

“ Audit being also necessary, in case of the ap- 
proach of an enemy, to remove our powder from 
the magazine on the Island in the Town ; it is 
ordered also that the Pay Master clear out and re- 
pair the magazine under the several points ; and 
when these works which appear of the most im- 
mediate necessity arc completed, that he proceed to 
mending the drawbridge, and such otlier repairs 
as are requisite to put us in a proper posture of 
defence. 

“ Ordered further that the Storekeeper do im- 
mediately set about repairing such of the gun car- 
riages as are only decayed in part ; and that he 
inake new ones in the room of- those that are no 
longer serviceable ; and that the gunner’s mate do 
attend and oversee the workmen. 

“ Eesolved further that the proprietors of the 
timber and plank, &c. lying under the fort walls 
have notice given them immediately to remove the 
same ; and that such shops and sheds as are in 
the way be pulled down. 

“ After these resolutions the Board called for 
the lists of the Military and Gunroom crew, and 
observing that there are very few Europeans in the 
latter, and no .supernumeraries in the former ; — it 
was agreed that on this occasion the Gunner 
entertain as many Europeans as he can get j and 
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tlwt tlic Liputenniits look out for and list as far as 
tliirty Topasses to each Company, if they can find 
sucli as are fit for service.*’ 

" Tuesday, 14tli August 1739. Agreed on this 
occasion to entertain spy Bralimius, and send tlieiU 
to several parts of the country to gain intelligence 
of tlie motions of the Mahrattas ; which are fre- 
quently so sudden as to make it necessary to be 
more than ordinarily watchful.” 

The storm however did not break out until 
next year, when a great battle ensued bel\veen the 
Mahrattas and Dost Ali, tlie Nabob of Aroot, 
which terminated in the defeat and death of the 
Nabob. But we give the original entries. 

"Wednesday, 30th April, 1740. The President 
acquaints the Board he had received advice from 
Imamu Sahib, that the design of the Mahrattas to 
enter this province is no longer to be doubted j and 
tliough the Nabob was setting out towards the 
borders, tliere is not a force sufficient in tlie pro- 
vince to withstand them, and they will certainly be 
soon at Arcot, if some other means are not 
thought of to stop them. 

“ Ordered that the Pay Master do make all lire 
despatch possible to complete such of the repairs as 
were thought necessary in consultation the 14th of 
August last ; particularly the wall from New Point 
to the Block house, and a palisado of redwood from 
thenee to the sea ; it being very easy for an enemy 
to force their way by that Point, and then the 
whole Black Town will be open to them ; there 
being no wall between that point and the White 
Town.” 
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“ Monday, 12tli May, 1740. The President 
acquaints the Board that last night he received ad- 
vice, which was confirmed this morning, that the 
Nabob Dost Ali Khan and his youngest son Hus- 
sain All Khan, and several other persons of note, 
had been killed in an engagement with the Mali- 
rattas at the pass of the Hills which divide this 
province from Corrapah (i. e. the Pass of Dainal- 
chani) ; the particulars of which engagement ac- 
cording to what we yet hear are as follows. 

" The Nabob was lying at the pass with no 
more than 2000 horse and about 10,000 peons of 
JBungar Veasum Naick’s ; the Miilirattas being then 
on the other side tho pass, some overtures were 
made by the last for an accommodation ; but not 
receiving any answer from the Nabob that was 
satisfactory, the Mahrattas found means to bring 
about 10,000 horse through a wood (tho Poligar 
of which it is supposed showed them the way) ; 
and the 9 th in the morning they appeared 
in the Nabob’s rear. At the same time the rest 
of the Mahratta army possessed themselves^ of the 
lliUs, and came down in his front. The Nabob’s 
forces were soon suiTounded, and the enemy charg- 
ing them with fire arms, the Nabob, his son Hus- 
sain Ali, and several others about him, were soon 
killed ; after which, the Mahrattas having pro- 
claimed that if the rest would disperse they should 
not be pursued, tlie Nabob’s forces soon fled. 
Subder Ali Khan, the Nabob’s eldest son who 
was upon his march to his father, but with no 
more than 3000 horse, hearing of this defeat tiu'u- 
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ed back, and it is thought, designs to shut him- 
self up in Vellore. 

“ As there is no room to doubt now that the 
Mahrattas may and will range over the whole pro- 
vince, tlio President acquaints the Board ho had 
this morning ordered all the men we have in Garri- 
son to be upon duty j but considering how many 
Guards and Points we have, they will at best be 
vei y weakly manned ; and tlierefore proposed to 
the consideration of the Board, what further to do 
upon this emergency ; upon which it was agreed as 
follows. 

" That considering tlic few men wc have, parti- 
cularly Europeans, it is impossible to spare any 
force sufficient to mann the out choultries, which 
were formerly erected to defend the suburbs ; be- 
sides that those choultries are so much gone to de- 
cay tliat they arc not temiblo, and were they in bet- 
ter repair, it would take up so many men to mann 
tlieni tliat it would lessen considerably tlio small 
number we have for the Guard of the White and 
Black Towns ; that they lic'nt so great a distance as 
not easily to be succoured ; and if they should be 
hard pressed, the men would be in very great dan- 
ger of being cut off before they could retreat to the 
Town. Agreed therefore that it is not safe to 
trust any men at the out choultries ; but as it 
tvould make too mucli noise, and alarm the inhabi- 
tants, to bring the guns in from thence, it was 
only ordered that they be nailed up. 

^ “ Ordered also that _ as many Europeans and 
Topasses ho entertained in the Military and Gun- 
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1 -oom as can bo procured. This order is made 
general because we have too much reason to believe 
the most that can be got will be far short of what 
is necessary. 

“ There being upwards of 200 guns mounted 
on the walls and bastions, and the number of men 
in the Gunners crew not being above one man to 
two guns, and as in case of action our Military 
will be of moat service with their fire arms : —It is 
agreed to entertain two hundred Lascars, if so 
many can be procured, to assist in working tlus 
great guns. 

" Ordered also that one hundred peons be taken 
in upon the Company’s pay under the command 
of the chief peon. 

“ And the Pollgar of this place, being obliged 
upon any emergency to raise two hundred addi- 
tional Taliars, on the Corapauy’s paying their batta 
during the time they are in service ; tlie President 
was deshed to order the Poligar to get them ready 
as soon as possible.” 

“ Thursday, 13th May, 1740. The President 
acquaints the Board, he had received advice from 
the country, that fifteen or twenty thousand Mah- 
ratta horse were arrived at Lollapettah and Arcot, 
and were plundering both these places. 

“ There being little or no Eiu-ope powder in the 
Garrison, and but 500 fire arms that can be de- 
pended on in case of action, and the Board being- 
informed there is a quantity of the first and eight 
chests of the latter on board the “ lloyal Guardian” 
consigned to Bombay : — It is agreed to sign an 
order to Captain lloaiUy to send ashore ten bar- 
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rels of gun-powder, and the eiglit oliests of fire 
arms, 

“ As it is very likely it will soon be necessary 
to put our European inbabitants under our arms, 
— it is agreed that commissions be drawn out ap- 
pointing William Monson, Esq., Captain ; Mr. 
John Stratton, Lieutenant, and Mr. John Hally- 
burton, Ensign.” 

“ Monday, 19th May, 1740. There being .seve- 
ral places on the walls, where it will be proper to 
plant guns for the defence of the Town ; the 
Storekeeper is ordered to deliver to tlie Gunner 
so many as are wanted, and to make carnages for 
the same ; and tiU. those can be finished, the Gun- 
ner is ordered to make use of some of the oarriagoa 
on the saluting Battery. 

“ The Pay Master is likewise ordered to buy in 
a quantity of sheep, and to salt up some beef and 
pork, to make a quantity of biscuit, to send to 
PuKcat for salt fish, to lay in also some firewood, 
and to look out for .ah tho Pegu Jars in Town, or 
other vessels proper for keeping water. 

“ There being a great want of fanams for the 
cmrency of the place, agreed that 3000 Pagodas 
more be advanced the Import warehouse keeper 
to purchase silver to coin into fanams. In the 
meantime, agi’oed to issue out those which were 
coined for Port St. David, tho roads being too 
dangerous to scud them overland. 

“ The Chevaux do Prise being out of repair, 
the Pay Master is ordered to get them mended ; 
and there being several other utensils of war which 
we have not in store, such as spades, shovels. 
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pickaxes, &c. is ordered to provide so many of 
them likewise as may be thought necessary. 

“ Thursday, 33nd May, 174.0. The President 
acquaints the Board, that all the accounts he has 
been able to get of the Mahrattas, and their mo- 
tions, since last consultation, have been very im- 
perfect ; which he imputes to the danger there is 
in passing the roads ; except that it is agreed part 
of the Mahratta forces had likewise entered Conje- 
veram nnd plundered that great Town. And he has 
also received frequent advices of the plundering 
and burning of villages between this and Arret. 
One of the Hircarrahs came in last night, and 
brought advice that the Mahrattas had sent about 
twenty spies towards the sea coasts, thorrgh he 
could not tcU upon what design ; but a letter 
from a considerable man in the country to his sou 
that is in Town, mentions the same number of 
spies being sent, and adds that it was to enquire 
what fresh water there was in the rivers or tanks, 
and particularly how mirch there might be in 
Chambrepauck tank ; and this morning came into 
Towm several of the inhabitants of Trevclore ; 
which is about twelve hours journey from the 
place, who had fled from thence, and report that a 
party of horse was come there and w'ere plundering 
that place. 

“ There being eighteen military men on board 
the “ Prince William,” that are returning from 
Bombay to Bengal ; — agreed to send for them 
ashore, upon promise that they shall go on to the 
Bay by the latter ships ; and that Captain Lnug- 
worth be ordered to send them a-shore. 
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“ Agreed also that Captain Langworth be ordered 
to send ashore twenty men of his ship’s company 
to assist in the defence of the place ; and the Pay 
Master is ordered to furnish provisions for them 
and the Bengal Military, and to lay in some ar- 
rack to give the men a dram morning and evening 
whilst they are upon duty, as has always been 
ciislomary upon these occasions. 

“ Captain Lnngwortli having some pistol pow- 
der on board which he offers to sell, the Storekeeper 
is ordered to purchase it. 

“ There being a parcel of straw houses and huts 
lying to the Northward of the Black Town, withm 
fourteen feet of the walls, which in case of an at- 
tack on that side would be very inconvenient, and 
make it dangerous Ordered that notice be given 
to the proprietors to pull them down, and remove 
tlie materials elsewhere. But it was at the sarao 
time agreed that the Pay Master, witli the chief 
bricklayer and chief carpenter, do first take a sur- 
vey of the same, and report the value to the Board, 
that we may agree upon allowing the owners some 
reasonable satisfaction.” 

Tire sequel of these exciting events will be told 
in our next Chapter. Meantime we insert here a 
enrions domestic incident which transpired at tlie 
commencement of the present year ; and which, 
like a previous one, we prefer printing verbatim 
in small type, rather than injuring the story by 
an attempt at abridging it. 

“ Thursday, Srd January, 1740. The President 
delivers to the Council a paper now read and en- 
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tered lierenfter ; after wliicli lie took the following 
oath administered to him by Mr. Eandall Eowke. 

“ I, Richard Benyon, do make oath and swear, that 
the two thousand jiagodas demanded of me on the thir- 
teenth day of November last past by Mr. John Sander- 
son, for so much pretended to have been sent by the 
said Mr. Sanderson, by his servant Muggaua on the 2iul 
of March, 17 J8, and by liis said servant to have been de- 
livered to my Rubash Casava Chetty Addeppa for ino ; 
and for the recovery of which he has since brought his ac- 
tion in the Mayor’s Com-t against my said Dubash ; — 
Were not received by me, and that I never heard of jiis 
sending such sum of money till the thirteenth day of 
November aforesaid, when Mr. .Sanderson wrote me of 
it and demanded repayment theieof.” 

“ To the Gentlemen of Coimoil at Fort St George, 

Gentlemen, 

“ Mr. John Sanderson having eommenced a suit 
agahist my servant Casava Chetty Addeppa, commonly 
called Nairain, which has occasioned mu oil and various 
disoonrse in Town ; being a case so oirciimstancod that 
the truth of the matter charged in the bill will perhaps 
at lastberatherguessedatthan fully appear; and as many 
in such an affair will be giving their opinion according to 
their passions and prejudices ; — I have thought it neces- 
sary, in my oivu vindioation, to lay before you some 
facts and circumstances, which otherwise I should not 
have thought justifiable for any private iirovocatiou. 

“ I shall begin then Gentlemen, with aeguaiuting you, 
th.at the 13th of November last in the morning, 1 re- 
ceived a letter from Mr. Sanderson, complaining in gene- 
ral of hardships he had suffered from me, and in one 
part of his letter, said that he hoped I would he so just 
not to detain so large a part of his fortune, as my man 
Narrain received of his seivant Muggaua the 2nd March 
1738. As the subject was quite new to me, and the 
whole of his letter very unintelligible, I desired be would 
come and explain it. It would be wasting too much of 
your time to recite all onr discourae whm ho did como ;

but as to my IiardsUipa which have been put upon him, 
you will, if he thinks fit to toll you what they are, ho 
able bo judge whether he has any reason to complain. 
I believe you will then think ho has had great 
lenity shown him ; anclthereare many other, who think 
it was too much. As to the money which, ha says, 
Narrain 1 eoeived, when I asked him what it was, he 
said it was two thousand pagoda.s ; and when I asked 
him for what, he said he understood it was for me. Up- 
on which I told him 1 would take my oath I never re- 
ceived a pagoda of it ; hut, says I, we will soon inrj^uire 
into this matter ; and thereupon called for Narrain, but 
he being that morning in Town I appomtecl Mr. Sander- 
son to meet me again m the evening ; hut before I ac- 
quaint you with what pas,sed then, it will he necessary 
that I tell you some things which pas.sed before. 

" In January 1736, my servant Narrain came into my 
writing room, and diowed me a letter to him from Mr. 
Sanderson, whose servant Mnggana hod brought it to 
him, with one thousand pagodas, designed as a present 
for me. The origmal I have ready to produce to you 
and the copy is as follows. 

“ To Gaaava Chetty Addcppa. 

“ I have sent my servant Mugganato you, who will in- 
form you the great misfortune that attends me here, for 
want of a choice of .able poopilo to contract with ; besides, 
the price, s I allowed last year in proportion to the de- 
duction made is so great, that I am iufonned by several 
people that the mei’chauts were actually losers by the 
cloth ; and still there is a large debt standing out by 
Liugan's sot of meroliants, one of which has proved a 
banki-upt and owes half of the debt among them for his 
share. 

“ You will find by what Muggana will deliver to you, 
I have made the same compliment for the Governor I 
ever did for lus predeocssoi’s ; which I do with a great 
deal of good will, but can le,ss afFor J it of any time since 
Mr. Macrae left Madras. 
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“ You may depend my readiness to aerve yon on 
all ocoaaioas.

“ After I had read tlxis letter, I was a good deal sur- 
prized at the matter of it, as well as the confidence he 
reposed in his servant Muggana, I considered that if I 
returned the money by the bearer, lie might still pre- 
tend I had received it ; and though J should have xvrote 
Mr. Sanderson that I hadnot, I much doubted in whom 
he would have most faith. 

" I therefore concluded it was most safe to tahe the 
money into iny own pos.ses.sion ; and without saying 
what iny design was, I ordered him to be brought into 
mo with the money ; which, was accordingly done ; and 
Muggana having laid the money dowir upon a table be- 
fore me, he and N.anain went out ag.aiu ; after which I 
delivered tho money to my cash-keeper, with directions 
to keep it till I Oidled for it, and the 7th February I 
wrote Mr. Sanderson a letter the copy _ of which is as 
follows : — 

“ Sir, 

I have seen the letter you wrote to Addeppa, and am 
very sorry to obseive by it tliat you were upon such 
hai-d terms U'hilet you were at Injeram ; when at tho 
same time, I have very good i eabou to believe, both 
yourneighbom’s at Viz.agapatam and Maddapollmu set 
rout free. But however that be, I am sure neither the 
Company’s affairs, or your own, can be carried on as they 
ought to be, if what you offer upon the present occasion 
is onee established as a constant i>raotioe. Yet that 
you might not be deceived in what has pas.sed here, 
what your Dubash brought I have thought fit to take 
into my possession, and desire you will send an order to 
Mr. Morse to receive it of me. He need not bo ac- 
quainted upon what account it is ; neither is itproijor 
that notions of this sort should be public or propogated. 
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for fear of the evil consequence that such a way of 
thinking may bo attended with, 

‘ ‘ As you know now what terms you are upon with me, 
I must recommend it to you that if you are industrious 
and vigilant, in promoting the investment, you will want 
no reasonable encouragmeut from hence ; but wo cannot 
answer to give such extraordinary prices for bad cloth, 
when we ought to liave given less for that which is good ; 
but I write you npaitandinthe general more fully about 
your investment and this is sufficient here. 

I am, Sir, Your assured friend." 
February 1th 1730, 

“ The bth March Mr. Sanderson acknowledged the 
receipt of this letter and wrote me as follows ; — “ I have 

your Honor’s pardon to ask in offering to do a thing 
“ BO contrary to what you seem to expect ; if it is your 
“ Honor’s pleasure of returning that which my servant 
“ delivered, if you please of sending it by some vessel to 
“ me as it will be less public.” Upon the receipt of this 
latter from him, and supposing the money his servant 
had delivered was currant pagodas, I ordered Mr. Gould- 
ing, who was my cash-keeper, to lay it out in Madras 
pagodas; and. tha 29tU May 1736 I sent them to Mr. 
Sanderson by Captain Hepbiim ; and the 15tb Juno 
Mr. Sanderson wrote me “ The small ohe.st Capiam 
“ Hepburn brought came out right according to the 
“ mark of the bag.” The 2J:th July 1736 he wrote me 
again as follows ; “ Possibly your Honor would take it 
“ amiss if I did uot inform you ; but the pagodas I sent 
“ your Honor was a sealed bag of new Madr-as pagodas, 
" and it is reasonable to be supposed may have been paid 
“ away in the room of others.” I have no copy of what 
I wrote him in answer, but believe it was in substaueo 
that he judged right in supposing the money had been 
paid away instead of other ; that somebody was possibly 
the better for them, but as I was not, I did not think 
myself aooovmtable for the difference. 

I need not take up your time in recounting what pass- 
ed with regard to the Vizagapatam investment till tha 
end of 1737, when it was thought proper to call Mm up 
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liillier, and the 19th Jannaiy following he arrired hero. 
It was then too busy a season for us to enter upon any 
jiarticular debate in Council i-elatiug to the Vizagapatani 
affairs ; except that it was agreed we could not advance 
the prices of that cloth, or continue any longer to pay 
what wa did the year before. But I had frequent dk- 
coursea with him, and he showed me some proposals 
which he said llaganacailoo had made, and he did not 
doubt would comply noth them. I cannot now recol- 
lect all tliat passed between u.s ; but at last having as- 
sured me that, if he was permitted to go to Vizagapatani 
again, he would do his utmost to make a good invest- 
ment ; and if he should not be able to do that, he would 
himself desire to come up next season ; I gave him to 
undei’staud I would not be against liLs retuming thi- 
ther. tVo were too busy then in dispatching the “Koyal 
Guardian,” to bring the matter into Council; hut ha 
doubted so little of going again to V izagapatam, that ho 
propo.sed to me to buy a French ship, which was then in. 
the road to be sold, in order to be employed in the trade 
between Vizagapatam and this place ; which I very 
readily came into, and it is very remarkable that ship 
sailed for Vizagapatani the 27th Kebruary four days also 
before, he says, he sent the money ; and that day also 
his paper relating to the Vizagapatara investment was 
read in Council, and which I believe was looked upon 
then as preparative to his return thither. 

I must now acquaint you with two other particiilais, 
but the exact time I cannot recollect. Talking with, me 
once about his turned out cloth, he asked me If I would 
take it upon my own account ; telling me I should have 
it for two thousand pagodas less than it cost him, or 
that ho would lose trvo thousand pagodas by it I did 
not ask him to explain himself, but guessing that he 
meant what he ought not, I only told him 1 did not 
know what to do with it. Bid I resolved from that time 
not to touch it upon any account. 

“ At another time he brought me an open, accoiuit 
euirrent, upon balance whereof would have been due to 
him upwards of 2,500 pagodas by reason of several sums

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]ie cli.Aili‘sed for ray account ; .among othera my share of 
the French ship abovamentioiiccl. And observing he 
had given credit therein for 2,000 pagodas as cash re- 
ceived, which I Icnew he had not, I supposed it to be a 
sum that he wanted to be p-aid hi part of the balance. 
1 was therefore going to call for my cash-keeper to order 
the money to be paid ; but Mr. Siuidersoii stopped me 
and said he did not want the money. Upon which I ash- 
ed him what he put it in the .account for ? He replied 
ag.ain that he designed it as a present, or desired that I 
would accept of it, or to that effect, Upon that I ashed 
him how he could make any such offer, or imagine I 
had any such expectations after what had pas-sed be- 
tween us about the thousand jiagodas he sent by his 
servant Muggana ? Or, said I, do you think I refused 
that because it was not enough ’ We had a good deal 
more discourse atthattime, buti cannot ohiuge my me- 
mory witli so much of it ns to be particular in reoitmg 
it here ; but it tended to convince nim that 1 would ac- 
cept of no such offers, and that ho might depend upon 
ail the good ofBoes in my power without any expecta- 
tions of that sort ; in which .as I was very sincere, you 
may judge of my surprise when he first acqu.ainted me 
he h<ad sent 2,000 pagod.as the 2nd March 1738 by his 
servant Muggana to If.arr.aiu. 

“ Concerning which Mr. Sanderson being come to me 
according to appointment the 13th November last, I 
called Nairaln in, and charged liim with having received 
that sum from Mr. Sanderson by his servant Muggana, 
and with having owned the receipt of it and promised 
rep.ayinent, which Mr. Sandeison affirmed he had. Nar- 
rain absolutely denied it ; but acknowledged that Mr, 
Sanderson, since his return to tliis place, had told him 
that he had advanced to his Gomastas at Vizfigapatam 
to the amount of 2,000 jiagodas in rupees, and had de- 
manded that money of him here j wliioli Nairain said 
he had promised to pay, if Mr. Sianderson had any re- 
ceipt for it from his Gomastas, or so soon as they should 
give him any advice that they had received it. Upon 
this Mr. Sanderson denied that he ever made any .such 
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demand upon Narraiu, and said those accounts were 
settled at Vizagapatam, and he had heeii paid there. 
Upon which Narrain lepHod, “No Sir, for I paid you 
one bill here of eight hundred and thirty-three rupees, 
and another of three hundred and odd pagodaa. Mr. 
Sanderson made answer, that he wiw now paid all, and 
had no demand for any money adraneed his Goniastas. 
Upon whiehl interrupted them, and toIdNarrain that the 
question w.aa whether the 2nd March 1738 he received 
two thousand pagodas from Muggana, which was to be 
paid me. This Nar-raiu denying again, Mr. Sanderson 
asked him whether he liad not applied to him, and told 
him that if he would persua<le me to permit him to go 
down again to Vizagapatam to settle his affairs there, 
and bring up his family, he would give him two thou- 
sand pagodaa. Upon this I asked Mr. Sanderson if he 
had not said before it was forme, “Yes Sir, said he, 
“so it was.” “Well then,” said I, “emee yon did go 
to Vizagapatam, and that was the consideration for 
which it was intended, don’t you think if the money be 
recovered it belongs to me * “ No Sir,” said Mr. Sander- 
son, “ my tunied out cloth was to be taken m tno. 
“ Oh,” said I, “ that could not be and in truth, Gentle, 
men, there was a veiy good reason why it could not be, 
which is that even Mr. Sanderson himself, with the rest 
of you, had wrote the Company the cloth from Viza- 
gapatam was very bad, insomiioh that we had turned 
great part of it out ; nor was it possible I could take it 
in, much less what he had turned out at Vizag.apatam, 
for being, as it is said in the said letter, worse than what 
we had rejected here ; or if in consideration of this in- 
tended present I had, agreed to it, which way could you 
Gentlemen have been brought to consent thereto * But 
this by the way. Then Mr. Sanderson went on, and said 
that Narrain, in answer to his application to him, had 
told liim that my mind was a little vexed about the bad 
cloth', and some ill usage of the Vizagapatam merchauts ; 
but that if he would get the money ready, ho would let 
him know whenitw'as piroperto send it; butNarrain ab- 
solutely denied that Mr. Sanderson had made any such ap- 
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lication to liitn, and upon that I told Mr. Sauilersou 1 
ivaa very sure JTarrain never simke to me about his af- 
faii'8 ; for that, though I did often hear him with regaitl 
to the Blacks, who it might he supposed, ho was Ijeat 
acquainted with, he knew his dirty better than to inter, 
fere in matters relating to the English. After this they 
engaged in some other diseonrae, relating to some mat- 
ters which had passed at Vizagapatam, and some peo- 
ple who are come up from thence ; which not being ma- 
terial to the sum in dispute J ordered Warraiii to with- 
draw : and then 1 went over again with Mr. Sanderson 
all that had passed between ns relating to the several 
ofibra he had made me, and asked him how ho could be 
so weak to trust such a sum of money as that in such 
hands, whailhadso plainly oniitiniied him .against it 
in my letter of the 7th February 17.7fi ; and not only so, 
but though he stayed in the place till the 18th of April 
1738, an(l was frequently with me between that day and 
the 2nd of March 173.*t, when he pretends he sent the 
money, yet in all that time he never once gave me tho 
least hint or intimation of it. To which he only an. 
swereii, it was veiy true ho had not. I told him it w.as 
a veiy odd storjo He said it was so, but he would not 
lose his money. 1 think this is the snlvitanoe, and nil 
that is material of W'hat p.assed about tlii.s affair tho 13th 
November last I heard no more from Mr. Sanderson 
till the 20th, when he wrote me he designed to sea 
Narrain in tho Mayor’s Court; and aocoi’dingly ho filed 
his bill there the 4th December. Nairain has answered 
it, and denied upon oath that he over received from 
Muggana, or any other person, by order or in behalf of 
Mr. Sanderson, the sum of two thonsaiid pagodas, or 
any other sum to he paid to me ; and there the matter 
rests at present. I suppose in the progi’ess of the suit 
I shall be called upon to answer upon inten-ogatories, 
whether I received the said sum of two thousand pago- 
das i but as that may not ho before the departure of 
these ships, I think it very necessaiy in the mean time, 
to clear myself of that matter upon oath before you, that 
you may hear testimony thereof to my Honorable Mas- 
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tera, wlio, if 1 liad received that or any other Burn, would 
have good reason to eoncludo it was in consideration of 
myauffering them to be wronged by Mr. Sander, son. And 
indeed I cannot but believe th.at waa his intention when 
he made the offer ; .and if I am liable to .any blame from 
my Honorable Masteraonthat aceount, it is for looking on 
his several offers to proceed, i-ither from the weakness 
of his judgment than the depravity of his mind, and 
therefore passed them over in silence. 

“ I omitted to tell you above that the 8th March 17.38 
I paid Jti-. Siinderson two thouaind five hundred .and 
thu'ty-nine pagodas, )une fanam.a, and twenty cash, the 
balance of the account then dcpenduig between u^.

Tuesday, 8th January, 1740. Mr. Jolm Sanderson, 
having at his request, been ordered a copy of the paper 
delivered in by the President last Consultation ; now 
offers to the Board another, in answer thei-eto ; which 
being read by the Seoretaiy as entered hereafter, he 
takes Ills oath, administered by Mr. Burton to the latter 
part thereof, which he again reiuls therefrom as follows. 

'• I therefore do declare and depo.se upon oath that 
“ (as by my aooount) on the 2nd of March 1738, I did 
“ send 2,000 pagodas in tsvo sealed bags by the hands of 
“ my servant hlugg.ana, and ordered him to give the 
“ same into the hands of Casilva Chetty Acldeappa (oom- 
“ monly called Narrain), m order that he should deliver 
“ the said two bags to his M.aster Governor Benyon." 

“ I further decl.are that on or about the middle of 
“ February 1739, meeting the said Karrain as I wuas 
‘‘■Coming from the Governor, I had a discourse with 
“ him in the general table room hall near the Ifortli- 
“ east windows ; informing him of several h,ard8hips, 
“ among the rest that I expected my 2,000 pagodas to 
“ be returned to me. AYho upon my leaving him said 
“ that he would see .and speak. The scooud time I asked 
“ him again about the money, ho said that ho had not 
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“ spoke, but desired me to be secret and ho would 
“ see and get it me. And the third time of .asking for 
“ the money, he told me it was a present, and I must 
" not expect it. To which I made answer I should not 
" fail of speaking to the Govemor about it before I left 
“ India.” 

“Tuesday, 8th January, 17i0. 

“ To the Honorabte Bichard Benyon, Esq,, 

President .and Govenior and Council of 
Port Saint George. 

“ Honorable Sir .and Sms, 

All the answer that I think is necessary in be made 
to the long p.iper the President w.as pleased to lay be- 
fore this Board the 3rd of .Tanufiry is, that I most cer- 
tainly did send, by my servant Muggaua, the 2nd March 
1738, two thousand pagodas, with ordeis to deliver the 
same to Oaa.ava Chetty Addappa (oommouly called 
Harrain) ; and that I meant to present the same to the 
Governor and that I hod no view therein to the preju- 
dice of my Honor.able Masters ; and in ease 1 had given 
any present before, it was when I had given entire satis- 
faction to my Honorable Masters in England. Therefore 
I thought it might not be unacceptable to Governor 
Benyon ; and though Governor Benyon, as it is sot forth 
in his paper, did slight the offei’s I had before mode Iiim, 
yet that was no argument that ho truly slighted the 
matter; .althougli it is very plain the manner of my 
doing it before was not pleasing to him. 

“ But as Govenior Benyon ahsolutcly disowns his 
having received this money, I think I have .a jnst reason 
to claim the same from Karrain, the Governor’s servant, 
who has tricked both his master and me ; and that I 
hove not onlj’ all the circumstantial proofs that c.an be 
expected, but a direct, positive aud legal proof, as mueh 
as the nature of the tiling can admit of, that the money 
was paid by Mngganato HaiTain ; and that I cannot but 
be surprized that the Governor .should make himself an 
advocate for his servant, .as if it avould .admit of a doubt 
whetlier or no Kavrain had received the two thousand 
pagodas. 
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“ But to put this affair in a clear light, I sent for 
Muggana from Masulipatam, who is now come ; and aa 
he WAS the only iierson that ti'ansacted the affau-, he the 
said Muggana has made his affidavit before Timothy 
Tullie, Esq., Mayor of the Coi-poration of Madrasjiat- 
nam, of the material transactions therein ; and though I 
must lay under a very gi-eafc disadvantage by prosecuting 
Warrain in this affah-, who is supported by so powerful 
a master, yet the justice of my cause is the only reason 
which induced me to sue for the two thousand pagoda^ 
which aa Governor Benyon declares, it never was applied 
to the use I designed them or that he received any bene- 
fit thereby. 

“Therefore I do declare and depose upon oath that 
(as verbatim in the body of the Consultation.)

GOVERNOllSHIL’ OR MR. RICHARD RENYON. 

1740. 

The year of our Lord 1740 was an exciting year 
in Fort St. George. Besides the constant fear 
of the Mahrattas, which is sutlioiently indicated in 
the following extracts, tliere was a correspondence 
between the Governor of Fort St. George and the 
Governor of Pondicherry, respecting an outrage 
which had been committed by an English Captain 
and his officers in the Pondicherry roads. Moreover, 
towards the close of tlie year, or rather about the 
beginning of the year 1741, a terrible scandal 
occurred on board one of the ships from Europe, 
which made no little stir in Fort St. George. 
'I'hese incidents with some others will all be found 
in their proper place ; and indeed in most cases 
the extracts will be found to tell their own story. 

Our first selections refer to the Mahrattas. 

" Tuesday, 27th May, 1740. The President 
then acquainted the Board that he had received 
some advices from the country, that a treaty was 
on foot between the Moors and Mahrattas ; but 
he could not say yet, what hopes there was of an 
accommodation, the Mahrattas insisting' upon very 
high terras ; in the mean time they still continue 
to plunder every where near them, and he is sorry 
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to add that several parties of horse, the broken 
remains of the late Nabob’s army, were to the full 
as troublesome to the villages as the Mahratta 
army to the greater towns ; that they are roving 
about all over the country, and no village escapes 
them where they think anything is to he got. 1 he 
President adds that upon this advice he ordered 
out the peons and Poligar’s men to keep guard at 
the Mettahs, and out parts of the pettalis j and 
hoped they would be able to prevent any mischief 
from these little robbers, if they were not joined by 
any body of the Mahrattas.” 

“ Priday, 30th May, 1740. There being no 
wall from Charles’ Point to the cloth godowns next 
the river, for tvliioh i-eason that part of the White 
Town lies entirely open ,and defenceless, and may 
be of very ill consequence if the place should be 
attacked ; it is agi'eed to be absolutely necessary 
to have that part of the Town inclosed with a wall 
also j and the Pay Master is ordered to lay in 
materials as soon as possible ; and while those aie 
getting ready, he is ordered to prepare a plan of 
that part of the Town, that the Board may the 
better consider in what manner to have it built. 

“ The ditch which was formerly dug from 
Queen’s Point round the Black Town to the Sea 
side, being by length of time and from neglect in 
not keephig it clear, now almost entirely filled up ; 
—the Pay Master is ordered to have the same 
new dug ; as the Board are of opinion it will be 
very useful to keep off an enemy ; more especially 
as the walls of the Black Town are hut weak, and 
we have but few men to defend them.”

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“ Thiu'sdtiy, 1 2th June, 1710. Telesinga Cliifcty 
and Nellaraiita Comrapa Chetty attending, pro- 
duced to the Board letters from their gomastas at 
Salem, advising that tliey have 250 ox loads of 
eloth lying ready there to send to Cuddalore ; but 
are afraid to venture it without a guard, lest the 
Poligars should plunder it upon the road. After 
some discourse with the Merchants, they gave it 
as their opinion that 30 or 40 peons would be 
sufficient to protect them. Upon which it was 
agreed to send 20 peons from hence, and that they 
be joined by 20 more at Fort St. David, and to 
proceed from thence to the borders of Salem where 
the cloth will be ready. However the merchants 
do not propose to venture it all at once, but at 
three different times. Agreed that directions be 
given to Fort St, David accordingly, and that 
twenty peons more be added to the other twenty, 
and that by them we send 3000 pagodas worth 
of fanams.” 

In consequence of some trouble arising from a 
debt of one of the Company’s servants at Vizaga- 
patam to one of the country llenters, the following 
order was issued. 

“ Friday, 27th June, 1740. That no Com- 
pany’s servant, or other European living at 
Vizagapatam, shall directly or indirectly borrow 
any money, or otherwise become indebted to any 
of the Moors Governors, or to any of the Hajahs 
or country Eenters ; and whoever shall be guilty of 
a breach hereof shall be suspended from the Com- 
pany’s Service, if Covenanted servants, and sent 
for up hither ; those who are not in the Company’s 
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KcYvice, shall be sent for hither and from hence 
to England.” 

lYe extract the following entry simply for the 
purpose of explaining that the Town rent of 1300 
pagodas per annum was continued to be paid to 
the Nabob of Arcot. 

“ Eriday, 8th Jul)'', 1740. The Nabob Subder 
Ali Khan, liaving wrote for tiio Town rent for the 
last year ending the 30th Ultimo, that tw'olve 
hundred pagodas is now paid to his order.” 

An incident occurred about this time at Pondi- 
cherry, which occasioned some lengthy corres- 
pondence between the Erench and English Go- 
vernors of Pondicherry and Port St. George. An 
English ship named tlie “ Nancy” ai'rived in the 
Pondicherry roads, where she was sold by her 
0 ,vner to some Frenclimnn ; and the Captain, whose 
nimewasCoxon, was ordered to deliver her up. 
Captain Coxon however refused to give up the 
ship, unless, as he said, some guarantee was given 
that the wages of himself and crew should bo 
paid. The matter was represented, or perhaps mis- 
represented, to M. Damas the then Governor of 
Pondichen-y ; and after some resistance tlie ship 
was recovered by force, and Captain Coxon and 
his men placed in custody. The story how'ever is 
best told in the following letter addressed by a Mr. 
Le Blanc to Governor Benyon. 

LeUer front Mr. le Blano at Pondicliernj, dated 
nth My, N. S. 1340. 

“ Sir, — Mr. Monger concluded a contract for his 
ship the latter end of the last week, arul } estfvday 
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he fixed to give us possession of the ship “ il^nncy,” 
ivbioli has occasioned a strange disorder. I take 
the liberty to let you know what passed on that 
occasion, knowing you to be too good a Judge not 
to blame a parcel of rogues that he had on board, 
who, if in England, or if Erenehmen, would have 
had the gallows for their pains. Yesterday, I 
being ou board the Brigantine, Monseiur Pathelin, 
Mr. Monger, Mr. Sheradder (who w'as chief mate 
on board the Nancy, but discharged here by the 
Captain 4 days ago, because he is an houest man 
and would not join his Captain iii his rogueries) 
came on board about 5 o’clock in the evening, 
desiring me to go on board the ship “ Nancy” 
with them to take possession of lier. I according- 
ly went with them on board said ship, where ou 
our approach they hoisted English colours. Being 
onboard, Mr. Monger presented to Captain Coxon 
the copy of his owner’s orders to the said Captain, 
asking him if he did know said orders to be just ; 
lie answered he did. Whereupon Mi*. Monger 
told him he sold the ship and desired him to give 
us possession, which he refused doing, although 
secureties offered him in writing to pay all wages 
due on the said ship &c., from the time of our 
going on hoard and while we stayed there. The 
second mate, whose name I believe is Healb, with 
three black helm’s men, were posted at the foot of 
the Ensign Staff, swearing and blaspheming that 
any man that w-ould attempt taking down the 
English colours, he would knock out his brains. 
In short Mr. Jlonger in writing signified to the 
Captain that he protested in the name of the 
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owners against him, and therein ordered him to 
strike his topmasts and moore the sliip until fur- 
ther orders ; which signification the Captain took 
in hia hand after he heard it read, and gave it be- 
fore us all to a man with orders to throw it over 
board, which was done. We quitted the ship. 
Mr. Monger as soon as ashore went and made his 
complaint to the Governor, praying him to assist 
him by force to keep the sliip, and what was in 
her, for the proprietors. The Governor immedi- 
ately ordered fourteen soldiers with a Serjeant to 
go on board said ship, and secure her by force, or 
otherwise ; and in the meantime sent orders to 
our Europe ships to arm and mann their boats to 
hinder the said ship’s getting away ; and he ordered 
me to go with Mr. Monger to see his orders put 
in execution. The Cliellingn that carried the 
soldiers got away before us. On our eoming near 
the slii|), seeing a great deal of lights on board rve 
thought the soldiers had got possession ; but 
coming more near we wore ordered by the English- 
men on board on pain of deatli not to advance. 
We were then under her so as to hear very plainly 
Captain Ooxon order to fire on us, and to heave 
some gi'cnadoes on board ; which seeing, and 
having no arms nor men, we mado off, expecting 
every minute the effects of their madness, and 
went on board the Europe ships for their help. 
On going a good distance from the " Nancy” we 
met the boat of soldiers. I asked them why they 
did not obey orders in going on board j they an- 
.swered that on the threatening of the Englishmeu 
the boatmen would not row on board. I ordered 
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them ashore to receive further orders, and went on 
board the Europe ship, who I found manning theii’ 
boat to force their way on board the “Nancy.” 
We then went ashore to acquaint the Governor 
with what passed. We were near the shore, when 
we saw the fire of several sinaU arms, as in an 
action ; and on the bar we met with two boats, 
with a company of soldiers and an oflicer &c. 
going on board. When on shore we saw the 
signals of two fires or lights on board, which the 
Europe sliip’s boat was to make when the sliip 
was seom-ed. On which all was easy for the night. 
It seems they were preparing to get under sail 
when the boat boarded them, having swayed up 
the foreyard, though the top mast was struck. 
This morning about one o’clock a part of the 
soldiers, with Captain Coxon and second mate 
Heath, both tied with ropes, come on shore, and 
are now. in tire black hole. The other rogue, 
whose name I believe is Holmes, is in danger of 
his life, having received some wounds hy the re- 
sistance ho made ; he is on board the Europe shqj 
under the care of the Surgeon. The oflicers that 
were on board tbe Eui'ope ship’s boat make affi- 
davit, tliat as soon as they came near the ship, 
and that they answered they were Erenohmen, 
they were fired on by the ship j on which they 
retm-ned the salute and at once boarded her on her 
how, before the others had time to send the grena- 
does, which, were all ready on the quarter deck. 
They found Holmes on the forecastle, ready to 
fire a second time, when ho was wounded. 
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“ I am Sir, j'our most humble and obedient 
Servant, 

LeBlanc.” 

Prom another letter received about the same 
time, Governor Benyon learned that Governor 
iDumas and Council at Pondicherry proposed treat- 
ing Captain Coxon and his officers as pirates. 
A coordiugly he wrote to Pondicherry to intercede 
for the criminals, who had been guilty of an out- 
rage, but who could scarcely be suspected of a 
piratical intention. In reply Governor Dumas 
wrote the following letter ; which our readers will 
not fail to see is penned in that courteous style 
which distinguished the Prench gentlemen of the 
time of Louis Quatorze. 

Translate of Monsieur Limas' letter to the Tresi- 
dent, dated ZWi-July 1740. 

“Sir, — I have received the letter that- you did 
me the Honor to write me, relating to the affair of 
hli-. Coxon and the two mates of tlie Nancy. I 
cannot tell Sir, whether you have been truly in- 
formed of what passed on that occasion ; and 
therefore will give you the particulars. Captain 
Monger, who have been here some time with 
his ship, sold her to Mr. Pathelin and his partners, 
and went on board to deliver her to the buyers. 
But when he got on board, Mr. Coxon and his 
adherents threatened to throw him overboard, and 
obliged him by force to get out of the ship with 
those who went with him aboard ; threatening 
further to firo upon them if they did not immedi- 
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ately retire. Mr. Monger came asliorcj told me 
what had passed, and desired me to let him have 
some force to get possession of his ship ; which he 
told me the officers and the crew had an intention 
to carry away in the night. It was six at night, 
but I immediately sent a Serjeant and six men in 
a Chelinga to 'order Captain Coxon, who was on 
board, to come and talk to me, to let me know Ms 
reason for this conduct, promising him to do him 
justice. But instead of receiving the Chelinga I 
sent, they forbad them to come near them ; 
threatening to fire at them, and they did actually 
get one of their cannon and some grenadoes ready 
to fire. The Serjeant returned ashore and told me 
what had passed, which put me under a necessity 
to order the Commodore of our Europe ships to 
send his boat armed on board the “ Nancy,” to 
seize these mutineers, and bring them ashore. 
"When the boat got near the ship, and those on 
board had asked from whence they came, the offl- 
cer answered it was the Commodore’s boat, and 
they were going on hoard by the Governor’s orders. 
The reply was a discharge of several musquets at 
our boat, which obliged them to fire also at the 
ship. The boat’s crew hoarded her in the bow, 
and made themselves masters of her. They found 
Mr. Coxon and the other two armed with musquets 
and granadoes, and a single cannon loaded with 
broken bits of iron and primed. Happily during 
this whole affair nobody was killed. Only one of the 
three English got some cuts from a sword which 
he is almost recovered of. Now Sir, he pleased 
to judge yourself of the conduct of these three

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people, and what punishment they deserve. I own 
I never did believe they intended to turn pirates, 
hut believe all these impertinences are owing to 
liquor. 

" The great regard I have for you. Sir, will en- 
gage me to proceed in this affair agi'eeable to your 
opinion. Nay I consent that you shall determine 
their punishment, and will deliver them up to yon, 
on condition you unll promise me they shall be 
punished, i shall wait your answer before any 
proceedings are begun against tliem. 

I have the honor to be. Sir, &e,, 

Dumas.” 

Governor Benyon was now in a difficulty. If 
the men were sent to Madras, the Government had 
no power to punish them, because the outrage had 
heeu committed in a foreign territory. In tins 
dilemma, he conld only request Governor Dumas 
to punish them himself, as he thought proper ; 
and tlicn to send them to Madras, that they might 
be subsequently dispatched to England. The fol- 
lowing short note from Governor Dumas shows 
how the matter was settled. 

Translate of a letter from Monsieur Dimas at 
Bondicherry, dated, Mh Avgust 1740. 

“ Sir,' — I have received the obliging letter you 
did me the honor to write me. There is nothing 
more agreeable to me than opportunities of serving 
yon. As to the article of pardon, I am of opinion 
it should he entire ; and therefore, Sir, whenever 
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you ])lease to send for the two Englishmen who 
are here I will deliver them to your order. 

I have the honor to be, Sre, 

Duhas.” 

Coxon and liis officers were accordingly brought 
to Madras, and from thence sent to England. 

Amongst these important matters we find the 
following entry. 

“ Monday, 4Lh August, 1740. A box of “ wiggs” 
directed to Mr. WiUiam Gibson, late surgeon 
at Ahzagapatam deceased, having been sometime 
since delivered to tlie Secretary, who was ordered 
to keep them till some body should administer to 
that estate, — he is now ordered to sell them at out- 
cry, and pay the net produce thereof into cash.” 

Our next extract refers to another negooiation 
carried on between PondicheiTy and Fort Saint 
George. 

“Saturday, 16th August, 1740. deceived a 
letter from Mr. Dumas and Council of Pondicher- 
ry, relating to four men deserted from their 
garrison to Fort Saint David, and suspected of 
having murdered a man ; and whom they there- 
fore demand in the name of his most Chris- 
tian Majesty to be delivered up to them j pro- 
posing also the entering into a treaty with us 
about the delivering up such criminals ; as they 
have done with the Dutch and Danes on this 
Coast,, and with our Gentlemen at Tellicherry. 

“ The subject being taken under consideration, 
the Board arc of opinion, that a murder attended 
with such circumstances as that of which the four 
deserters stand suspected with so much reason, 
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ougM not to go unpuniaLed ; and that the giving 
up those men is no contravention to the protection 
01 the flag, upon promise of the Gentlemen of 
Pondicherry, that if they are not found guilty of 
the murder, they shall be pardoned the desertion. 

“ As to what is proposed, both from Pondicherry 
and Port St. David, about entering into some 
agreement for preventing mischiefs of this sort in 
future, we think it may be better to hold ourselves 
at liberty in that respect ; nor do we suppose the 
Gentlemen of Pondicheri'y will concern themselves 
further about it, since we have complied with the 
intention of such an agreement in delivering up 
these men.” 

Towards the close of the year the Mahrattas 
again became troublesome, as will be seen by the 
following extracts. 

“ Monday, Srd Novemher, 1740. The Presi- 
dent acquaints the Hoard, that there has for some 
days been a report that the Mahrattas were coming 
again into this province, which had given a fresh 
alarm to the inliabitauls j that yesterday the fami- 
lies of several considerable Moormen came into 
Town, more were come to-day, and others were 
upon the road ; that lie had endeavoured to in- 
form himself what might be the reason of the 
Mahrattas marching again towards Arcot, noncern- 
ing which reports were veiy different ; but that 
wHoh had the best authority, and which he hoped 
might be depended on, was that llagojee Busseirah 
(Bbonslay) was coming with only 3000 horse to 
the feast at Trinomoly ; and though the grand 
army ivas advanced lo Coloiire, it was only to re- 
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ceive the last payment due from tlie Nabol) ivlio 
had sent Kistmnjee Puntaloo to settle it with them. 
However, as neither Mahrattas or Moors depend 
mnch upon the faith of each other, the Xabob was 
putting himself in a posture of defence at Arcot ; 
and had given leave to those who were afraid to 
stay there, to go and secure themselves where they 
thought fit, till all matters were adjusted between 
him and the Malirattas, and these last were retired 
again to a greater distance. In the mean time the 
President has given fresh directions to the Hircar- 
ras to observe what passed in the country, and 
send him constant advices of the motions of tlie 
hlahratta forces.” 

“Monday, 24th November, 17 10. The Mahvat- 
tas having again entered this province, upon which 
account the inhabitants are flying again mto our 
bounds ; aud apprehending it may be dangerous 
sending money overland to Fort St. David at pre- 
sent, agreed to defer it till there is reason to be- 
lieve the roads are clear from the Mahrattas or 
other robbers.” 

“ Tuesday, 2nd December, 1740. Advices re- 
ceived yesterday evening and this morning, that 
the Mahrattas have plundered and burnt several 
towns no great distance from us. 

“Tuesday, 9th December, 1740. The Carpets 
in the Consultation room being quite worn out, 
agreed that new ones be bought and the old ones 
be sold for the most they will fetch.” 

“Tuesday, 9th December, 1740. The Board 
having in Consultation the 30th May last, agreed 
that it was absolutely necessary ' that that part of 
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tlie lYliite Town lying from Charles’ point to the 
Cloth godowus next the river, should he enclosed 
with a wall ; and haring hitherto deferred the oon- 
aideration in what manner it should be built, partly 
for want of materials, and partly because the 
Mahrattas having come to an agreement with the 
Nabob to leave the country on payment of a sum 
of money, we thought there was reason to hope 
they would before now have returned to their own 
country, rrithout giving us any molestation. But 
as we look upon their late conduct to be a breach 
of faith with the Nabob, and a manifest violation 
of their agreements with him ; and it being con- 
fidently reported on all hands that they intend to 
sisit tlio sea port ; — the Board agreed it to be ab- 
volutcly necessary that some fence should be run 
np at 'the before-mentioned part of the White 
Town as soon as possible. But as we have not 
a suITicient quantity of materials ready, and per- 
haps also not sufficient time to build a strong 
wall there ; — the Pay Master was oi'dered for the 
present to run up a wall of two bricks and a 
half thick upon the wharf, which has been al- 
ready built there by the iuhabitants ; and that it 
he twelve feet high above the wharf. The expense 
of this will not be above four or five hundred 
pagodas ; and our intention is only to make such 
a fence as may prevent the enemy from inarching 
directly into the Town, and their musketry from 
firing into the houses ; either of which they might 
at present do if they have never so little resolu- 
tion ; since the river is fordable, and the hank on 
the opposite side as high as the wharf on this. 
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But as this is only a temporary remedy, and very 
far from a sufficient security, it is agreed to re- 
present tlie same to our Honorable Masters, and 
desire permission to secure all that side of the 
Towir effectually by building a curtain with proper 
batteries and points all along it.” 

It may be here advisable to glance at the gene- 
ral proceedings of the Mahrattils. Bajce Piao, the 
celebrated Peishwa or prime minister of the llajali 
of the Mahrattas, who had already projected the 
conquest of the Mogul empire, had become recon- 
ciled to his rival llaghojee Bhonslay ; and had in- 
cited Eaghojeo to invade and plunder the Car- 
natic, w'hdst he himself could direct his whole 
operations against the Nizam of the Dekkan. But 
death broke in upon the ambitious dream. Bnjee 
liao was seized with a sudden illness on the banks 
of tho Nerbudda, and expned on the 28th day of 
April 1740. About the same time, as we have al- 
ready seen, the Mahratta army under Eaghojee 
Bhonslay had pom-ed into the Carnatic, defeated 
and slain Dost Ali in the neighbourhood of the 
Damulcherry Pass, and commenced levying contri- 
butions all over tlio province, until bought off by 
Subder Ali Elian, the son in heir of the late Nabob. 
Eaghojee had then made a secret compact with 
Subder Ali, to return and crush Chunda Sahib, 
who was then in possession of Triehinopoly, and 
who had for some time excited the jealousy and 
apprehension of the court at Arcot. 

The death of Bajee Eao for a while changed the 
ciUTent of affairs. Eaghojee left the main array, 
and huiried back to Sattara to prevent if possible 
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Lhe succession of the son ofBajcc Eao to the oflice 
of Peishwa, In this design he failed. The otRoe 
of Peishwa was now nearly established as heredi- 
tary ; and (notwithstanding the opposition of Ka- 
ghojee Blionslay,) Ballajee Bajee Eao, the eldest son 
of the deceased Peishwa, succeeded to the high 
station which bad been occupied by his father. 
Eag'liojee Blionslay then retimied to the Carnatic 
to piosecute liis designs against Trichinopoly. 

“ Thursday, 1 8th Jtecember, 1710. The Presi- 
dent acquaints the Board that Tmaum Sahib, on 
his going to the N'orthward, had sent his children 
hither for security in the present unsettled state 
of tlie country ; and he being now Poiijdar at hlasu- 
lipatam, in very great favour both with Nazar 
Jung, and his father Cheen Kulich Khan (Nizam 
of the Dokknn) ; and standing fair for some con- 
siderable preferment in this province whenever 
they shall resolve to settle the Government ; — the 
Pre.sirleiit therefore proposed to the consideration 
of the Board, whether it may not be of service to 
the Company’s affairs to take the opportunity of 
the approaching feast to make a present to the 
children of about 160 pagodas value ; which be- 
ing debated, it was agreed that preserving the 
friendship of Iraaum Sahib was of great ooiise- 
qiience to the Company ; that such an occasion is 
not likely to happen again ; and the laying hold 
of it must be agreeable to them ; and therefore the 
Presidents proposal was agreed to. 

“ Saturday, 30lh Dccemher,' 1740. General 
letter from the Deputy Governor and Comioil of 
Fort St. David of the 1 6th instant read; — advising 
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several pai ties of Mahratta horse having lately ap- 
peared near their bounds, and that Porto Novo 
had been plundered by them, and requesting a 
supply of men and powder.” 

“ Saturday, 20th December, 1740. A very 
high sea upon the full moon in October last, having 
overset the palisadoes and piles between the block 
house by New point and the sea ; — the Paymaster 
is ordered to have them set up again ; and the 
Lieutenants of the Garrison, representing that it 
would be necessary to have a small palisado fence 
made within side the gates of the Black 'i’own, to 
secure the guards there in case there sliould be 
any design to surprize them, and as we ought to 
guard against all treachery within as well as 
against an enemy without, — the Paymaster is or- 
{lered to set about them ; it being computed also 
tiiat the expense will be but a trifle.” 

“ Monday, 22nd December, 1740. At present 
tbe country is so full of troubles by the Mahrattas 
liavlng entered a second time into this province, 
and their intended march to the Southward, that 
none of the merchants think it safe to send any 
more money into the country for the provision of 
caliooes.” 

“ Monday, 29th December 1 7t0. Ordered that 
the Secretary do call upon such of the Company’s 
Servants as are become of age since last year, to 
sign new covenants and name their securities ; and 
that they attend the Boai-d to that end on Satur- 
day next.” 

The progress of events is here relieved by a 
domestic incident, which is somewhat more livelv 
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tlian tlie iioticos of the proceedings of the Mahrat- 
tas. Miss Elizabeth Mansell, a young lady pa.s- 
senger from England, and a near relation of one of 
the members of Council, had most immistalceably 
committed herself udth Captain Cummings, the 
commander of the vessel ; and then on the arrival 
of the ship at Fort St. George, Miss Mansell ivns 
induced to lay a capital charge against the Captain, 
with the hope apparently of saving her own char- 
acter. This charge was solemnly investigated by 
the President and Council. Of course the proceed- 
ings are unfitted for our columns, but some ex- 
tracts are worthy of record as belonging to the 
scandal of tlie time. 

“ Saturday, 38th Febniary, 1741. Miss Man- 
sell and Captain Cummings, both attending the 
Hoard pursuant to order, her information was read 
and reattosted by her on oath ; after which she 
was examined to tho manner where it happened, 
where the other two young ladies were, who were 
fellow passengers wdth her, and how she was pre- 
vented from calling out for assistance. To wliioh 
she answered that it was near ten at night in the 
balcony of the ship ; that the other two ladies were 
in the round house. She confessed further that 
at the Cape she had consented to his wishes ; but 
that previously it had been against her will. 
She added that since that time the Captain had 
beat her, pulled her by the hair of her head, and 
called her several names. 

“ To this the Captain answered, that it was 
very true he had been too intimate with her for 
most part of the voyage after tho lir-st two

mouths ; that slie showed a fondness for him 
even at Portsmouth to that degree, that it 
made Mrs. Cummings so uneasy as to burst out 
into tears, which he had much ado to overcome 
by promises of a prudent behaviour with regard to 
her ; that he withstood daily repeated importimi 
ties for full two mouths, but confessed that at last 
she prevailed on him ; that she had fallen in love 
with a young fellow in the passage between 
Gravesend and Portsmouth ; that she was suspect- 
ed to have been too intimate with a young man 
that lived in the house with her ; and that she 
had behaved in general so ill that the family 
she lived with w'ere resolved to get rid of her at 
any rate. 

" Miss Mansell had no further proof than her 
own oath to support the charge laid against the 
Captain ; but Mrs. Mary Coales being called told 
the Board that she had often seen Miss Mansell 
cry j that in particidar on Christmas day last, she 
with a flood of tears said she could never be happy ; 
that she had sometimes on these occasions asked 
Miss Mansell what was the mailer, and was 
answered that the Captain and she had some 
words. 

“ This witness, being asked by the Captain if 
Miss Mansell ever complained of him, answered 
in the negative ; being further asked if she had 
not from Miss Mansell’s conduct suspected an 
intimacy between them, she answered that some- 
times she was almost tempted to think there was, 
and that she was often in a passion if the Captain 
happened to take airy notice of herself.

“ Mrs. Martlia Coalcs beinp; called, declared 
-that she had often seen Miss Mansell cry, which 
she attributed to some little quarrels between the 
Captain and her ; but never asked the reason, and 
that one day being below in the great cabin with 
Miss Mansell, the Captain from above said or did 
something that provoked Miss Mansell to call him 
valJain and rogue and other names, adding that lie 
bad taken away her character, 

“ John Clause, passenger, declares he heard the 
Captain and Miss Mansell quarrelling together ; 
which he thinks was about a month or six weeks 
before their amval at this place, but he did not 
take notice of the words. 

“ Anthony Wood, Captain’s Steward, avers that 
he observed Miss Mansell fond of the Captain even 
at Portsmouth ; that Mrs. Cummings saw it and 
was very uneasy, tliat she was to go in the ship, 
lie said further that at Portsmouth she was 
caught playing at Taggwith a couple of footmen. 

“ Mark Eomuey deposed that he had observed 
a great intimacy between the Captain and Miss 
Mansell } that often when she and the other 
Ladies were almve, if the Captain showed any ci- 
vility to them. Miss Mansell immediately dew 
out in a passion ; that he knows there was a fa- 
miliarity between them ; that being on the poop 
one niglit about II o’clock he saw the Captain and 
her sitting in tvvo chairs, and she with her arm 
round the Captain’s neck, when he heard her call 
him her dear Captain and saw her kiss him ; that 
he showed it to hi? companions, who bid him make 
no noise lest they should be heard j and that Iw 
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beckoned to a midshipman, who was a small dis- 
tance off, to come and look ; who put his ftiiger 
to his nose but would not come. 

“ All these evidences were examined on oath. 
Miss Mansell, having in her examination said she 
came ashore with a resolution to prosecute Captain 
Cummings for this fact ; — she was asked how she 
came to be silent so long, and why in the letters 
she wrote ashore by the Catamaran (which being 
received in company were shown to several people) 
she had given the Captain so good a character ; 
which seemed so ill to accord with the intention 
she said she had to publish this affair. She answer- 
ed that for the letter he dictated it, and made her 
also take an oath never to disclose what had pass- 
ed between them just before they got in here ; 
but that it was her full intention to divulge it as 
she had now done. 

“ To this the Captain answered, that as to the 
letter, it is tme he wrote it foul, but that he did 
not dictate it ; that she desired him to put in a 
great deal in his own commendation, and he had 
much ado to convince her that it might give suspi- 
cion of a fondness, if she said more than was in 
that letter ; that as to the oath, it was not for fear 
of being accused, but because knowing the im- 
petuosity of her temper and her furious passions, 
he feared she would by word or action betray her- 
self, and therefore hoped the tie of an oath might 
cheek her, and save her from ruining herself in the 
manner she has done ; that he is certain shehnd no- 
design to tell this story, but that somebody or other 
had worked her up to it ; and to convince the 
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Bonvd more fully that she had no such intentions, 
he instanced in many particulars which showed 
there must still he an intimacy and familiar cor- 
respondence carried on between them, long after 
her coming ashore ; since she had told him many 
secrets of the family, and made complaints to him 
of unkind usage slie fancied she had received ; this 
being mostly confessed by her to be true, she was 
ilismissed. After which the Captain being order- 
ed to withdraw, the Board agreed that there did 
not appear sufficient cause to indict the Captain ; 
and tiiereforc that be be discharged from liis oon- 
fineraeut. After which he was called in and ac- 
quainted therewith j but at the same time told that 
his conduct with relation to this young woman 
would be a perpetual blot on him, since she was 
under his care and protection ; which he endeavour- 
ed to answer by insinuating that she was careless 
of her reputation before she came on hoard ; but 
which ho had no proof to support, and was there- 
fore stopped from proceeding in this sort of de- 
fence.” 
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CHAPTER XLIV. 

GOVEUNOaSHIP OP MB. IUCUABO I^E^■YON,

The commencement of 17+1 saw but little 
change for the better in the prospects of Port St. 
George. Whilst the main army of the iMahraltas 
was besieging Trichinopoly for the purpose of 
wresting that kingdom from the Slussnlmnn rule 
of Chunda Sahib, straggling parties of Mahratta 
horse were plundering the country nj) to the very 
borders of Port St. Havid ; and it was expected 
that when Trichinopoly was tinally captured, the 
Malirattas would move on towards the coast and 
attack the European settlements both at Port St. 
David and Port St. George. In January, llaghojee 
Bhonsla, who commanded the Mahratta army in 
the Carnatic, made extraordinary demands upon 
both settlements, which necessitated immediate 
jjrepaiations for defence on an extensive scale. 
Every day accounts became more and more alarm- 
ing. On the 23rd January, Governor Benyon in- 
formed the Council that a party of between four 
and five thousand Mahratta horse had entered the 
bounds of P'ort St. David ; and that the English 
Deputy Governor had discharged about a liundred 
cannon from Cuddalorc before the enemy reliretl ; 
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nnd even then theMahrattas were not prevented from 
carrying off a considerable booty from Mangicopnng 
and the " Washing Town.” At the same time the 
news arrived that this body of horse had passed 
on from Port St. David and plundered Sadras ; 
and would have plundered the Dutch factory also, 
had they not heen gallantly repulsed by the Dutch 
Governor. It was also staled that these Mahrattas 
were still encamped on the Sadras river, and that it 
was uncertain what design they would attempt 
next, aud that possibly they were oiily waiting 
there until they were joined by a larger body. Ac- 
cordingly the Government of Port St. George 
ordered that thirty men should be landed from a 
ship’s company then in the roads, nnd that all the 
English, Portuguese, and Armenian inhabitants 
should be put under arras. 

Subsequently Governor Benyon received advices 
from Arcot, intimating that this body of horse form- 
ed no jiart of the Mahratta army engaged in the 
siege of Trichinopoly ; and that the Nabob had 
sent to the Mahratta generals to complain of this 
inroad into the Carnatic. However it was known 
that the Nabob had no power to resent the injury ; 
and it was more than doubtful whether the move- 
ments of this separate body had not been directed 
by the Mahratta generals who wore besieging Tri- 
chinopoly. The latter doubt was speedily removed 
by the return of the horse to the mam array of 
Trichinopoly ; and in March the place was in the 
hands of the Mahrattas, and Chuncia Sahib carried 
off prisoner to Sattara. 

The following extracts from a General letter dis- 
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patched this year hy the Madras fiovernment to 
the Court of Directors, contaius perhaps the most 
authentic account of the e’,-euts connected mtli this 
memorable siege, 

“ We believe we cannot tell you any thing more 
agreeable than that the Malirattas having taken 
Tricliinopoly the middle of Marcli last, returned to 
their own country in May without coming into 
this province. Wc shall trouble yon with some 
account of the siege or rather blockade of Trichi- 
nopoly. We wrote your Honors last year that 
Subder Ali Khan and his brother-in-law Chunda 
Sahib, after having spent some days at Pondicher- 
ry returned to Areot, and continued together there, 
some time and to all appearance were very good 
friends. Alec-r Assad “ remained with tlie Mahrat- 
las, who were upon the AV estern borders of this pro- 
vince, under pretence of being an hostage for the 
sums the Nabob had agreed to pay them ; but 
sometime in November Snbder Ali Khan ac- 
(piainted Gluinda Sahib that hleer Assad had 
finished a treaty with the Mahvattas, by which it 
was stipulated that seven lacs of rupees, as part of 
thirty-two he had agreed to pay, was the composi- 
tion of Triohinopoly. Chunda Sahib, surprized that 
such a treaty had been concluded without his par- 


■* Meer A.ssad became Dewaa in the room of Ohundii 
Sahib, after the latter became master of Triohino- 
poly. He had been taken prisoner by the Mahrattas at 
the great battle at Damulcliarry ; and it was he who 
negotiated with the Malu-attaa respecting the .ammiiit of 
tribute to be paid by the Nabob of Arcot, and the de- 
Hvering up of Triohinopoly. 
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ticipation, told Snbder All that he knew how to 
transant his own affairs, and would not stand to 
it. Very hip;li words passed between the two 
brothers, and Chnnda Sahib left Arcot without 
tnldnjj; leave of Subder Ali, and made haste to 
Trichiimpoly : his partisans giving out that he had 
made it so strong and stored well v/ith ainmimitioii 
and provisions of all kinds so that it would hold 
out a siege of three years ; and if the Mahrattas 
should attempt it they would only lose their time 
to no puipose ; nor would they have thought of it 
if Subder Ali had not engaged them in the under- 
taking, upon promise to pay them a large sum 
monthly till such time as the place should be taken. 
Whatever private agreement Subder Ali had made 
with the Mahrattas, the known enmity which both 
he and Meer Assad have long liad towards Chimda 
Sahib, the supplies of provisions they sent to 
the Maliratta Camp, and other circumstanoes, 
make it but too probable the destruction of Ghiin- 
da Sahib was wliat they had much at heart How- 
ever the Mahrattas, when they came to the bor- 
ders of Trichinopoly, only demanded seven lacs of 
rupees ; whicli being- refused by Glmuda Sahib, 
they advanced towards the capital, and there was 
some skirmi.sh in the suburbs. After which they 
made no attack upon the place, but contented 
themselves with guarding all the passes to Lhc 
town, that no provisions or any other assistance 
should get in. In this work, though their own 
army was suificiently numerous, they had the 
assistance of the King of Taiijore and the 
tributary princes of Trichinopoly, who articled 
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with the Mahrattas that they should not leave 
that place in. the possession of the Moors. It was 
not long hefore Chuncla Sahib fouutl himself 
greatly distressed for want of provisions, and then 
olfored to make up the sum of twelve lacs. It was 
once thought the Mahrattas would have accepted 
of his offer ; the rather because If utta Singh was 
believed to favour Chunda Sahib, and had often 
sent to Eaghojeo Bhonsla either to take the '1‘ovvn 
or the money, and threatened to draw oil the 
forces which were more particularly tinder his 
command. Chunda Sahib’s parlisans affirmed 
for some days that the treaty was absolutely con- 
cluded. They went further, and reported that the 
Mahrattas had engaged to put Klian Baliauder 
into the Oovenunent of this province. Khan 
Bahandei"''' was intended by old Sadatulla Khan 
for his successor ; and had procured some grunts 
from the Court for that purpose ; but being a very 
weak man, the ministers espoused the interest of 
Dost Ali Khan, father of Subder Ali Khan, and 
fixed liim in the Government. It is not long 
since that Chunda Salub, to serve some ambitious 
purpose, married his daughter to Khan Bahauder ; 
and he wms with Chunda Sahib in Tiiclunopoly 
during the siege. Subder Ali Khan was so 
alarmed about the treaty which was then on foot, 
that he shut himself up in Ginjee, and from thence 
wrote to the two Mahratta Generals, compilaining of 
their breach of faith. At the same time, the King 

* This Khan Bahauder was the same as Goulaui Hus-' 
sein, who was at first Dewan to Dost Ah, but was 
afterwards superseded by Chunda Sahib. 
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of Taiijoi'ft and tlio Iribiitavy princos wlio liad as- 
sisted them, took their images out of their Pagodas, 
and adjuied them (the Mahrattas), by all their 
gods, not to leave them exposed to the resentment, 
of Clmnda Sahib. In fine the treaty was broke off, 
and Chunda told that tliey would agree to no 
peace that should leave him in the possession of 
Triohinopoly. Chunda Saliib’s provisions growing 
more scarce every day, and being reduced to very 
great necessities, began to entertain Ihong'hts of 
delivering up the place. AU the hopes he had 
left was from his biothei Budda Saliib, reckoned 
a brave maiv and who was then at Madura. Chunda 
Sahib wrote him in the most pre.ssing terms to 
come to his relief ; and Budda Sahib having got 
together 5000 horse and 7000 or 8000 foot with 
a great quantity of provisions, wrote his brother 
lie was upon his march to a-ssist liim ; and that he 
hoped to force his way tlirough the camp ; hut 
the letter was intercepted liy the Mahrattas who 
sent 20,000 horse to waylay liiiii. A smart en- 
gagement ensued, in which it is said about 2000 
men were killed on each side. This battle was 
fatal to Budda Sahib ; he lost his life in it ; and 
the Mahrattas having found his body, covered it 
with a rich cloth and sent it into Trichinopoly ; 
upbraiding Chunda Sahib with having by his ob- 
stinacy been the occasion of his brother’s death. 
Chunda Sahib, being then in despair, the next day 
being the ISth March, delivered the Town and 
himself up to the discretion of the enemy. The 
many and various reports which were spread 
about diu'lng this siege, kept every body in sus- 
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pence and in continual alarms, as doubting what 
the Mahvattas would do after they liad taken it. 
For ourselves we knew not how to depend upon 
what the Nabob said, as it was plain he had himself 
a great distrust of the Mahrattas. IVe had some 
reason to believe the letters wrote to the President 
from Futta Singh, and Piaghojee Bhonsia, proceed- 
ed from the politics at Areot ; but that scheme not 
taking effect, the Nabob and his ministers affected 
an extraordinary care and concern for us, and were 
very ollicious in advising us of any motion which 
the enemy made towards these parts, and how to 
behave ourselves towards them.” 

" Chunda Sahib having, as wc said, delivered 
himself up to the discretion of the Mahrattas, 
agreed afterwards, as it was said, to pay them 
eight lacs of rupees for his ransom ; and Khan 
Ilahauder with Francis Pereira were sent to Clnmda 
Sahib’s wife, who was in Pondicherry, to re- 
ceive the money. But the good lady, pretending 
a distrust, answered that she had not so much 
money by her, or if she had, would she part with 
it till she should sec her husband ?” If he was 
sent to her, she would sell her jewels, and borrow 
what was wanting among her friends. The Mah- 
rattas having received that answer, carried Chunda 
Sahib and his son along with them to Sattara, the 
Sou Rajah’s" capital. His partisans now give out 
that be is in groat favour at Sattara ; and that by 
the interest of that Court with Cheen Kulieh Khan, 
he will obtain a grant of the government of this 


fSahoo Rajah perhaps better known as Sbao. 
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province, an<] will he assisted with a largo body of 
Mnhratta horse to drive Subder Ali Ishaii out of it. 

“ It was for sometime micertam what the Mnh- 
rattas would do with Trichinopoly. There were 
several bidders for it, but it was thought they 
were most inclined to put in the next heir of the 
late queen ; but as he could not give them securi- 
ty for the money he offered, they left Moraroc Gor- 
bada,"''' Viceroy there, with 4000 horse, till the 
Sou Elijah should give further orders. When they 
took possession of it, they would not suffer it to 
be plundered. It is imagined their reason for that 
was, that they knew most of the riches had been 
conveyed out before they 'laid siege to it ; and if 
they had acted otherwise, the Sou Eajah would 
have expected them to have accounted for a larger 
sum than they found. One tiling is remarkable, 
and yet is affirmed for truth, that they left orders 
with the Viceroy to pay the same tribute to Arcot 
which had been usually paid by the Kings and 
Queens of Trichinopoly. 

“ The Mahrattas having thus settled the govern- 
ment of Trichinopoly, 40,000 horse took the West- 
ern road through Mysore. The two Generals with 
the rest of the army took another road which 
borders upon this province. Nabob Subder Ali 
kept himself close in Ginjee. We know not what 
particular affairs remained to be adjusted between 
them, but after some stay within a day’s journey of 
Ginjee they marched on to the Northward, and 
passed the Kistna about the end of May. 


■* The celebrated Morari Kao, 
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“ The beginning of thnt month, the President 
received a letter from Nabob Subder Ali, advising 
thnt the Mahvattas had passed the mountains of 
Balaghaut; and at the same timeBuddaSahib wrote 
another letter, advising the Nabob with his family, 
intended to go to Mekka ; and therefore deshed 
some houses might be taken for them in Town, as 
they designed to bo down here, to stay here till 
the season for proceeding on the voyage. Budda 
Sahib, however, intimated that he heard the Nabob 
had no real design of going to Mekka ; and indeed 
our other advices from the country to us assured 
us there was nothing more in it than a family 
quarrel. However we thought we could not avoid 
preparing for their reception here j and then ad- 
vised Budda Sahib that the houses were ready 
whenever they pleassd to come. Some months 
have since passed, but though the Nabob still talks 
of coming down, most people doubt. We hope 
we shall soon be at some certainty ; because all 
this while we are paying .sixty pagodas per month 
rent for the houses. hVom Guijee the Nabob re- 
moved to Vellore, and from thence to Arcot, where 
he now is ; and Meer Assad, the sole minister 
about him, a man of strong parts, imld and reso- 
lute. The Nabob follow's his advice implicitly, 
and perhaps thinks him the more necessary in the 
present juncture as most likely to extricate him 
from the diffioidties he is under. Money is the 
great thing wanted to pay the arrears due to liis 
father’s and his own troops ; which amount to 
400,000 pagodas ; and also to make up such sum 
as maybe sufficient to get liimself confirmed in the 
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govemmonl, of the province. But tlie means made 
use of to raise it, have given great disgust all over 
the country ; as the minister is not in the least 
sompulous in raising contributions from every body 
that is in his power.” 

Having thus placed before our readers a general 
view of Ibo condition of the country, written at the 
vej'y time, it may be as well to turn to the bistory 
of Fort St. George. About the very time that 
Trichinopoly was taken by the Mnhrattas, Gover- 
nor Benyon dispatched a present to the Maliratta 
general with the following letter. 

“ To Raghojee B/iOHsla SitbaJi, General of the 
Mahratta army. 

“ Lately I have received from Mr. Hubbard the 
Deputy Governor of Tevenepatam (Fort St. David) 
a copy of the letter you wrote him. I am much 
pleased with the friendship you express ibr the 
Ji'nglisii ; and 3'on may be assured we are very 
willing to cidtivate it. Mr. Hubbard acquaint.s 
me that lie had complained to you, some of the 
people belonging to your army had entered the 
bounds of Tevenepatam, and done some damage to 
the inhabltirals. Such proceedings will always be 
attended with mischief ; and therefore I was very 
glad to read you had promised him that you would 
lay your strict tankced Hint no one should give 
liim any molestation in future. By this I observe 
that you are truly our friend, and tlierefore I have 
resolved to send a vakeel, on purpose to assure 
you of our friendship and regard for yon. I have 
also sent some things to Mr. Hubbard, who will 
write you the partieulnrs and send them to you 
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from Tevenepatam, together with our Vakeel j and 
I refer you toMr.Hubbard for what further he shall 
write you, and. what else will be told you by our 
Vakeel of our inclinations to preserve the friend- 
ship between ns.” 

About the same time another letter and present 
were dispatched by Governor Eenyon to Futta 
Singh Bhonsln, the other Mahratta General. We 
extract the letter, from which it will be seen tliat 
the English wished it to be understood that they 
were actuated out of respect for the Mahratta 
chiefs rather than fear. 

” To Futta S'myli, General of the Mahratta Army. 

“The Deputy Governor of Tevenepatam having 
advised me that he had received a very friendly 
letter from Eaghojee Bhonsla, I resolve to send 
a vakeel on purpose ivith a letter from myself to 
that general ; and as I have that opportunity of 
writing to you, I would not omit it ; and have 
ordered my vakeel to wait upon you with this to 
assure you of the respect I have for your person 
and great qualities. Our vakeel will assure you 
of ovu' sincere inclinations to continue the friend- 
ship between us ; aud I refer you to him, and what 
more will be written you by the Governor of Tevene- 
patam to whom I have sent several things, the 
particulars of which he will advise you, n)id of 
wliich I desire your acceptance. They are not 
worthy to be sent to so great a general ; but I oniy 
intend them as a mark of my respect for your per- 
son, and your acceptance of them ivill add to their 
value.” 

Whilst the relations of the English towards the 

31 
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Native Princes were in tliis unsatisfactory state, a 
circumstance oocuvreil at Madras wliicli seemed 
likely to tlu'ow the commercial interests of the 
place into the greatest confusion. It had been cus- 
tomary for the Company’s Shroffs and two Bazaar 
Shroffs to seal up Pagodas in bags of a thousand 
rupees each, in order to prevent the inconvenience 
of counting in the payment of money. Moreover* 
the Company’s seal was supposed to be not only a 
guarantee for the quantity but for the quality of 
the Pagodas. This year how'ever it was discovered 
that whilst some persons had taken upon them- 
selves to imitate the Company’s seal ; the Shroffs 
had managed to slip in considerable quantities of in- 
ferior money in the bags which bore the Company’s 
seal. A long and wearisome enquiry was then 
cari'ied on which terminated in the imprisonment 
of the three Shroffs, and the confiscation of tlicir 
goods ; and further tire Shroffs were placed in the 
pillory for one hour on the 26 th day of every 
month, until they could be transported to the 
West Coast of Sumatra. It will be seen in a future 
entry under date 18th January 1742, that the 
latter part of this sentence was commuted. 

Meantime, whilst domestic affairs were in this 
slate, the Vakeel sent to the Mahratta camp be- 
fore Tricliinopoly, liad delivered the letters and 
presents to Eagliojee Bhousla and Putta Singh 
Bhonsla. But we extract the official account of 
his proceedings. 

• “ Thursday, 16th April, 1741. The President 
acquaints the Board, he had this morning received 
a -letter from Coopiah, the Vakeel sent to the 
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Maliratta camp, advising liis am^'al and reception 
there, the translate of which is entered after this 
consultation,” 

“ From CoopiaJi, Vakeel in the Mahratta camp 
at TrkJdnopoly, dated the Jpril and receiced 
on the l&lh iiisimt, 17 - 11 . 

“ I am now in the Mahratta army, which is 
encamped about ten miles West of Trichinopoly. 
TheGovernorof Tevenepatam dispatched me to the 
Mahratta camp, with the presents he had pre])ared 
for the Mahrattas, When I arrived at Trichino- 
poly, I first made myself act^uaiuted with Coanari 
Pontoloo and Boy Shasharoy, the manage, rs of 
Bajah Baghojee Bhonsla’s affairs ; and upon 
their introducing me to Bajah Futta and Kujali 
Baghojee Bhonsla, I delivered them the presents 
and the letters ; they received them and upon 
looking into the presents they said they were very 
good things. At which time I presented then 
yom- Honors respects, and the Governor of Tevcnc- 
patam’s service ; besides several other compliments 
from your Honors, and that you are their friend. 
Upon hearing this, they siddthat their predecessors 
had a desire for your friendsiiip, and settled you 
in this counti-y ; and therefore you may live safe 
in your place without having any concern. They 
gave me beetlenut, and told me that to-mor- 
row they should have more leisure to speak with 
me, when they promised to send me away. 

“ About two or three days after they had taken 
Trichinopoly Fort, they sent a part of then- army 
towards the kingdom of Mysore ; and they after- 
wards sent another part along with Ohuuda Sahib 
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to the said country. The horse tliat are already 
gone out is “tOjODOj and they have about 30,000 
here, who will also go away as soon as they have 
settled some government at Triehinopoly. 

“ The Eajahs have at present delivered Trichi- 
nopoly Tort into the care of Morari Kao Ghore- 
puray, Commander of ten or fifteen thousand 
horse ; but Kaghojee Bhonsla has a great mind 
to restore it to the old Gentoos, and he is treating 
with Kammauia and Goviudaya for that purpose ; 
and I think that in five or six days time they will 
give the Government to the Gentoos, and will go 
away, and I will advise yoim Honor whatever 
shall pass hereafter.” 

“ Friday, 34.th April, 1741. The President ac- 
quaints the Board he had received another letter 
from the Vakeel Coopiah, acquainting him that ho 
had received his audience of leave from the two 
Ifaliratta generals j who had also delivered him 
horses and seerpaws and cowlcs for this jilace and 
Port St. David. At the same time the President 
received a letter from Koy Shnsharoy, a principal 
officer in the Mahratta camp. Translate of which, 
and the vakeel’s letter are entered after this con- 
sultation.” 

“ From Ro’/ Shuslmroy, cm officer under iJie 
MaUratla Generals. 

“ Though your Honor did not write me a letter, 
yet I have heard of your goodness and reputation 
from Mr. Hubbard the Governor of Tevenepntnm, 
who has wrote me a letter, and sent some clothes 
and other things, along with Coopiah and Andy 
Venkiah, Vakeels, to be pre.sented to Rajah 
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Eutta Singh and Eajah Eagliojee Blionsla, as 
also to Eainajee Pontoloo and ContoJoo, officers 
and managers of their aifairs. Wlien tlie Vakeels 
arrived, they applied to me, and I acqnainted both 
of the Enjahs of their ariivul, and caused a proper 
person to be sent to bring them along with him ; 
where I introduced them to the Eajahs, and told 
them much in your Honor’s praise. The presents 
were delivered to the Enjahs by your Vakeel. 

“ I wa.s not wanting to tell the Rajahs what was 
most proper in your Honor’s praise ; and did pro- 
cure for you a horse and scerpaw, consisting of 
five clothes, and our clothes for Mr. Fowke ; and 
after the same manner to the Governor and second 
of Tevenepatain , anil caused tasheriffs to be given 
to your Vakeels, as also presents to the people who 
came along witli them. 

“ It is not customary at the Court of our 
•Eajahs to give a oowle to any, witliont the tri- 
bute being settled and paid ; and although your 
honour did not write any thing about a covvle, nor 
has there been any tribute paid, yet I used my in- 
terest with the Eajahs, ami procured their cowles, 
both for Chinnapatara and Tevenepatam. I have 
delivered the same to Sambayah, and dispatched 
him along with your Vakeels, which you will 
receive. 

Your honor’s Vakeel, and Vencaf a Harrainapa, 
and Sambayah, will inform your honor what more 
is necessary ; and I desire your honor would al- 
ways do me the pleasure of laying your commands 
on me. What can I say more.” 

Tlie letter from the Vakeel Goopiah is little more 
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than a repetition of what has been given above. 
The following extracts from the consultations, in 
reference to the same subject, are worth reading. 

“ Thursday, 21st May, 1741. The Deputy 
Governor and Council of Eort St. David having 
left it to us to reward Coopiah, who was sent 
Vakeel to the Mahratta camp ; and the said Coo- 
piah having intimated his desire to be admitted 
into some constant pay ; in consideration whereof 
he would be always leady to go upon any service 
wliich should be thought proper to employ him 
in ; — the Board being satisfied with his fidelity and 
conduct in this last affau-, and considering that 
the unsettled state of affairs in the country may 
make it frequently necessary to employ a capable 
person upon siioli occasions, ai d believing this 
man to be very proper and fit for the pui'pose, — 
agreed to allow him a pay of five pagodas per 
month. 

“ The President produces to the Board trans- 
late of a letter he received from Morari Itao, vice- 
roy of Tiichinopoly, requesting a supply of ammuni- 
tion ; which being taken into consideration, the 
President is desired to return such an answer, as 
shall neither be an absolute denial, or bind us to 
any thing hereafter winch we may not think proper 
to comply with.” 

We now return to the domestic affairs of the 
English settlement. The following extracts will 
explain themselves. 

“ Monday, 35th May, I74d. Complaints being 
frequently made by the Military officers, that the 
soldiers of the garrison arc decoyed and carried 
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away by tbe country sliipping ; and the same being 
often practised also with the sailors belonging to 
the Europe ships ; to prevent the like in future, it 
is ordered that if any person or persons, whether 
belonging to the country shipping or others, shall, 
hereafter be found to be any ways concerned in 
secreting, decoying, or carrying away from the 
place, either by sea or land, any of the military 
of the garrison, or seafaring men belonging to the 
Europe ships, — he or they so offending shall, for 
the first offence be fined in the sum of 5 0 pagodas 
a head for every soldier or sailor so secreted, de- 
coyed, or carried away, and for the second offence 
he sent to England. 

“ And whereas several strangers come into the 
place, and are harboured in the public houses, with- 
out any report being made of them to the Presi- 
dent agreeable to an order made for that purpose 
in President Harrison’s lime ; — it is ordered that 
if any inhabitant, public house-keeper or others, 
shall for the future entertain any stranger arriving 
at this place, either by sea or land, who has not 
first been with the captain of the guard in order 
to Ms being carried or reported to the G-overnor, — 
he, she, or they shall for every such offence he fined 
in the sum of 5 0 pagodas, 

“ And that no one may pretend ignorance of 
the foregoing orders, the Secretary is directed to 
affix copies thereof at the gates of the Town.” 

“Thursday, 28th May, 1741, The Company’s 
merchants not having brought in any cloth lately, 
or taken any money in advance, they were ordered 
to attend ; and being called in and discoursed con- 
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cerniag the investment, alleged that it could not be 
thought stvauge they had not brought in auy 
cloth for some months past, as every body had been 
in continual dread and apprehension that the Mah- 
rattas would overrun this province as soon as 
they had taken Tricliinopoly ; and though they 
had taken another rout, and were returned towards 
their own country without coming again into this 
province, yet many of the weavers and spinners, 
who had fled from the towns and villages in the 
country, were not yet returned to their habitations. 
Besides that the danger upon the roads had been 
a great hinderanoe to the bringing of any cjuantity 
of cotton and cotton-yarn from the distant coun- 
tries ; by which means those two necessary articles 
were become very dear and scarce ; insomuch 
that the natives found a difficulty in getting cloth 
made sufficient for their own wear. For all which 
reasons tliey could not as yet hope to get any cloth 
that was good and fit for the Company at any 
tolerable rate. They concluded with promising 
that upon the first advice from their Gomaatas that 
any business could bo done, they would immediate- 
ly let us know it.” 

The following record of the duties of the res- 
pective officers and soldiers of the garrison of Fort 
St. George, will perhaps prove interesting to our 
military render,?. 

“ The buty of Military Officers anb Sol- 
biers AS BAILY PRACTISEB IN THIS GaERISON 
OF Fort St. George, 1741. 

" Captain’s dnty. 

“ The Captain of the guard for the time being, 
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to order the drum to beat to arms at 7 o’clock lu 
the morning ; the mounting company to parade 
over against the main guard (Sundnjs excepted), 
or elsewhere as the weather permits. 

“ The Captain that mounts guard, to meet the 
Captain that dismounts on the parade while the 
mounting Company are under iirms, in the morning 
about 7 o’clock and on Sundays about nine ; theie 
to receive the usual reports, and also any ex- 
traordinary orders, that the dismounting Captain 
may have received from the Governor tluring the 
time of his having had the charge of the guards. 

“ The Captain of the guards for the time being, 
to hear all manner of complaints that may he 
made either by or against the military. It any 
country people misuse tlie soldiers, the Captam to 
send them to a Justice of the pieace to have 
satisfaction. 

“ If any of the mditniy misuse the coimtry 
people, upon making their complaint to the Cap- 
tain of the guards, shall have (after hearing both 
parties) satisfaction. But if either parties have 
any extraordinary complaints that is of conse- 
quence, the Captain of the guards immediately to 
acquaint the Governor therewith. 

“ The Captain of the guards to visit the hospital 
once in twenty-four hours, during the time of be- 
ing on guard ; and upon the decease of any 
military, to acquaint the Governor therewith . 
Likewise upon the desertion of any of the mui- 
lary, the Governor to be informed thereof imme- 
diately. The Captain of the guards to attend the 
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Governor once a day, to receive his orders ordina- 
ry or extraordinary, and oftener if requii'ed.” 

“ Ensign's duty. 

“ The two Ensigns that mount guard are to 
attend the parade in the morning at beat of drum 
to arms ; one Ensign mounts the main guard un- 
der the Captain, the other mounts the Choultry 
himself. The Ensign that takes the main guard 
is to view and examine the men’s arms and clothes 
whilst under arms, to see them in good order and 
fit to mount guard ; those who are any ways 
out of order he is to report them to the Captain of 
the main guard. 

“ All reports from the out guards, whether or- 
dinary or extraordinary, are to be reported to the 
Ensign of the main guard during the Captain’s ab- 
sence, who is to send them to the Captain by a 
Serjeant as soon as possible. 

" The Ensign of the (White Town or) main 
guard, to go the roimds in the White Town at 
10 o’clock at night, attended by a corporal 
and four men. He is to visit all the gates 
in the White Town, and to inspect with the 
officer's and men of the several guards he pas- 
seth, to see that they are in fit order for their 
night duty, and that their centinels are alert on 
their posts; to see that those gates that should 
be shut are fast and secure ; whatever he sees 
deficient or out of order to report it at his return 
to the Captain of the main guard. 

“ He is also to see the main guard gate shut, 
and all the keys sent up to the Captain. 

“ The Ensign of the Choultoy guard, to visit all

the out guards in the evening about five or six 
o’clock without any attendance. He is to see the 
officers and men in good order, and fit for their 
night duty. If any be absent or out of order, he 
his at his return to report them to the Captain 
or Ensign of the main guard. 

“ He is to attend at his guard at 10 o’clock at 
night, to draw out his men to receive the Ensign 
of the main guard when he comes the rounds. He 
is to see his gate shut about 11 o’clock at night, 
and to see his guard in good orders, to send up his 
keys to the main guard, and to report the condi- 
tion his guard is in. He is also to examine all 
strangers coming overland through any of his out 
gates, as soon a.s he is informed of it by the Ser- 
jeant or Corporal through which gate they come ; 
to send their names and place from whence they 
came to the Captain or Ensign of the main guard.” 

“ Serjeant and Corporal’s duty, 

“ The Seqeants of the mounting Company are 
to attend the parade in the morning (with their 
halberts in their hands) when the drum beats to 
arms ; they are to size and regulate _the men 
under arms, to keep silence among the men, 
and to avoid talking themselves. They are to 
take their turns, one each mounting morning to 
make the Company in rank and file ; and to re- 
port to the Captain of the guard, and to the Ensign 
that takes the main guard, what number of men 
there are paraded. H any gone into the hospital 
he is to report them to the Captain of the main 
guard. The Seijeant, after they are detached to 
their respective guards, are not to quit their guards 
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themselves, nor to suffer the Corporal or Private 
men to do the same, without first having liberty 
from their Ensign by whom they are detached. 
The Serjeants with their corporal are to exercise 
tlieir men every morning- on their guards, in order 
to make them expert, against they come to be ex- 
ercised by their Ensigns on the Island. The Ser- 
jeants and Corporals of both White and Black 
Town are to go the night rounds every hour, at- 
tended with a proper guard, from ten at night to 
five the next morning ; to see that the centinels 
are alert on. their posts and to enquire what con- 
dition the gnards are when they pass ; to give the 
parole to the Corporal of every guard he passetb. 
The Black Town rounds make all their reports to 
the Choultry guard ; the White Town rounds to 
make all reports to the main guard ; to deliver 
their Leaden Chop marked into the hour they be- 
gan their rounds, tluit the Captain of tlie guard 
may knoiv if any have neglected going round in 
their turn. 

'■'One Serjeant and Corporal, each day after 
they come otf guard, are to stand orderly in their 
turns according to seniority ; their duty is to re- 
ceive at 4 o’clock the parole and other orders that 
may be issued out at the main guai-d that day, and 
to can-y them to the Captains and Ensigns that 
are oil’ guard. 

“ They ai-e to keep an exact roll of those men 
that are to sleep in the barracks that night ; as 
soon as the gun has fired they are to begin to call 
the roll, to report the absent men to the Ensign of 
the main guard ; they are to keep silence after the 
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roll is oaUecl. No man is to be let out after gun- 
fire at nigbtj except one Sei'jeant, one Corporal, 
and twelve men half black half white, who are to 
go from the barracks with arms to the Governor’s 
garden house, from thence a Serjeant and six men 
go at eleven round the suburbs to see if the 
boutiques are all shut, and that no distmbauce is 
made in the streets through which they pass ; to 
suppress gaming houses, to stop all people sus- 
pected to be running of goods. And a Corporal 
and six men go the same at two. The Serjeants 
and Corporals of the out guards are to look their 
gates exactly at ten o’clock at night ; and im- 
mediately to report the same, and the condition 
their guards are in, to the Ensign o! the Choultry ; 
as also in the morning at gnu fire, after having 
opened their gates to send their report as above. 

“ The orderly Serjeant and Corporal are to see 
the barracks swept clean, to see that the tanks be 
filled with good sweet water, and a snfiicient num- 
ber of lights at night. The barrack and hospital 
doors to be shut at ten at night, and opened at gun 
fire in the morning.” 

“ Exercise. 

“ The Company that comes off guard on Mon- 
day morning, to be called together by beat of drum 
about five the same evening on the parade against 
the main guard ; there to be regidated by the 
Serjeants and to receive their powder ; from thence 
they are marched upon, the Island, by two En- 
signs that are off guard ; one Ensign each Mon- 
day takes liis turn according to seniority to give 
the word of command to exercise the Company ; 
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begiiiiihig' witli tlie manual exercise, so to the evolu- 
tions and plattoon, or any other different firing as 
he shall see most convenient ; the men are to 
keep a profound silence, to liearlcen diligently to 
the word of command, and to perform all their mo- 
tions with life together. No officer is to give any 
orders on the Island, but him whose turn it is to 
exercise the men. 

“ JMounting the Companies is in this manner; 
that Company that comes off guard oue morning 
mounts in the IVJiite Town next day, and the day 
after mounts in the Black Town, and the next day 
comes off again ; so that two companies are con- 
tinually oil guard and one off' alternately,” 

This year the coolies appear to have struck and 
deserted for more pay. We extract the official 
entry. 

“ ^Monday, Sth June, 1741. The President 
acquaints the Board that some days ago all the 
bamboo coolies, bag coolies, head coolies, and 
back cooiifcs, had left the bounds ; upon which he 
sent to them to know the reason, and why they 
run away without first applying to him to ao- 
cpiaint him what were their complaints. They re- 
turned him an answer, that they could not main- 
tain themselves and families for the hire which they 
were paid, and refused to return till that was in- 
creased. The President then ordered their fa- 
milies to be turned out of Town ; and upon 
that they thought fit to desire leave to come in 
again ; and having since delivered him their peti- 
tions setting forth their grievances, the enquiry in- 
to which would be very tedious at the Board 
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Messrs. Morse and Jlonson were appointed a 
Committee, to examine into the matter thereof, and 
report to the J3oard if it be reasonable to allow 
them any and what relief. 

The report was not made till the 31st of De- 
cember, when it was agreed to allow the following 
rates for the Company’s goods. 

“From the Qentoo pagoda in the Black Town to the 
Granary on the I&Lind, for every garce of rice and Fa. 

paddy 21) 

From MidtUe gate point to the .said Gi.aiiary 14 

From the Gentoo pagoda or further in the Black 

Town to the godown by the School Id 

From Middle gate point to the said godown 7 

From tho Soa-side to the Iiiclusure of the Island, 
for every boat load of goods, wares, and otortM... 3 
From tho Seaside to tho gndowns in the White 

Town, each boat load 3 

For cairying doth fioui the rnerebant’s godowns to 
the sorting godown, and attendance there each 
oooly per day 1 

The following oiu'ious consultation upon the im- 
policy of permitting any of the MuBsulman inha- 
bitants to be sold as slaves, is well worthy of pre- 
servation. 

“ Tuesday, 30th June, 1741. The President 
acquaints the Board, that a hloor boy having been 
stole out of the country, and sold to a Captain of 
a ship, Ti'ho had sent him on hoard, ho had some 
trouble in getting him on shore ; that the Nabob’s 
Moollah, or priest, had interested himself much in 
this affair, which gave the President reason to ap- 
prehend that this practice of sending off the 
children of the Moons, or any others of the Ma- 
homedan sect, might sometime or other involve 
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US in troubles witli tlie country Govcniment ; luid 
therefore proposed that an order should bo made 
prohibiting tlie buying or selling them in this 
place. 

“ If we are rightly informed, it is one of our 
agreements with the Government in Bengal, tliat 
wc will not send away as slaves any of the Natives ; 
and if there be no sucli agreement between us and 
the Moors in this province, it is possible that we 
were first settled here when the Gentoos were 
lords of the country. But however that be, ns 
such prohibition cannot be attended with any pre- 
judice to the Company, and may prevent any occa- 
sion for dispute upon that account in future ; — the 
Secretary is directed to give public notice of such 
prohibition, by affixing an order at the usual 
places ; that from henceforth no Moors, or any 
others of the Mahometan religion, be bought or 
sold in this town of Madras, or in the districts 
thereof.” 

The strike for higher pay was not confined to 
the coolies already meutiouod, ns may bo seen by 
the following entry. 

“Monday, 28th September, 1741. The Sca- 
venger acquaints the Board, that the Parriahs in 
that service under him, had for sometime been very 
pressing for an increase of pay, and now absolute- 
ly refuse to continue any longer in it for twenty fa- 
nams a month ; urging as their reason the liard- 
.ship of their duty, and that they can earn thirty 
fanams a month each at many easier sorvic('s. 
He adds that upon inquiring what would satisfy 
them, they for a long time insisted on twenty 
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five fuiuuns a montli each ; but at ieiigtli agreed 
to continue in the service, if the head Parriah 
among them be allowed twenty-four, and the rest 
twenty-two faiiams a month each, which is ordered 
to be paid them.” 

Towards the latter j>art of the year the family 
of Subder Ali, Nabob of Aroot, visited Black 
Town, and were courteously and respectfully re- 
ceived by the Governor and Council of Port St. 
George. The object of this visit was to persuade 
the Nizam, who had large claims against the Na- 
bob, that the latter was very poor and bent upon 
a pilgrimage to Mecca. Accordingly Subder Ali 
paid more than one visit to Madras, as a proof of 
the reality of his infcetUions. Many presents were 
of course made to the Nabob’s family, but these 
it will be unnecessary to detail. The following 
narrative which the Governor and Council of Fort 
St. George sent home to the Court of Directors, 
will furnish a sufficient account, of the pro- 
ceedings. 

“The 31st at midnight the Nabob sent into 
Town his mother, Ids lady, and his son, who is 
about four years old. Their female attendants 
are very numerous, which has given us much trou- 
ble to find room for them. We sent our Polligar 
with two hundred peons and our country music 
to meet them at Triplienne. The guard which the 
Nabob sent with them returned back from thence, 
except about twenty horse that came into town 
with them. The Nabob having sent notice that 
he intended to come into Town next afternoon, 
Mr. Monson and Captain Holland, the Polligar

with two luimlrcd peons and our country music 
met him at the edge of the bounds. When he 
came to Triplioane Bridge, he stopped there and 
sent all his force back to St. Thome, except about 
thirty horse and one hundred peons ; but he was 
met by many thousands of oiir inhabitants who 
attended him from Triplicane to the foot of the 
Island Bridge. The Governoiv attended by the 
Council aud moat of the European inhabitants, 
met him at the Fort Gale, when tlie guns from the 
ramparts began to fire ; and we conducted him tip 
to the Consultation Boom, where after having 
stayed about half an hour, we waited upon him 
again to tlic Fort Gate, and he proceeded to the 
House which was prepared for his reception in the 
Black Town. The Fort had saluted him wilh 
sixty-one gims and the four Europe ships with 
twenty-one each. The French fired twenty- one 
more when he reached his own house. The next 
morning the Governor sent him the usual preaont 
of provisions, and as he brought in several great 
men with Mm, it was also necessary to send some 
to them. Some was likewise sent to his family 
when they came in. In the afternoon the Presi- 
dent with the Council and the Captain of the 
Guard, waited upon the Nabob at his own house, 
and stayed with him the best part of an hour. As 
all that passed was public, and the Nabob lias- 
not yet proposed a_ private interview, we cannot 
yet advise your Honors where ho designs to gO' 
from hence. Meer Assad did not come in here,, 
but .set out for the army about half an hour before 
the Nabob came from St. Thome. The President 
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has wrote him a letter to express his eoticem that 
he could not have the pleasure of seeing him, 
Imaum Sahib’s children being still in Town, sent 
a compliraent to the Nabob w'ith one hundred and 
■one gold niolrars, in a silver fillag'ree bandaja. The 
Nabob said it was too much, only took one of the 
gold mohurs, and sent them word he would 
<come and see tliem before he went out of Town. 
The Governor of the towns to the Northward of 
this place that arc under this province, come in 
daily to pay their respects to him. It is a great 
■concern to us that we were not better prepared for 
his reception and accommodation ; but he makes 
it as easy to us as he can, having very few of his 
own attendants with him, and they extremely 
quiet.” 

We now return to the case of the three Shroffs,, 
who had been condemned to transportation to tbe 
'Company’s settlements on tbe West Coast of 
Sumatra. We need not remind our readers of the 
horror with wbioh the natives generally regard the 
■” black water” ; and tbe castes to wbich the three 
Shroffs belonged, were nauirally prepared to make 
great sacrifices to prevent the sentence of trans- 
portation from being carried into effect. The fol- 
lowing entries in the Consultation books in refer- 
ence to this subject will explain themselves, 

“ Monday, 18th January, 1743. BallChetty 
and Tomby Chetty, with some others of the 
Eight and Left Hand caste, attending the Board, 
request that the Company’s Shroff and the two 
bazaar Shroffs may not he sent to the West Coast, 
but that such sentence might be changed to their

heing banlslied the place ; in consiJcralion of 
which favour they would pay as aihie to the Coin- 
pany 2500 pagodas for the Company’s Shroll', and 
2500 for the two bazaar ShrolVs ; what had boon 
seized to bo delivered tliciu up. Tho ease of the 
two last being considered, and that how bad soovcv 
their intentions were, they had been prevent- 
ed from doing much ill j — The line of 2600 ])ago- 
des was accepted for them, but upon condition it 
be paid in one month ; that they remain till then 
in the Choultry, and afterwards be turned out of 
the bounds never to return. But with regard to 
the Company’s Shroll', his crime Was looked npou 
as too heinous ; and as so many of the inhabitants 
had suffered by liis villany, to wliom we could not 
propose to make any satisfaction that would bo 
near their loss ; — it was thought most prudent to 
reject tho fine for him, and to send liini to tho 
West Coast by the lirst ship, ns the best means to 
prevent all clamour and reflections.” 

Four luonth.s aftorwavds, active preparations were 
made for shipping oft' tho unfortunate Company’s 
Bhioff to the West Coast, when a further attempt 
Was made to save him. Tho matter is snfliciently 
explained in the following entry. 

“Friday, 31st May, 17i3. The Board being 
informed that the heads of tho Eight and Left 
Hand castes were attending, they were oallotl in, 
and acquainted the Board j that as we had refused 
the offer they made the 18th January last to ex- 
cuse the late Shroff Vishvinada from being sent to 
the West Coast ; and apprehending that wc in- 
tended to send him thither on tlie' “ Princess 
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Augusta,” wliicli was shortly to sail thither; — * 
they were oome agaiu to intercede in his behalf ; 
and urged that the sending him to the West Coast 
would be sending him to certain death ; and though 
they had no reason to have any consideration for 
him, yet a compassion for his family, which was 
very numerous, had prevailed with tliem to solicit 
us again ; and having before they came considered 
of what proposals to make to us, they took leave to 
represent to us, that the streets in the Black Town 
were in so bad a condition that it wms become a 
great nuisance to the inliahitnuts in general, and 
to put them in proper order would cost a great 
deal of money, and to levy it by any tax upon the 
inhabitants might create great uneasiness ; and 
therefore they had agreed upon condition that what 
we had seized of the Shrolis should bo delivered 
up to them, and the said Shroff excused from 
going to the West Coast, to offer us 3,500 pago- 
(las ; and proposed withallthat the said sum should 
be applied towards jrutliug the streets of the 
Black Town in proper order, repairing the bridges, 
and such other necessary public works as the 
Board should think fit. 

“ The castes being withdrawn, the Board took 
into eonsidcration wliat the castes proposed relat- 
ing to the money and the application of it. It 
was observed that the sum of 3,600 pagodas, 
which the Bazaar Shroff's had been fined, had been 
applied towards making good the loss the Com- 
pany had sustained by the had money ; also that 
more than ample amends would he made the Com- 
pany by the didy arising from the coinage of the 
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new money ; and tliat no satisfanlion liad yet, been 
made the inhabitants for what they had sull'erccl. 
But considering; tliat the sum now ollercd is as wo 
compute far short of what they lost by the bad 
money ; though it may he difficult to get at any 
particular account of what each person sulicred, 
to be depended upon so far as to niako a just and 
equal dividend among them j considering also 
that since the Moors had been in Town, the streets 
are become exceeding dirty and filthy, and that 
the bridges are much worn and out of repair by 
the number of Haokarics and other carnages 
which are continually passing over them, and that 
the Scavenger’s duty and the surplus of the Town 
duty is not sufficient to keep them in proper or- 
der, much less to be at any extraordinary ex- 
pense and as we can think of no other means to 
give the sufferers any satisfaction, and wo flatter 
ourselves they will be so contented with this ns to 
prevent any reflection upon the Company or ns. 
It is agreed to comply with the proposal of the 
castes ; who being called in were nequninted 
therewitb, and having promised to pay the money 
in two months.” 

The following entry respecting the powder man- 
nfaelory, and the difficulty of getting the natives 
to work in it, will be found worlliy of notice. 

“ Wednesday, 17lh March, 1742. The stamps 
at the powder house having blown up some months 
ago, by which accident several persons were killed 
and others wounded ; and as there is always great 
difficulty in getting coolies to work in the powder 
house, the Board thought proper to make some 
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allowance to those who were wounded, and to the 
families of those who were killed. , 

“ Agreed also to allow the powder maker one 
pagoda per candy more for making the powder, to 
enable him to allow his coolies a better pay ; 
which it is hoped wilt prevent our being under a 
necessity of forcing them to work in the powder 
house, which has been a method too often 'taken 
more especially since the late accidents.”

C Coulimted.) 

1742—48. 

The capture of Tricliinopoly by the Malirattaa 
was followed by a short period of tranquillity iit 
Madras. The elements of conllict rvero seel liiug 
in every quarter of India, whilst all danger sccmocl 
for a while to have passed away from Fort St. 
George. Subder Ali coutimiod Nabob of Aroot, 
but being in constant fear of the Nizam, his fa- 
mily still resided at Black Town under the pro- 
tection of Iho English. The Mahrattas had 
turned away from the south to carry out their 
designs against the power of the Mogul Emperor 
at Ilelhi. Such was the state of things in the 
spring of 1743, when tlic events recorded in the 
present chapter fairly begin. 

Our lirst extracts refer to an outrage committed 
by a Portuguese Captain from Macao upon his 
mate. The matter is curious, partly from the 
serious oharacter of the punishment iutliotcd by iho 
Captain, and partly ns illustrating the administra- 
tion of the law in the olden time. 

"Monday, 24th May, 1742. The rre.sidcnt 
acquainted the Board, that ho was yoslcrday in- 
formed that one Elias Manuel Graces, Captain of 
the “ Nossa Seiihora do Bozario,” (a ship belong- 
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ing to Macao, lo.st sometime since on this coast to 
the Southward) had cruelly beaten, and cut off the 
ears of one of the mates of the said ship at his 
lodgings in the Black Town. He had accordiugiy 
sent (he Captain of the guard thither with orders, 
if he found it to be so, to secure the said Captain 
till the Boiird should consider what was proper to 
do in this matter ; and also to bring with him to 
the Eort any persons of the house, who could 
give any information therein. Tliat it being Sun- 
day, and almost evening, when the Captain of the 
guard returned with the said lilias JIanuel Graces, 
he had not given the Council the trouble to meet 
then, but had ordeied the said Macao Captain to 
bo confined in the Fort till the matter could bo 
entpdred into this morning. 

“The Board being sat, and the Portuguese 
Captain, the mate, and witnesses attending, with 
Francisco Peixoto, Notary public of the Portuguese 
Church, and Padre Severini to swear the witnesses 
— Theodosio Martins, Manoel Eocha Piemoiitel, 
Manoel Ignatio, Padre Janinto de Almeida, and 
Francisco Peixto, were severally examined ; but the 
Board having no very good interpreters, they 
were ordered to draw up in writing what they 
knew concerning the matter, in the form of depo- 
.sitions, and when ready to acqnniut the Secretary 
therewith. But before they witlidrew the Macao 
Captain was asked, what he had to say for himself- 
He replied, that he had no intention in wliat he 
had done to offer any insult or cast any refiectiou 
on the Justice or Uoverumeut of the place; but 
that being informed the persons he had employed 
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to look about llie coimlvy for tlio male, lind so- 
cured liiin and were brinniing' him to St. Thoindj 
he went thither to receive him from them ; tlial 
it having been repeatedly aflirmed to him (the Cap- 
tain), by many of tlie people belonging to tlie 
ship, that the said mate (Theodosio Marlins) had 
lost the ship on pnipoae, in combination with 
other persona on board, and at the instigation o£ 
some of his (the Captnin’s)i enemies at Maeao, 
— in resentment of the injuries he had sull'ered 
thereby (having lost his all), and of the trouble 
and charge he had been at about the said male, he 
had, upon his meeting him near St. Thomd, or- 
dered his Cofl'rces to out the mate’s ears ; nor did 
he design any thing move by ordering him to be' 
whipped, than to make him confess upon what iu- 
ducemeut, or (d whose instigirtion, ho run tho 
ship ashore. 

“ The Captain, having finished wlmt lie had to’ 
say, ivas remanded back to his lodgings in tho 
lort, and then the Jloard adjonrned.” 

“Thursday, 8rd J-uue, 17 ‘IS. The several' 
depositions of Theodosio Martins, Mfinool Jlouclm. 
Tiemoiilcl, Manoel Ignalio, Padre Jmeinto do Al- 
meida, and Traneiseo Peixto, were now dclivcredi 
in, and sworn to heforc the Board ; and IramslateS’ 
of the same being read as entered hereafter, and tlm- 
witnesses and others withdrawn, the Board took 
consideration how to proceed in this alfair. — And 
there being no doubt whether the mate’s cars were- 
cut at St. Thome, and there is no ])roof that they 
were not (the Colfrees who executed the Captain’s 
orders being lied or not to bo found) itwms 
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innde a question wlietlier, notwitlistanding tlie 
Charter give us power to .try all crimes and offences 
committed within our town, or within ten miles of 
the same, yet if tliis fact was perpetrated in the ter- 
ritories, and under the jiuisdictiou of another prince, 
•and the offender as well as the offended being sub- 
jects of the King of Portugal, it was not ground for 
■an objection to our authority and might be the oc- 
casion of some complaint in Enrope. Another 
douht w’as, whether if the fact had been commit- 
•ted, or was cognizable dieie, it was properly Mai- 
hem. If it was, rve a-ecollect no trial upon the 
statute of the 22nd and 23rd of Charles the Se- 
oond, except that of Coke and Woodburne, wbich 
was a very particular and extraordinary case, Be- 
sides that some of our Law books say, tliat cutting 
off the ear is no Maihcin quia latens ; and for that 
ott'enco an indictment may be at the sessions. But 
besides what has been said before, if we should keep 
the Captain here to try him for the. assault, and in 
consequence thereof the Court should think fit to 
fine him, it is uncertain how long he w’onld re- 
main in prison before he would be able to pay it ; 
'having been supported by charily ever since his 
'being liere. It was agreed upon the ■whole to 
transmit the affidavits, with n state of the case to 
the Governor of Macao ; and that the President 
be desired to proouve the said Captain a passage 
-oil the ‘ Sancta Catharina,’ that is sliortly bound 
thither, and to detain him in custody till he goes 
oft'.” 

The depositions of two of the ivitncsses arc suf- 
ficiently curious to be worthy of extract accord.- 
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irigly we, print tliein exnctly aa tliey appear in tlic 
consultation lioolcs. 

“ By order of the Honourahlc the Governor, 
I, Notary pnhlie and Scrivener for the lloniau 
Catholics of this citj', have received the deposition 
of Thcodosio Martins, mate of the ship tliatwas 
lost of Captain Elias Manocl Graces ; the said 
mate declared that he, having relied on some per- 
sons at Ginjee who promised to help him with 
moans to get awSy from this const, the deponent 
resolved tliereupon to come to St. Thorad, and 
brought in liis company another man named 
Estevao ; and being come at a village on the other 
side of St. Thome called Trivunhoor, the said 
Estevao left him and went to an arrack shop ; and 
that the said mate remained there waiting for him. 
In the meanwhile arrived one named Paulo, to- 
gether with whom he proceeded a little distance On 
their way towards a choultry, in order to shelter 
themselves from the rain. Tliere were some Ma- 
lahars, together with one that had a military coat 
and grenadier’s cap on. The deponent coining 
ont from that place, the said Malabars assaidtecl 
and seized the said mate fast, and brought him 
hither ; Paulo and Estevao sejiarnted from them 
talcing the road to St. Thome. Wednesday the 8 Otli 
of May, bchveeu 3 and 3 o’clock after midnight, 
tliey delivered him to the Captain at his house ; 
who kept the deponent bound as he was until the 
morning of the next clay, being Thursday, when 
lie put iiim in irons ; and Eridny the 1st instant 
hbout 9 and 10 o’clock in the morning he was 
fastened to a ladder, and whipped by a Cioifreo ; 
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wliicli bciiifi- done, another Coffi'ce naniecl Yen- 
tiira was ordered to cut the deponent’s cars otF, and 
that Mnnoel Ignacio being sent for the Captain 
ordered him to cure them. 'I’o all that contains 
herein, tlie said mate Inis already taken his oath in 
the presence of his honour. In truth whereof he 
lias signed this as wdtnesscd by me, Madraspata- 
nain, 4'tli June 1743, N.S. Fraiio. de Seqve. 
Pcixoto, Notary Public.

” Py order of the Honorable the (rovernov, T, 
Notary Public and Scrivener for the Homan 
Catholics of this city, have received the deposition 
of hfanoel Poehn Pieinentel, of what he knew con- 
oeruiiig the case that happened between Captain 
lilias Manoel Graces and his mate, 'I'licodosio 
Martins, both inhabitants of the city of Macao j 
and the said Manoel Pvocha Pieinentel deposes, that 
on Pridny the first instant, about 3 o’clock in the 
morning, he awaked with the tumult of the mate’s 
coming in j and hearing of his arrival the depon- 
ent went to the place where the mate was, and from 
a distance he saluted him, saying that he was glad 
of his arrival ; anil that in the same moment the 
deponent went to rest again without making any 
further reflection. And in the moiulng, being day- 
light, he awoke with the noise of the whips that 
the Captain was giving the mate ; and going to 
the place of execution he saw the said mate with- 
out ears ; and on Ids asking the Colfrees, they told 
him that they had been cut out of the districts of St. 
Tlionid, wheie the said Captain went to take charge 
of tlie said mate ; and to all that conlaiiis herein, 
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the (lepoiiciit (leclniTS to have taken liia oath in tho 
])rosenR 0 of his Honour. In truth wlicroof ho has 
signed this as wilnnsscd by inti, Madrasjiatauam, 
'Uli Juno N.S.

"Monday, Ifitli August 1742 The President 
acquaints the Board, that having boon informed 
upon the landing of tlic .ludda Ambassador, it was 
customary niui proper to makn him a pi'cseut of 
some provisions, he had caused to ho sent him tho 
several tliing.s irioiitioned in the list now produced, 
and entered hereafter, which is approved ; ami it 
is further agreed, lluil a house ho found 'him at tho 
Company’s charge during his .stiiy here, whieh it is 
thought will ho but short.’’

The following letter from Mr. Toxall the Mint 
Master to the Governor in Council of Fort St, 
George, is interesting so far as it furnishes a clear 
account of the process of coining money in the 
Madras Mint a hundred and twenty years ago. 

“ Honorable Sir and Sirs, 

“ It is a great concern to me to observe by an 
extract of the General letter from England, that 
the Honorable Company slioidd have the least 
shadow of reason to suspect that I have been any- 
way negligent in my duty towards them ; for I do 
assure your Honors, that I have at all times used 
my vrtmost care and diligence, as much as in me 
lay, to heep the minters to their weight and 
standard in all the moneys that have been coined 
since my time ; and that I never discovered any 
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attempt to adulterate the coin, but in the affair of 
Eanguin with which I took care to nwpiniut this 
Honorable Board. 

The method of coinage in the Tower of Lon- 
don, differs mucli from what is used here j it being 
impossible to adulterate the gold and silver there, 
after the Assay Master has tried them, being cast 
into bars, before the assays are taken. Those Ijars 
afterwards run through Hutting mills, the money 
cut out with an cirginc, milled and stamped, but 
no more melted. The constant method hero has 
been, first to molt the gold or silver, and break it 
into small grains or powder ; the muster is taken 
by the Assay Master ; after which (if of the proper 
standard, the grains or powder is distributed among 
a groat number of coolies in several work-lionses 
or godowns : wlio weigh every rnpoo and pagoda 
separate, and afterwards deliver tliem to other 
coolies to melt. Different p<irson5 receive them to 
flat, and others to stamp. By which method of 
working, your Honors must be very sensible, that 
if it was not for some confidence wliioh must bo 
put in the undertakers, and the fear of punishment 
in such as should be delected, my utmost care and 
vigilance could not prevent from aduKoratious. 
The only check upon them, and what I frequently 
make use of after the first trial, is to take musters 
of their moneys in their presence to assay after it 
is finished, to let them see I have a watchful eye 
over them. 

“ What I have already said, with fhe jn'esent 
flourishing state of the luiut, will I hmiibly ho])e 
induce my Honorahlo Masters to believe that 1 
have not been any way negligent in my duty hi- 
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tlievto, and shall take my utmost caro that they 
have no cause of complaint iu future.’*

Fort St. George, IGth August 1742.^’ 

The dreadful diseases which oeeaslonally broke 
out amongst ships’ crews in the Olden Time, may 
be gathered from the following entry. 

" Wednesdajr, 16th September 1 742. The Pre- 
sident communicates to the Board a letter he re- 
ceived last night from Captain Bookey of the 
‘ Shaftsbuvy,’ advising that he anchored in tiyelve 
fathoms water the 13th instant at seven in the 
morning, five leagues to the riorthward of Pulicat, 
but co'ild ijot possibly weigh his enohor agfiin be- 
fore he received .assistance, having buried twenty- 
two hands iij the passage, and sixty -fiye were sp 
ill that they were of no use to the ship. He ad- 
ded that on the reeeipt of the said letter, he had 
given order for getting ready a supply of oxen, 
sheep, greens, water, limes and other necessary 
provisions ; and thought it proper, with the 
Board’s approbation to send eighty hands of the 
Gunroom- Crew to assist in bringing the ship 
hither ; that Captain Way’s long b,oat would be 
ready to set out with a part of the bends and pro- 
visions this morning j and the rest might follow 
in the afternoon on a country boat hc had Ordered 
to be engaged for that service.’’’ 
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Our next oiitiy is very siin;geslivo. 

" Wednesdny, Otli October, 17-13. Some of the 
Militnry having been guilty of such disorders and 
irregularities as make it proper to change their 
quarters, it is agreed to scud tliera on the ‘ Bhafts- 
bury’ to the Bay, where they may perhaps behave 
better.” . 

We now enter upon the entries in the records 
which refer to that tragical event in the history of 
Vellore, known as the assassination of Snbdcr Mi. 
All lovers of the graphic narrative of old Onne, 
will be sufficiehtly familiar with the details of this 
conspiracy, which forms so striking an illustration 
of the blood-thirsty character of Native rule j but 
still a brief outline of the facts may not be unftc- 
ceiitable to the general te'ader. 

Por thirty years the musuud of tlio Carna- 
tic had been occupied in sncce3,sion by llie 
Newayeteh Nabobs'* — Sadatullah Klum, Dost Ali, 
and Subder Ali. Dost Ali liowevcr iuul taken ad- 
vantage of tlio convulsions of the empire to with- 
hold the revenues due to the Ni'/.am. Ilia son 
Suhder Ali was therefore in mortal fear of incur- 


■* The Noway ets, or “ new oomero," wore originally 
Arabs, who about Ihoondoflho fireb century after tlio 
time of Mahomet (i. e. about A. D. 700) migratod 
from Arabia to India, to eaoapo from the onioltip.s of 
the then Governor of Baic. These exiles woro rich and 
reBpectahle, and belonging to the famous family of Ila- 
Shem. Ono party landed on tho coast of Malabar and 
savere called Newayets; others landed on tho coast of 
^i-Coromandel and were called Lubbius. Tho Lubbios iiro- 
teiid to ono common origin with the Newayots, and at- 
tribute their black complexion to interuiarriagc with 
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ling tlie Nizam’s reseatment. He liaJ, as wc 
liave seen, despatched the women and childreii 
of his family to Madras ; and lie no longer kept 
Lis court ill the open and defencless city of Areot, 
but took np his residence in the famous citadel 
at Vellore. Meantime, an assessment had been 
levied from all the towns and forts in the Carnatic, 
in order to discharge the ransom due to the 
Mahrattas. At that time the richest lief subject to 
the Nabobship of Arcot, was that of A''cllore, 
whore the Nabob was staying. The Governor of 
Vellore was Mortez Ali. This man was a relative 
to Subder Ali ; he had also married Subder All’s 
sister j and these oirciimstauces, combined with 
the receptioii he ivns giving to the Nabob at Vel- 
lore. induced bim to believe that he ought to be 
excused from paying his share of the ransom clue 
to the Mahrattas. If however Alortez Ali had 
been permitted to escape, other Governors of 
other forts woidd have refused to pay up. Accord- 
ingly, Subder Ali insisted upon the quota being 
paid by Mortez Ali, and threatened to dispossess 
liim of the government of VcUorc if he continued 
to keep back the money. Accordingly Mortez Ali 


the 'N'ativea. Tho Hewaycts however afflrai that the 
Lubbies arc the dc.seondanta of their domeatio alavei ; 
and certainly the pliyaiof;uomy, atature, and form of tJie 
Ltdil lies, present a strong rosomhlaiice to tiie fiatives o£ 
Abjasainia. The Wowayots of tho wcatern ooaat proserv- 
ed the purity of then' original hlood, by system atically 
avoiding intermarriage with tho Indians, and even with, 
the highest Muaaulman families, for many centuries af- 
ter tile establishment of the Muasulmaii dynasties of 
Delcltan. See Wilks, Vol. 1. p. 242. 
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then I'esoh'ed of pultiug to deatli his brolhcv-iii- 
law. 

The groat festival oftlieMohoiTuui look place in 
the beginniug of October 1743. The army of tlio 
Nabob was eucanuxid without Vellore ; but Sub- 
tler Ali was attended within the fort by a body of 
guards and a numerous retinuo. On the 3ud of 
October, which that year was the great day of the 
festival, the Nabob’s servants asked permission to 
celebrate the feast in their own families ; and 
Subder Ali accordingly gave leave to all bis re- 
tinue and guards, excepting four persons only. 
Oir that very evening his provisions were poi- 
soned. The Nabob felt the cftecls of tlie poison, 
but overcame them ; and bming no suspicion that 
bis sufferings had arisen from any but natural 
causes, lie retired to rest as usual Meantime, 
Mortea Ali had found an assassin who wovdd 
make all sure. A Palan, whose wile liad bccii 
outraged by Subder .Ui, joyfully neoepted the ooia- 
mission. Ho engaged some Abyssinian slaves, 
and led them at midnight to tlie apartmeut of the 
Nabob. The few servants .slecjuiig there were 
Overpowered al- once. The Nabob rvas awakened 
by the nojw, and endeavoured to escape, Llirougli 
the window ; but the Patan ruslied upon him, ami 
ader upbraiding him with bis adullery put liim to 
diStfirwlth several stabs of bis dagger. The ox- 
citemeut caused by this event, and the ciroum- 
stances iimnedialcly following it, may be galhered 
from tlie oflieial records of the time, which we. now 
pkoo before our readers. 

“ “ T7ediicsday, Gth October, 1743, The President

acquaints the Board, tliat lie U'as waked at 2 
o’clock ycsiei'day morning by an express from tlie 
Ilavildar of roonamallce, advising tliat the iSlabob 
bad been murdered in Vellore Bort by the Killedar 
Mortez Ali Khan, who had also imprisoned Meer 
Assad and Boocunjee Coshedos, the first his chief 
minister, the other his shroff ; and as it might be 
apprehended such an event would be followed by 
great commotions in the country, and that the troops 
might disperse themselves about the province and 
plunder it; as soon as it was day light, he (the 
President) had given orders to double the guards, 
and all our people to he upon duty ; and particu- 
larly that no Moor’s horse should enter the Town 
or pass the hletlahs without particular leave. 
These orders alarmed the Nabob’s family at Black 
Town, who sent several messages to enquire the 
reason of them, and if any advices were come in 
from the Country ; but nobody eai’cd to tell them 
the news till about 12 at noon, when they were 
advised of it hy letters from tire Dewan of Vellore. 
About tlui same time ICistnnjee Puntnloo received 
a letter from Mahoincd Khan Jalouze, a command- 
er of 2000 horses at .^l•eol ; who only wrote tbat 
the Nabob had been killed hy Mortez Ali Khan. 
This last also wrote a letter to Kistnajee Pimtaloo, 
and enclosed in it one to the President ; trans- 
late of which, and the answer thereto, is entered 
hereafter.”

Tw'tdve days after the reoeijit of the very short 
letter of Mortez Ali, aud the dispatch of the. erpial- 
ly short reply of the Governor lleuyon, the follow- 
ing letter from the A^’iikeel in the Nabob's camp 
was received at Port St. George, dcacribiiig the 
entry of Mortez Ali into Arcot. 

” Krom iliti Vakeel in tdecunip rcccieedl^lh Odulcr 
174 . 2 ." 

“ On Prid.iy the lath inslaiil, alioiil niiio o’cloclr 
in the moniiiig, Naliuli Guhini Aloiiez Ali Khau 
set out from Vellore in a pahinkciin, aeconipanied 
by Nabob llerasut Khan, and other great men. 
They first encamped at I Lorasulporc, a place very 
near Arcot in the way from Vellore ; whero after 
they bad rested themselves n little time, they 
mounted their elephants. Nabob Mortez AH 
Khan, and Nabob Huss.iiii Khan Tahir, .son of 
Ahmad Ifahir, both sat togeth(;r in one castle up- 
on an elephant. Herasut Khan, Jicnadecn Ali 
Kliiin, and Hussain .Taman Khan, the brothcr-in- 
iaw' of Mortez Ali Khan sat themselves upon an- 
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other ; and in like manner each nobleman of the 
proviuoej as Cnuder Hussain Khan, Hyder Yaur 
Khan, Amvaradeen Khan, Sadatmund Khan, &c. 
rode upon an elephant, and followed Mortez Ali 
Khan into the city of Arcot, with a great army 
and the bent of noubat. They first went to a moscpie 
commonly called Teeboo Sahib’s tomb ; where 
when they had finished their prayers, they went 
directly with great ceremony into the great house 
of State, commonly called here the King’s palace, 
where they placed Mortez Ali Khan upon the 
rausnud ; which is a square place in the hall right- 
ly adorned, where the Subnh of the province al- 
ways sits ! and then Herasut Khan, Hussain 
Khan Tahir, Candor Hussain Khan, Jiena- 
deen Ali Khan, Buda Sahib of Covelong, Hyder 
Yaur Khan, Sadatmund Khan, Anwnradeen 
Khan, Ilasaan Jainan Khan, Hyder Hil Khan, 
and several other Khans, Kelledars, Mansub- 
dars, Jamadars, and other officers of State, 
paid their compliments to him, and presented to him 
gold rupees, with the accustomed ceremony ob- 
served to the Nabob ; when noubat was beat 
three several times, and Mortez Ali Khan proclaim- 
ed Subah and Nabob of the province. The fort guns 
were then fired, and the artillery and other 
small arms discharged upon that occasion. 
The Nabob gave all the abovementioned Gentle- 
men beetlenut and rose water, and sent them 
to their respective lodgings. A little while after 
this great ceremony was finished, which was 
about five o’clock that afternoon, Mahomud Khan, 
Kelledar of Timery, came to Arcot and went to 
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Hussian Kliaii Tahir, who inlroducnd liini io tlio 
Nabob, lo wliom he pnid his coiiiplimcuts, made 
him the accustomavy present of gold rupees, re- 
ceived rose water and beetlenul from him, and re- 
turned to his place Timery immediately.” 

“ Meer Assad is still under confinement in Vel- 
lore. 

” The Nabob, before he came out of Vellore, ap- 
pointed Banker Sahib and Sldee Sahib to take 
care of the Bort as his deputies, 

“ It is reported hero that Moorari Row, Viceroy 
of Triclunopoly, upon hearing the death of Nabob 
Subder Ali Khan, sent a part of his army towards 
Wallingondaporum j who plundered and destroyed 
a great many towns and vUlages between tlint 
place and Tiagagnd, and carried great store of 
booty from hence. 

“ Boma 'Rnjah, and all the Polignrs about Vel- 
lore, Arnec, &c., sent a part of their foot under tlie 
command of some of their officers, to attend the 
Nabob from Vellore to Arcot, and they were ae ■ 
cordingly in his train. 

“ Ali Nakoy Khan, son of Takiall Sahib or the 
nephew of the deceased Nabob, who was wounded 
when they murdered his uncle, has got the liberty 
to go to Chiimapalnam, and is now in the iriiy 
thither. They say that Bnda Sahib will also get 
liberty in a day or two to go to Chinnapatnam.” 

Turning away from these State nfl'airs at 
Aroot we again take up the thread of domestic 
events at Madras. 
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The follon'iiig, petition requires no introduction. 
“ The humble petition of the. luevclumts and others, 
inhabitants of Madraspatnam, whose houaea 
were pulled down on the approach of the Mnh- 
rattas. 

Sheweth,— That when the Mnhrattas invaded 
find plundered this 2 Jroviiicc, and this place was 
apprehended to be in danger from them, your 
petitioners’ houses which stood near the wnlls of 
the Black Town, were ordered to be pulled down, 
and are on account of the ground and bricks taken 
belonging to each person. But your petitioners 
have received no satisfaction yet for the losses they 
suffered thereby. Some of the said houses were 
two stories high, some were terraced and others 
boarded within, the woikmanship of which cost a 
considerable deal of money ; and ground was 
bought by your petitioners at 3 pagodas, If, and 
If pagodas per foot ; the biicks cost one pagoda 
per 1000, besides the hire of oxe.n to carry them. 

“ Tour petitioners have taken the liberty to 
mention these particulars to your Honors ; and 
leave their case to your serious considcrulion ; 
lunuhly entreating that out of your known regard 
to the interest and liap 2 »mess of the inhabitants 
of this place, you would be pleased to order your 
jjclitioners’ payment ns it shall appear reasonable 
to you.” 

The matter had already formed the subject of an 
enquiry by a Committee, and full compensation 
granted to the inhabitants for the towns destroyed. 
Of course they had asked for about three times the 
proper amount of compensation ; the ground be- 
st! 
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iug’ no wlieve wovlli more llnui Hi fmuims pov Tool. 
However that matter was all settlutl by llio Com- 
mittee. 

Meantime, public affairs at Arcot liad uuilor- 
gone anotlier phase. Mortnx Ali found the whole 
army against him. The officers liad engaged to 
support tlie cause of the family of Subder Ali, and 
officers and soldiers demanded immediate payment 
of the whole of the aiTcars duo. hlortcs Ali could 
not face the storm. Accordingly he disguised 
himself in a woman’s dress, and at night escaped 
from Arcot in a covered palampno, and fortunately 
for him reached his fort at Vellore without inter- 
ruption. 

Immediately after the flight of Mortez Ali was 
discovered, the array placed the young son of Sub- 
der Ali, named Mahomed Seiad Khan, upon tlio 
throne of the Carnatic. Full partioulavs of the 
grunts which Govumov Benyon obtained from the 
young Nabob on his accession will be found in the 
following extracts from the records. 

“ Thursday, 32nd December, 1 713. Q'lio I’rcsi- 
tlcnt aoquaintipg the Board that he is just now in- 
formed the young Nabob Mahomed Seiad Khan 
is to be set upon his mnanud this morning, that ho 
ought to make Ids compliments upon tlio oceasion, 
and that forty-one gold mohurs will b6 a proper 
offering, the Board consented to the same.” 

” Tuesday, 11th January, 1743. Tlie President 
lays before the Board the originals and translates 
of the five following Firmans, under the seal of the 
young Nabob, viz.

The alarm excited by the procecdiiiKS of tho 
Maliraltas induced the liireotors to send out an 
oxperienoL'd Engineer ollicev named Knipe, to re- 
port upon the state of the foriilientious, the result 
may be gathered from the following extracts. 

" hlonday, 3'ith .Tanuary, 17't3. Major Charles 
Knipe, having' purveyed the fortiiications of the 
Town on the West side from Charles’ point to 
Queen’s point, delivers in a report thereof as 
entered hereafter.” 

“ To the Honourable TliclinvdBonyoiiEsq., Presi- 
dent and Governor and Council of Port St. 
George. 

“ In obedience to yonv Ilonoiir’s coramaiul, 1 
have taken a survey of your eity of Madraspatnam 
from Charles’ point to liie Queen’s point l)eing 
tlmt part of tho fortiliealiou as it is ealle(i, which 
faces towards tho Island ; hut I must lake tins li- 
berty to assure you it is no fortification at idl, but 
rather an offensive than defensive wall to your 
garrison. Was it not for the su])port it has from 
the several out houses of the inhabitants which arc 
all built against it through the whole extent above 
mentioned it coidd not stand ; nor was it more 
than sufficient for a garden wall when first erect- 
ed. As to the river that runs by it that neither is 
any addition to the strength of your works, but 
rather a nuisance to the Town j for ] observe in 
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every part of it, it is continually forded at less tlian 
two feet deep. 

“ Tho plan laid down for enlarging your city, 
and carrying a new fortification across the Island 
from Cliarles’ point to Queen’s point aboveinen- 
tioned, I have by your honor’s direction very 
carefully exainined, in regard to a foundation, by 
making small wells of considerable depth from the 
surface and by boring several foot deeper in the 
bottom of each of them through the whole extent 
of the intended fortification ; and find the soil is 
clay and sand, capable of sustaining any vreight 
especially if assisted with a few wells under the 
foundation near the river side where it is a little 
spungy. As to the river I will engage to turn that 
quite off from your Town at a very small expense ; 
and supply its place with a much better fossee, 
by which the whole Island will be drained and be- 
come a very firm and solid tract of land.

The Ciovcruorshi]) of Mr. Ricluvrcl Boiiyon iva.s 
now drawing to a close, and the last year of his 
administralion forms the subject of the present 
chapter. The events of this year are interesting, 
inasmuch ns they largely illustrate the position of 
the British Govoruinent at Madras towards the 
Native Princes. The Nizam entered the Carnatic, 
partly to settle the affairs of the jirovince, and 
jiarlly to wrest Trieliinopoly from the hlahrattas. 
Aceordiiigiy Governor Bonyon sent a missiou to 
carry certain jirescnts to the Nizani, and to procure 
his favor; and one of the most inlerestftig records 
hroug'ht to light in the present cliapler, is a Diary 
of the proceedings of this mission, from the day it 
left Madras to the day when it returned from the 
Nizam’s camp before Trieliinopoly. 

Onr first extract illustrates the progress of do- 
mestic events. 

“ Monday, 3lst January, 174'3. Aroot rupees 
being risen to three hundred and twenty for one 
hundred pagodas : — it is agreed that the Import 
Warehoiusc-kceper sell one lumdred tlioiisand, if 
he can get that price for so many ; and that ho do- 
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liver twenty-four cliests of silver to be coined into 
Arcot rupees, that they may be ready to send to the 
llay by the iir.st good conveyance that offers.” 

How this liiiancial operation worked will be seen 
by the next entries. We are much mistaken if 
they are not considered curious by our commcrci- 
al readers. 

“Thursday, 10th Eebruary, 1743. The Import 
Warehouse-keeper acquaints the Board that several 
persons had been with him this inoniing to pur- 
chase Areot rupees ; that tliey had not yet offered 
better than 3 1 S per iOO pag'oda9,but possibly would 
very soon bid more, and therefore desired the di- 
rections of the Board ; who taking the same into 
consideration, and that even 315 is a very gooil 
])rice, that the turns in this business are very sud- 
den, and an opportunity of getting a better price 
may bo lost by waiting till the Council can be got 
together i agreed that it be left to the IVarehousc- 
keeper, witli the consent of the President, to ne- 
gotiate the sale of one hundred thousand Areot 
rupees upon the best terras he can ; designing 
to reserve the rest for the Bay : and therefore or- 
dered that the remainder of the bullion be deliver- 
ed to Linga Chetty, to the coined iu the mint at 
the pettah iipou the usual terras. 

“Thursday, 17th February, 1743. The Import 
Warehouse- keeper acquaints the Board, that in the 
afternoon of the lOtli instant he was bid after 
the rale of 310 ru]3ees for 100 pagod.is, and hy 
eight at night 303. At which rate with the con- 
sent of the President he disposed fifty thousand ; 
that the next uioniing the merchants oll'ered to 
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take i.wo laics at 300 ; wliiiih l)iiiiif>' ono limulrcd 
and lif’ly Uioiisnnd move Hum Uic In.sL cuiisullaliou 
warranted the sale of, lie iiumcdudcly rapiiired to 
the President ; when upon considering together the 
great price that was ollered for the rupees, and that 
the money laid out in gold inoluirs would produce 
in the Bay upwards of one hundred and fifty Ar- 
cot rupees for one hundred pagodas, they did not 
doulit the Board would approve of the sale of the 
additional hundred and fifty thousand ; and, there- 
fore, he, the Warehouse-keeper, went inuuediatoly 
and struck with the Merchants for the two lacs 
they wanted ; the rupees to bo taken away iu one 
mouth, and the ]iagodas to bo paid down as the 
rupees are taken out of the Warehouse. The 
Board could not but approve of the bargain, rupees 
being this day at tlirco hundred and si-vtcen, and 
no buyers.” 

Wo must now turn back a few days in ordi’r to 
oxiubit the progroaa of foreign allains. It ivill he 
seen that the Nizam of the Dukkan was advan- 
cing into tlic Cavnatic to settle I he all’nirs of Arcol. 
But the extrnets will explain Ihcmselves. 

“ Saturday, 5th February, 17-l'3. The President 
aocpiaiulcd tlie Board, that by sevara.1 letters 
from VFandewnsIt, ho is informed that it is taken 
much notice of, that wc have made no roin- 
pliment to the court .there, upon the birth of 
the Nabob’s brother ; (All Dost Khan) and after 
some discourse about the slate of all'airs iu the 
country, the Board agreed that the President 
might send to the amount of about .six hundred 
pagodas iucludhig charges. 
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“ Tlie President at the same time acquainted the 
Board, that he believed there n’ould soon he occa- 
sion to put the Company to a more considerable 
expense ; for that it was no longer doubted but 
Nizam-ul-Mulk would come to Arcot ; — in which 
case it would be necessary to send presents to him, 
and to his son Fazir Jung, suitable to tlieir runk ; 
and as it is also to be supposed he will either con- 
linn the present Nabob or appoint another, in 
either of which cases we must pay our compli- 
ments, — it was agi'eed that the Warehouse-keeper, 
assisted by Coja Petrus, look about the Town and 
purchase such things as they have reason to be- 
lieve will be acceptable upon the several occa- 
sions,” 

"Thursday, 34th February, 1743. There be- 
ing some information that Nizam-ul-Mulk, with 
his son Nazir Jung, have thought of coming down 
to tire place ; — Ordered that tiro Warehouse- 
keeper lay in a quantity of fine rice, horse gram, 
brrtter, and other provisions ; as likewise some 
Persian fruit, agreeable to what may be expected 
uporr such arr occasiotr ; arrd that be consult Coja 
Petrus arrd liodjee Addee for tire quantity of 
eaclr sort. 

“ Tuesday, 1st Marclt, 1743. The Board then 
took into consideration to what amount it would 
bo proper to send in presents to Arcot ; arrd Coja 
Petrus and liodjee Addee attending, Coja Petrus 
produced a letter from Imaum Salrib ; who writes 
it would be necessary to send presents not orrly to 
Nizam-rrl-Mulk, but also to Iris sou Nazir Jrrng, 
and to Coja Abdulla Khan j which last is at pre- 
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sent named for Soobali of llii.s provluoe. After 
some time spent in debating this matler, it was 
agreed to make out n list to tlie amount of 
pagodas or tboreaboiit ; whioh list should be s(!nt 
to Iniaum Sahib) and to leave it to liini l,o divide 
tlic particulars in such manner as ho. should think 
proper ; that Hodjeo Addec bo desired to write 
the Preskhiut’s lettcivs to Nizam-ul-Mulk, Nazir 
Jung, and Coja Abtlulla Khan ; and that the 
Company’s llrahmin and Moolhih do go witli 
them ; ■ and when the lists are formed agreeable to 
Imaum Sahib’s directions, they be enclosed in the 
letters ; for whioh pur))ose they are to carry the 
President’s seal along tvilh them. 

“ Messrs. Thomas Eyre, Samnel Harrison, and 
Lieutenant liolland were appointed to go with 
the presents, and ordered to get themselves ready 
as soon ns possible. 

“ The purport of a letter from the Pre.sidunt In 
Imamu Saint) agreed oii ; this la.st to coiitidu 
more at largo the good olliees we expect Irom him ; 
particularly a eoulirmatioii of tlui grant of the livii 
villages, and the liberty of coining Areot riipee.s ; 
and to obtain a dnstnek for passing the Conipany’s 
calicoes free of Jnnean through the country ; that 
these services performed, we shall not be niigralo- 
ful.” 

“ Monday, 7Ui March, 174'3. The President 
acquaints the Board that himself wil.h the ]<lxport 
Warehouse-keeper, Coja Petrus, and Hodjeo Adilci', 
had pitched upon such things as they thought 
most proper to send as presents to Areot, to the 
vakio agreed upon last consultation } and that the 
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wliolc are packed up and readj'' to set out to- 
morroAv. 

“ Agreed that GOO rupees, 200 pagodas in gold, 
and 200 pagodas in fanams, be delivered Mr. .Byre 
for paying batta to tbe peons and coolies on Ibe 
road, and during their stay in the camp ; and that 
if more be wanted that he curry a letter of credit 
on lloocunjee Gausliodoss. 

“ Then a set of instructions was also read and 
agroetl on as entered hereafter. 

“ To Messrs Thomas Eyre, Samuel ITamson mid 
John Holland, 

‘‘ Gentlemen, 

“ IVe have appointed you to attend the presents 
now seadiug to Aruot for Nizaiu-ul-Mulk, Hazir 
Jung, and Cuja Abdulla Khan. The letters sent 
by you tor them aro mere letters of compliment, 
and to enclose the lists of presents sent to each. 

“ Those lists must be framed at Arcot, agreea- 
ble to the directious of Imaiim Sahib, to whom a 
list of the whole is sent to bo divided as he thinks 
proper. 

“ Yon will acquaint Imaum Sahib, that as you 
are entire strangers to the customs and ceremony 
to be ubserved at the durbar, you must rely upon 
his information and advice in those matters. He 
will doubtless tell you that at your first audience 
it will be proper for Mr. Eyre to present Nizam- 
ul-Mulk, &c. with some gold moliurs in tlie Go- 
vernor’s name ; and will teE you the number, as 
well as how many eacK of the rest of the Gentle- 
men should present at the same time. 

" We suppose your audience wEl be but short. 
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and Dial after tlic common conniliinonls arc ovc.v 
you will have lo retire. If nevertliclcas any 
questions sliould bo naked you about our trade mill 
privilegesj tke more general your answers are the 
bettor. As to onr trade they know bow nmeh 
money we lay out in the country ; and we carry no 
money out but what we bring in, and slionld carry 
away less if we could lay out more in these parts. 

“ The privileges we have were granted ns by 
Znllikar Khan, and other great men of the coun- 
try ; and afterwards confirmed to ns by the gieat 
Mogul T’erokliscre ; and for what more is wanting 
to enable us to carry on our trade with ease, we 
must depend upon bis Excellency’s favour. 

“ Vfe know not what occasion you may have for 
money to pay the durbar charges ; but wo havo 
delivered Mr. Eyre 500 gold mobuvs, and 501) 
]iagodiis in rupees, fanara.s, and jingodas. Wo also 
deliver you a letter of credit on Hooemijoe Causlie- 
dosb, who will .supply you willi what money ymiv 
()ct!nsion.s require.

“ Monday, I'ltli March, 1743. The I’roaidont 
acquaints tlie Board he has received a letter from 
Mr. Eyre, advising that many of their coolies 
having clcsorlcd upon the road had a good deal re- 
tarded their jonracy ; that Nizam-ul-Mulk was 
upon Ids march Bouthwurd, and he doubted 
whether ho should he able to overtake him before 
he. should he got out of the province ; however 
he had wrote Imaiun Sahib of his being on 
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tlie way, ami desired also directions from hence 
how far to proceed. Which being taken into con- 
sideration, the President was desired to write Mr. 
Eyi e to follow the camp, except he should receive 
directions from Imamu Sahib to the contrary.” 

“ Monday, 2nd May, 1743. Mr. Eyre arriving 
in Town last night from Nabob Nizam-ul-Mulk 
Asof Jah’a camp, took his place again at the 
Eoard, and promised to deliver in the Diary and 
the particulars of the expenses of his journey to 
and reception at the camp, so soon as they can he 
copied out fair. 

Nizam-ul-Mulk, having sent a horse and Scer- 
paw for the President, which are lodged at St. 
Tliome, it was proposed and agreed to receive the 
same to-iuorrow in the afternoon.” 

Diary oif onntriiRiiNuBs in the Journey to 
Tiuchinopoly with a present toNizah-ul- 
Molk, Nazir Juno, and Ooja Arhoela 
Khan, 

“ March, 9th. Early this morning, mustered the 
coolies, and finding several had left us in the night, 
and that some parcels weie not come ; wrote to 
Town for them, and ibr coolies in the room of those 
deserted ; for which we waited there till evening, 
and then sparing some from the palankeens &g. 
went forward to Coiiditore ; from whence wrote 
again for the peons and coolies wanting, and wait- 
ed for them all day ; wrote also for some broad 
cloth for presents to the Nabob’s officers. 

j 11th. Late this morning arrived at 
Perimbadore. In the evening from Sunca Ramah’s 
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clioulivy, fli'olc to iulviso Imamu Saliib iliat wo 
wore eiiilcavouring to roach tho oanip as last as 
wo could bring the pvesoiits. 

“ , 12th. About noon arrived atCoiijevorara, 

where Hussain Sahib the I’liomsdiu' came to .see ufs, 
and told us the camp was on the mnroh, and dial; 
there was no knowing where it would make any 
stay ; tlieroCoro advised us to follow as fti.st as wo 
nould. After having got .some oxen, and more 
ooolic.s hero, in room of others al.so doserlod from 
this place ; in the evening went forward for Clum- 
hunbadco, and there received ailvice from the Va- 
keel of tho 8th, that tho cam)) was Lhen removing 
from Ti'iuomaiee to Manlovepetta. .Hut with 
hopes that it might make some stay thereabouts, 
wo judged it. our duty to proceed after it, 

“ , 13th. VVe were detained for want of more 

Coiijevernm coolies till the nileruoou ; and at uight 
arrived at Trivatore. 

, M'th. Thismoritiug (luilhn ddarordcred 

the goods to be .st.oj)|)cd at Ihe iWetta. tient tho 
duhash to know the reason of it, ivlio brfmghl word 
tliat thcHavildar said he was informed we. luid some 
goods belonging to private merelumts and for sale. 
But Paupa denying it, and by some acquaintanee 
with the managing lirahituu, after a stay of about 
two hours, found credit to got them jwssed ; as 
also for an Ifireavra and ten coolies, and then pro- 
ceeded to Mavapa Naick’s tope ; from theiuie in 
tho afternoon to Vizamiuiglum at 8 o’clock ; where 
more coolies having left us, we sent to Ghilaput to 
get others. 

— , 15 th. Wailed for coolies and straw for tho 
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Oxen, till the afternoon ; arrived at Corijevnram, 
from whence we wrote to the Kiledar of Giiijce for 
leave to wait upon him. 

" , i6th Arrived in Giugee at noon the 

Kiledar sent his Brahmin to welcome ns, and with 
some provisions. In tlie evening we visited the 
Kiledar, who received us kindly. At niglit twenty- 
two coolies deserted. 

“ , I7th. Sent the dubash with a present to 

the Kiledar of 9 yards scarlet, one piece of Aurora, 
and a chest of rosewater, as an acknowledgment 
for the assistances he had offered us. 

" , 18th. Hr. Byre observing that by the fre- 

quent occasions for taking up coolies, and the time 
and distimoe exceeding what was thought necessary 
when we left Madras, if wo proceed we shall want 
money to pay the people. Agreed therefore that 
the dubash enquire where we may take it up for 
hills on Port St. George or Port Sc. David, and let 
us know the rates. 

“ — — , 19th. Arrived a letter from the Honorable 
the Governor, acquainting that as the French have 
sent a present so fur as Trichinopoly, he thinks it 
necessary that we should not fall short of them in 
respect, but proceed thither also. And the Kile- 
dav offering ics about the value of 2000 Arcot ru- 
pees in Wolandore fanams for our bill on the De- 
puty Governor and Council of Fort St. David, pay- 
able to llangapilla of Pondieberry, — agreed to ac- 
cept it, and pay the necessary advances to the 
coolies for Trichinopoly directly. 

“ , 30th. Having now got a supply of oxen 

and coolies, the latter in room of those that left ns 
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liorc ill the uiglit, niid for the foviiier (U3e,luu'i!;ii(l 
those fiikcii at Goiijevcram ; niid ns ivc liavo hom'd 
some straggling parties of Mnliratla horse linvo been 
abotit pluuderhig Uio villages, — agreed to lako 
with 113 five and twenty horse tlie Killidar offered 
ns, as a guard to the goods, and one of the llirear- 
ras to show the road. Gave Baba Row, the Killi- 
(lar’s brahmin, 5 yards of scarlet cloth ; and the 
Killdar being sick, sent the duhnsh with our 
compliments of leave, and went fonvard to Aiiaii- 
dapurain. 

“ , aisl. Got at noon to Yeracholavaruin ; 

from whence having travelled too far in the heat, for 
want of water cannot got the oxen to proceed fur- 
ther till the morning. 

" , SSiid. Travelled all day forwaiit of water 

till four ill the afternoon. Arrived at Ycliva Nar- 
sore; sent thednbash wilha omiiplimcnt to the new 
Ivillidar there, ami to etuiiiire nows of the Oainp, 
that it was on tlio banks of Ooleroon river. 

“ , 23rd. As the goods were here passing 

tlieMetlns, they were stopped njion some intelligeimo 
that tlicre was jirivcilo mcreluiiili’s goods among 
them. Blit upon application to the Killidar, and 
declaring that we kiieiv of none ; afl.cr some deten- 
tion he acquiesed to lot them go on. Travelled 
for want of good walor till three in the arieniooii 
(in which six of the people fainted) ; and arrived 
at Uliilc Nossalorc, whore about forty of linamn 
Sahib’s peons joined us, and brought their iMaster’s 
answer to ours from Gonjeverain, that ho should bo 
glad to see us as soon as possible. 'I’lie coolies 
loo much fatigued, cannot proceed till the inoniing. 
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“ , 34-tli. About one o’clock arrived at 

Toolore river ; the people here also too much over- 
come with heat to go on in the afternoon. 

“ , 2Stli. In the morning got to Wolgunda- 

pnram, where in the afternoon came in Share Maho-*;, 
mud Khan, Killidar of Tagagara, with some horse 
iind peons from Iraaum Sahib, as a further convoy 
for us. 

“ , 3Gth, Set forward at near noon, and to- 

wards sunset reached Octatore ; where hearing of 
some robberies and murder there the night before 
by the Callar people, kept as good a guard as we 
could all night. 

, 37th. Set Qutearlythismorniug, and after 

a rest in the middle of the day, arrived at Mardoor, 
in view of the camp at sunset ; where the Nabob’s 
llircarras coming to enquire who wo wore, we sent 
to advise Imaum Sahib,that tve were ready to come 
into camp to such place as he should appoint 
for us. 

“ , 38th. This morning paid and dispatched 

the Giujee horsemen ; and in the afternoon went 
through the camp to the place assigned us ; and 
pitched all the tents that evening in view of Tri- 
chinopoly town, surrounded at some distance by 
Nizam’s forces under the command of Goja Abdul- 
la Khau, Ilajah Shandrasein, llajah Janojoe, Meer 
Assnd, and Shaik Lulfulla Khan. Sent our com- 
pliments, wbich were returned by Imaum Sahib, 
that he would come to us in the morning. 

“ , 39th. Buckanjee Cossidas, the camp 

Shroff, coming to see us gave us advice as to affairs 

89 
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in tlie camp. We lucnlioned our lotter of credit to 
liiin from Ins ft'oiuaalas, which ho suitl ho was ready 
to comply with. Accordingly wo scut for 0,(foO 
rupees on it in the evening. Presented Share 
Mahmud Khan, who attended us from Wolguuda- 
puram, with one piece of Aurora j and gave IBO 
rupees for provisions to his horse and peons. In 
the afternoon received a visit from Imauiu Sahib ; 
presenteil him some gold uiolmrs, and delivered 
the Grovernor’s letter to him. He told us he liad 
acquainted the Nabob of our arrival ; and that 
Meer Muoktada Khan was ordered, with a party 
of 4 ., 000 horse and as many foot, to conduct us to 
the Nabob in the morning ; and desired we would 
be ready to receive him in a proper manner ; and 
after some discourse he received beetle and took 
leave. 

“ , 80th. About 8 this morning, thcNabob’s 

officer came to us, with a guard of horse and foot, 
and two elephants, with drum and colours; mid told 
us the Nabob was' glad to hear of our arrival iu 
Camp, and had ordered him to conduct us to liim. 

" After the usual compliments wo presented 
him, as by the list of presents ; and after his 
taking beetle we proceeded with him, and was car- 
ried to the public durbar, where the Nabob was 
sitting attended by his Omrahs, Nabobs, llajahs, 
and other great men ; and making our oboisaneos 
in front at a considerable distance, wo were sliowa 
a place on tlie carpets, and to sit down there. 
About an hour after, when the Nabob rose from 
the durbar, he sent for ns into private apartments. 
Whereupon his speaking our welcome, we paid 
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the Governor’s respect to him ; and he bid us sit 
down ; and then honoured us with a great deal of 
free discourse on indifferent matters. Coftee was 
also served to us, with the honour of the fans. 
This being the first audience nothing was said of 
the present ; and in something more than an hour 
he gave ns beetle, and we withdrew and returned 
to our tents ; where the Nabob and Imaum Sahib 
each sent us a dinner. In the afternoon received 
a list from Imaum Sahib of what goods he had 
assigned for the presents to the Nizam ; which we 
got unpacked and sorted out that night, and sent 
early next morning to the Nabob. 

" , 31st, The goods being sent and opened 

at theNabob’s tents, went to wait on him at tlie dur- 
bar ; and that business being over the Nabob sent 
for us to a private tent, where the goods lay open- 
ed, and we were desired to sit. The Nabob observ- 
ed them very nearly, and took many of the parcels 
in hand, and said they were very good ; and, of 
the painted looking glass and some others ; that 
he would keep some himself, and send also some of 
them to the Mogul, and would tell him he had them 
of the Governor of Chennapatnain. Imaum Sahib, 
upon seeing that notice taken of them (which was 
not then interpreted us), got up and made his sa- 
lams. Coffee was served, and after about an hour’s 
discourse we retired, 

“ In the evening happened a very violent squall 
of wind and rain, which blew down some of the 
Nabob’s tents and a great many others ; and ours 
were with much difficulty kept from falling wdiich 
made us think it lucky that we had delivered the 
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Niibob’a goods, and tlint iboso rcnininiiig' with na 
wcii'e kept from any damage liy tlie vveatlicr. 

“ April, ist. Beni tlie Miilla and Wnni-lionse 
Caiiacopiley, to co-uul out the ])resents to the Na- 
Ijob’s daroga, ov Wavehouse-kecpor. Bent the du- 
basli to attend Imnum Sahib, and see if lie sliould 
have any otljer commands for ns. lie asked if wiy 
were .satisfied with onr reception ; and bid to write 
advice of it to the Governor and to request of him 
some cononvo looking glasses ; which, as hy tlve 
sample sent ns, he said would bo very nccejitable 
to the Nabob. Agreed therefore that we write 
his saidrequeSt to the Governor, and sent the glas.s 
ns he desires with it. 

. — , Snd. About 9 o’clock we attended tbe 
durbar, was afterwards sent for to n private tent, 
where we sal sometime ; was served with eoffee and 
the fans, while tlie Nabob’s diseonrsc was ehicily 
on enquiry into the customs of the Eurojicnns and 
their discipline in war. 

“ 4th. Sent the dubasli again to ask Tnnuiin 

Sahib when wo should deliver tlie Governor’s letter 
to the Nabob ; ns also, when wo may expect to bo 
introdiioed to Nazir .Jung. To which he said, — 
JJesire tlie Gentlemen to come to durbar, and [ 
will do it for them.” Attended the durbar, and 
was sent for afterwards to sit in the private apart- 
ment ; had the usual honors of eoil'ee &c., but no- 
thing done in the business promised by Innutm 
Sahib. 

“ Came in five oxen with broad cloth for pre- 
sents to the Nabob’s oflicers ; and some oil and 
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otlier necessaries that were tlctaincd by some 
troubles on the. road. 

“ ■, Bill. Sent the dubash again to Iinaum 

Sahib, desiring to know when we would present tlie 
Governor’s letter to the Nabob. He answered there 
was no occasion to be in a hurry for it, that he 
would get an answer to it when we were ready to 
return ; and tliat he would take a fit opportunity to 
ask the Nabob’s leave to visit Nazir Jung, 'this 
day, being Tuesday, no durbar held, llcceived 
lists from Imauin Sahib of particulars for presents 
to be got ready against he shouUl send for them.- 

“ , bth. Atl Oo’clocknttendedthedm'bar,and 

was afterwards called to the private tents ns usual. 

“ Imnum Sahih moved for the Nabob’s leave for 
us to visit Nazir Jung ; and presented a list of 
what designed for him. To which after some 
perusal the Nabob dismissed it by reserving liiin 
to another time, Retiring from thence, went with 
Imauin Sahib on a visit to Mahud Anwar Khan, 
where we were very kindly received. After a 
small stay there and receiving some atur, perfumes, 
and beetle, took leave and went home. 

“ , 7th. Imanm Sahib, having so often put 

us off in our request to deliver the Nabob’s letter, 
till it is growir so late that we begin to be doubtful 
whether he designs it shall be done or not ; and as 
we thought it odd Unit he did not call for it on the 
delivery of the presents it recommends ; it would 
be nmch more strange if we should not deliver it 
at all. Agreed llierefore that we attend the dur- 
bar this morning, and that M r. Eyre take an op- 
portunity lo present it there. Accordingly, ranking 
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tlio usuiil ovei'kire for approach, lie proaculcd it to 
tiui Nabob, wlio laid it by liiiii, 'Wore afterwarda 
called to the honour of tho private apartments, 
and after being treated as before, returned to our 
touts, ileceived of Buckanjoe Cossaclaa, A root ru- 
pees 1,000, in full of the loiter of credit on him to 
pay battn to the peons and coolies &c. disburse- 
incuts. 

“ In the afternoon sent to Tmaum Sahib for 
leave to visit him. lie answered that we should 
not. come out in the heat, but that ho would 
come to us in the evening ; wlien in <i dis- 
course, chiclly tending to show the grandeur 
of the Nabob his master, he desired of us the pro- 
per titles of our Goveraor, for that they should bo 
augmented by the Nabob. He asked also what 
would be agreeable to tho Governor that the Na- 
bob should do for him ; ami particularly wliat vil- 
lages he would have granted. ’V\''c replied we had 
no instructions in that respect, and eonlil thoreforo 
say nothing lo it ; but that we imdovstood tho 
Governor had wrote him fully as tg all ho would 
ask of him. He then asked, what may be tho an- 
nual amount of the juiioans on the Company’s 
goods. To which we conkl only say, it was always 
more or less according to tlieiv success in tho in- 
vestment, and therefore seldom any two years near 
the same amount ; and he desired we would write 
to the Governor to instruct liim more jiarticularly; ' 
After this he said he would corao early in tlie 
morning, and conduct us to the quarters of Coja 
Abdulla Khan, as he lay before the town ; and re- 
ceiving beetle, he returned home. 
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“ Agreed to write and advise tlie Governor of 
that part of Imavim Sahib’s discourse regarding the 
villages and juucana. 

“ ,8th. Early this morning Imauiu Sahib 

came according to appointment, attended with about 
160 horse and 100 foot, and by Monsr. Bosett (a 
Gentleman who carried the presents from thS 
Ereiioh) ; and we directly proceeded with them. 
On our arrival we were introduced to Coja Abdulla 
Khan’s durbar ; and after some stay there, he 
came in and saluted us in the usual way ; 
and making our olferings in gold mohuvs he 
seated us near lum. We delivered the Gover- 
nor’s letter, and his respects to him. Upon which 
lie enquired his health, and made several kind pro- 
fessions of a friendship for him ; and after about 
an hour’s discourse, on Imaura Sahib’s telling him 
that some of the villages that were near us and in 
his Nahobship would be acceptable, he directly 
wrote a few lines in our favour to the Nabob, 
which Imaum Sahib took from him ; and then 
made apology that lie was sorry he had not a 
ivarniiig to be better provided to receive us, but 
that he would send us for dinner such as ho could 
get in the camp ; and then presenting ns witli 
Seerpaws, we acknowledged the honour done ns, 
and withdrew to a tent ho had ordered for that 
pmposo ; hut having sent one of ours, and seeing 
Iinaum Sahib W'anted that for himself, we cleshed 
him to get it excused tliat we made use of ours ; 
and inviting the French Gentleman to go with us 
to our tent, we there received a dinner; also one 
from Coja Abdulla Klian ; and about an hour after 
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linauiu Sahib sent for us to conic and take Icavo 
of Oojii .ibdulla Khau ; whore, after some diseour.sc 
and compliments on the trciitnumt received, he 
gave beetle and perlumos, and wo took leave about 
3 o’clock, when being e.xcessive hot, and at that 
hour in the camp unable to iiud above haU’ our 
dbolies, had many of thorn fainted in the way, and 
was soon sot down undor almost every bush we 
came to ; had a most irksome and sultry journey 
to our touts, and unable to reach them till sunset. 

“ , Dth. Thought it ncceosary to go to the 

durbar to-day. 

“ , loth. Attended the durbar, and was after- 

wards received and treated in the Nabob’s apart- 
ments as before. 

“ ,11th. Imaiim Sahib, having told the 

diibash lliat ho would this morning move for leave 
to get what was proper prepared for our taking 
leave of the Nabob. We attended tlie diirhar, 
but seeing there was nothing said of it, lie then told 
the dnbash tluit to-morrow being 'J’ucsday, and 
no durbar, ho would go to Cojn Abdulla IChau 
mid consult upon forwarding our all'airs. 

“ Tincling we shall be in want of more money 
to pay durbar charges, and those of the returning 
journey;— agreed that the dnbash go and see if 
Enckaujee Cossidas is willing to let ns have 2000 
rupees oil the Honorable the Governor and Gouu- 
cU. The dnbash returning told ns that finding he 
made some hesitation, he said no more of it, as he 
eonld get ns such a sum of the Giizerat mer- 
chants ; and accordingly in the evening he brought 
us 2000 Arcot rupees of Poor Chatamdoss Go- 
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Viinlandoss, for wliicli agreed to give him a bill 
aecorcliugly, and piiyable to llagoor Vcragoo Cliet- 
(y of iMadras. 

“ , IStli. Imamu Salitb went to Coja Abdulla 

Kliaiij and we waited at liomc for his returuiiig. 

“ , 13 til. Iinuuin Sahib being .something 

indisposed ou lik returu, had no opportunity to 
speak with him, 

“ , 14lh. Made our compliments at the 

durbar, and seeing nothing done for us we returued 
to our tents. 

“ , loth. Mb-ote a letter to Imaum Sahib, 

romplaining tliat the death of several of our people, 
and the sickness of many others, so frightens the 
rest that they declare they cannot stay longer witli 
us , and that if so they would leave us destitute of 
auy way to get liome. To entreat llierefore that 
lie will got our business done, and leave for our 
return, lie wrote iu answer that it should be 
done to-morrow, and that \vc miglit prepare to 
send away our things. 

“ 111 the afternoon Imaum Sahib sent each of 
us a seerpaw by hands of Sheer M ahniiul Khan, 
Kilidar of 'L’agagimi ; upon which Tashereifd the 
Kiliiliu with four yards of scarlet, and ga\e eleven 
rupees to his servants. 

“ , Kith. AUended the Nabob at durbar; 

lifter 11 short sl.ay tliore, he retired and sent for us to 
tin imier tent, where \vc were served witli coll'ee and 
tliB fans ; and after some dLsooursc the Nabob told 
us that as lie was always desirous to liiive our 
I'uiiipiiny, it could not ho pleasing to liim to think 
of our leuv ing him, bid lluit us he ivas informed it 

-IU 
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tviis ncressnry to o\U' liealll) and oilier 

lie ought to allow it ; ami then told us 11 ' we came 

to-morrow moviiiiig we should have audiciioo of 

leave. 

“ , 171I1 About 1 0 o’clock thismoniing at- 

tcndetl according to yesterday’s appointment, and 
after silting about half an hour at the dnrbar, the 
Nabob rose up and sent for us within, where 
wfi were treated with the usual honours. 
After which ho told us he liad reason to be 
pleased with the Governor’s conrtesy in sending 
us with presents for him at so great a distaneu j 
that though he may be in want of something from 
Chinnapatnain, he expects iio more presents from 
him ; and that if the Governor should not let his 
people pay for them, it would forbid him ever ask- 
ing any thing more of him. After this he said 
particularly ho should want a few great guns, and 
some powder, mortars, and shells, with a gmmer 
practiced in the use of them. IVc answered that 
we stionld not fail on our arrival to accpiaint tlus 
Governor of his Excellency’s pleasure j and Seer- 
paws being ordered for the Governor, and our- 
selves, we were conducted by Iramim Saldb to 
another tent to receive them ; and being there in- 
vested with them, wore led bnok again to tlio Na- 
bob ; where making our obeisances wo took our 
scats on the carpets ; and making a short stay 
there, took leave of the Nabob and returned to our 
tents. 

“ This afternoon, sent all the remaining goods 
to Imaum Sahib, agreeable to a message received 
from him to that purpose ; among which were 
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those also designed for Coja Abdulla Khan. And 
Iinaum Sahib having also said that (to save us a 
great deal of trouble) if we sent the money for the 
<liivbar charges to him, he would see it x’l'operly 
distributed ; we thankfully received that proposal 
and thinking 500 rupees as little as could serve 
for that purpose, we accordingly sent liiin that sum 
to be so distributed. 

“ In the evening received tlie Nabob’s Seerpaw 
for the Governor, made up in a bundle covered 
with a white cloth ; as also a fine horse with a 
slight furniture upon him, which we ordered to be 
taken care of. 

“ llussan Kban Tahir, who has the manago- 
inent ofafi'airs of Sahib Zadda, son of late deceased 
Nabob of Aroot, having taken some notice of us 
in camp, — agreed it will be proper that we send 
the dubash to wait on him, and see if he has any 
commands for us to Madras, lie retiuned oiir 
compliments, and desired his respects to the CJo- 
vernor ; and after expressing a dissatisfaction at 
the slow success of Sahib Zaddns hopes for the 
succession to his fathers province, and with a per- 
son who had been oflicioiis to obstruct him in it, 
be ordered a Seerpaw to the dubash and so dis- 
missed him. 

“ Imaum Sahib, having said yesterday tliat wo 
might send away our tilings early this moriiiug ; 
and again that we should do well to proceed our- 
selves after them directly upon taking leave of llio 
Nabob ; and that he rvould get the sunuud.s in- 
teiulod for us executed when in a few days Coja 
AIkIuIIu Khan would come to see the Nabob and 
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send them after us ; wliiidi would bo belter tluiii 
keeping iia to stay for them any longer. Upon 
which considering' that wc have no particular hi- 
struelion to ask for any thing but in general to 
follow such directions as rve should receive from 
Imaum ; — agrep.d therefore and for the reasons 
mentioned the IBth inshuit, that wc set out on our 
return early to-morrow moriiiiig and as the coolies 
will not be able to carry us Uirongli so long a 
journey as to Madras directly and vvitliout some 
stay to refresh ilicra in the way ; that we go the 
ii'ort St. David road believing ii as near a way as 
any and because we may iVom ibence send a 
considerable part of our luggage up by sea and 
discharge the coolies. 

" , 18Lh, TTnving agreeable to directions 

from Imaum Sahib Tashevcif’d the ^Nabob's coll'ce 
and fan servants, and paid one hundred ni- 
pres for battn to Slierc Mnlimud Khan’s pcon.s mid 
servants, we set ont from the cam]) at about si.\, 
this rnovning with a few horse and peons sent us 
by Imaum biahib, mid at niglit got to Oolalorc.

“ May 1 st. Sent the horse and Seerpaiv to be 
lodged with the. llavildar of bt. Thome; proceeded 
and arrived in 'I'owii and waited on tin; Governor 
in the evening.” 


We turn from the events of this enrioiis mis- 
sion from Madras to 'I’richinopoly, to note tlie 
progress of events within the walls of Port St. 
George. The widow of the late Nabob Subder 
AH, was still residing at Black Town ; but her 
son had been placed on the inusmid at Aroot, and 
clforts had been made with some success to induce 
the Nizam to confirm the appointment. lYitli this 
brief cxplauation, the reader will have no dilHoulty 
in understanding the following delicate application 
to Governor Benyon for the loan of ten lakhs of 
rupees. 

“ Thursday, 19lh May, 1743. The President 
acquiuntod the Board, that few days past he was 
informed that Meer Allini, darognh to the late A'u- 
bob’s Lady, was come into Town with letters from 
Mahoniinnd llnssan Kliau Tahir, Budderdeen 
Hussain Khan, and Mahoramad Ally Sahib ; ac- 
quainting him (the President} that they liad agreed 
upon tlic sum they were to pay Niznm-ul-Midk 
for confirming Mahommud Sied Khan, the late 
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Nabob’s son in llio Oovennueiil. of this province, 
uud luicl got most of tlie money ready, cxc(!i')l u 
small matter as tlicy railed it ; wliicli tlvereforc 
they desired wo would advance and lend them, 
and which Mecr Allim hinted was ten Incs of ru- 
pees ; who wiis iiislruelcd to olTcr n.s soourily le 
mortgage of the rents of part of the country or a 
deposit of jewels, lint the President considering 
that whatever hopes the family may have at pre- 
sent, faction arnl parly prevails so much in tins 
camp, tluit there wasno certaindependanccupon any 
promises which may have been made them till the 
grant has passed the seals ; but principally that it 
is contrary to our practice, and indeed our orders, 
to have any dealings in money matters with the 
governing powers. He had sent for Coja Petrus, 
and iiistruotcd him in what manner to talk to 
hlecr Allim before lie made his visit ; and explain 
to liira our reasons wiry we could neither lend nor 
borrow ; and hleer Allim was salisiicd witli thosis 
I’casons, that when he came to tiro Port ho said very 
little upon the subject of his errand j and all that 
the President had ooension to say in his answers 
to the letters was only to assure them in general 
terras that he never denied any thing to his friends 
that was in his power, and for the rest referred 
them to what they woidd be told by Mecr Allim.” 

On the same day wo find the following extract, 
referring to the smuggling of betel and tobacco by 
the servants of the Moors now residing in IJlaelc 
Town. 

“ The case of the betel and tobacco farmers 
being taken into consideration, llic President said 
he believed they hud siili'ured by large ipianlitles 
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brmi<;ht in by the servants belonging to the ilooi’s ; 
(or besides wluit they conveyed into the \vomen’s 
pidaukuen and luckeries which could not be search- 
ed, tlioy often run in parcels under the notion of 
provisions, fruit, and sweetmeats as presents sent 
them from the country; that the tiimiers had 
eatched several of the Moors servants in this last 
practice which they had brought to him, the Pre- 
sident, upon whose complaining thereof, their prin- 
e-ipals were very willing and desirous the betel and 
tobaooo should be confiscated, but were not inclin- 
ed their servants should be otherwise punished ; 
and he could not visit upon it, without Icsseuing 
the respect we had always endeavoured to show 
them j and therefore as the profit was so great 
tlicy the servants still continued to run it iii, as 
they only rim the risk of having it seized if they 
were oatohed, whicli considering the many oppor- 
tunities they have was not equal to the temptation 
of the profit.” 

In consequence of these losses an abatement of 
two inontbs rent was made to the betel and tobac- 
co fanners, 

The following extract exhibit the final avrange- 
incnt that was made between the English Govern- 
ment at Port St. George and the Dutch Govern- 
ment at Negapatam respecting the delivering up of 
deserters on either side. 

P'riday, SDtli July, 17‘J)3. The President ac- 
quaints the Pioard that a few days ago three of our 
soldier.s,— namely Hard Wilson, John Eobertson, 
and 'L'homas Murphen, — having deserted to Piili- 
cul, lie tliouglil it needless 1o trouble the Board 
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«ith llic niiitici' ; liol buL Uic cliief tlu'l'o 

wouUt vi'.Uu'u theiw ou his voiiiiost. Ami Ihcix'lbn-, 
lio iiiicl wrule u kltiT to I, lie UliiiU' to Uuil ('irccl, 
ami prouiibii)''- a fall pardon to Iha people ; buL ho 
IbuuJ liiuiself diaajipoiiilftd, when Uvo da^ya siuee 
liu veeeived an answer Uierclo, deoluring' that by 
onlei'd from Ncii'iipaluni lliey arc iiol to delirer np 
any of oar desortera. 

“ A^'reed to Iransinil a copy of the said letter to 
the (JoYunior and (,'ouiicil of Nogapatani, and to 
recoiniuentl this nlfair to their serious attention ; 
as we think that when they have recollected wluil 
passed between as and them last year on ocea.sioii 
of a man deserting from them, and hilly considered 
the terms on whioli wo have demanded these tlirce 
men, tliey will revoke the order, and direct them 
to he returned ns.” 

'"I'liis nlfair ended in the agreement to deliver ii]) 
descrlers on either side, upon the iiHSiirauee of 
their not being jiat to death, nor pnuished publicly 
ia ail infamous manner. 

Our next exlrael illnslrates llie jcnlonay which 
had prevailed for some time respeeliiig the rc.si- 
deace of foreigners within the walls of While Town. 

“ iM'omlay, aSiul August, 17i'8. Notice being 
nlli.xed at the Sea gale of the intended sale, of a 
huiibu ill tile White Town ou Monday the ilhtli 
instant ; and it being inlinuitcd to the Board that 
.'lotiie Annoniaiis design to imreluise the same ; it 
foil under debate, whether it was not become ne- 
ce-ssary to put a atop to sueli iudidgenoc to foreign-’ 
evb and s-.ti'aiigei> ; and agreed in the allirnm- 
live, ou eousidoring liow large a part of the Wliite 
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Town is iilveacly in the possession of foreigtievs, 
niul that if tliey are permitted to purchase more, 
tlie iiicoiiveiiirnces arising therefrom to the Eng- 
lish inhabitants may bo very great. And for as 
much as such inconveniences may more easily be 
prevented than removed or remedied when felt. 
It is agreed that the following prohibition be aflix- 
ed at the gates of the 'I’own in English, and the 
Erenoh, Dutch, rortiigiiese, and Armenian lan- 
guages. 

“ Jlesolved and ordered that no foreigners or 
strangers, or any others than the natural subjects 
of the King of Great Britain, shall be permitted 
from and after this time to purchase or inhabit 
any house or liousos, godowns, or other buildings, 
within the walls of the White Town ; except only 
such as they have heretofore been permitted to 
purchase; and that even those houses fee., shall 
not be sold again to, or inhabited by any other 
foreigners and strangers than such as are already 
possessed of them, without the permission of the 
President and Council of this place for the time 
being to that end first had and obtained,” 

About this time Trichinopoly was captured by 
the Nizam, as will be seen by the following entry. 

“ Monday, 31)tli August, 174i8. Imaum Sahib 
having advised the President of Nizam-ul-Mulk’s 
having taken Trichinopoly, he acquainted the 
Board that it will be proper to write a letter of 
congratulation upon the occasion, accompanied 
w'ith fifty-one gold mohiirs, which he is desired to 
comply witli as he shall judge proper.” 

Prom the following entry it would seem that

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keeping i.ho Moors out of Black Town was consider- 
ed to bo as important an object, as keeping other 
foreigners out of White Town. 

“ Monday, i 7th October, 1743. The Justices 
appointed to the llegistry of liouses remark to tlio 
Board, that one groat and principal end proposed 
by the establishing that registry in 1735, was to> 
prevent the Moors purcliasing too much in the 
Black Town ; and that in prosecution of such pur- 
pose the said Justices had made it a rule to thein- 
aelvos, not to register any bill of sale or convey - 
anoes to Moormen, without the particular leave of 
the Board. Notwithstanding which caution, they 
find themselves obliged tO' apply for the opinion 
and directions of the Board, upon a method several 
Moormen have lately endeavoirred to put in prac- 
tice, to evade the prohibition laid against them in 
the intention of the said registry ; who, finding 
they must not appear as the purchasers, procure 
some of the Malabnrs or Gontoos to buy houses 
for them in their own names. After which the 
conveyances are entered in this registry without 
any objection, and then the Moormen, under pre- 
tence of having lout money on the premises specifi- 
ed in such conveyances, bring their mortgages to 
be registered, and by that means possess and in- 
habit as uninterruptedly as if the original titles 
were made to themselves. A practice to which if 
some stop is not put, that end proposed by the 
establishment of the registry will bo soon discon- 
certed and rendered of no effect. The Board being 
sensible of the many inconveniences that may arise 
to the place by not discouraging snoh practices, 
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it is agreed and ordered that the Justices do not 
attest or permit any mortgages of the nature of 
those above described, or of a like tendency to be 
registered.” 

The following extracts are domestic, and will 
explain themselves. 

“ Wednesday, 30th November, 1748. The 
long established pay to the Choultry dubash of 
eighty fanams per month, and an exemption from 
quit rent and scavenger’s duly on his house having 
been reduced some years since to forty fanams per 
month ; and that exemption taken off, he has been 
obliged to set up a seliool for the further support 
of himself and a numerous family, by wbicb he is 
much hindered from giving the proper attendance 
at the Choultry ; — it is therefore agreed that he be 
paid according to the former establishment, and 
that ills house be struck out of the roll. 

“ The President then acquainting the Board tliat 
application had sometime ago been made to him to 
procure an exemption from quit rent and scaven- 
ger’s duty on a house and garden belonging to 
Muotnm Salub, the Nabob’s chief mullah ; — It is 
agreed that he bo gratified therein, as the value is 
bat a pagoda and a quarter per annum, nnd he 
may be of more service than equivalent.” 

“Wednesdajr, 80th November, 1748. Petition 
of Mrs. Katharine Gyfford read, setting forth that 
by unavoidable accidents and misfortunes she is 
reduced to the want of a subsistanoe, and the 
necessity of praying some relief from the Honora- 
ble Company in whose service, she had lost a 
father and three husbands. Besides that the Board 
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iivo fully saiisfied of Mrs. riylfovd’s not linving 
wliorewith to subsist on, it is observublo tluit 
wlion slit) was not iu such iiidigoiit tiircumstmunis, 
slio avoided putting the Company to an t)X])ouuo 
of twenty-live pagodas a month, which was oil'erod 
lier in May 1731 ; and furthev that our Houov- 
able Masters wore pleased not to disapprove the 
allowances made to the other imlbrtunate Anjengo 
widows at that time, us well as that, she is now 
lioi’o by their ])ennission. It is agreed, Ibercfore, 
to allow her fifteen pagodas per month till their 
pleasure shall bo known ; and in our next letters 
to beg the favour of their orders how to act here- 
after in cases of the like nature.” 

“Monday, 12th December, 1743. Antonim 
Carvalho, who has for many years inhabited the, 
buildings, made by her great-grand-fal, her .1 obit 
Pereira in the garden commonly called by bis 
name ; which reverting to the Company was set 
apart for those inlinbitauts to build on, whose houses 
had been pulled down on the approach of the 
Malirattas in consultation of the liJlli Jniio 1741 ; 
—prays that in consideration of her reduced 
circumstances, and the rent she paid for so many 
years whilst able, and even some years after she, 
received anything by the produce of the garden, 
the Honorable Company will be pleased to give her 
the .said buildings for the support of herself iuid 
family. The Hoard having con.sidcrcd her reque.sl, 
did not think lit to alienate the Company’s proper- 
ty in tlie said buildings ; but iu compassion to liev 
age and oircuinstanccs, and in coiisulerntion of (he. 
many years’ rent she and, her family had paid the 
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company ; — agreed to grant the possession of them 
to her, and her only (laughter Joscpha Maria Kosa 
de Silvcira, during their lives, they keeping 1 he 
same in repair and paying six fanains annually for 
scavenger’s duty.” 

Our next entry refers to foreign affau-s. 

“ Monday, 06th December, ITd'S. The Presi» 
dent acquaints the Board that Nizam-ul-Mulk, 
having left Triohinopoly in October last, and taken 
his route a considerable distance to the Westward 
of Arcot, where he is still encamped ; but not 
having yet absolutely settled the Government of 
his province, he has in the interim sent Coja 
Naiuali Tullah Khan, son of Coja Abdulla Klian, 
ns superintendaut of the province ; and who the 
begiiuiiug of last week came to St, Tlioind with 
1000 liorse and 3000 foot, the rest of his forces 
being left at Arcot. Meer Assad came down with 
Coja Namah Tullah Khan, and made tlie President a 
visit on Wednesday last j and Coja Kamnli Tullah 
Khanbeingso near, intimated his intention of send- 
ing a Seerpaw to IhePresident, but which he liad en- 
deavoured as far as he decently could to excuse the 
receiving of, urging that he rvns near his depar- 
ture and therefore wished that it might be dcleired 
till Mr. Morse took the chair ; when in all likelihood 
there will he another Seerpaw sent, and tlic usual 
return must be made for it. But Coja Namah 
Tullali Khau, being soon to return to Arcot, insist- 
ed on sending one now ; and it was aceordiiigly re- 
ceived on Saturday last with the usual cereinouies, 
as upon these occasions it is always customary, 
and expected that by it we should show our respect

by making some return ; and we dont tliink it 
proper in tlie present unsettled state of tlio coun- 
try, to disoblige a person of liis runic and present 
power by any slight or neglect on our parts. 
Agreed that a present t?e made him to the value of 
seven or eight hundred pagodas ; the partioiilars 
to be chosen by the President and Mr. Morse.” 

This year brings the Government of Mr. Ben- 
you to a close. On the 17lh January 1744 be de- 
parted for Europe, and Mr, Nicholas Morse 
reigned in his stead, 
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(JHAPTEE XLVir. 

OOVEUNOaSHIP OF MR. NICHOLAS MORSE. 

1744. 

The year 1744 wiU long be famous in the his- 
tory of the rise of the British Empire in India. 
It was this year that the war with Erance broTce 
ont, which, viltitnately led to the capture of Port 
St. George by the Erench, and to those liostdities 
in this country which terminated in the ascendancy 
of the British in India. The elironicles of Port 
St, George during the year 1744 are however suf- 
ficiently interesting in themselves. The year com- 
menced with the inauguration of Governor Morse, 
who was destined to see stirring times. The open- 
ing extracts will explain themselves : 

“ Tuesday, 17th January, 1744. Bichard 
Benyon, Esq., late President of this place, having 
early this morning embarked ora the “ Duke” for 
England, and the Government thereby devolving 
on Nicholas Morse, Esq., he accordingly takes the 
chair ; and the Company’s servants, inhabitants, 
and military officers attending, the Secretary reads 
the I3th paragraph of the general letter from Eng- 
land, whereby it is directed that upon Mr. Ben- 
yon’s resigning the Government and taking pas- 
sage for England, the said Nicholas Morse, Esq , 
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do aucoced as IVcsulenl, and take ijpoii liiin tlio 
Cfora'iimeiit of the Honorable Company’s allairs 
lievft. 

“ Till! inliabilanls, jnilifary ollliievs aud othava 
being witlulvawn, the rrcaulent took tlui ontb to 
be true aud faitliful to tlic Ilnnomblc Company, 
as did all the other members of the .Boiird exeept 
Mr. Himlc who had taken the ontli in England. 

“ Ordered that new comrai.s3ion3 be drawn out 
for all the Lieutenants and Ensigns under this 
Presidency.” 

Throughout this year the Jfahrattas seem to 
have been endeavouring to recover Trichinopoly 
from the Nizam, and thus to have occasioned no 
little exoitement at Port St. George. The follow- 
ing extract is historical. 

"Saturday, 3rd February, 1744. The Presi- 
dent aoc|uaint3 the Board, that there are advices 
come to the Sbrolfs in Town, tliat Nizani-ul-mulk, 
upon his arriving at the banks of the river Kistim 
in his way to Golcondah, had an account brought 
him of a largo army of the Mahvattas being on tho 
other side. On which he faced about and oamo 
back tlireo days’ joumoy to a place called hoealore, 
The Mahraltas soon after passed the river and en- 
camped within a few miles of him ; and there has 
been small skirmishes between those sent out to 
forage, but nothing of any con,5e(|uenco. That 
orders were sent to Goja Namah Putla Khan, 
who commands in this province, to immediately 
march with his forces to the Port of Giugee, where 
he is collecting a larger body in order to prevent 
the Mahraltas getting through the pass to Trichi- 
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nopoly, wliioli they have designs to retake from the 
Moors. This has very much alarmed the countiy, 
and occasioned aU the inhabitants at Arcot and 
the Towns adjacent to leave them j and great 
number of peons and oxeif are come in here with 
money and effects. In a few days, it was expect- 
ed, they would come to some action or treaty ; 
but it is thought the latter, as it is' more agreeable 
to the Nizam’s general method of proceeding, and 
as the army of the Mahrattas is said to be supe- 
rior to his.” 

Our Roman Catholic readers will be interested 
in the following notice, 

“ Friday, 10th February, 1744. The President 
acquaints the Board, that notwithstanding Father 
Severini, 'since the demise of Father Thomas in 
April 1743, has acted as Superior of the Roman 
Catholic Church in this Town, by the consent of 
this Board (who then thought it unnecessary to 
authorize him by any particular instrument) ; and 
has conducted himself to the general satisfaction ; 
he (the President) learns that a paper under the 
hand of the Provincial of the Convent of Tauris 
and the seal of his office called a decree, and said to 
be sent out of France by the way of Chinn, ap- 
peared in Town about the 5ih instant ; whereby 
Padre Renatns ^a Frenchman by birth, and a junior 
brother who has hitherto acted under Severini) is 
appointed Apostolic Missionary and vice Guardian 
of the Missions in the Indies and Persia ; a title, 
though not exactly the same with that Severini is 
known by of Superior and Chief Pastor of the 
Church of St. Andrew in this Town ; yet the in- 

43 
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fluence it carries with it will render it so like In its 
efleots, that ' the President looks on it only as an 
artful attempt to invade the Plonornhle Coinpiiiiy’s 
right of appointing who shall be Superior in Eccle- 
siastical matters over the great number of our in- 
habitants of the Eoman Catholic profession ; a 
privilege necessary to the Company’s honour and 
interests, and the welfare and good government of 
the Town ; and as oceasions oH'ered, so zealsusly 
maintained by our predecessors, and as often ap- 
proved by our Honorable Masters, that he there- 
fore recommends to the Board to consider of the 
steps proper to be taken on this afl'air. 

“ Our records being thereupon referred to, so 
many precedents appeared of the prerogative men- 
tioned by the Enguah Government in cases of this 
nature, confirmed from England and confessed 
by the Eatliers of this Eoman Church ; that the 
Board having fully considered tlie nature and ten- 
dency of this matter : — Ecsolved and ordered, 
that an instrument bo drawn out, appointing Padre 
Sevrrini, Superior and Chief Pastor of tlie Church 
of St. Andrew in this 'I'own, on the model of that 
given on a like occasion by Urn President and 
Council in Eebruiuy 1707. 

“ That the same be translated into Latin to be 
signed by the Board i and that an order also in 
Latin be delivered by the Secretary to Padre Seve- 
rini, directing him to read or cause the said instru- 
ment of our induction to be read publicly in his 
Church on Sunday next, the Secretary being pre- 
seiit. 

“ A.greed for several reasons that obviate them- 
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selves, to sepavcate the grounds of these our reso- 
lutions from our other more public advices to our 
Honorable Masters by the “ Heathcote” now dis- 
patching.” 

“ Wednesday, 15th February, 1741. The Secre- 
tary acquaints the Board that pursuant to our 
order he had delivered to Father Severini, our in- 
stmmental of induction, and order for publishing 
the same ; conformable to which he had by the 
Father’s appointment attended at the Eoinan 
Church at 9 o’clock on Sunday morning last, where 
the said instrument was publicly read to the con- 
gregation by Father Eanatus in the Latin and also 
in Portuguese.” 

Om- next extract illustrates the proceedings of 
the Nizam and the Mahrattas. 

” Wednesday, 15th February, 1744. The 
President acquaints the Board that the Shroffs 
have received advices from the country that matters 
are come to an accommodation between the Nizam 
and the Mahrattas, and that the latter were retired ; 
which seemed in some measure to be confirmed by 
the Shroffs and others sending back to Arcot the 
treasures they had brought in here within these few 
days ; wherefore he proposed, and it is agreed, to 
advise thereof to St. Davids, that they may go on 
with their business ; warning them at the same 
time to proceed with caution, as it is believed the 
Malirattas have still some designs to recover Tri- 
ohinopoly.” 

The affairs at Arcot next engage our attention. 

“ Monday, 5th March, 1744. The President ac- 
quaints the Board that Ooja Namah Futta Khan, 
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— who commands in the province in the place of 
his father Coja Abihilla Khim, the present nominal 
Nabob of Arcot, — had sent him a horse and Seer- 
paw on his coming to the government ; and that 
he found it Avas expected there should be a present 
made in return ns is customary to a Nabob on such 
oceasions. Bvtt that as the Nizam was returned 
into the province, and it is rumoured the Nabob- 
ship of Arcot Avill soon be settled, ho judged it 
might be proper to wait sometime ; that Ave might 
avoid the extraordinary charge of sending another 
present, in case it should not be confirmed on the 
same person.” 

The following notice of a' forcible attempt made 
by a Madras Shroff to reeover a debt from an 
English merchant is very cmdoiis. It does not 
hoAvover reflect much honour on the creditor. 

“ Thursday, 8th March, 1744!. The President 
acqxiaints the Board that on Sunday Inst he receiv- 
ed a letter from Mi'. Daniel Bcrriman at St. 
Thomas’ Mount, complaining of liis having been 
insulted there by one Dialdoss, a Guzernt Slirofl', 
and an inhabitant of tins place avIio had endeavour- 
ed, by the assistance of the Moor Hnvildar of St. 
Thoind, to take liim by force and carry liim 
thither j AA'hioh being also confirmed to him from 
other hands, he had sent out n party of peons to 
prevent it ; Avlio bringing Dialdoss in Avith them 
Ire had ordered him into tlAc custody of the Pedda 
Naiok. The following are the cirourastaucea of the 
affair, Mr. Berriman having borrowed 1000 
rupees of this Dialdoss, and tlie time for payment 
being elapsed, he, Dialdoss, had often demanded 
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liis money, and been put off by llr. Be.ri'iman 
witli promises of discharging it, Mr. Berrimnii 
going to the Mount, the other followed him thither, 
insisted on immediate payment, and would not bo 
satisfied with Mr. Berriman’s assurances that he 
would return to Town in two or three days and 
endeavour to pay him his due. But on the con- 
trary, Dialdoss applied to the Havildar of St. 
Thome for his assistance to oblige Mr. Berriman 
to an immediate payment, or to carry him to St, 
Thome ; promising tlie Havildar 350 rupees or a 
quarter part of the principal debt for his pains. 
Thereupon the Havildar sent a party of peons, 
who had laid hold of Mr. Berriman ; but on his 
drawing his sword they quitted him, and gave him 
an opportunity of getting into Mr. Barlow’s gar- 
dens, and thence into his house, where he remained 
and advised the President from thence of the 
circumstances he was in. All that night the Moors 
peons continued about Mr. Barlow’s doors, and 
were very noisy and insolent, but the next morning 
some of the English Gentlemen who happened to 
be there, liaviug represented to Dialdoss the irre- 
gularity and ill consequences of such a proceeding, 
the Moor peons retired before the party sent from 
bonce reached the Mount ; which last meeting with 
Dialdoss brought him into Town with them, 

“ This behaviour of Dialdoss, carrying in it a 
high insult on the English government, and an 
absolute breach of the Honorable Company’s order, 
and the long established rules of the place, which 
prohibit any application being made by any of our 
inhabitants to the Moors or Gentoo officers, even 
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in disputes with or demands on eaoli otlier, mucli 
less wlieiatlio English are coueerned; audnoihiug 
olFering in vindication of him or in extemi.'itiou of 
his offence ; since he had neither applied to the 
President or Court in the matter, but had taken 
upon him to pur-suc his own measures, so incon- 
sistent with good order, and by no moans to be 
suffered in a government to whoso tribunal alone 
its inhabitants, as well Europeans as others, are 
subject in all cases. It is judged highly expedient 
to make Mm suffer some mark of our resentment, 
either by fine or corporal punisliment. The first 
of these means being prefeiTod, and it being de- 
bated what the amount of the fine should be, it 
was considered that Dialdoss is but in tho lower 
class of the Shroffs, and that probably Mr. Berri- 
man’s debt to him will not be paid soon if ever s 
and therefore agreed and resolved that he be fined 
only 800 pagodas, and that he continue under bis 
present confinement till he pay tho same. 

“The Board were then proceeding to consider 
in what manner to show the Havildnr of St. 
Thome our resentment of Ids conduct j when there 
came into the Fort one Mahmud Hussein, a prin- 
cipal inhabitant of St. Thomd, whom the Havildar 
had sent to ask the President’s pardon for what 
had been done ; and by whom he urged in his ex- 
cuse, that he rvas a stranger to affairs with the 
English, being come lately from a distant country 
to this appointment ; and that being made sensi- 
ble of the error he had been guilty of in concerning 
himself with our inhabitants, he should take care 
not to do the like in futiue. The President having 
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acquainted us witli this message, and the liavildar 
being a relation of Nabob Coja Abdulla Khan, it 
was agreed to rest satisfied with tins his submis- 
sion ; but the President to let him know, that if he 
or any other Plavildav of St. Thomd, shall here- 
after presume to concern liimself in any matters 
respecting this government, we are .determined to 
take our full satisfaction ; and that he or they will 
he answerable for aU the consequences that may 
ensue thereon.” 

We now enter upon interesting illustration of 
tlie relation between the English at Port St. 
George and the Nizam of the Bekkan. 

“ Tliursday, 29th March, 1744. The Presi- 
dent acquaints the Board that he had received a 
letter from Nizam ud-Mrdk, in which he mentions 
to have sent to this place, under charge of two of 
his officers, several parcels of goods ; desiring him 
to receive the same and forward them to Surat, be- 
ing designed for the Mogul’s Court. With this 
letter came also one from Coja AbduUa Khan, and 
another from Imaum Sahib, to the like purpoit. 

“ The Board having taken the same into consi- 
deration, are of opinion that we ought by all means 
to avoid the taking the goods into ovn custody, in 
order to send them on to Sural ; since if any acci- 
dent should happen to them in the passage, and 
the Court be disappointed of them, they who are 
■ not conversant with sea affairs, and the casualties 
of those conveyances, might look irpon the Honor- 
able Company ns obliged to make good the loss, 
which might be rated at their pleasure and occa- 
sion a large demand, and thereby involve this or

some otlior of the Company’s settlements in dis- 
pute with the Mogul’s ollicers, who would be 
under the absolute orders of their Sovereign, and 
obliged to the execution of them, though of a 
nature how unjust soever. 

“ That as this great person is yet in the pro- 
vince, and every odicer in it subordinate to him 
and acting by his orders, it is our business to en- 
deavour to keep far with him ; more espeeiaEy ns 
we have some favours to expect from him ; that 
therefore it may be proper for us to show a seem- 
ing willinguess to comply with his request, but 
that we endeavour to shun every circumstance 
that may have a tendency to draw any ill conse- 
quence from that compliance ; and which we pre- 
sume may be done by representing to him the risk 
of all conveyances by sea j and to concern our- 
selves no furllier than in giving his servant any as- 
sistanoe wlien an opportunity offers to tlio port of 
Surat ; and by leaving the whole inanagoment to 
them in the conducting them Ihilher. That the 
goods be continued under charge of Imaum Sahib’s 
people, to whom the ollicers had orders to deliver 
lliera ! and who were afterwards to procure the 
President’s reoeipl, which we can by no moans 
think it consistent with our duty to the company 
to take upon us the risk of.” 

“ hloiiday, 2ud April, IT-l'l. I'lie President 
acquaints the Board, that agreeable to tlio advices 
from the country ho communicated to ua on the 
Bth instant, he is since informed that the NiKam- 
ul-Mulk, being returned to a place in the province 
called Gundccotlah, about eight days’ journey dis- 
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tant from Arcot, has fixed the appointments to 
the soreral Nabobships of Cundanore, Golcondah, 
Corrapah and Arcot ; the last of which he had 
bestowed on Coja Abdidla Khan. But he dying 
tlie night he received his commission, the Nizam 
had conferred it on Anavvardee Khan,'-' another of 
his oflioers and late Nabob of Chicacoil ; a person 
generally well esteemed and said to be very agree- 
able to the people. That Mauvasi Khan, son of 
this gentleman, is nominated for Dewan ; and 
some are of opinion Imaum Sahib will be made 
Buxee ; that tliese persons are expected at Arcot 
in few days, and tliat tlie Nizam was preparing to 
set out for Golcondah. 

“ Hereupon the President proceeded to remark 
that thoug-h the Nizam had expressed to tlie 
gentlemen when at the camp, a willingness to fa- 
vour the Company ; and seemed then very well dis- 
posed to grant them some mark of it ; yet we 
have hitherto received no satisfactory answer con- 
cerning a dustuok to pass the Company’s goods, 
custom free; or the other matters we were in 
hopes of ; which he believed must be owing either 
to the insufficiency of Imaum Sahib’s interest with 
the Nizam, or to his want of attuohmeiit to our 
service. He therefore proposes, as the only means 
the Nizam’s intended short stay in these parts 
has now left us, and the most likely to put an end 
to our suspeuce, to address himself to the Nizam 

* This Aimwiu'clee Khan, better known as Anwar- 
oAoiVU, was the ancestor of the late dynasty of Nabobs of 
tlio Carnatic, and tbe father of the celebrated Mabom- 
med All. 
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OH the occasion, by a letter as copied horeafter j 
which being read the Board mnraiinonsly agreed to 
tlio proposal j being in hopes that tlie Nizam wilt 
not fail ol' showing some regard to the Prosidenl’s 
letter ; or should it not at present meet with the 
desired success, that it may at least serve a further 
purpose, by opening a correspoiidonce with the 
Nizam wduch may enable ns hereafter to make our 
applications to iiim to more advantage. 

"Letter of Oovernor Morse to Nabob Nisam-itl- 
MiiUc Asof Jail Baluitider Sepa/i Sautom. 

“ Tour Excellency’s appearance in these parts 
the English looked upon as the most favourable 
circumstance that would possibly happen to them ; 
that thereby they might have the great honour of 
paying tlicir respects to yon, and that you might 
bo inlbrined of the assistance they have of late 
years given on many occasions to tlie subjects of 
liis Majesty, wlien the commotions in tlic country 
rendered their lives as well ns fortunes very unsafe 
without the walls of Clicimnputnmn, They per- 
suaded themselves that these services would be 
acceptable to your Excellency, and that they would 
entitle them to your favour and regard. This they 
had the great pleasure to fmd by tlic reception and 
kind treatment the Gentlemen met with, wlien they 
had tlio honour of being in your presence at 
Triohinopoly. 

“ By the blessings of God the affairs of this 
province are now settled, and your Excellency as 
I am informed on your departure from ns ; before 
which 1 beg leave to hope your ExceUeiioy will 
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grant us some mark of your favour, as shall be 
ugreeable to your great wisdom and generosity. 
This will show the world your kind acceptation of 
our services to the Gircar ; and is what I have 
waited for with the most earnest desire, and which 
I should not have doubted to have been honoured 
with before now, had the English been so fortunate 
as to have had an advocate to put your Excellency 
iu mind of us, when matters of greater conse- 
quence would have admitted. Since I have failed 
in that point, I humbly presume to ask it myself 
of your Excelleuoy ; whose goodness I shall entire- 
ly now rely on ■without any intercessor. This will 
be an addition to my happiness, as it will give me 
an opportunity of making this particidar address 
to so great a personage as your Excellency, of 
whom I beg favourable ear to what I am now 
about to represent ; and that the English Company 
j'ji’ovide goods in several parts of this country, which 
IS well known to be a very great advantage to the 
Cirear, as well as the inhabitants ; and that these 
are brought at different times to Chenniipatnam 
and other places. The Jamadars of the country 
frequently stop them, and make unreasonable de- 
mands from us on this account. Though we have 
his Majesty’s Koyal fivmaun for passing our goods 
custom free, to which a great regard is always paid 
in Bengal ; yet the Eonjdars in this province have 
not shown the same but have always acted in 
opposition to the iloyal order. I therefore, humbly 
entreat your Excellency woidd be so gracious to 
grant a dustuck ; that by virtue thereof the Eng- 
lish Company’s goods may be always freed from 
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paying any custom. Tliis will stvcngtlien trad 
.support us in asserting our right to the enjoyment 
of what Ilia Majesty has so graciously fuvoiuod us 
with ; and I beg your Excellency would bo pleased 
to send down your perwanna to the Governor of 
this province to the following cJlect : ‘ That in 
‘ consideration of tJie Itoyal lirinnnn, and the ser- 
‘ vice done to the Circar by the Governor of Chen- 
‘ nnpatnoin, I hare freed the English Company 
‘ from paying any custom on their goods wliich 
‘ they purchase in several parts of the country, mitl 
' carry to Chennapatnam and other settlements.’ 

“ May it please your ExccUoncy, tire intent of 
my mentioning the service to the Circar is, that 
the copy of the sunnud whieh you in your good- 
ness may favour me with, will be sent to England 
to be laid before our Honourable Masters, who will 
be pleased with ray behaviour in that respect, and, 
it will recommend me to them. 

“ I further entreat your Exocdlenny would bn 
pleased to order one of the great persons, who i.s 
honoured with a scat in yonr noble jrresonec, to re- 
ceive my addresses and oiler them to your Excel- 
lency, as the Cossaids can have no admittance 
there. 

“ God preserve your Excellency many years in 
the highest felicity.” 

“Monday, 83 rd April, I?*!)-!). The President 
observes to the Board that Anawardeo Khan being 
now fixed in the Government, we must think of 
preparing a present for him and the other officers 
as usual j and he hoped it might be so managed 
that the present now to be sent might serve ns well 
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for tke President’s coining to tlie governmeut, as 
the change of the Suhahships. That the amount 
he about 1200 pagodas to the Nabob ; his son the 
Dewan, and serpentow the Minister, to each one 
according to what has been usual ; and that the 
Warehouse-keeper, with the approval of the Presi- 
dent do proBure such articles as will be most ac- 
ceptable to the Moors, that we have not already 
in our warehouse.” 

Nrom the following extract it would seem tliat 
the Eoman Catholic Church oifered no opposition 
to the arrangements of the Government of Fort 
St. George. 

“ Saturday, 28 th April, 174-4. The President 
acquaints the Board, that PadreeP-enatus had been 
with him, when he produced a commission from 
the ‘Vicar General of the Order, received from 
‘Franco by the ships lately arrived at Pondicherry, 
to nominate him, the said Eenatus, to be head of 
the Mission in the Indies, in the place of Padre 
Thomas deceased. But that as the Board had al- 
ready determined to continue Padre Severini to be 
Chief Pastor of the Church here, he should in no 
manner disobey our orders in that respect, but sub- 
mit entirely to them ; which the President had re- 
commended to him punctually to observe, that 
thereby peace and good order might be preserved 
amongst the Fathers of the Church.” 

The foEowing extract from a general letter from 
the Court of Directors dated London, 10th March, 
1744, is the only announcement which we can find 
at this time respecting the Protestant Missionaries. 

“ The Society for Promoting Christian Know- 
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Ififlge having represented, there are .some vaoancios 
by the removal of Missionaries on your coast, ivo 
have permitted the .Itovd. Mr, Klein and the Jlevd. 
Mr. J3reitluuipt to lake passage upon this .sliip, in 
order to carry on that good work among the 
Indians.

The following proceedings of the now Nabob ns 
regards the mints may be interesting to some of 
our readers. / 

“ Saturday, Bth May, 17'1'4. Tlie President 
and 'VYaroliouse-keepcr report to the Board, lliat 
they bad endeavoured to dispose of some silver 
agreeable to Order of Consultation of the 3Sth of 
last month ; but that they had found it impossible 
to do it on any tolerable terms owing to the country 
mints being all shut up by tlie Nabob’s order, and 
all Shi'olFs’ business tbereby at a full stand. That 
it is reported tliat the Nabob intends shortly to 
issue out orders for rupees of twelve penny wtughl 
line, to be only current liercafter in Ids Subahshlps : 
and to suppress those that arc so now on account 
of their being of so low a. toueli as two jiemiy 
weight worse, whiuh the minlers have brouglit 
them to by tampering wil lithe officers of the Gircat 
for some time past. 

“ The Prosidcnl also acquaints the Board tluit 
by his advices several of the minters from Cove- 
long, St. Thome and the other mints belonging to 
the Ciroar, had been to Ai'cot to represent to the 
Nabob the great loss that was yearly sustained to 
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tli6 Cii'cai’ and tliem by the business done at our 
mint and that of Pondicherry ; in order to move the 
Nabob to pul a stop to them, and to take away 
the chops for the Arcot llupeea ; but that he had 
given them no answer as yet, nor any ways in- 
terrupted ns in our coinage or the Prench in 
theirs.” 

About tliis period, tlio Prcnch at Pondicheriy 
seemed inclined to interfere with the trade of the 
English. The following extracts will exidain 
themselves. 

“ Monday, lltli May, 1744. The President ac- 
quaints the Board, that the mercliants had been 
with him two days past, and produced letters from 
their people in the Weaving Towns, advising that 
some persons from the Erench had been there to 
procure musters of our several sorts of middling 
and ordinaiy cloths, and to enquire the prices } 
and that they had given out as usual that a large 
quantity was wanted at Pondicherry. That there- 
upon he had ordered the merchants to send some 
persons immediately they could confide in, to know 
the truth, and what the French agents were about; 
that if they found any attempts were making to 
engage the weavers in their business, in prejudice 
of our Company, they should do their utmost to 
prevent it, which he thinks might be done with 
the less difficulty (unless the Freuoh should ad- 
vance on the prices) as these weavers had been en- 
tirely employed by our merchants for several years ; 
and he supposes the French coming into these 
parts for the ordinary sortments, to proceed from 
their being disappointed at Salem, from whence 
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aud from 'VVovriapollam, inul Cliomaiiaickpollam, 
they have boon supplied hitherto, ami never before 
attempted any but iiuc cloths in (hose parts.” 

“Monday, ZlslMay, 1744. The Nabob has at 
length sent his Piirwaima to the severar mints of 
Circar, to coin Arcol llnpces of seven penny 
weight better than standard, and to bo allowed 
twenty-seven per mill for the elrarge of coinage ; 
and that tliese rupees are to be the current stand- 
ard hereafter ; but the Shroffs not being satislied 
with that touch, or paying twenty-seven per mill 
instead of seventeen as before, have hitherto re- 
fused to coin any rupees.” 

“ Monday, 38th May, 1744. The President ac- 
quaints the Board that the persons wliom the mer- 
chants had sent in to the country on notice of the 
French brokers being at the Weaving Towns, are 
returned with an account that the French brokers 
and weavers had several meetings ; and that seve- 
ral of the latter were inclined to engage with them, 
in order to get some ready money into their liauds ; 
hut that our brokers hud ropYosonted to them that 
if tlicy offered to do so they would immediately 
apply to tho Haviidavs and oblige them to pay 
what they stood iiidchtcd ; that such a lic- 
Imvioiir was shameful in them who had for 
several years worked only for ihc English ; 
that if they desired a small advance of money, 
they slioulcl have it from tliem ; all which with 
the assistance of the Havildars had settled the 
matter in our favour ; and tho Havildars had ])ro- 
mised oil behalf of thoir people that unless the 
French advanced in oiu’ prices, they should not 
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earry away a piece of cloth from us ; but in that 
case, the weavers were poor people and must make 
the most of tlicir time and labour. The same 
persons add that before they came away the Trench 
brokers had left the Towns. 

“ The President reads a letter he received yester- 
day from Atiawarodeen Khan, our Nabob; in which 
he desires to have silver to ihc amount of twenty 
thousand pagodas at the clieapest rate ; and that 
for the future he may be acquainted with what 
silver is imported in this place before sale is made 
of it. 

“ The occasion of this letter, ivhich wc cannot 
hut look upon as a very extraordinary one, wc 
imagine, must proceed from the Nabob’s resent- 
ment at the shroffs’ behaviour in ciideai curing to 
thwart his designs in having the rupee coin re- 
stored to what it was some years past ; and there- 
fore to convince them of liis being in earnest, he is 
now resolved to coin those rupees himself, to cir- 
culate in the province ; for which ho now wants 
silver of us. Put as negotiations of this sort are 
new, and for which there is no precedent, and may, 
if complied with, involve ns, or those that succeed 
to the affairs of this Presidency, in many troubles 
and vexatious disputes with the country govern- 
ment, and if once began in this instance may be 
very difficult to put a stop to ; that therefore we 
refer him to the merchants of this place, for what 
silver he may have occasion for now and in future, 
which the Nabobs of Arcot have hitherto done by 
their servants or persons residing in this place ; 
and that we further represent to him, an answer 
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id tlml part of liis leticv in wiucK Ur desivos to ho 
mlbriiiotl of what silver is imported licre beforo it 
is sold, that it would be the cause of dolny in busi- 
ness, and might greatly detriment the person who 
has any to dispose of. This we hope will satisfy 
him, and it is jrrobablc the shrolFs will now make 
their ])enCB with him, and submit to his will in 
this miitler ; and that he will thou drop the de- 
sign of coining himself. But however that be, 
that wo by no means consent to the establishing 
any sueh cifstom or usage in the jilaee of a tciui- 
ftuey so prejudicial to the interest of it, the well 
carrying on of business, and against tlie freedom 
of trade allowed to every one here ; that whilst wo 
havri the orders and authority of the Honorable 
Company to support us, we arc determined not to 
give up tlie least point, wherein the general rvel- 
iaro is ooucenied at the instance of any one whom- 
soever. 

" An answer to the Nabob’s letter being here- 
upon prepared by the President, is now road and 
illiproved of, copy of which is entered hereafter.” 

“ To Nabob Amtearodem Khan Tahaiiikr, 

" T have received your Excellency's letter, and 
oh.serve the contents. As to the silver you havo 
occasion for, 1 have enquired among the Mer- 
chants, and- find that your Expellcngy by sending 
your servants may readily bo supplied by them 
with the quantity you write for i\t the market 
price ; mid they >vill have all the assistanoe in 
my power when they come here for that purpose, 
as I take great pleasure in obliging your Ex- 
cellency. 
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“ As to wlial you are pleased to mention alioitt 
first advising before any silver is sold, I beg leave 
to rejji'esent to yonr ExceUeney that such a inetbod 
would very much impede the business of this place, 
and often greatly detriment the Merchant who 
brings silver here ; as sometimes his stay is not 
more than three or four days in liis way to 
other parts, and therefore his affairs wUl not 
permit him to lose any time in exchanging his 
money. As your Excellency will, I presume, ac- 
cording to ancient custom, have some Merchants 
to reside hero to act for your Excellency in the 
Ciroar business ; they will always be in tbe way 
of purchasing any sUver, in like manner as tbe 
other persons employed in such negotiation here, 
and when recommended, by you will be entitled to a 
particular regard. What can I say more ?” 

The following announcement is simple enough, 
but it was one pregnant of importance lor India. 

“ Thursday, 31st May, 1744. About seven this 
evening anchored in our road the Honorable 
Company’s ship " Winchester,” Captain Gabriali* 
Steward from England, last from the coast of 
Brazil.” On board this ship was a young man 
destined to found the British Empire in the East, 
liis name was Eobert Cdivf.. The voyage had 
been a long one, for the freshest letter she brought 
from the Court of Directors was dated 3nd March 
1742. 

. The following illustrations of the progress of af- 
fairs at Arcot require no explanation 

“ Saturday, 3rd June, 1744. The President 
acquaints the Board that he had been iiifonucd 
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from Arcot, tliat tlu' Nabob on tlie rrrcipl of Ibo 
Ib'esiclenf’s letter on tlie iidair of the silver seemed 
well satis1i(‘d to have that, business go on in the 
same method as formerly ; and that Ins head Shroll' 
there had .since appointed some persons hero la 
transact all such ns related to the Oirenr ; which 
wc hope will prevent any applications of that nature 
to us in future.” 

” Jilonday, llth June, 1 744. The presentNahob 
being as yet a stranger to most of the ail'nirs of 
the province, and more espeeinlly to those relating 
to the European nations ; and ns there may be 
persons about him who from interest, or some other 
views, may rcpreseirt to him things to our preju- 
dice in many respects, at his first entering on his 
government and before he may be rightly informed 
of the real matters of fact ; the President proposes 
to the Hoard, that as we are now sending a present 
to him as usual on his accession, we desire of liod- 
jee Addee to accompany it ; and that he make use 
of this opportunity to discourse with the JS’nhob on 
«uoh matters as may give him a knowledge of what 
most concerns our interest and the establisliing a 
good opinion of us with him ; as well as with his 
Dewau in whom he places an entire confidence and 
who executes his orders in geneial ; the Nabob’s 
age of eighty-five years not permitting him to do 
much liimseif. Ily these means wc may Jiope to 
bafile any sinister designs intended against us ; as 
well as prevent the Nabob’s receiving any impres- 
sions to our prejudice; and ns this gentleman 
Hodjee Addee is esteemed a person of an extraor- 
dinary good capacity and address, and we have all

the re.'ison to believe him perfectly devoted to us, 
that he may be very serviceable to us, and the 
sending him may niiswcr very good purposes ; 
whioh being the opinion of the Board, the Presi- 
dent is desired to ask this favour of Hodjee 
Addee.” 

Another tragedy was carried out this year at 
Arcot. tVe have already noticed the murder of 
Subder Ali ; we have now to note the murder of his 
son. 

“Tuesday, 26th June, 1744. The President 
acquaints the Board that he had yesterday re- 
ceived an account from. Arcot that on the 23rd 
instant the son of our late Nabob Sudei Ali Khan, 
named Sahib Judda, was murdered there with 
some others of his relations and family by Edel 
Khan, a Patan, at the instigation of Mortez Ali 
Khan, the same person, who had killed the father 
in October 1742. That Mortez Ali had promised 
this Patan and some others, a lac of Eupees to de- 
stroy the Nabob, and another lac for doing the 
same to Sahib J udda, and four more ; and by put- 
ting these persons out of the way he expected to 
have had it in his power to seize the government, 
and by sums of money to get it confirmed to him. 
The mosque was the place pitched on to put their 
design in execution against the Nabob. Tliey had 
•waited eleven days in expectation of seeing him 
there, but an indisposition had kept him from 
going and tlie 22nd which was Priday when they 
perform service at the mosque he purposed to 
have gone, but having ordered our people to at- 
tend him that morning with the present, he was 
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SO curioiiH ns lo open and look ou every arliele, 
which took up two lionva ; and after our jieaplo 
were dismissed he sent lo know if the service of 
tlie mosque was over, and word being brought 
that it was, he retired to his cliamhor, and provi- 
dciilially escaped from the wicked design formed 
against his life. Tlic I’atan and eleven of his 
companions were cut olf immediately and two 
more executed one of whom ooufessed the whole 
nil'air, and had the obligation about him signed 
and sealed by MorLez All Khan, for the payment 
of the two lacs on their performing the above 
conditions. 

“ The Nabob hereupon sent for his son from 
Trichlnopoly and doubled the guard at Arcot ; 
and it is said is preparing to go against Vellore 
Fort, where Mortez All Khan is at present in 
order to bring him to justice.” 
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CHAPTEB XLVIir. 

GOYEUNORSniP OP MR. NICHOLAS MORSE. 

C GontinttedJ 

1744—45. 

On the 31st March, 1744, King George II. 
declared war against lirance, and on the 5 th Sep- 
tember the new.s reached Fort St. George. This 
event will sufficiently exjflaiu the following ex- 
tracts. 

“ Saturday, 8th September; 1744, Agreed to 
advise the Gentlemen at the three Northern settlo- 
menta, of war being declared with France j to 
caution them to be upon their guard, and to tnhe 
the most effectual means for securing the Honora- 
ble Company’s effects in case of any attempts 
from the enemy. 

“ For the more ready communicating any ad- 
vices between us and Bengal dvwing the wav, it is 
agreed to place Tappy peons at the distance of 
about three Gentoo miles between this place and 
Masulipatam ; to order Mr. Hallyburton to do the 
same from thence to MaddepoUain ; as Mr. 
Sanders from MaddepoUam to Ingeram ; and the 
Gentleman at Vizngapatam from thence to Iii- 
geram Southward, and to Ganjam Northwanl. 
T'o which lust place it is agreed to desire the Gen- 
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lloiiicn ill Bpiigal to jiliicp otlicw iis wo lire iufonn- 
cti was pi'aftliw'il in Llic Inst war.” 

This numtli isalao inarkod by Llio oiroani.stnnoB 
that llolicrt Clivo, writer, drew his first (puirlor’s 
pay of .131 Ba. ; ho hciiifr iu tho vucaipt of, the 
iiiagiiifipcnt salary ol'.fiB per ainiuiu. 

(3ur iio-xt e.xtraot illustralo.s a curious bit of 
lionesty as regards the paymuiil of the 'I’owii rout 
of J 300 pag'oda.s to the Nabob Aiiawarodccu Khan. 

“ 'I'uesday, 25lh September, i7‘l'‘t'. 'I'he Pre- 
sident acquaints the Hoard, that on some reference 
he had occasion a low days ago to make to the 
general books, ho observed that the Town rent had 
not been paid for the y^ar ending the 30th Juno 
1743 ; and found upon inquiry tliat the same lind 
not been demanded in the time of Mr Heuyon. 
I’rom whence lie was induced io tliiiik (he late 
freipient changes in the Nnbobship might liavc oc- 
casioned it to be forgotten ; and In; hail lilicrclbro 
designed to projioso to the Board wluithcr tlio 
province being now more scf tied, it uiiglit not have 
a very good eU'ccL on the minds of the governing 
powers, with regard both to our Ifoiiorablc 
Master’s aiTains as well as tlieir veputulions and 
Our own, if we should at a proper time remind 
them of the omission, and oiler payment of that 
year’s rent, lint that such his design was ren- 
dered abortive by the demaud luado of it yc.sl.er- 
day ; when he found that it had not cacaped at- 
tention as above, but that the reason of our pre- 
sent Nabob’s not demanding it with the last ycar’.s, 
was its being due to Ooja Namah 'I'ulla K ban’s 
.faggier ; and tlial the death of his falher had on- 
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fiasioned its lyiiift- so long: undeinandcd. Ordered 
that 13(JQ pagodas be paid out of cash.” 

Townrd.s the end of the jamr the attempts of 
the Mnhrattas to recover Triphinopoly from the 
Nizam were beginning to excite alarm, as will be 
seen by the following extract. 

“ Monday, 10 th December, 1744; The Presi- 
dent aciptaiuts the Board that he has received ad- 
vice fram the Coimtry that upon the repeated re- 
ports of the design of the Mahrattas to invade 
this and the adjiicent provinces, our Naboli set 
out some daj's pa.-t to join his forces with those 
of the other Subahs of Corrapa and Cundanoie, 
to oppose the Mahrattas ; and that they are to be 
further assisted by a detachment from Nizam’s 
army, which was already set out under the com- 
mand of Syed Luskar Khan to meet the others at 
the passes. But the same advices imported also, 
that messengers have been dispatched from the 
United Subahs to oifer the Mahrattas a pretty 
large sum of money ; which it was judged by most 
people would be preferred by the King of Sattara 
(Sahoo llajah) to the uncertain chance of a battle 
with the combined forces of those Subahs.” 

On the opening of the new year, a squadron of 
'Englishmeu-of-wnr was already on its way to the 
Coast of Coromandel. The extracts will explain 
themselves as they almost entirely refer to the pre- 
parations for defence, and to the communications 
■which passed between Port St. George and the 
Nabob. 

“ Tuesday, 18Ui January, 1746. The Presi- 
dent produces to the Board a letter, which being

opened and veati, was found to be from the Soi-ret 
Committefij btiamifr date the Ifitli April last, ad- 
vising of some of bis ilajeaty’s ships of Moir being 
intended for these parts, and ordering us to supply 
the Captains with rvhat money tliey may want for 
stores and provisions, and directing the rate of the 
exchange. 

“ The President then told the Board that the said 
letter was forwarded to him from T’rampiebar, and 
came enclosed in one from Captain Edward Peyton, 
Commander of his Majesty’s ship the " Medway,” 
wherein he advised him of his leaving Madagascar 
in Ootober, in company with Commodore Earuel 
in the “ Deptford” and the “ Preston ;” and that 
on his arrival at Aoheen the 2Srd November in 
company with the “ Dolphin,” he found lying 
there, the “ Pavouritte,” a Preneb company’s ship 
of fifty guns, of which he made prize ; that on 
their leaving Achceii on the 14th Deoemher, they 
had taken the ship witli them on their cruise, witli 
the Prenoh Captaiii, his son, and the Purser ; hut 
that they had released the rest of the ship’.s com- 
pany, being about one hundred and sixty men, on 
their parole not to bear arms against the King of 
Great Britain or his subjects for six months, and 
that tho said men wore come over on the Danes’ 
ship to Tranquebar. 

. “ That we may not be unprepared to comply 
with the cominamls of the Secret Coinmittee in 
ease of any of his Majesty’s ships coming to this 
port, it is agreed and ordered that the Paymaster 
sot about procuring a quantity of oxen ami hogs ; 
and to request of the Gentlemen of Bombay to 
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supply US witli about eight huiiflrcd or a thousand 
hags of Jaraboosier wheat, which we believe will 
be a more acceptable and proper food for their 
men than rice. 

“ It being also considered that it will be much 
more convenient to have some place ready for the 
reception of the sick men tliat may come ashore 
from His Majesty’s ships, than to mix them with 
those of the garrison ; besides that the accom- 
modations of an hospital are too confined even for 
our own people ; it is agreed and ordered that the 
Paymaster, accompanied by the surgeons, do 
survey the granary on the Island, and report to 
the Board wliether it may not be made to serve 
that purpose. Ordered also that tbe Paymaster 
get provided a quantity of hospital clothing, with 
cots, and other things necessary for the sick men.” 

Meantime, as uill be seen by the following 
extract, the Mahrattas are still causing great 
alarm. 

“ Priday, 4th Januaiy, 1745. The President 
acquaints the Board, tliat he has this morning re- 
ceived advice from the country, that an army of 
Mahrattas consisting of 7 0,000 horse were advanced 
within four days’ march of the Kistua ; and that 
the King of Saltara (Sahoo llajali) refusing the 
offers hitherto made by Nizam and tlie .several 
Nabobs, demanded also Trichinopoly to be restor- 
ed to him, besides tbe usual cliout ; the former of 
which having been refused them, it is apprehended 
tliey will endeavour to possess themselves of it by 
force of arms. 

“ As it is not unlikely llio Mahrattas will take

tlieir route through lliis province, it is ngvcecl 
to caution tlio Gentlemen at St. Pavid’s to 
ho sparing in their advances to their luor- 
cliants, till we can learn with more certainty 
that matters are likely to be acconiinodaiecl. It 
is ag'reod also to advise them to be on tlioir 
guard ; as the capture of the ‘ ravouritlo’ at 
Aoheen may pos.sibly put their Pondicherry neigh- 
hours upon some enterprise against tliem. 

“ The Paymaster acquaints the Board that pur- 
suant to order of last Consultation he has been 
with the surgeons to survey tlic granary on the Is- 
land, which they find may be made fit for the re- 
ception of the men-of-war’s sick people, by opening 
a lew windows for the benefit of air, and some 
other small alteration, which he computes will not 
cost above SOO pagodas. Ordered that he set 
about tliem forthwith.” 

“Monday, 2Bth Febrnary, J 7'I5. A petition 
of Peter Doneker and James Gah'ineer, two victii- 
alens of tin's Town read, containing pi' 0 ])osals for 
furnishing the men of war tliat may conui to tills 
port with beef and pork ; on condition that the 
Board advance them a sum of money upon their 
giving security for the repayment lluTcof by the 
1st of October next; and permit them to make an 
enclosure on the Island for sennring the catUc tliey 
buy with their provisions ; olferinf!; also to take tho 
oxen and hogs already provided by the Paymaster 
for that pui'pose in part of sxich arivunco. 

“ The said proposals being considered, and Unit 
thereby the risk of mortality and further charges 
will be saved to our Honorable Maslers ; and no 
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ill conveniGUca offovin^ iu objection ; it k agreed 
to accept tliem, but with this proviso ; that it shall 
not be understood to restrain any other persons who 
may be williiig to supply Ins Majesty’s ships with 
better provisions or on cheaper terms ; and the 
Paymaster is accordingly ordered to advance them 
one thousand pagodas, including therein the 
amount of tlie live cattle he has provided in con- 
sequence of our resolution of the 1st of January ; 
whioh he is likewise ordered to deliver them, taking 
tlieir bond for the same with suffleient security for 
the repayment by the 1st of October next.” 

“ Monday, dth Mavcb, 17-15. The President 
produces to the Board a letter in its translate he 
received from the Nabob the 2nd instant; which 
being road is ordered to be entered hereafter for our 
Plonorable Master’s notice ; but for the remarks 
it is liable it is tliought proper to suspend them 
till wo write next to England.” 

From Naioh Anawarodeen IChan Bahadur, SahaJi, of 

the Province at Madegiry near Baxsawapatam, 
received March 2nd 1715. 

“ T am informed that there has been wav declar- 
ed between the Kings of England and Prance, by 
which means your Honor and the Governor of 
Pondicherry are likely to have disturbances with 
each other. But as the seaport towus belong to 
the Great Mogul, it is by no means proper that you 
and the Preneh should quarrel and have disputes 
together there. There have been lately some dis- 
’turbauocs in Bengal on account of the Geimans ; 
but it is very improper to have commotions raised 
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in the sea-ports of ITindoostan wliieli belong to liis 
most sovfiVL’igii Jlnjesly Iho (irwii J\fogul, and 
where nothing of this nature lias ever been snlfer- 
od. I must now advise you, therefore, that it will 
upon all accounts be best for both nations to live 
in peace and friendship witli each other ; and when 
your Ifnropo ships arrive near the sea-ports to act 
hostilities, you will lay your positive orders on 
them not to fight there, for the end of those things 
will not be good. 

“ By God Almighty’s grace, Ballajoe Naiek has 
been entirely defeated by the Mahoraedan array, 
and run away out of their sight. But our army 
is in pursuit of the enemy, and by the blessing of 
God matters will be accommodated in a short time. 
What can I say more ?” 

“ Monday, lllh March, 1745. The Bresidout 
acquaints the Board, that there is advice come in 
from the country of the Nabobs having had another 
engagement with the Mahraltas, in which a son- 
in-law of Ballajoe Naick, the Mahratta General, 
rvas taken prisoner. Notwithstanding which, by 
the best intclligonco ho can get of the Mahratta’a 
designs, they arc still deturniinod on the retaking 
of Triohinopoly ; and it is believed will take their 
rout thither through the Biddanorc country j in 
which case it is to be hoped the cloth towns of 
Worriarpollam and Chcmnnaickpollani, and the 
parts adjacent to Bovl yt. David, will escape their 
ravages.” 

“ Monday, 25th March, 1745. The President 
lays before the Board a letter ho received yesterday 
from Nabob Anawarodecn Khan; in which ho men-

tiona tliat having heard of the wars breaking out 
in Europe betweeu the English and French na- 
tions, which might occasion some interruption to 
the trade of the Mogul subjects, he had therefore 
thought tit to grant Lire Moguls colours and his 
passes to the native subjects, as also to strangers ; 
strictly forbidding any molestation to be ofl'ered to 
ships with such pass-ports and colours ; otherwise 
that the aggressors must be answerable for any 
loss sustained. 

“Upon wbicli the Board observed that the 
French had, since the capture of the “ Favoritte,” 
been endeavouring to amuse the Nabob and his 
officers, that it bad been their desire to promote 
pacific measures ; and on the other side to repre- 
sent us as the disturbers of the tranquility in 
India. Thai, the ship they sent to Mocha in Janu- 
ary had the Nabob’s pass and colours, obtained as 
wo may suppose with a design to embarrass us 
with the government ; in case of her being taken 
by the men of war ; since they must know they 
oordd not be a protection to that ship. That it 
appears to us, the Nabob is unacquainted rvith the 
laws and customs of European nations in such 
cases ; or he mu.st have judged it of little purpose 
to send orders of this nature, for restrainmg the 
shipping of our nation from acting offensively in 
the seas he mentions, notwithstanding the pass and 
colours granted by the Moors ; which therefore we 
think proper to represent to him, that he may not 
take it ill when any accidents of this kind happen, 
and that he may be assured our strips are only act- 
ing conformable to what the laws and customs of 
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Eiiroiioiin iialions liiivo iiuuhi ii I'ulu foi’ Ihoir con- 
duct on siuih occasions.” 

“ Agreed that an answer bo drawn up to i.lie 
above monlionod purpose to bo sent to the Nabob ; 
and tliat J Eodjeo Addee be desired to explain to 
him more fully these matters, the belter to satisfy 
him in this point, and to prevent any designs of 
the I’rench to our prejudice ; persons in his post 
being generally too apt to expect an implicit obedi- 
ence to their orders, which the nature of this case 
will not admit.” 

“Monday, 16th April, 1745. The Presitlent 
aeipraints the Board, that on Ids receiving advice 
late last night of the Mahrallas liaving plundered 
some of the towns on this side of Arcot, he had 
this morning ordered all the cloths m from the 
Washing towns, which is approved.” 

“Monday, loth April, 1746. The President 
acquaints the Board that lie iiad rcc'eivetl advice 
this morning, that an army of 150,000 Afahrattas 
had passed by Gnnjaiu in their march Northward 
towards Bengal.” 

“Monday, 38 th April, 17-16. The President 
acquaints the Board tliat by a Putcli ship lately 
arrived on this coast from .IbUar'ia, it is reported 
that Commodore Barnet had taken the tlu'ce 
Trench homeward bound Oliina sbips, as the 
“ Wincholson” Privateer had the “ St. Ilenoit” ano- 
ther French ship, bound from Cliina for the Is- 
lands ; and that this ship left at Batavia, the 
Commodore the Lord Northesk, the “ Winehel- 
sea” Privateer, and her cohsort, with their above- 
mentioned prizes; and our Honorable blasters’ 
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sliip.s “ 'Wager” and " Porto Bello.” The “ Med- 
way” and “ Dolphin” had not then joined the 
Commodore.” 

“ Monday, 13th May, 17'li6. The President 
acquaints the Board that on account of the Na- 
bob’s absence from Ai-eot, and for some other 
reasons, Hodjee Addee had advised him to defer 
the sending away the answer to the Nabob’s letter 
he produced to us the 2Sth of March ; but that it 
being now thought proper to send it, the same is 
read and approved and the said letter and answer 
ordered to be copied hereafter.” 

“ To His Excellency Nabob Anawarodeen KItan 
TaJmider, MayfheXWi 1745. 

“ I received your Excellency’s perwanna, in 
which you are pleased to mention that as there is 
war ooramencecl between the English and French 
nation, that you had in order to prevent any mo- 
lestation happening to the ships belonging to the 
subjects of His Most Excellent Majesty the Great 
Mogul empowered Hodjee Abdul Hadee, Foujdar 
of Mylapoor, to deliver out passes in your name 
to the subjects of his said majesty, as well as to 
strangers ; and also to wear the Moors colours in 
their voyages to and fro in the several ports of 
India. By virtue of which you are pleased to di- 
rect that they are not to be interrupted in their 
voyages ; and if they shoidd be that the persons 
so offending will be liable to your displeasure. To 
which with aU respect I beg leave to say, that the 
amity that subsists between the high and mighty 
Emperor the Great Mogul, and his Majest.y of 
England, will not permit the English subjects to

belonging to the subjocls of the great Mogul, lilay 
it please yonv Exeelleucy, tlial .soincLimcs dilfcr- 
eiices aviso between llie acvcml princes in Europe, 
as particularly there is now betivccu the liiigli.sli 
and Froiicl) ; in wliicb ease il the Ereiicli make 
iisQ ill tlioir inule of the Moors colours and passes, 
pi'cteudiiig thereby lliat they belong to the sub- 
jects of the Great Mogul : (he English Command- 
ers will uotwitlislanding make prizes of such ships 
as Avill the Erencli do the same to the English on 
the like occasions, should they also have the Moors 
passes or colours. Your Excellency will be as- 
sured that in these matters each nation aot.s agree- 
able to their laws and in obedience to the orders 
of their respective Sovereigns. What can I say 
more?” 

“ Tuesday, 4tli .Tune, 174.5. The President 
acquaints the Board lie. has received iiitelligcnoo 
that the french at Poudiclievry are making great 
preparations to act offensively, as well as dol'eu- 
sively ; and that they expect a nninber of men 
from the Islands which may ]uii thorn upon some 
enterprise ; that their neighbourhood to Ji'orl St. 
David, and the uncertainty of his Majesty’s squa- 
dron oomiug on the coast to give us any assis- 
tance for some time, being considered ; ns also 
that the success of the latUtr to the Eastward may 
probably excite the enemy’s resen tnicut ; and Fort 
St. David fi'oin its nearness, and the ([unntity of 
cloth lying there embaled, not improbably become 
their first object : - lie therefore proposes to the 
consideration of the Board, whether it may not bo 
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a means to abate tlie enemy’s hopes, and render 
them less forward to undertake any thing against 
h'ort St. David, to get all the cloth away from 
thence we oan. The Board being of opinion with 
the President, that the getting the cloth from St. 
David may cheek the enemy’s designs, if they have 
formed any against that place ; it is agreed to 
take up the “ Success Gaily” for that service and 
to order tlie “ Mermaid” to accompany her.” 

“ Monday, 10th June, 1715. The President 
acquaints the Board that he has called us together 
at this time, to communicate two lettei's he has 
received to-day j one sent by Mr. Hinde to Ca))- 
taiii Barton by a catamaran, winch not meeting 
with him had brought it hither; the other from 
Mr. Hinde to himself, and brought in by peons ; 
on the receipt whereof he had appointed this 
meeting. 

” The said letters being read, purported as 
follows ■! 

“ Captain Barton, 

“ Sir,— Having just now received advice from 
Pondicherry, that the Prench are sending off am- 
munition, and manning a large number of boats 
with Europeans on some secret expedition ; 1 
thought proper to send you tliis advice by a cata- 
maran dispatched on purpose ; that you may keep 
constantly on your guard, and not permit any 
boats to come near you, and particularly in the 
night time that you may keep a good look out. 
There is reported to be in company with these 
boats, a sloop carrying Danish colours. If this 
letter meets you (as I hope it will) when you have 
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perused il, please to I’orwavd it by i.lic same enta- 
Jiumui to live Oovornov of Madras. 

I am, 

Bir, 

Your Most Humble Bervaiil, 

John IIinde.” 

Port St. David, 8tli June, 1745.” 

" The President added, that believing the Board 
would think it proper on this advice that the in- 
habitants should bo in readiness upon any alarm ; 
he had caused them to be summoned into the 
Port this afternoon, rvherc he had ordered arms to 
be ready to be delivered them.” 

'• Monday, lOtli June, 1745. The inhabitants 
being then called in, the President acquainted them 
Avith his purpose in summoning them, and that 
they Avould find arms prepared for them below in 
llie Port , which they slionld carry home to their 
houses, and Avith which upon hearing n gun fired 
hetAveen the hours of eight at night and five in the 
morning, they Avere to repair to the parade before 
the main guard, whore they Avoidd riioeivo the ne- 
cessary orders from Mr. Monsoii their command- 
ing officer. 

" As the Pronoh arc hourly expecting a nmnber 
of men from the Islands to coran to Pomiiehon'y 
and none of ■ Commodore Barnet’s squadron yet 
appearing ; and ns the investment, sending money 
to St. Davids, on,d other services, employ more 
than one hundred of the peons, Avho arc thereby 
absent from the Town; and .many of our military 
in the hospital.; it is thought proper to hire for 
the present two hundred good peons, if to be got, 
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fram tlie several Poligars vouud us ; those to be 
bad in Town being not likely to be of any ser- 
vice.” 

Wednesda 5 ', 3rd July, 171S. The President 
aociuaiuts the Board with bis having received a 
letter this morning from Commodore Barnet of 
the S6tb June ; who writes him that be lias been 
cruizing off the Fryar’a Plood near a month, with- 
out seeing any shipping in that time, except the 
Danes ship by which he* sent that letter, and that 
the ‘ Lively’ man-of-war had joined him the Sth 
April at Batavia. 

“ The Commodore having also intimated to the 
President his intention to send some of his squa- 
dron shortly to Port St. David, it is agreed to dis- 
patch the ‘ Mermaid’ thither this evening, with as 
much of the Bengal flour, and biscuit, and Surat 
wheat, as she can take in, directing the Deputy 
Governor and Council to set their bakers to work 
■to grind the wheat into flour, and to return the 
'Mermaid’ to us with what bales they have ready.” 

“ Monday, Sth July, 1745. As the arrival of 
Commodore Barnet’s squadron in the neighbor- 
hood, will probably deter the Prench from the 
thoughts of any enterprise ; it is agreed to discon- 
tinue the expense of the Poligav peons we thought 
proper to entertain the 10th of last month.” 

" Monday, Bth August, 1746. The President 
acquaints the Board, that he has intelligence given 
him that the Prench at Pondicherry are frequently 
sending letters to the Nabob, and employing their 
■agents at Arcot, to complain against the English 
for having taken a ship under Moors colours and 
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puss, wul for bftiiif; the destroyers of tlio ti'nde, of 
the Mogul’s sulijeeU on this coast ; and that our 
ships of war keep all their sliipa from coiuiiig to 
their poris, whereby the Oirear is deprivecl of 
inatiy advantages, particulariy of tlie prolUa on 
their investment, with many othei' things too te- 
dious and of too little iuiporlauee to mention here. 
'I'hat thereupon he had thongbl. it proper to write 
to ilodjee Addcc, now at Arcot, fully couoorning 
these matters ; that he might lay a true state of 
the case before bis hlxcellonny, and tlic Ji’reneh be 
thereby prevented in their designs of spiiiting up 
the Nabob against us ; which they are aiming at 
in hopes to recover their money j to make it au 
excuse for their not paying the large smna they 
are indebted to several persons concerned with 
the Circar , and to impede ns in oari'ying on our 
investment, our success in which under their pre- 
sent circumstances they cannot see but with the 
greatest coiioern, and therefore .spare no pains or 
leave no artilioc untried to carry tlieir point against 
us.” 

“Saturday, lOtli August, 'L'his cvoniiig 

anchored in our road from the Southward hi.s Ma- 
jesty’s ships " Preston” ofJifty guns, donunaud- 
ed by the. liight Honorable the Earl of Nortbesk ; 
and “ Lively” of twenty guns by Claptaiii Henry 
lloswcll ; the former being .saluted by the IMit 
with thirteen gnus-whicli were immediately return- 
ed. Went oil' to the former. Mi', ’rhomas Eyre, 
third of C'oimoil resident ; to the latter Mr. Josejih 
Powke ; with cotnpliraetds from the President to 
the commanders, who declined coming a.shorc in 
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obedience to orders from the Comiuodore to make 
the best of their way,” 

“ Monday, r2tli August, 1745. The President 
reads to the Board a letter received fronr the Na- 
bob, in which lie mentions his having sent llodjec 
Addec to settle tlie disputes, as he terms them, be- 
tween us and the Prencli ; who being, ns we su]!- 
pose, greatly alarmed at our men-of-war being on 
the coast, are making an assiduous application to 
his Excellenny for his protection ; and we believe 
the chief intent of this is to draw Irom us a pro- 
mise that no hostility shall be committed against 
the French ; of this we shall be further inform- 
ed when the President has discoursed with Hodjee 
Addee on tlie errand he is sent.” 

" Friday, 1 6th August, 1715. The President 
acquaints the Board, that since last consultation 
ho had disoouised with Hodjee Addee on the Na- 
bob’s last letter, and the message he brought from 
him. Upon which he has occasion to observe to 
them, that what the Nabob expects from the En- 
glish seems to be very unreasonable, and entirely 
out of our power to comply with ; it being no less 
than that there should be no hostility committed 
by the men-of-war in the road of Pondicherry, the 
ports belonging to the Great Mogul, or, along the 
sea coast ; although in his former letter he had 
only insisted on the land. Upon which the Presi- 
dent had told Hodjee Addee, in order for him to 
lay the same before the Nabob, that this was dic- 
tating to us in a manner it is impossible for us to 
submit to ; that ho had been ahready told the men 
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of war were under separate and particular orders ; 
that wo could not answer for tlunr conduct any 
further than that it would be no otherwise than 
conformable to the rules of war, and custom of 
nations ; and that there was no intention in the 
English to disturb the peace of his Government. 
Our dilferenecs were with tho Ereuch, in conse- 
([uences of war declared by them in Europe, which 
must of course continue till it was the pleasure of 
our respective Sovereigns to put an end to it ; 
after which the President road a letter designed as 
an answer to tho Nabob’s, which is approved and 
both are as entered hereafter. 

“ The Nabob having some days ago solemnized 
the marriage of his daughter with Koradeen Khan, 
sent the President on the occasion a horse and 
seerpaw, as ho had clone the same to the Gover- 
nor of Pondicherry, who had made him a present 
to the amount of 3000 pagodas ; as also one to 
the Dewan ; wliicli appears to be tlie more extra- 
ordinary, as this is the first instaneo of a Nabob’s 
oompliraonting the European Govoniors on the 
marriage of their daughters. VVe are therefore in- 
clined to think the French have some other view 
in making so large a one at this time ; and their 
daily solicitations at the durhar for his proteetion, 
may be considered as the first and grand motive 
wliioh not being our case at present, there is the 
less call on us to bo so very liberal in an affair 
which appears without precedent. However wo 
cannot think it prudent not to make him some ac- 
knowledgment ; and therefore agree to the sending 
him some gold mohuvs, and a piece of silver plate, 
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wKick aie piopei' to be presented on snob occa- 
sions, to the amount of about 350 pagodas.” 

The letter of the Nabob to Governor Morse 
was as follows. 

“ From Nahoh Anawarodem Khan Bahauder 
Suhah of the province of Arcot. Beceived 1 lih 
Aiiffust, 1743. 

“ I have been lately informed that some En- 
glish ships are arrived in the road of Tevenapa- 
tam, with design to inflame yoiw dift’erences with 
the French ; and that they are waiting there for 
their ships. I have therefore ordered Hodjee Ab- 
dul Iladeo to deliver you my taukeed, to put an 
end to the dispute between you ; and desire your 
will, agreeable to what he will propose to you, 
avoid making any disturbance in these parts. 
Otherwise you will be called upon to answer for it 
hereafter. 1 have also laid iny taukeed upon the 
French about this business, and by their letters I 
understand that they are inclined to peace. What 
can I say more ?” 

The following is Governor Morse’s reply. 

“ To Nabob Anawai'odeen Khan Bahauder. 

“ I have received your Excellency’s letter, in 
which you arc pleased to mention to me that the 
arrival of the English ships of war at Tovenapa- 
Lam, had occasioned some alarm ; and that you 
had therefore sent Hodjee Abdul ITadee to me to 
deliver yoiff taukeed to put an end to the disputes 
between the English and French, I observe by 
thi.s that your Excellency is no stranger to the 
motives for their assiduous application to you at 
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tins time. But I was iii liopcs what I have had 
the honour to say to your Esoollenoy in iny form- 
er lottora on tliis subject, would have been fully 
satisfactory j to those 1 beg leave to refer, as they 
contain all that is in my power to engage for ; 
other points your Excellency will readily judge 
must be dclcrmined by tho good pleasure of our 
respective Sovereigns. In the mean lime, give mo 
leave to ask the favour of your Excellency, that 
you will not suffer our enemies to amuse you with 
any false insinuations to our projudioe ; thereby 
to create a misunderstanding between Arcot and 
(Jhennapatnam. I may with the greater reason 
desire this, as the French nation have from time 
immemorial never scruple to obtain their ends by 
false colouring and artifice, when force proved de- 
fcotivo on their side. By their intrigues and 
break of treaties, they have set all Europe in u 
Harae ; and they would bo willing somo of tho 
sparks should take iu theso parts ; but by your 
Exoelloucy’s penetration i am persiuided they will 
bo disappointed in such designs, ami that it will 
end in their confusion.” 

We now continue our diary as extracted from 
the consultations. 

“Saturday, 17th August, 174ri. Tho Brc.si- 
dent acquaints the Board, that having seen a lol,tcr 
from the Nabob to Hodjee Addeo, wherein tho 
latter is ordered to present the Nabob’s servieo to 
the President, and to acquaint him with his iulon- 
tion of being at St. Thorad on Monday next ; ho 
had thereupon sent tho Chief Bubash and Mullali 
as customary, one day’s joiuiiey to meet tlic Na- 
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bob, witli bis compliments, and to attend liim to 
St. Thomd.” 

“ Monday, lOtli August, 1745. Whilst the 
Board were sitting, notice was given by signals 
from St, Thome of the Nabob’s arrival ; whereupon 
he was saluted with sixty-one guns j and before 
they rose the Chief Dubash and Mullah returned 
from tlienee, and acquainted the President that the 
Nabob had received his compbments in a very kind 
manner ; and on his arrival at St. Thome had dis- 
missed them with his in return to the President. 

“ It being usual on these occasions for two of 
the Council to wait on the Nabob from the Presi- 
dent, Messrs Eyre and Eowke were aceordingly 
desired to go on that service, and to be ready to 
proceed to St. Thorad at three this afternoon. 

“ The Nabob having with him his son Abdul 
Vahaib Khan, and Sampetrow his Dewau, io all 
of whom we are by custom obliged to make pre- 
sents ! the President and Warehouse-keeper are 
desired to provide such things as they are informed 
will be most acceptable, and are to be met with in 
Town, to the amount of about 2000 pagodas in 
the whole ; including what small matters must 
necessarily be given to the under officers and ser- 
vants.” 

“ Monday, 19th August, 1745. At three this 
afternoon, set out for St. Thome under the usual 
ceremony, Messrs. Thornes Eyre and Edward 
Eowke, with the President’s compliments to the 
Nabob on his arrival there, from whence they re- 
turned about six, bringing with them a horse and, 
seerpai? for the President.” 
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‘‘Friday, 30t.li August, 17‘1'5. Avrivad liis 
Slajasty’s sliips “ Medway’s” pri/x', Cfiptniii 'Ulio- 
imis (irillin, the “ Southward” with (Jonniiodoro 
Ijiinict oil hoard, who was saluted with fiftceu 
gnus which the ship returned. Mr, lilyro anil 
Lieulciiaiit Giiigins being scut oil’ with ihe Pre- 
sident’s coinpliiuculs to the Goniinodorc, he came 
ashore in the evening ; and was met at the Son 
Gate by the President and Council, and by tliein 
coudneted to the Garden house ; where being ar- 
rived, he was again saluted from tlie Fort with 
iifteeu guns. After a short stay there lie returned 
with the President to sup with him in the Fort.” 

” Monday, 2nd September, 1746. The Presi- 
dent then told the Board, that being informed the 
orders from our Honorable Masters to Bengal, 
concerning the provision to be made for the com- 
manders of his Majesty’s squadron in India who 
might go thither, were to I'eceive and treat tho 
Commodore witli tlie lionoiirs paid (o a President, 
and the other Captains as seconds ; and ihal ]n'c- 
paralrions were accordingly made there for enter- 
taining them in a liandsomo mamior. He (tlie 
President) had caused the Garden liouao to be Jittod 
np, two palankeens to be new mounted, servants 
to lie in readiness, live provisions to bn laid in, 
and several other preparations to be, made, neces- 
sary to tho lodging and boarding the Coimnodoro, 
and sneh other Captains of the acpuidrou as may 
come hither, Being guided in this by ivliat bad 
passed when Mr. Matthews was here. ; but that 
since the receipt of our Houoralile. Masie.rs’ ordcr.s 
of the 21st December last "to supply the Cap- 
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“ tains with Madeira ivine for their own table 
“ at prime costj” lie has been under some doubt 
whether the commands of the Secret Committee 
under the 18th April 1741 “ to show them 
nil due civility and respect” would warrant so 
extensive a construction, as the providing for 
them at the Company’s charge ; besides which 
it has been hinted to him, that Commodore 
Barnet has since his arrival dropped some inti- 
mation of his being told in England, it was to 
be so j and expressed some uneasiness at Ins not 
having been made certain in that respect. He, 
the President, therefore desired the thoughts of 
the Board, how it will be most becoming to act 
on tlie occasion. 

“ A reference being thereupon had to the Pay- 
master’s accounts, Consultations, and letters of 
1732 and 1723, there appeared several items of 
disbursements on account of Commodore Matthews 
and Captain Main ; which indeed we don’t find 
any order from England to warrani,, nor on tlie 
other hand any disapproval of it from thence when 
done ; and are therefore induced to believe it was 
at that time intended in England, that Mr. 
Matthews and the Captains 'with him, should have 
their expenses ashore in the Company’s scttle- 
nieiits defrayed at tliciv charge. And though we 
are not the proper judges of the merit of tlie ser- 
vices this squadron has already done to our 
Honorable Master’s ailairs in India ; yet we 
cmiiiot help thinking those services, and the 
/.enl the Commodore expresses for the promoting 
their interest, will be seen by them in so fa- 
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vourable a light, as to justify our putting that 
construction, on tlioir ortlcr “ to show tlio Onp- 
tnins all due civility aud respect and upon the 
whole are unanimously of opinion, that when they 
are pleased to consider that a regard to tlieir re- 
putation aud credit is the only motive hy which 
wo are biassed in it, they will not be displeased 
at our taking that charge upon them. It is there- 
fore agreed to do it, aud the President is desired 
ns he sees occasion, to satisfy the Commodore in 
any doubts he may discover him to entertain on 
that score.” 

‘•'Monday, 2Bth November, 1746. The Presi- 
dent acquaints the Board, that he had received 
advice from the Nabob’s camp at Triohinopoly, 
that a letter had been sent to the Nabob from 
Nizara-ul-Mulk, directing him to immediately rc- 
pair'to Arcot, and from thence to march and join 
the Subahs of Oorrapa and Cundnnore, in order 
to oppose the passage of the hlahrattas ; who 
were gathering a mnuber of troops with a design 
to invade the Carnatic country j that the Nabob 
had thereupon come to terms with the Taujoroans, 
and had loft his son Mmiphuze Khan in those 
parts, and was sot out for Arcot.” 

“Wednesday, 11th December, 1745. Between 
4 and 6 this afternoon, anchored in our road from 
England His Majesty’s ships “ Harwich” of fifty 
guns, commanded by Captain Philip Carteret'; 
and “ Winchester” of fifty guns, by the Hight 
Honorable the Ijord Thomas Bertie ; with the 
following of the Honorable Company’s ships under 
their convoy, viz. 
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Tlie Scarborough, Captain George Westcott 
senr, 

Lincoln, Captain John Blake. 

Admiral Vernon, Captain Benjamin Webster. 

Kent, Captain WiUiam Eobsou. 

Eoyal George, Captain Thomas Eield. 

“ The Bort having saluted the King’s ships 7vith 
thirteen guns, which was retimied by the “Har- 
wich,” Mr. Savage went off to that ship, and 
Mr. Bigot to the “Winchester,” with the Presi- 
dent’s compliments to the Commanders, and to 
invite them ashore, which they excrrse themselves 
from till next morning. 

“Thui-sday, 12th. This morning Captains 
Garteret and Lord Thomas Bertie, being come on 
shore Avere saluted Avith thirteen gAins.” 

“ Tuesday, 17th Decembei', 1745. About 11 
this forenoon, anchored in our road His Majesty’s 
sliip “Deptford” Captain John Moor, under com- 
modore Curtis Barnet Esq., from sea ; being sa- 
luted before at anchor by the “ HanAuoh” and 
“ Winchester “ Avhich she returned them by the 
five Company’s ships, when at anchor by the Port ; 
Avhich, and the salute of the Company’s ships, she 
ansAvcred separately. 

“ On sight of the Commodore’s broad pendant, 
Mr. Savage Avent oft' Avith the President’s compli- 
ments, and to invite him ashore, Avhich he compli- 
ed AA'ith at five in the afternoon.” 

“ Sunday, 39th Decemher, 174'5. The Presi- 
dent deliveiAs to the Secretary to be read, the fol- 
lowing extract of a letter he received last night 
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from Mr. Hindo (Deputy Governor of Port St. 
David) of the 0Gth iiLstiint. 

“ Since the forogoinp;, I have had all the ]xio- 
“ pic almost in Cnddnlore with me, who just ro- 
“ ceived advice that Mr. Duplcix has prepared 
“ sixty imissoolas, and i.s determined to attack 
“ Ouddalorc. Nothing hut his being mad can 
“ make this scheme feasible ; hut liovvever as des- 
“ pair may make him so, and as too much seou- 
" rity is often attended with ill-eonsequenees, I 
" take the liberty to give it as my opinion, that 
“ this place ought to be reinforced immediately. 
" Especially ns it can be done by sea if he makes 
“ any attack on Cuddaloro.” 

“ The President told the Board that he last night 
communicated the contents of the said letter to 
Commodore Barnet, who very readily offered to 
send the " Deptford” if it was thought noecssnry 
to lie off' Gnddalorc ; and to enri'y any reinforce- 
ment of men we might determine to .send Ihitlior j 
and he had now called us togcGicr to take our 
opinion on the matter. 

“ ff’hongh the Board wore haekward to believe 
that Mr. Duploix will attempt any thing ngninst 
Port bl. David or Cuddaloro, whilst wo have .such 
assistance as at present in oiir road, and to wind- 
ward of him ; yet as our accepting the Commo- 
dore’s offer, and sending a party of men to St. 
David’s may quiet the minds of the peophr in 
Cuddalore, and on riijootiug in case of any acci- 
dent subject U.S to deserve blame ; it is therefore 
agreed to accept it and to send on board the 
" Deptford” immediately a party of lifty men 
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under the command of Lieutenant Gingin, subject 
to the orders of the Deputy Governor and 
Council : to whom it is agreed to signify that, if 
they arc not absolutely neccasaiy ashore, we would 
have them sent on board the “ Admiral Yernon” 
when she arrives there, and to continue on board 
whilst he is taking in her cm-go for Europe. 

“ Ordered that the said party of men be draft- 
ed and sent on board with the necessary provi- 
sions as soon as possible,” 
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CIIArTER XLrX. 

CAPTUllK ANB OCCUfATION OF FOUT aAIN'F 
GEOUOE BY THE FBENCir. 

1740-48. 

Tn 1746, tlie first pcviotl in the liistory of Mad- 
ras was brouglit to a close. In 1 745, ilic English 
squadron under Oounnodovc Barnet had been 
cruising off the coast of Coromandel and so far 
alarmed the Fronch, that M, Eupleix. had prevail- 
edonthe Nabob Anawarodeen to intorforefor tlm pre- 
vention of hostilities. The ap]n'Oiich of the North 
East monsoon obliged Commodore Jiarnct to tid(e 
refuge in tlm harbour of Mergui on the coast wf 
Temisserim ; but in January 17‘l'0 he again re- 
turned to the const of Coroimuuh'l. About March, 
Commodore Barnet apjmartHl oil' J''ort St. David ; 
and though Governor Morse had given his aid 
to the Nabob that no hostilities should bo carried 
on by land excepting in scll’-del'ence, yet M. 'DuiJ- 
leix thought proper to represent to Ihc Nabob 
that tlio English at Fort Ht. David weru pnqiariug 
to make a land attack upon Bondicherry. lulelli- 
genee of this proceeding Imving reached the oars 
of Governor Morse, lie dispalehed the following 
lelLer to Arcot on the 17tli March 1740. 
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“ 2'o Anawarodeen Khan Bahander, 

Nabob of Arcot. 

“ Your Exculleney will Ire so good to allow me 
a pardon for giving you this trouble. But having 
been informed that the Governor of Pondicherry 
has lately represented to your Excellency, that the 
English at Fort St. David had a design to attack 
the Fort of Pondicherry by land ; which I suppose 
is done at this time to serve some purpose of 
theirs, or to make us appear to you in a false 
light, as persons that are not inclined to show a 
regard to your coinraands ; when at the same time 
it will appear wo have paid all deference to them. 
Your Excellency must have known this from 
Maphuze Khan, and therefore want iro further 
evidence that the French soino short time past, 
iiotualLy marched with a body of forces and large 
gnus, and with other implements of war, to the edge 
of the li'ort St. David’s bounds ; but on the King’s 
ships appearing olf their port, they thought fit 
to call in their troops, being also persuaded 
thereto by Mapliuze Khan, who also wrote to 
the Deputy Governor of Fort St. David not 
to resent tliis insult of the French. Your Ex- 
cellency will find his desires were complied with, 
and the Governor of Pondicherry must bo left to 
answer for a conduct in express disobedience to 
your commands. The English have a just sense 
of the performance of their promises ; and having 
given thorn to your Excellency that they would not 
become the first aggressors, they would not 
offer to trifle with so great a person as your Bx- 
collcncy ; and therefore they hope your Excellency 
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■vyill suffui' 110 insinualiona of ouv enemies to liavo 
.'iiiy woiglit iviUi yon ; hut tliiil, the piu'ily of our 
intentiona will bo distinguwhcd in a favouriiblo 
innniiei' ; mid that your rogurd for us will bo still 
preaerved, wbioli will be always estcoined willi 
grateful aoknowlodgmcnls. May God Almiglity 
long preserve your Exeelloiioy for tbo beiielit of 
your friends and country.” 

On tlio third of April, Governor Mor.se roocived 
the following reply from Arcofc : 

" Front Nabob Atiawarodeea Kkmi BaJiauder at 
Aroot. 

“ I loocived your agreeable letter acquainting 
me that you and the Governor of Tevciiapatam 
pay a great regard to my orders, and bavo made 
use of no liostililies in his Majesty’s sea port 
towns, and desiring that the Governor of Pondi- 
cherry may be enjoined also to behave in like mmi- 
ner. This pleases me highly, and I assure you 
that your behaviour in every respoet is very saiis- 
fiiolory to me. You may (le]mnd iqiou it, that the 
Governor of Poiuliehorry shall not Ixi aull'ered .to 
behave in a difforent manner. I have sunt him 
my taukeed in such a way as is neeessary upon 
this occasion. Pray belicvo me to be your friend 
and lot me have the xileasure of hearing frequently 
of your welfare.” 

In the following April a ship belong'iiig to Com- 
modore Barnet’s squadron came into (ioilision with 
a Preiich ship in the neutral Danish port of Tran- 
quebar. _ The 'Freiiehmau hud auohornd hi the 
port, wlicn the Euglialuuau, named the “ King's 
Prigale” entered the port Ukowiso. The 'French- 
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man tlien commenced firing upon the English 
Ih’igate, and some sliot also came from the Danish 
Eort. Upon this the Erenchraan was captured 
hy the English but driven ashore ; v/hercupon the 
Danish Governor of Trancpiebar protested against 
what he called a breach of the neutrality, and even 
claimed the Erench ship aa a wreck. Tlie follow- 
ing indignant letter from Commodore Barnet to 
the Danish Governor sufficiently explains the 
state of the case. 

“ To Mr. Bonsaalt^ 

Governor of Tranquelar. 

" If I could have got your letter of the 12th 
translated sooner, you would have had my answer 
to it before now. 

" The neutrality of your road I readily allow. I 
never intended the least violation of it ; and that 
it was not violated by my officers is fully proved 
by your own confession. You own the French ship 
fired two shots at the King’s Frigate, when she 
was going into your road, and steering to anchor, 
in such a manner as could give no room to sus- 
pect any design of attacking the French ship. 
But those shots yon say were fired as a sip, nul; 
a very extraordinary manner of making signals in- 
deed, and I suppose the several volleys of small 
arms, which she fired while the Frigate was an- 
choring, were also signals and not intended to do 
any harm. I am afraid. Sir, it will appear that 
if you intended to maintain the neutrality of your 
road, you did not take the proper method. As 
the French Captain had put himself under your 
protection, and could be protected by nothing but 
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my respect for the King of Uanmavk’a ilag you 
should have strictly enjoined him to trust to your 
protection ; and not tire, unless he was actuully 
attacketl, You should, I think, luive sent an olli- 
eer to the Captain of the king’s Irrigate, to enquire 
the reason of his eoming into the road, and told 
him not to anchor near tliat ship which was under 
your ]u-oteetion ; and therelbre you was obliged 
to protect lier as far as you could, Had you taken 
tills method, the Ifrencli shij) would not have 
fired, and the Captain of the i'vigato would have 
satisfied you, that ho luul no orders to attack her, 
and was only directed to observe lier motions. 
'I'ims, Sir, the neutrality might have lieen preserv- 
ed, and all that has happened been prevented. 
But you took no snoli precautions . The Trench 
sliip fired at the Trigate as she was steering to 
anchor astern of her. Upon which the Trigatc 
endeavoured to niiehor along side, hut tlic anehor 
not falling clear off llie side, .she loll upon her 
quarter hetbro .she could let go her other anehor ; 
and all this time the l''renchnuui eoiitiiiued firing 
volleys of small arin.s into tins Ihugatc, mid one, 
gun at least was fired at her iVoiii the Tort, before 
she fired a single musket ; and the moment the 
Trigate fired her first gun, you began to lire at 
her from all parts. 'I'lio second Trigate whieii 
wais ordered to anchor withoul , seeing so siiuirt a 
fire from tlie Tort on the first Trigate. .'dood in to 
succour lier ; and soon after he had given his fire, 
yours and that of the Treiieh nldp ceased, 'I'he 
Trigate then let olf, till tlio iusoloncc of the 
Trciicliinan in firing into a siuall unarmed boat. 
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obliged tliem to give another before they could 
take posRcssiou. 

" Upon tbo whole, Sir, it must be plain to 
all impartial persons, that the English broke not 
the neutrality, nor had any intention to break it. 
The Ercnch began the hostilities ; they broke the 
neutrality, and had you been really neuter yourself, 
you would immediately have fired at the Erench 
ship ; not at the English, who never fired a gun 
till called upon by the law of nature to do it in 
their own defence. 

“ I did not write my letter of the SOlh past till 
I was fully satisfied. I had reason to complain of 
your partiality ; and the account sent me by the 
(Japtain and oltioers of the first Erigatc, has since 
been confirmed by two young gentleinen ot this 
ship, who were on board the Erigate, by acci- 
dent, and no ways concerned in or accountable for 
wluit was done. They assure me the Erenolnniin 
was firing his musketry into the Frigate. Oiio or 
two shots from the Fort passed between the Fri- 
gate’s main and mizen masts, and this before she 
fired oven one inuskct. That some shot from the 
Frigate went on shore is very possible ; but that 
it was not the direction or intention of the officers 
you may believe, as I have assured you they had 
my orders to make no return to your fire. Eut I 
will not go so far ns to say that the seamen, find- 
ing yonr shot coming thick among them, may not 
have returned some. In short, Sir, I continue to 
think that your partiality, or neglecting to take 
proper precautions for preservmg the neutrality, 
occasioned the French to break it ; and therefore 
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you alonr, aro aoeouiitablo for nil Hint 1ms Impiion- 
c(l j who iusLeml of rcMonUu!? projirrly tlio bohavi" 
our of flui J<'i'(!ucli (l!i])1,aiu, ullwiipt l,a jiistil'y it 
by poorly protmiiliiiji; that tin; shot fmal into tho 
Ifrij^alB wci'c not dpaigiicd to oll’ond, but only 
meant as ai;>'nals ; and thcininjuatly eiidoavouriiijy 
to fix; the bi'cacli of the neutrality on llui Biijdisli, 
though it is evident they never intended to cora- 
niit any hostilities in your road ; and you may 
imagine that if 1 had been inclined to violent 
measures I should have gone to woi'k in another 
manner, 

“ I am surprized you could think of laying elaiiu 
to the ship as a wreck. Ifoii say she was deserted 
by her crew. Was it because they were nfraitl of 
drowning in her ? Did not the English drive 
tlicm out of lior and take possession immediately P 
tl'he ship and all that was taken oat of her. She 
atlack(id the King’.s Frigates nmlor yonr cannon, 
without any .sort of rea.son, aad is ab.sululely tliu 
property of the captors ; and from you 1 expect 
a fair and full account of all that was carried on 
shore that night, and that tho whole, as well as 
tho ship, be preserved as English properly to be 
disposed oil' as I shall direct.

The foregoing letter, ivith copies of all the di-s- 
patches which were exchmigod on this occasiou 
were sent liomc for the consideration of the Court 
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of Directors. The result is uot recorded. The 
sumo mouth Coinmoilore Darnel died. The same 
month we also learn that llobert Clive, writer, 
was posted to a place in the Accountant’s Office. 
J3ut great events were looming in the distance, 
and Clive wa.s destined shortly to occupy a more 
important position. 

On the 30th of April 1 746, the Consultation 
Books are brought abruptly to a close. From 
that dale until the 13th of November HO, there 
i^ a complete blank in tlie Consultations. The 
cause of this is fully detailed in the pages of Orme. 
In the opening of 1746. it was already known at 
Madras that a French squadron under M. Labour- 
dounais was preparing at the Mauritius with de- 
signs against the English settlements in India. 
Ill June the squadron appeared. Some obstinate 
actions ensued between M. Labourdoiinais and 
Mr. Peyton who had succeeded Commodore Bar- 
net in the command. 'I'he result was that Mr. 
Peyton was compelled to sail to Trinconiallee to 
relit ; and M. Labourdoiinais after refitting at 
Pondicherry, sailed away to Fort St. George. 

The English now called upon the Nabob to 
fulfil bis promise of restraining the French in 
their turn from CQiiimittiiig hostilities against them 
by land. It seems however that Governor Morse 
failed to accompany this application with a pre- 
sent of money ; and consequently the Nabob did 
not interest himself sutRcieutly in the* matter, to 
prevent the French from carrying out their under- 
taking. On the ISth of August the French squa- 
dron appeared and cannonaded the town of Mad- 
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rns, l)ul -n'iHioid (loins '"'.V (lamnsi). Moaulimo, 
the Giimsiuu at l''orl Bl. (icors'o wiia anxious for 
the return of Ihe I'insHsh .‘Kjiiadrou from 'rriiieo 
malice. Hut ou llio 28rd of AususI, tlio wliolc 
scjtthnucut was tlirown into a state of e.oustmia- 
tioii Lovdei'ius ou (l(;s])air, I)y the iuteUisiniee that 
Mr. Peyton had returned from 'rrineoniallee, but 
had passed Aladras and Pulicat, and gone on to 
Eeng'id. 

The catastrophe which threatened Madras was 
now at hand. Ou the 3rd of September the 
Prenoh squadron, again appeared, and a force of 
1900 men wore landed including 1,100 Europeans, 
400 Claffrea, and 400 Indians disciplined iu the 
European fasliion. At that time the Black Town 
was eloso to the walls of White Town. On tlie 
7 til M. Labourdonnais commenced homhardiug 
While Town J'nnn a battery of nine mortars erect- 
ed to tlifi wosiwnrd, about 500 yards from the 
walls ; whilst the ships eaniioiuided the jihuje 
from tiio sea. On tlic 8tli anotlier battery of livo 
mortars was creeled on the south ; and the town 
was bombarded without intermission. JSlexL 
morning t\ro English dopnlic.s wont to the li'imioh 
camp ; but Labourdonnais who was afraid of the 
return of the English sijnadion, insistcul that the 
town should be given up at oiicti on his own terms, 
and tlu'oatened a general assault iu case of refusal. 
Tlie deputies went away, and tlie bombardmeiil 
was resumed ; but iu the ovouing llierc was an- 
other conference, and another cessation of the 
bombardment, Next morning, tinvl is tlie morn- 
ing of tlie lOlli of September, the Qarrisou eapi- 
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tul.Ttod on tlie term.s proposed by Labonrdoniiais, 
viz., that the English should surrender them- 
selves p)'isoner.s of war, and that the town should 
be immediately delivered up ; h-at it was stipulat- 
ed that the place should be afterwards ransomed, 
and Labourdonnais promised that he would .settle 
tlio ransom on easy and moderate terms. How 
this capitulation wn.s .subsequently broken by M. 
Hnpleix who refused to restore tlie town upon any 
terms whatever ; how Hupleix made liis peace 
with the Nabob by promising to deliver nj) the 
town to him ; and how the English at Madras 
were carried prisoners to Pomlichervy, whilst 
Port St. David became the head of all the English 
setUciucnts on the coast of Coromandel -. — all these 
ami much more arc written in the chronicles of 
Robert Crmc, wliieli work we most strongly re- 
commend to the perusal of all readers of Madras 
Jn the Olden Time. 

We now turn to such records as are at our 
dispo.sal, namely, the general letters which passed 
between Mr. llinde, Deputy CTOVonior of Port St. 
David and the Court of Directors. Tlie follow- 
ing dispateb was sent borne by Mr. Hinde on the 
1 7th October, 1740, within six weeks of the cap- 
ture of Madras Ijy tlio Prench. 

“ The nufortunato occasion of this unexpected 
address from u.s, is to advice your flonours of 
the loss of your valuable settlement of Madras, 
which to our unspeakable conccru is now in the 
possession of our enemies, the Erench. As the 
gontleracn there seem to think the absence of His 
Majesty’s squadron (which they no doubt depend- 
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eil upon for nssiatnncc') n;really conclncod to tins 
misl'ortuno ; wo sliall give an account of wluil. wo 
know for certainty of tlieir motions only, am} 
leave ynur Honors 'to form jiulgmonl; without pre- 
suming to give any of onr own. 

“ The 2Utli April, Mr. Barnet departed this 
life at this place, (Fort St. David,) when all the 
ships were here or near us, but the “ Winelioster.” 
Lord Thomas Bertie, who was expected daily from 
Bombay, and arrived the 23 th May ; from wliieli 
time Captain Peyton, who then ooPnpanded the 
squadron as senior Captain, detorrained on going 
to refit his ship the “ iMedwny,” 4vliich was very 
leaky, at Trincomallo Bay on the island of Ceylon, 
and to take the whole squadron with him. Tho 
30 th your Honors’ ship the “ Princess Mary” 
arrived ; on whom we had orders to send to 
Madras what bales we had ready, and to receive 
from Lord Thomas Bertip sixty clic‘^ts of treasure 
brought from Bombay on yonr Honors’ account ; 
to keep wliat we wanted for the use of Ibis actlle- 
mont, and to send the remainder on the “ 1’rincea.s 
Mary,” but not to detain her longer in our road 
than the squadron stayed there. In inirsuiinoo 
of which, wo kept sixty chests bore, mid loaded 
the remainder on that ship, and prevailed on Cap- 
tain Peyton to stay till the ‘Jtli .funo ; but it hap- 
pening to lilow very fresh at that lime we could 
not load more than two hmulrod and twenty-two 
bales, whioli as it has since proved ivas very for- 
tunate. Tho 9tb she sailed for Madras under 
convoy of His Majesty’s ship the “ Ijlvely” ; as 
(lid the rest of the scpiadrou for Trincoranlice. On 
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the 17tli Captaia Peyton wrote to 5'fr. PTinde, 
(Deputy Governor of i’ort St. David,) from Nega- 
palnni, that as tliey were just got to the bay. The 
“ Preston’s” Pow-sprit was sprung, and she could 
carry no sail , for which reason they were ob- 
liged to bear away for that place in order to refit 
hei’, and then return to Trincomallee. On the 35th 
at daybreak, from the mast-head in Negapafam 
road they made out several ships in the offing, to 
which they went out and found them to be nine 
Prench ships ; but the winds being very light, 
they could not get up with each other till half 
past four in the evening, at which time an en- 
gagement began, and lasted till about seven, when 
it grew dark. Tiie next niormiig they were near 
one another, and continued so all the day. At 
four in the afternoon Captain Peyton summoned 
a Council of war, where it was agreed not to engage 
the enemy, but to proceed for Trincomallee bay, 
as the French did for PondicheiTy, and arrived 
there the 37th. In the English srpiadron were 
fourteen killed and forty-sis wounded ; but not 
one killed or hurt in the Medway.” On the 
French side we cannot learn those particulars for 
any certainly. Their squadron consisted of the 
“ Achilles,” a soventy-gun ship, six Company’s 
ships, and two country ships. The " Achilles” 
with three of them left Europe together in April 
was twelve months. Two of them were returning 
ships, detained at the Islands (Mauritius and 
Bourbon) for tins purpose, and all reinforced as 
much as they could there. Captain Peyton kept 
tlie squadron at Trincomallee till the beginning of 
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Aiin'iist, w!u;u lip c-iiinn on ilio ponst, mid nppi'iircd 
oir No'vipiilaui tilio lull. Tim I'Vimli aqiiiulroti, 
coiFiistiii!' oC sliipa (outi boiiip; gotm to 

Ik'iip’iil, mill is since lost in llint river with two 
hiiiuliTd mid eighty Europeans), wcighi'd from 
Poiidichcrry the AMh duly for Urn Southward ; 
and were then in thal; road, stood out to iimnt tlm 
English squiulroii, wiiieli stood to the southwiird 
IVnni tlu'iii, and the Id'ciich then rctiinicd. Tim 
7th both siiuiulvniis did the same, ns likewise die 
8Lh mid 9th, The 10th tlm ICnglish disn]ipeared, 
on wliinh the Trench returned, and ou the lOUi 
nuehored in Pondieliorry road. 'I’ho 17th the 

eight ships wciglicd for Madras road, ivlmre they 
arrived the 1 Sth mid fired on the '• l’riuee.s3 Mary” 
whieh wna returned from tlie ships and from the 
Fort. Each ship gave her a broadside as she 
stood to the Northward, and another ns she ve- 
tiinied, and then stood to the Sonthwiird 
again. We are .since iiiforined they liad tiro 

iiiotive.'i for tin's expedilimi : one wa.s to ninko 

a plea with tlm (kmiilry tioveriiineiit that tlm 

Kiiglish roramhl.ed the first hostilities ashore j 
and the other to see il'Claptain I’eyton would come 
to oiiv assistance or not. The SSrd, Oaptaiii l.’ey- 
tou with the squadron stood into I’ulieat, roa'd, 
wliern he .sent hisTdeiitenniit Mr. AYeeiius on board 
a vu.s.si'l in the road, who was thcro told of all tlm 
nirouuistance‘5 of their attaeking Urn J’rineesa 
Mary,” and of their then hohtg between Aladra.s 
and I'oiidieherry. On whieh he disappenrd, and 
has never siiiec lieen heard of, or from, by any of 
the English ; though thcro has no cost or jiaiu-s 
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been spared for tliat purpose, as may easily lie 
inia^’imid i'roni the srene of inelanclioly situation 
of all'airs on this coast. The last kdlcr Hint was 
received from any one belonging to the sciiiadron, 
was from Captain Peyton to Governor Morse, 
dated the ‘tth August, rvhen he was just come out 
from refitting. This unhnjipy conduct of his so 
animated our enemies, that they determined on nt- 
taclcing Port St. George. Wo call it unhappy, 
because it has truly proved so in its consequences, 
though what reasons Captain Peyton may luivo 
had ibr this proceeding we know not. According- 
ly. the 3ud September m the morning they weiglied 
again for Pondicherry. H'lie 4th they landeil their 
men at St. Thome and thereabouts, and the uth 
began the attack, chiefly depending upon their 
shells. The 10th the Toivn surrendered ; but on 
what terms, as wo arc not perfectly infnruicil, we 
shall not presume to trouble your Honour with 
flying reports. Wo arc jirctty well assured tliero 
are as yet no terms complied with, and that Mon- 
sieur lie Proraiuil is gone there from Pondicherry 
to command the garrison. The Snd instant the 
seven Prcnch ships in the road, having taken what 
(pinnlity of money, goods, ammunition and stores 
they thought jiroper, were to sail the 3rd for Pon- 
dicherry, and from thence immediately hither to 
attaolc this place. But it pleased God that night, 
and the next morning it blew so hard as to foinuier 
the “ Due de Orleans.” their .second ship iu force, 
and two more. The “ Achilles” of seventy guns, 
the Commodore’s, and only sliip of consider- 
able force, cither cut away or lost all her masts, 
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ns lUd Hill Uimi oUuirs , ho Uial 1300 men have 
(ici'i-ilu'd, nml Uie whole sijiuulroii is uUnrty 
cUsahkid, and their (lesit!;u a;j;iiiiist this plueo 
reuikved iuipraatieiibk', I'm' the jircsent ; thouifh 
it is thu opiiiiori of niost of our ollieovs, that 
hiiil they coma, we should havo taken, up wore 
of tluiir time than they had to bpavu. We 
]inv 0 [ibout twciil.y of the King’s pcojile, that 
■ware left ashore .siok, who have put our giini-oom 
in (Koolk'iit onlnr. iSoiiic of Ihc people eaiiie to 
us from Madra.s though not many. The additions 
nutl altonitious to our li’ort williiii these twelve 
luouths, have made it iiiliiiitely more seeuro ilum 
it was. We have full six mouths’ provisions of 
all kinds in the Fort ; so that we doubt not we 
should have Ijeen able to make a defence for a coii- 
aidurahle time had they come. They now talk of 
aouiiug' to iia by laud; in whieli ease we bless God 
w'o are no ways apprelieusive, hut witli the com- 
mou proleotiuu of I’rovideuee, we shall be able to 
defend and scc.ure this place till w'e are relieved ; 
for wliiek purpose we assure your Uonovirs, our 
utmost (iudeuvouvs shall be used. Your Honours’ 
Vessels the " Mermaid” and " Advice Snow,” 
were both taken by the li'rench squadron in Ma- 
dras road, and both lost iu the storm. TTie ” Priii- 
oess Mary” was skutlled and run into the surf, 
but is since got oil by the Frenoh. T'he “ Suma- 
tra” and “ Brilliant” from the West Const, jrassed 
by this road tlio 19tk August. They wore near 
enough for us 1 o see that bad ooloura out ; ami 
we knowing the Freiieli squadron was oil' Coni- 
niere, or thereabouts, made a trnl't of our Hag fur 
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six lioui’s, and fired a gun, which the masters say 
they did uot see, and sailed on into the squadron 
which having ICuglish coloui-s they took for ours 
and wore lost, but had time to throw their papers 
overboard. It must naturally appear to your Ho- 
nours, and indeed to all the world, a very extra- 
ordinary ciroumslance that the Nabob and coun- 
try government should permit our enemies to take 
his advantage of ns, when it has been obedient to 
their commands, and for the peace and welfare of 
tlieir country alone, that has prevented the Eng- 
lish a long while from acting in the sumo manner 
by the Erunch, and thereby putting it out of their 
power to give us this loss. The French say they 
had the Nabob’s permission for committing these 
hostilities ashore ; and do not scruple to declare 
publicly they gave him 100,000 pagodas for the 
liberty of so doing, and when they landed their 
people they produced his perwannn, which met with 
universal credit, though the Nabob now disowns 
his having granted any. Your Honours may be 
sure, all methods that can be thought of have 
been used to represent to the Nabob the mon- 
strous injustice, as well as ill policy of tliis his pro- 
ceeding. To which he replies he never gave them 
any such liberty ; that liis son was going to the 
assistance of Madras, but it was given up before 
ho could get thither j and assures us he will join 
with the English to destroy rondiohorry. This 
was the substance of his letter in answer to Mr. 
llindc’s remonstrances to him, and assni’es ns of 
his assistance though at the same time he carries 
on a close correspondence with the French, 
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and expects no doubt his aluvi'C of the booty ; 
ill which rosjicetj it is possible, he nuiy bo dis- 
appointed. Wo shall not fail to keep on good 
terms with him, though w’o cannot Hatter our- 
selves with hopes of much if any assistance 
from him ; as nothing of that nature has yet 
appeared in eouseciuenco of his repeated promis- 
es, though wo have been in daily expeotation 
of our enemies appearing against ua 5 as no 
doubt they would before now, had not many 
unforeseen circumstaiiees concuvrod to keep 
them iniieli longer at Madras, than they or we 
could have expected after the surrender of 
that place ; and at last this for us most fortu- 
xiato storm, which we look upon as a distinguish- 
ing mark of rrovidenco in our favour, that greatly 
encourages ua under our pi'eseuL difficulties ; tlig 
jinrtioulars of which we shall not lake up your 
lloiiors’ leisure with, as it is not now in your 
power to relieve ua in lime ; but wo Jiavo u'i'olo 
to Bengal and Bombay for that purpose, and liopu 
they will have regard enough to your lloiiors’ in- 
terest to succour us speedily. 

“ On the HGtli August arrived at Malm tliroo 
Ih'cuch ships ; one called the “ Coiilaur” of seventy 
guns, being of ecpial force and burtlieu with the 
“ Achilles” ; one of forty, and another of twenty 
guns ; which tliree ships arrived at roiidiclieriy 
the 87th Soplemher, and sailed from thence the 
14th instant. Itour that ciune out of Burope in 
company with them, arc said to ha gone for China. 
We have no news of the arrival of any of your 
Honors’ ships in India. We hear from Mocha 
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tliat Ml'. Adair diod at Beetliforckee, as did Cap- 
tain Walls of tlie " Pelham” at Bombay. We 
have had no nows from Bengal this season. The 
“ Mermaid’s” packet coming from thence fell into 
the enemies’ hands in Madras roads. “ Suma- 
tra” is we heard designed from Pondicherry for 
Europe ; where the shattered remains of Monsieur 
La Bourdonnais’ squadron is bound, or the above 
three ships, we cannot learn as yet. Fifty of the 
military belonging to Madi-as perished on the 
three ships that were lost j the remainder they sent 
ashore and relieved them, as the people themselves 
say for being of assistance to them in the storm. 
There was not only a great deal of booty taken 
out of Madras on board those three ships, but a 
good deal was lost at the same time going to 
Pondicherry in open boats. The intercourse of 
letters between Madras and this place have been 
stopped, ever since the Town was invested. Only 
throe from Governor Morse to Mr. Hinde having 
come out as yet from thence ; and the fear of 
their being intercepted occasions their being wrote 
only in general terms. So that we know not for 
certainty on what footing the Gentlemen there, 
are ; but Mr. Morse writes that Mr. Dc Young, 
tlie Euteh Governor of rulicat, refused giving the 
women and chUdren his protection, and sent them 
all back again, which was a great inconvenience 
to tho place. Mr. Marsan, the Governor at Nega- 
patain, has been more humane, and has taken all 
the families from this place under his protection, 
and treats them with great humanity. Immedi- 
ately on hearing Madras had surrendered, we came 
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to a rosolution of stoj)i)in<!; tlic iiivaatinmit, ns ynur 
oasli was V(!i'y low iiulwil, about 10,000 piif^odas 
only ; thoujfli the luiu’chauts have had uo advaii- 
CBS siune wo I'ocuived tins silvnr iiimdioiiod above 
from Bombay, which was tlie bogimiiii^' of Juno. 
Notwithatanding which, and nuiiiy other impedi- 
ments which your Honors may be more fully ap- 
prized of hereafter, from our letters betvvecu Mad- 
ras and here, we have about IBOO bales; and 
shall iu January be able to make them up 1,800 
to load a ship, please God, we have any come to 
us ; and had we money we could provide mueli 
more. 

“ John Crabb, Quarter Master of one of His 
Majesty’s ships, having little money, ami being 
desirous to secure it, we have received into your 
Honors’ Gash 190 pagodas; for which wo liavo 
given him ceiti licates of the receipt, and reciuost 
ho may be paid in England the amount of tlvo 
same.” 

“ Since writing the nhovn, we have received n 
letter signed by Governor Morse and the (ioulle- 
mon at Madras. In it is mentioned articles of 
eapilulalion for tho ransom of that place ; which 
is all wo yet know, and thought proper to advise 
your Honors of it, 'What tho terms ore wo know 
not, but they are very ill kept by Monsieur .Du- 
pleix, tile Governor of rontlichon'y ; who sciil 
out three hundred men to surprize thoiu on tho 
way, wliicli they did, and have carried thorn all 
prisoner.s of war into Pomliehorry. The three 
ships that wo advised above to be sailed from 
Pondicherry, arc returned with two of the dis- 
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aMotl ships, so that are now in that road and the 
offing, five ships ooinplctely rigged, and five dis- 
abled besides small vessels,” 

We are with the utmost fidelity and respect. 
Honourable, 

Your moat faithful and most obedient servants, 

John Hinde 
and Members of Council.” 
Fort St. David, 17lh October, 1746. 

Three months afterwards, namely, on the lOtli 
January, 1747, another letter was dispatched 
from Mr. Hinde to the Court of Directors, which 
we give below : — 

“ Our last address bore (bite the 17th October, 
and went by your Honors’ sloop the “ Porto-bello,” 
which sailed from Negapatam, the 32ud. Since 
the lime your Honors’ affairs on this coast have 
continued in the same uncertain posture ; ns we 
have not been so fortunate as to receive either let- 
ters or succours from Bengal, though so near us 
and to windward, and we have been very importu- 
nate in our letters on this occasion. The only 
alterations in our favour since we wrote you last 
is, that we luave prevailed with the Country Gov- 
ernment to declare in our favour ; and iii conse- 
quence of it the Nabob sent his son hlahomed Ali 
Khan, ivilh about 2000 horse, to our assislaiiee 
the beginning of last mouth. Notudthstanding 
which, the French thought proper the 8th ultimo 
to come against us with their whole force from 
Pondicherry ; when wm made the best defence we 
wore able ; and notwithstanding they got as far 
as the Garden house, wc had the good fortune on 
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the 9Ui to drive iiiem out, aud eonipel thorn to ii 
very precipitate retreat. Jiiwliich they had kill- 
ed 'and wounded, by the best advice we can get, 
upwards of a hundred and seventy of their men of 
war ; and loft behind two mortars, all their nni- 
inunition, and camp furniture, and every thing 
they brought but the arms they bore and some of 
them ; and our loss was very inconsiderable. The 
80th we are advised they fitted out a force by sea 
to surprize ns that way ; but I’rovidoncc disap- 
pointed tbein. Some of their boats were driven 
ashore, aud their ammunition all spoiled ; which 
reduced them to a necessity of laying aside their 
design, and putting back into Arinoopang river. 
The 31 st we had a skirmish by land; in wliioh 
we again obtained an advantage over them ; and 
had we even then been succoured, your Honors’ 
affairs would have boon in all Inunaii probability 
restored in a groat measure, if not altogether. 
The Nabob was so well disixised towards us, but 
as yet wo have not bad a line or any assislauoo 
from Bengal since Madras was taken, now four 
rnouLlis. The Nabob’s eldest son Mapluizo IClimi, 
is now joined his brother, and the expense of the 
camp amounts to upwards of 6,000 rupees per 
day s and they with reason grow oxlrcmoly inijja- 
tieiit, and we fear will eput our interest, if some 
ships do not appear soon to assist ns. Shipjihig of 
all nations have long since been on the Coast, and 
to our great concern aud uneasiness four of the 
French squadron are returned, and are now at 
Bondioherry ; ono of them the “ Centaur,” the 
best ship they have had in India, and five more 
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ships in tliaL road ; in all nine : and it is tins that 
renders our situation so precarious, and for which, 
reason we send this away in a hurry to Tranquebar, 
lest we should be buseigcd and deprived of an op- 
portunity of so doing. With it we send our eon. 
sultations from the loss of Madras, which contains 
a journal of what we have done for the preserva- 
tion of the settlement of which oui' utmost en- 
deavours have been employed, and we hope it will 
meet with your Honors’ approval. We shall only 
add, we think it somewhat unkind in our country- 
men and fellow servants, to have abandoned ns j 
and that we will do ah wo can under these dis- 
couraging ch'cumstanees, and trust to Providence 
for the event. Hitherto we have been but at a 
small expense ; our presents to the country go- 
vernment not exceeding above 3000 pagodas ; a 
tiiile not worth mentioning in proportion to the 
expense they are at, and the disquiet it has given 
our enemies, who trying all possible methods to 
make iqr affairs with them ; and the above circum- 
stances greatly facilitate their negotiations, as they 
clog the wheels of ours. We have in general terms 
promised in your Honors’ name that we will not 
bo uiigratcful for any favours the Nabob inclines 
to show us. 

" Whilst the above was writing, a message

Arcoi ; which rcnclers our all'airs so precarious, 
that we shall only advise your lloiiors of tlie am- 
val of what sliippins; is come to our Icuowlodgc, 
arid send this aivay in hopes of having au opportu- 
nity of writing again by this ship a day or two 
lienee. In the lucimtime we shall nso all possible 
methods with the Nabob and liis sons, to have 
regard to our interest according to their rojieated 
promises, ami to jwocure the ic-siluatioii of Ma- 
dras as one of the terras if possible ; wliicli they 
still promi.se, as well as security tliongh their 
councils are so influenced by immcdinlc gain that 
there is no cleponding upon them.” 

About four months after the despatch of the 
above IcUor, namely, on the 2iid of May 1 W, 
another despatch was addressed liy (lhaiics l'']oycr, 
the new Deputy Oovernor of Fort Saint David in 
the room of Mr. llinde who had died on the 4t)i 
April. From this dispatch we make Llic following 
oxtraots : 

“ Since our last nceount of the molanoholy situ- 
ation of this settlement which must certainly have 
appeared to he very precarious, wc had the mis- 
folunc to be reduced 1o almost inevitable danger j 
for as our security ohiclly depended on the a.ssist- 
aneo of the Moors, wc were soon brought to the ut- 
most extremity by being abandoned by them ; not- 
willrstanding all the arguments and persuasion that 
cotdd possibly be used in our parts to continue Iheiu 
in our interests. But the long delay of our ships, 
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with the imcoi'tainty of their coming at all, and the 
frcr[ucnt offers and proposals they received from 
the French, whieh arose to five lacs of rupees, — ' 
made all oiir endeavours prove fruitless ; as we 
could by no means think of making such offers, 
and if we could, they would have still outbid us. 
Having tliis advantage of us, that if they did not 
perform their promises they could not be in worse 
terms than they were. "Whereas we must literally 
have performed all ours. "Upon the whole, on the 
14 th February both the armies of the Moors de- 
camped, leaving us wholly to ourselves. In which 
destitute circumstances, the French on the last of 
February came out of Pondicherry, and on the 
1st of March made another attempt upon us by 
land, bringing with them a force considerably su- 
perior to any yet sent, or we could equal in more 
than a quarter part. Nevertheless, on their ap- 
proaching near the bounds, we sent out all our 
peons, with one hundred European military, two 
huudrod Topaases, and some artillery, in order to 
repel them, if possible, or at least to obstruct their 
entrance for a while, in hopes of doing them some 
mischief, and that every hour might produce some- 
thing in our favour ; which, as Providence ordain- 
ed, ii. answered our iutentious so well, that though 
we could not defeat them, our party engaged them 
so Avnrmly, that we had the good fortune to keep 
them from crossing Fuimiar river all that day, and 
to do them considerable damage. But night com- 
ing on, and our people noways equal to keep the 
field against such a superior force, were constrained 
to retire to the Fort. By which means the enemy 
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Jiad an opoa Jiokl all iJiat ivliim and on tlift 

scoond iu ilio inoniiuK wirly, Ihcy ninviilujd ivilh 
all tlioiv troops to the i>;imlcn house ; from wheiuio 
it vYoukl littve bccu impmetieubk) lov us to Iiuyo 
drove tliom away. But it happened very ibrtmuilc- 
ly, before they had time to raise any butteries or 
to do muoh damage iu the bounds, we had the iu- 
exprcssiblo joy and saliafactiou to discover iiiue 
sail iu the oiling, which proved to bo 1 lis Majesty’s 
squadron under the command of Commodore 
Gridin. Tins, for us most welcome sight, luado 
tliem (piit their quarters and betake to lligld. imme- 
diately, vyhieh they did so speedily, tlint though wo 
liad eight hundred men landed with tlie uiiuost 
expedition by the Commodore, in order to out 
them off iu their retreat, yet they wore got so far 
on tlieir way that it was in vain to pursue them. 
Although their stay at the gardens was very short, 
they took care to do ns mueh luisohief us tiu'y 
could ill the time, and burnt soveriil iiouaes about 
the bounds. But as those damages are nothing 
iu eoinparisoii to the ill obusmpuinees that luiglit 
have attended us liad tlioy ooatiiiuod longer, evou 
one day more, we huvo reason to bless God fur 
appearing this ouco more so manifestly and erili- 
cally ill our favour. 

“ We find from several iuslances in our late 
misfortunes, that the Nabob and other priiieijiai 
persons of this country arc of such uu estromo lu- 
crative disposition, that tlicrc is no hopes of Iking 
them slodfast in our intemst by any other motliod 
but by the forco of money ; and that they aro so 
exceeding avevaoious ioccasioiicd by tlio largo prof- 
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levs they liavu I'Rcoivcul from the I’ronch) that 
nothing; Jess than lacs \vill go near to satisfy them. 

“ Those arc siioJi large sums beyond ivlwl we 
thiulc in onr power to dispose of, that we never 
attempted to make them any such ofl'ers ; hut as 
a means to euooiirage them in our cause, we have 
several times promised them in general terms that 
your Honors will not be ungrateful for any 
substantial service we may receive from them : 
which, with some small presents we may make 
as a pledge of our sincerity, we hope, will have 
the desired effect, and procure their assistance 
when required^ 

" The presents that we made them, whilst the 
Nabob’s two armies were encamped without our 
bounds, for near three months, at an expense of 
Upwards 6000 rupees per day in our defence, did 
not amount to above 40,000 rupees which in com- 
parison to the serviec they were of ui defeating 
the French in tlieir attempt uiiou this place on tlm 
f)th December, we are of opinion, you will allow 
to bo very incousidcvabln ; and therefore persuade 
ourselves it will meet with your approval. We 
endeavoured to keep them longer with us for our 
s'ceuriiy, as we dally expected His Majesty’s 
squadron ; and Mr. llinde offered them 3000 ru- 
pees per day to stay oidy ten days, but he could 
not prevail on them. 

“ Most part of the military that could escape 
out of Madras have come here, whom we have 
taken into service. 

" The officers are all with ns ; who offering 
their service, as we were much in want of them, 
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ive have nonlinued tluini in llicir Ibnnor ooinmia- 
sions ; and tlie LieiilonauU having Iniluivwl very 
well luire in llio two actions ivitli the eiiouiy, w« 
take the liberty to vccomuicucl llicin to your Ho- 
nors to liave Gaptain’s coniuiissions conferred on 
tlicm. 

“ Tlie inferior odicers and military, lus well as 
tlioso in tlie gun-room wo liave rewarded with 
elothiiig. 

" Mr, Eobert Clive, Writer in the service, be- 
ing of martial disposition, and having acted as a 
volunteer in oar late engagements, we have grant- 
ed him an Ensign’s commission upon his appli- 
cation for the same. 

” We are iufmitcly concerned, among other mis- 
fortunes, to acquaint you that all the books and 
papers, relating to your Honors’ affairs at Madras, 
have met with tbo like fate of that settlement, imcl 
are in possession of tlie Ji’roneli ;* whioh not only 
greets ns that they should full under their iuB]Kio- 
tion, but renders ns at a great los.s to Ihul out, tbo 
several credits that arc duo to yon. In wliieli cir- 
cumstaneo wo shall nuiko it our busiucss from iimo 
to time to gel tbo best in.sigbl ol', by e.vaminalion 
of the Canalcapilies, ayIio are now bogiuniiig to 
come here daily ; and wliatover balance wo cnii. 
find out shall bo duly reccivod and acoountod for. 

“ The proceedings of the Erouch, both at Mad- 
ras and Pondicherry, have in general been so oru- 

■* Fortuuaioly tbo oonsuHalioiis and most of tbo 
ganoral letters were restored at the I’oaoo »£ Aix la 
Chapello. Otliorwiso, it is evident, that tlio labintrs ef 
tbo present eompilor would havo bcon greatly simpliiiod. 
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cl and iiiliuinauc, that they seem rather to imitate 
11 persecution than a war. They have refused the 
Conunodoro to oxelinu^e a single prisoner, not- 
withstanding the several they owe us, and we 
have some of theirs ; mid on a sudden drove 
away all tho women and children that had liberty 
to stay at the Mount plundering them of every 
thing they had, and afterwards set tire to their 
liouses ; and this at a time when they were pre- 
paring to come against this place. 

“They have been very busy in fortifying 1 he 
IVhito 'fown in hladras and have nearly destroyed 
the Black Town. 

“ By the best accounts we learn from their 
own people that have deserted here, they liave 
1300 Europeans in garrison at I’ondichcrry, 
and about 400 in Madras, besides a large 
mnnber of peons and Colfrees at each place. In- 
deed they have so many peojile, that we may liopc 
their numbers alone will tend to ilioir distruction, 
as they are already in great scarcity of provisions. 

“ We are not at present in n Lhoroug-h capacity 
to make any material attempts against them ; but 
as soon as we may be better enabled by a reiuforce- 
ineut of the squadron or otherwise, Mr. Griffin 
has assured us, that no induslry or endeavours 
shall bo wanting on his part to revenge oiu" past 
injuries to the utmost in his power. 

“ Wo being lately advised, that Ensign Yan 
Ernnkon was very busy among the Erench after 
the. surrender of Madras, and did actually give 
Monsieur De Labourdonuais a plan of the Town : 
for this and other misdemcniiours by him commit-

it to you to grant Oaptnina’ Uommissious to sueh 
of them ns you judge proper. 'Be sure to en- 
oourage Ensign Clive in his martial pursnits, ac- 
cording to his TOorlt.

“ As we have constituted Fort St. David to bo 
our Head Settlement, wo empower you to be at 
such expense in fortifying and seouring the place 
that you shall judge requisite. 

“ We have accpiainted our servants in Bengal 
and at Bombay, that Fort St. David is constituted 
our Head Settlcniont on the Coromandel coast ; 
and that you are appointed Governor in Council 
thereof ; rcooinmending it to them, ns rve hereby 
do unto you, to carry on a friendly correspondenoo 
with each other ; concerting the properest measure 
I'or the promotion of oiu- welfare, and the security 
of all our settlements.” 

Our next despatch from the Directors is dated 
16th October, 1747.

Here then we bring to a close the present 
series of “ Annals of Madras in the Oldeu 'Finie.” 
The labour whieli the compiler originally proposed 
to himself is now completed; and tlio lirst century 
of the settlement of the Englisli at Dort Si.. 
George, which hitherto was nearly a blank in Iho 
history of India, is now a living and breathing 
narrative. 



APPENDIX. 


[The following curious documents, illustrative 
of Iho very earliest condition of Madras, were ori- 
ginally coUeoted with some others two or three years 
back by Mr. lludlestou, tlie present Secretary of the 
Board of Iteveuue, and printed in a pamplilet form. 
Tlieso extracts, together with Bruce’s Annals of the 
East India Company, and some volumes of early 
voyages and travels, formed the authorities from 
whence the present compiler drew up the first three 
or four chapters of the iuks'je Volume of the Annals 
of Madras in the Olden Time. The records, from 
whence the extracts were made, extend over ten 
years only, viz. 1C70-1679 ; and it was the 
original intention of the compiler to have repub- 
lished the whole as an Appendix to the present 
volume. Want ol' space however has prevented his 
carrying out this plan ; and perhaps, ns the gene- 
ral facts to be gathered from tho extracts arc ex- 
hibited in the earlier chapters, there is less occa- 
sion for such a republicaliou. The following selec- 
tion of the more important papers,' — that is, of those 
papers which directly illustrate the condition of the 
old town of Madraspalauara, and the social man- 
ners of the earliest settlers, — are so well worthy of 
being preserved, thntwejnint them here in extenso. 
They rerpiire but little comment ; Ihcir contents 
speak for themselves.] 
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No. I. Opwcial Investigation into the Ad- 
MINlSTa.iTION OF Madii.as, 1G7B — 70. 

In the year 1675-76, that is, during thcj Go- 
voniment of Sir William Langhorn, Major James 
Piickle vas sent out by the Directors as a Com- 
missioner to enquire into the state of the Company's 
affairs on the Coast of Coromandel. Accordingly 
Major Pnckle presented a list of cpierics to the 
Governor and Council ; and on the 3Uth Pebrnary 
1675-76, the queries, together witli the replies, 
were discussed in Council.

walled in, they doing the duty 
of trained bands in watching 
and warding in times of trou- 
ble upon the outworks. They 
have never paid any rent or ac- 
knowledgement, nor taken out 
any leases. However, if the 
Hon’ble Company thinks good 
to have us require it, upon their 
posaitive order we must obey 
them, but we believe it will be 
the same thing .as to drive them 
away, for in all these coimtrys 
hero IS no such practice. The 
Governour and Avaldars very 
sensible of the benefit of inha- 
bitants, inviting all folks by fa- 
vours and immuuity.s, .and glad- 
ly giving ground for houses and 
gallons to any that will build 
or plant upon it. 

As now in practice at St. 
Thoma, where to repopvdato, 
they have promised three years’ 
e.vemptiou of laves, which 
drawes the people from hence 
againe as fast as they came. 

And that the Hon’ble Com- 
pany may the better judge by 
the experience of this their 
place, the Agent and Councoll 
have been fain to lelt fall the

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execution of tlieii’ Consultation 
of 28th Septemboi' last, for the 
levying of only pagodas 230 
upon the whole out Town in 
oonipansatiou of Mr. Thomas 
Clarke’s houses near the Calde- 
r.a point pulled down and Vero- 
na’s expense in clearing the sand 
from the sea-wall during tho 
waiT, which had scarce amount- 
ed to two fanams per house ; 
and yet all the inhabitants, 
nay their own Merchants all 
hut Cassa Verona, had shut up 
their shops and gathered up to 
the pagoda, and by intelligence 
their Tribes in the country had 
stopped all provisions from 
coming to Town, themselves 
being ready to forsake the place 
if the Agent and Gounoell had 
not timely paoiiied them by de- 
sisting from tho said leviatiou ; 
they did not value the summo 
but the precedent. 

In like manner was tho king 
of Quloonda himself served 
about that very time at his own 
city, upon the oooasiou of a tax 
imposed upon rice, and himself 
was fain send after them and 
appease them by fair words and 
good assurance for the future 
and with considerable Tiishe- 
riffa to the chief of thoBioe 
men. 

Not unlike the passage in 
London with the markett folks 
some 14 years since, upon an 
Act of Parliament a little too 
uneasy for tliem. 
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And moreover how ready the 
Mores and Eraminy Govern- 
ment now are to lay hold of 
bucli opportuuityB to raise new 
pretenoos, the annexed relation 
of the terms we now stand on 
Avith them will suffice. 

Eollepella Veng.ana pretend- 
ing to sell the King’s paddy 
here customs free at their own 
rates, as in their o\\ n Territo- 
ries, and to re-impose an aval- 
dar, saying, the King iuid Na- 
bob who granted the cowl and 
phermaiuid are dead and gone, 
and this king not obliged ; as 
if himself had not confiimed 
it and received the mony. 

The Dutch not being able to 
gefct a cowl for Poliacat, do all 
they can to infringe ours.

[Tlie following ourioiis rules and regulations ox- 
liibit tlie tendencies of the earlier settlers in a more 
striding light than could he done by pages of des- 
cription.] 

“ByOHDEEof the Hon’ble Sir Win. Lang- 
horuj JlaiTonetfcj Governour and Agent in Fort 
St. George. 

In obedience to my Hon’blo Employer’s orders,, 
fmd out of that care I ought to take of the people 
committed to iny charge, 

It is enordered and declared, that for preven- 
tion of disorders and for the preservation of tlio 
llon’blo Company’s Servants and Soukliers. of the 
Garrison from distempers and diseases frequently 
caused thereby, and by tlie iiiuvholesonie liquor 
called Parriev arrack. 

That from this day forward, no person wliatso- 
over dwelling within the privilcdgcs of tlie Towuc, 
who doth sell any of the sort of arrack nuidc here 
or hereabouts, shall be permitted to sell or give 
entertaimiieiit to any of the llon’ble Company’s 
soiildiers or servants, 

And that all per-sons keeping publiek houses of 
eiitei’tiiinmeiit, be prohibited after Ibis day from 
drawing liquor for any person, after the iisnell ring- 
ing of the bell at eight of the clock at night ; but 
shall desire aH persons thou in their houses to 
retire to their omi lodgings and suffer them to 
tiuTy there iio longer. And if any persons shall be 
found contemners of these orders, they shall not 
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for tlie future be permitted to keep houses of en- 
tertainment. 

And for further prevention of all cliborders and 
nxoebsea and impoverishing the soiildiers of the 
nari'isoii and others in the Hon’ble Company’s 
servise, by encouraging them to the unthinking 
way of spending their wages in such disorderly 
manner upon oreditt, faster tliau it comes in, to the 
mine both of their purses aud their healths and 
undervaluing of the punctual and bounteous pay 
of the Hon’ble Company’s, which to all sober and 
discreet persons is not only suflicient for maintain - 
ance, but with any industry aud beginning of 
their owne, enough to get afovehaud in the world, 
It is likewise enordeied and declared hereby, 
that no Yictullar, runch-house or other house of 
Entertainment, shall be permitted to make stop- 
page at the pay day of their wages or any part 
thereof, savoing onty for their dyet ; and according- 
ly order is given to ihe Purser to ' this effect, 
Avhci'oof all persons concerned are lo take notice.

Lang- 
horn, Barronett, Governour and Agent for affairs 
of ihe Hon’ble English East India ^ Company in 
Port St, George, for the receiving (sic) of the aiiti- 
ent orders concerning the mavketts in Chinnapat- 
nam ; as they were observed from the beginning. 
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Li Paddy Bandcsall, the former allowance way 
— customo for the Gentu pagoda, for every heapo 
of paddy, one measure ; for Peddinagg the watch- 
man, ou every greate ox-load of paddy, | measure ; 
for small ox-load, -J- measure ; for one right-hand- 
side girls, for every lieape of paddy, 3 liandfull ; 
for the measurer, every pagoda, ^ measure ; at this 
rate was the former allowance : and if any offers to 
take more than this allowance, or make other al- 
lowance than this, their penalty shall be 12 pago- 
das to the Hou’ble Company, and they shall be 
punished at the Ciiowtry besides. 

The former allowance in the Chowtry for seve- 
rail sorts of gram and for oyle-seeds was— for the 
Gentu pagoda, one handfull every saco ; for Ped- 
dinagg the watchman, two handfull every saco ; for 
one right-hand-side girlc, one handfull every 
saco ; for the measurer, one handfull every saco : 
and if any offer to take any more than this allow- 
ance, their penalty shall be 13 pagodas to the 
Hon’ble Company, and they shall bo punished 
at the Chowtry besides. 

The allowance of cowdunge and wood was— for 
every basket! of cowdunge, 3 cakes- for the Gentu 
pagoda ; for Peddinagg the watchman, of every 
basket! of cowdunge, 6 cakes -. and if any offer to 
take more than this allowance, or make any other 
than this allowance, their penalty shall be 12 pa- 
godas to the Hon’ble Company, and they shall be 
punished at the Chowtry besides. 

The allowance of sealEsh was ; for every great 
nett. 5 ffish to the Hon’ble Company ; and to Ped- 
dinagg the watchman, 10 ffish : and on the ffish 
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tlial tliey catcli withaliooke, one ffisli for the Com- 
pnny nnd one for Peddinagg the watchman. To the 
washenuau, barber, grave-maker, and severall 
other workmen, they are to give what they please : 
nnd if any one offers to take more than this allow- 
ance or make any other allowance, their penalty 
shall be 1 3 pagodas to the Ilon’ble Company, and 
they shall be punished at the Choultry besides.

Orders prescribed by the llon’blo Wm. Lang- 
horn, Barroneit, Govoruour of Fort St. George, 
Madcb'assapatam, Coast of Cormandell and Bay 
of Bengali, for AlTayrs of the Ilon’ble English 
Ea.st India Company, &c. 

1. If any that is on the watch or guard shall 
presume to lye of and not aske leave, he shall, if 
he be an Officer, for every such offence pay half a 
rial of eight ; and a Private souldier shall stand 
one whole day’s sentinell in armes. 

3. That officer that shall conceal any sentinell 
that doth sleope in the time of duty, shall be turn- 
ed out of his office and remaine a Private soul- 
dier. 

3. The same punishment to those that give 
the word to any but to them that it doth belonge. 

4. If any two or more persons shall dare go 
into the field to decide a qnarrell between them by 
the sworde or fire armes, thereby contemning the 
course of justice, they shall for the same ofl'ence 
endure two mouths’ Iraiirisonraeut, only with rice

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and watei- ; but if the party challenged shall make 
knowne the challenge unto the Officer, and appenle 
to him for justice, the doome shall be inflicted on 
the challenger only ; the like penalty shall be in- 
flicted on aU irregular persons who shall make op- 
position or resistance against those that shall bo 
commanded to bring them into the Fort. 

6. Whosoever after having received merited 
punishment, shall disarme themselves and deny to 
e.xecute the duty of a Soiddier any longer, as di- 
vers formerly have done, such one shall be drawne 
to the head of the troopca, and have his armes 
taken away from him by a cooley, and in exchange, 
have delivered him a spade or the like instimment, 
rvith which he shall work for his victuals ; and 
Ins wages being suspended, he shall be sent home 
in the ffi'st ship as a delinquent, if the Command- 
er’s discretion admits not his submission and 
sorrow for his fault. 

6. If any in the Garrison shall resist or affront 
his Officer upon the Corps de Quardc, or sleepe 
being sentinell, therebyc to endanger all our wel- 
fares, he shall for so great an offence be punished 
by standing three whole days, as according to for- 
mer custome, sentinell in armes for the first time 
from the date ; hut offending againe, for every 
such offence shall ride the horse three days, each 
day three hours, and be confined a month with no 
other allowance than water and rice. 

7. It is likewise ordered, that both the Officers 
and Souldiers in the Fort, shall on every Sabbath 
day, and on every day when they exercise, weare 
Inglisb apparell ; in respect the garb is most be- 
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coming as souMiers and correspondent to their 
profession ; on penalty of forfiting one month’s 
nllowaiicB on the Officer’s part, and half a month’s 
allowance on the Private aouklier’s part. 

8. Whosoever he be that shall attempt to get 
over the walls of the Fort npon any pretence what- 
soever, shall for so hainous and grievous an offence 
be kept in Irons till the shipps arrival, and then 
his wages being suspended, be sent home for Eng- 
land, there to receive condigne punishment, 

9. If any private souldier shall interpose liim- 
self whilst his Officer is correcting any other for 
his misdemeanours, either by unfitting words or 
actions, thereby to stay the chastisement due unto 
the delinquent, he shall for the first fault, stand a 
whole day as usually accustomed in avmes ; but 
being found so to offend againe, for every time 
from the date after, shall ride the horse three 
houres. The like ptmishmeut to those that rvill 
not obey their Officers when they command them 
to pass upon their duty. 

10. That when the Governour &c. shall go on 
board, or abroade on horsebacke or in paUenkeen, 
it is thought fit, in respect of the small number of 
people, that not a man shall stir out of the Fort 
until the Governor returns home ; npon penalty of 
half a riall of eight for the Merchant and Officer, 
and a daye’s sentinell in armes to the Private 
souldier. 

11. We doe expressly forbid all swaring, em's- 
ing, banning, or blaspheming the sacred name of 
Almighty God ; and whoso shall be found faulty 
therein, shall paye foure fannams each time ;. which 
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colU'sc working no reformation in him, be 
sent for his country by the first shipp. 

13. Wee moreover forbid any li'actor, Writer, 
or Souldier, or any whomsoever under our com- 
mand, to keep any woman for his beastly lust and 
carnal use; and if from henceforth any such shall 
he known to be in the Towne, the rvoman to be 
turned 8j.it of Towne and wldpt, and tlie man to 
receive condigne. punishment for eiitertairdng and 
keeping her eoiupany. 

13. No souldier is to dispute or contradict 
any order or command that he shall receive from 
his superior Officer, upon forfeiture of all his 
wages ; unless it can be proved that the said order 
is absolutely destructive to the Civcll goveniineut 
and saifty of the Company’s Servants and Olficers 
in this place. 

14. No person of wliat quality soever witliln 
the Tort, being within cull, shall alter nine of tho 
olocke at night jrass the guard or scnlinell witliout 
giving account to tlicm about what he is gooing ; 
which refusing to doc, shall be kept upon tho 
guard till morning to answer his contempt before 
the Governor and Councell. 

15. Tor tho better maintaining of good or- 
der in this Garrison, if the Cajitain, the Liof- 
tenant, or any other Officer shall heare or cer- 
tainly be informed, if any under Iheire command 
gives his fellows the lye, whereby to brood 
occasion of quarrell, being a word of great 
contempt and indignity to the profession of a 
Soiddicr ; we order siidi a one to be made fast to 
a gimp and there to receive Term blowes with a 
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small raUau or cane, well laj'd od by an Officer or 
either by him lie gave the lye unto. But if tho 
lye be given on the Oorps de Guarde, to receive 
Ihveiity bloives ; and if the Officer shall connive 
at, or not throughly execute the said punishiueiit 
upon such an Ofl'cndev, he shall have a whole 
month’s wages deducted of his accorapt for each 
time he so neglected this order, and for not exe- 
cuting the said penalty for such an offence. Nor 
shall any Officer for any offence, give any Souldier 
more than four or five strokes foi the present ; 
which if will not suffice, he is to bo disarmed and 
committed to abide such due chastisement as the 
Chief Officer, with the advice of tho other Officers 
in due examination, shall sec cause 

16. That the G-overnour be aocpiainted with 
the offence for which the punishment of the horse 
and such like graver punishments are appointed, 
before they are put in execution. 

17. Whosoever of tho Company’s Servants or 
Souldiers shall be absent from prayers on tlie Sab- 
bath day, or on the morning ou Wensday, when 
not employed upon duty, shall for every such de- 
fault oil the Company’s servants part, forfeite lialfo 
a ryall of eight ; and on the Souldier’ s part, to 
stand liali'e a daye’s sentineU in armes, aucording 
to former customes. 

18. No person out of the TIon’ble Company’s 
pay, to keep house of entertaimnent, nor any uii- 
marryed persons. None to bo permitted to stay 
in any entertaining liouses after the eight of olooke 
bell in the evening, Lodgers excepted. 

19. No ciitortainnicnt on the Lord’s day, to

or di'ce allowable in any entertaining bouse. 

20. No one person to be allowed above ball a 
pinto of rack or brandy, one cpiarte of wine ; and a 
greater number pro rata. Penalty upon the bouse- 
keeper, one pagoda ; upon the guests, twelve fan- 
nams each. 

21. It is ordered and appointed, that all the 
fines or penalty's that are imposed and shall be 
received for all the Offences aforesaid, shall be 
kept in a box appointed for i,be purpose, for the 
use of the Poore, chiefly English, to be distribut- 
ed according as the Govcniour and Councell shall 
direct. 

22. If any sonldier or sonldiers in this our 
Garrison shall, either in. their drinke or otherwise, 
offer any offence to any of the Natives or Towne 
inhabitanco, either by strildng, fighting, (i[u<irrel- 
ina:, or drawing of swordcs, or the like unseemly 
misbehaviour towards any of the country people, 
wee order that aU such irregular persons shall be 
brought to the Port and there confined and exa- 
mined, and shall then receive such puuishment as 
may be ecpiivalent to his or their olfenees, either 
by standing centinall in armes, or being made fast 
to the breech of a guiin, shall receive so many 
stripes as his Officers shall think fitt to appoint, 
not exceeding No. 10, unless the Governour be 
fii'st made acquainted with it ; or shall ride the 
horse so many houres, and so often as the Gover- 
nour shall think meet to determine.

Eor regulating the Hon’ble Company’s Affaires 
for the better carrying on the same, it is ordered 
and directed as foEowetli : — 

1. That the printed directions made by the 
Court of Committee in London, the 18th Deenu- 
ber 1667, for the Clu-istian and sober comport- 
ment of all the lion’ble Company’s Servants, be 
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hung uji ill the Chappell and dining roomo, to be 
obson'wl accordingly. 

3. That the Couiicell do meet to consult of 
the Hon’ble Company’s Affaires every Monday and 
Tlutrsday, and oftener as business sliall require, 
and this entry is to bo taken by all the Comiccll 
as a duo summons ; yet the Secretary is hereby 
ordered himself in person, or by one of the h'actors 
or Writers under him, to suraiuoii all the Members 
of the Conneell every Monday and Thursday, 
about 8 o’clock in the morning ; and every time 
any one of the Councell shall be absent, the Secre- 
tary is hereby required to enter at the beginning 
of such Consultation, these words ; — •“ The whole 
Conneell being duly summoned.” 

3. Tor all monys to bo paid out of cash, that 
the second or Book-keeper, with the Agent’s 
leave, shall draw bills directed to the Agent or 
who shall keep tlie cash uniler him ; in whicli Bills 
ho is to express the partys name to whom and the 
acaouut upon which the moriy is to bo paid ; which 
Bills, the seoontl is first to signe, leaving room for 
the Agent, as is practised at Surratt j and the said 
Bills are to be read and passed in the Conneell 
every Conneell day after any such are drawn, and 
the Secretary to noat tlie same accordingly. 

4. That the Generali bookes of accounts bo 
ballanced the last day of April yearly and kept ac- 
cording to tlie method used at Surratt ; a pair of 
whioh bookes. Letter M., are delivered to Mr. 
Joseph Hyinners for his direction, therein. 

5 . That the accounts of sailary of the ITon’ble 
Company’s Servants tliat seiwe them in their Mcr- 
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caiitile affairs, be kept and entered in tlie Cienernll 
bookes by tlie Booke-keeper or second, according 
to tbe Hoii’ble Company’s printed rules, and not 
entered in a pau-e of bookes apart by tbe Purser 
General, as heretofore. 

0. That the Warehouse- keeper or third in 
Counoell do keep Warehouse bookes, agreeable to 
the Ilon’ble Company’s orders in their printed 
rules, for all goods delivered, received or bought ; 
and that he take and dra\v up the accounts and 
invoices of all goods sold or bought and packed 
by him j from which accounts of the Warehouse- 
keeper, the second or Booke-keeper is to enter the 
same into the Generali bookes and the Generali 
invoices, they being his vouchers so to do. 

7. That the Choidtry Justice, Customer, or 
fourth ill Councell do take care to receive and col- 
lect all the Bents and llevenues of the Towne of 
Madrasspatnain, except that of the Mint, and keep 
two distinct bookes of the same, one of the ac- 
counts of all petty land Customs received of the 
Indians, Sec., upon goods imported ; at the begin- 
ning of which booke every year, he must enter the 
rates of the Customs, the manner of gathering the 
same, and in the booke, the particulars of the goods 
which the same is collected, and at the end of this 
booke, the particulars of the Corne received for 
Toll ill the Paddy Banksall and what the same 
was sold for, and also what received monthly for 
the Company’s part of the ‘Weigher’s duty, and for 
registering houses, stands. Sic. ; and one other 
book of tlie accounts of all Sea and Land Cus- 
tomes receijed of Christians and Indians upon 
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goods irapoi'ted and exported tliat is uBiudly Joyncd 
together ; at the beginning of which booko also, 
he must yearly enter the rates, and the manner of 
collecting the said customes, and in the booke the 
particulars of the goods on which, and the men’s 
names from whom the same is received. Also, he 
must take care to receive the Iraights due to the 
Hon’blc Company for all goods laden upon tlieiv 
shipps and vessells and duly to enter the same in 
this booke ; and in the said booko, he must make 
entry of all shipps and vessells tliat anchor in this 
port, the place they come from, the day tliey saylc, 
and the place they are bound unto. At the end 
of both bookes to make tables or abbreviates of 
every month’s collections, that the whole year’s 
Income may appear together and be more readily 
compared with tlio Generali bookes ; mid he is 
alsoo to koepe the Tlegister bookes for all private 
trade, as is appointed in the Indulgence of Kith 
November 1C74, and notice thereof given at the 
foot of the said Iiididgence, hung up in the Chap- 
pell. 

8. That the Customer, Mint Master (when 
there is one in that office), and Pay Master, or any 
two of them, do every Tuesday and PTyday sitt in 
the Choultry to do the common Justice of the 
Towiio as usuall ; and do take care that the 
Scrivan of the Choultry do duly register all son- 
teucoB ill Portuguen as formerly, ami that there bo 
an exact Eegister kept of all alienations or sales 
of slaves, houses, gardens, hoates, shipps, &c. ; 
the Company’s due for the same to be received by 
the Customer, and the Bills or Cerlilicalcs for such 
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siiles (o, be signed by the persons in the offices 
aforesaid, or any two of them. 

9. That the hliiit Master (there not being one 
particularly appointed to that place at present, 
Mr. Joseph ifymners, who hath liad it in his 
charge the last seven yeares, is desired still to con* 
tinue it until the Hou’ble Company’s further or- 
der), do keepe two bookes. One of the particular 
account of the coyning of the Hon’ble Company’s 
gold ; the other of the gold coyned for all other 
persons, and what the Hon’ble Company do re- 
ceive for Mintage duty thereupon ; and that he do 
not suffer any gold to be coyned in the ]\Iint, but 
what he shall make a due entry of in the said 
booke. 

10. That the Purser General or Pay Jfnster 
do take charge of all stores, of nil manner of ex- 
pellees, buildings, reparations, &c., and of the con- 
cerns of Deceased men. and to keepe three bookes 
of Aooouiits and Registers, as followelli : — 

1. — A hooke of the account of all the Ammuni- 
tion and Stores belonging to the Garrison, and 
the expence thereof entered every month ; for 
■whioli the Master Gunner, Gentleman of the 
Armes, the Armourer-smith and Carpenters, must 
give due and monthly account to him. 

3. — A booke of all expeiices of the Garri- 
son and other necessary and insident charges, 
in severall and distinct accounts. At the end of 
which booke to make a table of the whole year’s 
expenses in severall colums, under the heads or 
titles used in the Generali bookes, by which they 
may more easily be compared ; and he is to see 



that tliu Stewards do kcepe a booke of the accounts;' 
of the daily cxpence of dyet for tlie Gompaiiy’s 
general! table, 

3. — A booke for Tlegistering of Wills and Testa- 
ment and Inveiitorys of deceased persons, the 
moneys so received to be paid into tlie Company’s 
casb ; and in the same booke to keope n Kegister 
of Births, Christenings, Marryages anti Burialls, 
of all English men and women within this Towne. 

11. That the Secretary do lake care duly to 
sumnion the Councell every Monday and I'hura- 
day morning at 8 o’clock as before directed, and 
to enter all Consultations in the booke appointed 
for that purpose, and all other occurrenees and ob- 
servations in the manner of a Dynry ; and also a 
llegister of all Passes given ; and to. take care that 
double ooppy bookes of letters received and sent, 
be duly and fairly wrote by tlie Factors and 
Writers appointed thereunto, and marginali noats 
and alphabetts made to the Coiisidtatiori bookes 
and coppy bookes of letters. All the bookes to be 
finished the last day of Peoembor, yearly. One 
coppy to be laid up here, and one to be sent home’ 
upon the shipps ; and what most materiall shall 
come to hand or be done afterward, to be sent in 
loose papers in the packetts to the Hon’ble Com- 
pany ; and tliat he take care to draw out lists of 
the Hon’ble Company’s Servants, in the forme 
prescribed by them, and all other English inhabit- 
ing in this Towne, to be sent to the Hon’ble Com- 
pany yearly, as they require. 

12. That all the fore-mentioned Bookes and 
legisters be every month (after the month is ex- 
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pired aiul the needful entrys made therein), the 
next ftouncell day after, brought to the Councell, 
and tliore read and passed, and the Secretary to 
noate the same. 

13. That all tlie fore-mentioned persons unto 
whom the Bootes, Accounts, Hegisters &o., before 
directed, be incharged, do take care to gett dupli- 
cates of the same fairly wrote every year, with the 
transcribers names to them ; one of wliich dupli- 
cates to be sent for England to the Hnn’ble Com- 
pany, and the other to be laid up in tlie Couiiceil 
Chamber in the Fort, until the Hon’ble Comj/any 
shall please to appoint the building of convenient 
places or offices for every one of the said persons, 
as the Booke-lceeper, AVarehousc-keeper, the Cus- 
tomer, the Mint Master, the Purser Generali or 
Pay Master, and the Secretary, wherein the said 
bookes and registers may be distinctly kept, and 
where the said persons may keepe such their busi- 
ness for the Company in decent order, and the 
persons employed under them may have con- 
veniency to write in, all which is exceedingly 
wanting at present, there being not one place 
within the Fort (but the Councell Chamber) litt for 
such uses. 

14. For lessening tlie charges of the Garrison, 
Tis ordered that the two companies of Souldyers 
be reduced to 80 men each company, as was 
agreed in Consultation the 3rd March 1675, Mr. 
Walter Clavell and Mr. AVm. Puokle being then 
present at the Councell ; and there being 25 men 
above that number now mustered, Captain Oneale 
and Captain Lieutenant Betts were sent for and 
ordered to discharge them ; and to keepe in the 
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two Rompaiiios no more than 80 Private cenliiiells 
and Corporalls, besides Drums and Sai'j'canls Sic., 
as aforesaid ; and ’tis ordered that about fiO of the 
black guards or peons be discharged at this time, 
and so many in a month or two after as may 
reduce the number to no more than shall appear 
to he absolutely necessaiy, it not being convenient 
to turne off too many at once. 

15. That except by the Members of this Coun- 
cell, those that have fonucrly been in that quality, 
Chiefes of Pactorys, Commanders of tiie shipps out 
of England, and the Chaplains, Eundells shall not 
be wonie by any men in this Toivne, without the 
Governour’s permission ; and by no woman below 
the degree of Factors’ wives and Ensignes’ wives, 
except by such as the Govornour shall permitt, 
This last clause to be put up at the Fort gate 
for puhlike view.

King’s Majesty’s Koyall Charter to them granted) 
order and appoint that whomsoever shall be fouml

guilty of tlie folio-wing offences sliall undergoe the 
penaltys lieremito annexed : — 

1. ‘VYliosoevor (that lodgeth within the Port)' 
shall renlaine out of y' Port all night (without Li- 
c'enoe frohi the Governour) or be found absent at 
the time of shutting the Gates after the Tattoo' 
(tvithout a reasonable excuse) shall pay 30 fanams 
to the use of the poore, or sett one whole day 
publiokly in the stocks. 

2. Whosoever shall profane the name of God 
by swearing or cursing, be shall pay foure fanams 
to the use of the poore for every oath or curse, 
and in case of non-payment after demand, the 
said siimme shall be Icvyed by distress, and in de- 
fect of such distress, the offeuder shall sett in the 
stocks three howers. 

4, Whosoever shall be guilty of lying, shall 
pay foirre fanams for y"*' poore for' every such of- 
fence. 

4. 'Whosoever shall apeare to be drunke, shall 
pay 30 fanams for the use of the poore for every 
offence, and in case of non-payment after demand, 
the said summe shall be levyed by distress, and in 
defect of such distress, the offender shall sett in 
the stocks six howers. 

5, Whosoever lodges within the Port (whithef 
actually in the Hon’ble Company's service or not) 
that shall be absent from the publike prayers moni- 
ing and evening on the weeke dayes ('viithont a 
lawfull excuse) shall pay foure fanams for the poore, 
or be confined one whole weeke within the Port 
for every such default ; and whosoever Christian 
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in' y“ llon’ble Company’s scnrice in this Town (ux- 
copt Papists) tliat shall be absent from tlie pnbliko 
prayers niorniu" or evening on the Lord’s-clay 
(without a lawfall excuse) shall pay foure fanmns 
for y° poore for every such default, and in case of 
non-payment after demand, tlie said summe shall 
be levyed by distress and sale of the offenders 
goods, and in default of such distress, the offender 
shall suffer imprisonment uutill payment of the 
said summe soe forfeited by law. 

6. If any by these penaltys will not be re- 
claimed from these vices, or if any shall be found 
guilty of adultery, fornication, unoleanness, or 
any such crime, and will not be reclaimed, they 
shall be sent for England, there to receive con- 
digno punishment. 

7. Eor the preservation of the security and 
good government of this Port and Towno, it is 
ordered and declared that if any per.son whatso- 
ever living in or belonging unto tliis Townc and 
Government shall make any disturbaneo upon the 
Corps du Guard, or goo into tho Pield to deside a 
quarrell with the sword or other arras or weapons 
or shall attempt to gett over the walla of tho I’ert, 
or other Portifleations of the Towno, or shall sell, 
embezzle, or convcigli away ■ any ammunition be- 
longing to the Honorable Company, or furnish tho 
enemy therewith or with any other arms or ammn- 
nition, or shall keep correspondence with any de- 
clared Enemy to the English without tho Govoni- 
our’s knowledge and permission, or shall raise se- 
dition, make or abett any mutiny or insnrrootion 
against the Government, or shall endeavour to de- 
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stroy or to deliver up any Eort bulwart, magazine, 
bouse or place of strength, or any ship or vessell 
belonging- to the English to any enemy whatso- 
ever, or tliat shall give any affront to the Govem- 
our, or strike the Governour or any of the Coun- 
cell, or lay violent hands upon any of them, or 
conspire to imprison the Governour, or that shall 
committ any such like offence against the good 
and safety of the place and government, every 
person or persons soe offending of wliatsoever Na- 
tion or religion, whither in the Honorable Com- 
panies service or not, he or they shall answer for 
every such offence before the Govcrnoiu- and Coun- 
coll, and shall suffer such payncs and penaltys 
for the same as is apointed in the Articles and 
Orders of this Garrison, or shall be otherwise pu- 
nished as to the Governour and Counocli shall 
seem meet and convenient, and the quality and 
ciroumstanoea of tiic offence shall mcritt. 

S. These orders shall be read in the Church or 
Chappell twice in the yem-e, that is upon tho 
Sunday next after Christmas day, and upon tho 
Sunday next after midsumer day, in the forenoone 
after Divine service, that none may pretend igno- 
rance therool', and all persons concerned therein 
are hereby strlcklly charged and commanded to 
give due observance and not to act contrary to 
the same, ution paine of undergoing y“ penaltys 
apointed, and suffering further displeasure, in 
confirmation wdiereof we have hereunto sett onr 
hands and the Honorable Company’s Seale, the 
38th day of Ocloher, Anno Domini 1678, and in 
the SOthyeare of the Baigne of Our Sovereigtie Lord 
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Charles the Second, by tlic Grace of God, King of 
England, Scotland, France and Ireland, Defoiidcr 
of the Faith. 

One of the Paotors or Wri- 
ters shallbe monthly aiiointed 
by the Governoiir to note and 
collect the forfeitures and to 
pay the same to the Overseers 
of the poQi-e.

Forasmuch as by Persons of all professions, tho 
Name of God ought to bo 
Order.? to be obsery- hallowed, his service attcn- 

iL YlilitarrTmploy“ upon, and His blessing 
ments, tipon men’s endeavours 

sought by daily prayers, as 
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tl\B quallity tlicreforc of our place and ira]3loymcnt 
i-pcpiires, and in discharge of our duty both to God 
and man, Idrst, we doe Ohristianly admonish 
every one imployed in the service of the Honor- 
able English East India Company to abandon 
lying, swearing, curscing, dninlcenness, uneleau- 
iiesa, prophanalion of the Lord’s-day, and all 
other ainfull practices, and not to sleep, be drunk, 
or abusive upon or absent from their watch, or 
from their houses or cpiartevs late at night, nor 
absent from or neglect morning and evening 
Prayers, nor committ any offence to the dishonor 
of Almighty God, the corruption of good niannevs 
or against the peace of the government ; but if any 
will not heare us admonishing them, wo doe (by 
virtue of the power derived unto us from the 
I-Ionorable the Governour and Company of Mer- 
chants of London trading into the East Indies, 
and by authority of the King’s Majesty’s Eoyall 
Charter to them granted) order and apoint that 
whomsoever shall be found guilty of the following 
offences shaU undergoc the penaltys hereunto an- 
nexed : — 

1. If any shall profane the Name of God by 
swearing or eurseing, he shall pay fonre fanams to 
the use of the poore for every oath or curse, and 
in case of non-payment after demand, the said 
sximme shall be leveyed by distress, and in defect 
of such distress, the offender shall sett in the stocks 
three bowers. 

2. If any shall be guilty of lying, lie shall pay 
fouro fanams for y“ poore for every such offence, 
or stand six bowers sentinell in armour. 

3. If any shall apeare to be driuikc, be shall 
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pay SO faiiams for the use of the poore for every 
oli'unce, luid iu case of non-payment after deuinud, 
the said summe sliall be levyctl by distress, and iu 
defect of such distress, the offender shall sett iu 
the stocks six bowers. 

4. If any (except Papists) that are upon the 
Guard withiu y“ Port shall be absent from the 
publiko prayers morning or evening on y“ weeko 
days (except a lawfuil occasion hindretb), he shall 
pay foure fanams for the poore or stand six bowers 
sentinell iu armour for every such default ; and 
whosoever Christians in the Hoii’ble Company’s 
service in this Towue or Garrison (except Papists) 
that shall be absent from the pnblike prayers 
moniiug or evening on the Lord’s-day (without a 
lawfuil excuse), shall pay foure fanams for the 
poore for every such dcfaidt, and in ease of non- 
payment after demand, the said summe shall be 
levyed by distress and sale of the olfendors goods 
and in default of suck distress the oifender shall 
suiter imprisonment until payment of the said 
summe soe forfeited by law. 

B. Noe person shall goe oil from his watch or 
guard without leave from him that hath the com- 
mand of that Guard, upon penalty of forfeiting 
one day’s pay for the poore ; and if any person 
shall lye oil from his guard in the night without 
leave from the head Ollioer then present upon the 
Maine guard iu the Fort, whether ho he subordi- 
nate OlKcer or Soldier, he shall forfeit halfo a 
month’s pay for the poore, or be punished at the 
discretion of the Couiicell of Officers ; and if the 
head Officer at the Maine guard shall lye oil' at 
night without Governour’s leave, he shall uu- 
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(Icrgoo the game penally ; and if any sliall offend 
liorcin when the Governonr is out of the Towuc, 
the penalty shall be doubled. 

fi. If any CentiueU shall be talicn asleep whilst 
he is upon his duty or watch standing continell in 
any place, or dep.arfc from his station before he is 
relieved, he shall pay one month’s pay to the use 
of the poors and shall also ride the wooden horse 
three severall days, three howers at a time, and 
then be confined a month in irons with allowance 
of rice and water and forfeit that month’s pay to 
the Hon’ble Company. 

7. If any shall strike, resist, oppose or affront, 
his superior Officer in act or word upon the Coiiis 
du Guard, or in any other place, he shall be tyed 
neck and heels for two or three howers at the first, 
and be otherwise punished afterward according to 
the importance of the fact. 

8. If any person shall create any disturbance, 
qnarrell, or draw his sword upon the Guard, he 
shall be tyed neck and heels for the present, and 
afterward’ the case being examined, shall be fuither 
punished as the fact may deseiwe. 

9. If any two or more persons shall dare to 
goo into the field to desire a quaiTcll between tbem 
with swords or other arras or weapons, they shall 
suffer two months’ imprisonment, and be fedd 
with rice and water, and that two months’ pay 
shall be forfeited to the Hon’Mc Company ; but if 
the parly challenged shall make known the chal- 
lenge, the punishment shall be inflicted upon the 
ehallenger. 

10. If any Soldier shall refuse to obey his 
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Odlecr, or dispute or contradict any order tiutt 
sliall bo given bim by his Commanding ollioor, 
iie aball ride the wooiien horse for two or three 
liowevs, or be otherwise punished according to the 
quality of tlie offence, except it can be proved that 
the said order is itnlawfull, or absolutely dssi.vuc- 
tive or prejiiditiall to the pence or govcrmnimt, 
and then sunli Soldier is presently to give notice 
of it to the Governour or to one of the Conncdl, 
and tlie Officer shall l/c punished fo)' the same as 
tlio case deserves. 

11- That officer that hath the Command of 
the Main guard in y" Fort, elinll every evening goo 
to the Governour for orders, and the Serjeants 
shall attend in the Fort to receive them from the 
saiii Chief officer, and carry them to tlie Gentle- 
men of the Conncell and the Commission Offi- 
cers, and the word is to be given (o the Gentlemen 
of the Counccll and to the Officers of the Garrison, 
that is to the Commission officers, y“ Mnvshnll, 
Sarjomits, Corporalls and llonndcrs, and to none 
others ; and it any shall give the word to any 
others except by the Governour’s order and per- 
mission, he shall loose his offieo and shall sntTcr 
such further paine or penalty for the same as the 
quality and circumstances thereof shall deserve. 

12. If any Soldier upon the bent of Driime, 
not being iinployed upon duty, or siclf, or out of 
Towne with leave, does not repaire to his collours 
and there remain and do aud perform what ho is 
commanded untill he have leave of the Olliecr 
then. in. command to depart, he shall lye in irons 
untill the Councell of Officers sett, and then bo 
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oUienvise piiiiislit for such his contempt at the fies- 
cretioii of the Comioell of Officers. 

13. The CoTOmissioti officei's shall not faile 
to drill or exercise their Company’s once a 'Weeke, 
or at the least once in a fortnight, upon y“ penalty 
of forfeiting one month’s pay to the use of: the 
pooro for every such neglect. 

14. Whosoever shall attempt to get over the 
walls of the Tort, or any of the walls, curtains, 
or bastions of the Towne upon any pretence what- 
soever, he shall suffer one month’s imprisomneut 
in irons and be kept with rice and water, and that 
month’s pay to be forfeited to the llon’ble Com- 
pany, or be otherwise punisht as the circumstances 
of the olfcnce shall deserve. 

13. If any English-or others sent by the IIou’- 
ble Cpmpany or belonging to the English ships 
shall desert their service without licence, and vo- 
luntary returne aud come to serve in this Garrison, 
such persons shall serve five years de nevo fi’ora 
the time of the said returne, the two first years ns 
private seutinells at ten fanams per mensem loss 
thau the usual pay of the Garrison, and the three 
last years at the usual pay ; and if any persons 
deserting the Hon’ble CompaTiy’s service shall be 
taken and retureed by force, they shall serve five 
years de novo at such pay as is before exprest, and 
shall also ride the horse for three days, tlnee 
bowers at a time ; and if any Officer or other shall 
know of any Soldier deserting his oollours, or any 
other person being run away, and doth not imme- 
diately accpiaint the Govevnonr therewith, he .shall 
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loose Ills office ov fovfcifc a month’s pay to the 
Hon’ble Company. 

16. If any person shall send or perraitt to bo 
sent or carryed out of the Fort, or out of any other 
magazine or store-house belonging to the Hon’ble 
Company, any amunition, as povnler, shell, arms, 
match or provisions, without the Governour’s 
order, or acquainting him therewith, all sucli per- 
sona shall loose their offices, and be severely pro- 
ceeded against. 

17. Noe Eoman Catholick or Papist, wliither 
English or of any other nation shall bears any 
office in this Garrison, and shall have no more pay 
than 80 fanains per mensem as private sentinalls, 
and the pay of those of the Portugeze nation, as 
Europeans, hlusleesos, and Topasees, is from se- 
venty to forty fanams per mensem. 

18. If any officer or soldier shall desert liis 
coUours or station that shall be apointed liim to 
defend in time of service, and shall not do Ids ut- 
most to destroy the enemy ns he shall bo com- 
manded, or shall ilye over to the enemy, such 
officer or soldier shall be proceeded ■ against and 
suffer as a Tray tor to his King and country. 

19. If any ‘ person without the Govemour’s 
knowledge and consent shidl give intelligence or 
hold any correspondence with any that are declared 
enemies to the English, or that shall emhezzeU or 
destroy any arms or amunition of the Honorable 
Company’s, or furnish the enemy therewith, or 
with any other arms or amnnition, such persons 
shall be proceeded against as a Traytor, 

20. If any person shall raise sedition, make or 
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abett any mutiny or insurreetion against tlie Go- 
vernment, or shall contrive or endeavour either 
himself or intioe or corrupt any other to fire or 
destroy or deliver up the I’ort, Tovvne, or any bul- 
wart, magaKine, house or place of strength therein, 
or any ship or vessell belonging to the English, 
to any enemy whatsoever, such person or persons 
shall be proceeded against and suffer as Traytors 
to their King and country. 

21. If any officer shall strike a Soldier with- 
out offence given, or otherwise according to the 
use and ciistome of discipline military, he shall 
auswear it at the Couneell of Officers and make 
recompence for the same ; nor shall any Officer 
strike a private Soldier for any offence or fault 
more than three or foure strokes, and if the offence 
requires further or greater punishment it shall be 
ordered by a Consultation of the officers, and such, 
oliioer as shall offend herem, shall give such rea- 
sonable satisfaction as shall be awarded for the 
same. 

23, He that shall take any thing by force from 
any marketl people, shopkeeper, or other person, 
pretending to have it at what price he please, shall 
pay treble the value thereof to the party grieved ; 
and if any person shall abuse any of the Natives 
or Towno inhabitants, by striking, frighting, quar- 
relling, drawing tlieir swords or the like, such per- 
sons shall be carried before one of the Justices of 
the Choultry, and being thereof oonviotecl, shall 
be punisht as may be equivalent to the offence, 
by standing sentinall in armour or by lying in 
Die stocks, and made fast to the britoh of a gun or 
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fi tree or post, shall llwre bo boatcn or wUipt, nr 
sull'er such Uko pimishmunts as shall be apointecl 
by the said J\istice or Justices ; and the said pu- 
idshments shall be iuflictecl publikelyat the (Ihoul- 
try or in the opau streete, to the cud that Natives 
may be satisfied of the justice done them; and if 
any person be maimed or wounded in such quar- 
I’cll, recoinpence shall be made for the same by 
paying for the ciu-e and for other damages, as the 
Jtiatico or Justices shall judge fitt. 

23 . If any Soldier shall breake or loose his 
arms, he shall pay for the same or for the mend- 
ing of them ; and if any shall shoot off a mus- 
kett, ordnance, or other fire arms, upon any occa- 
sion than as usual upon sentiuall duty, saluteing 
of ships, or upon command of his olhoer, ho shall 
pay for the powder half fnnam for every musket!, 
and SO I'anams for eveiy ordiiauce ; and if any 
hanne or damage accreweth tliereby, he shall and 
must answer the law in such case, whicli is very 
severe. 

24. None shall be inllsted or mustered to servo 
in the Garrison, nor bo discharged of the service 
without the Governour’s order or permission ; nor 
shall the Olficcrs muster one man for another, 
upon paine of forfeiting one month’s pay to the 
Hon’ble Company for every such offence. 

25. None (except the Commission officers and 
Chief gunner) shall goe tln-ee miles out of the 
Towne or on board the ships in the road without 
a pass from the Governour, upon penalty of for- 
feiting half a month’s pay for every such offence, 
to the use of the poore ; and the Commission offlecrst 
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nnd tlic chief gunner slinll have leave to goo upon 
their jjarole without the pass ; and if any uncler- 
ofliccr or soldier shall have the Governour’s leave 
to lye out of Towiie foure and twenty houres 
or longei'j he shall find a man to serve in his 
roomo, imtill his rehmie ; and if any oflicer or 
soldier shall stay out longer then the time granted 
by the Governour upon paroll or in the pass, such 
a one shall forfeit his pay to the poo re for every 
day he is absent beyond the limited time, and be 
further punisht as the offence shall merit. The 
Oonlleinan of the Armes for wdteing those 
passes shall have half fanam for a pass with a sin- 
gle name, and one fanam for a pass with more 
then one name in it, and one day’s pay for a dis- 
charge of the sevice. 

20. All officers, soldiers and other persons re- 
ceiving Ihe Honorable Company’s pay within this 
Garrison shall apeare in person, and in case of 
sickness apoiut one for them, and make demand of 
their pay every month upon call of drume on the 
pay day, and in default thereof they shall forfeit 
the same to the Hon’ble Company ; and the Pay- 
master shall suffer noe stoppage of any persons 
monthly pay upon any other demands or pretences, 
without the consent of the party, then for these 
following : — 

Por Dyett mony not exceeding 40 fanams per 
mensem, which is to he demanded every month at 
the pay day, and if the Creditor shall deferr or 
delay demanding the same longer then two months, 
they shall stand to the curtesie of the Debtor for 
the payment thereof ; for doeing duty one for 
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fiiiotlier ; for clothing and desent and fitting garb 
becoiiieing a soldier, and as shall be used and or- 
dered in the Garrison ; for the marshall fees ; and 
for the fines, amercements, and penaltys arrai'ded 
for breach of these orders. 

37. If any man shall be found guilty of adul- 
tly, fornication, nncleanness, or any such crime, or 
shall keep any woman company in an unlawful 
way and refuseth to marry her, or will not be re- 
claimed from such wickedness, he shall be kept 
in prison for soe long time ns the Governour and 
Councell shall judge convenient, and be allowed noe 
other Dyett then rice and water ; his pay for such 
time shall be forfeited to the Company, and if after 
all he will not be reclaimed, he shall be sent to 
England, there to receive condigne punishment. 

33, If any officer, soldier, or other person shall 
give any affront or disrespect to the Governour in 
word or deed, or sliall offer to strike or lay violent 
hands upon the Gavernonr or any of the Councell, 
or shall attempt or consphe to imprison the Go- 
vernour, such person or persons soe offending 
shall loose his and their office and all imployment 
in this Garrison for ever, and suffer six months’ 
imprisonment, and during that time shall every 
Munday and Thursday in the aftemoone ride the 
horse for three houres, and after releasemeut shall 
never weare a sword or other arms within this 
jurisdiction. 

39. And that this Towne and Garrison may 
be preserved in security and good government, it 
is declared and ordered that if any person whatso- 
ever living in or belonging unto this Towne 
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(though not in Military imploymeiits), shall breake 
tliese orders, that is in creating any quarrells or 
disturbance upon the Corps du Guard, or shall 
goe into the field to decide a quarrell with the 
sword or other arms or weapons, or shall attempt 
to gett over tlie walls of the Fort or other Fortifica- 
tions of the Towne, or shall embezzle, sell or con- 
veigh any amunition away belonging to the 
Ilon’ble Company, or furnish y“ enemy therewith, 
or with any other arras or amunitioii, or shall keep 
correspondency with any declared enemy without 
the Governour’s kno-wledge and permission, or 
shall raise sedition, make or abett any mutiny or 
insurrection against the Government, or shall 
endeavour to destroy, or to deliver np any Fort, 
Magazine, or place of strength, or any ship be- 
longing to the English to any their enerays what- 
soever, or sliall offer any affront to the Governour, 
or shall strike the Governour or any of the Coun- 
oell, or lay violent hands upon any of them, or 
shall conspire to imprison the Governour, or any 
such like offence against the good and safety of 
the place and government, every such person or 
persons so offending, of whatsoever nation or 
religion, whither in the Honorable Company’s 
service or not, he or they shall answer for every 
such offence before the Goveraom’ and Conncell 
and shall suffer such paines and penaltys for the 
same as are apohited in these articles, or otherwise 
as to the Governour and Councell shall scerae 
meet and convenient, and as the quality and cir- 
cumstances of the offence shall meritt. 

30. That these articles may he the better oh- 
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served, and thereby the Garrison and Government 
preserved in due order, the Governour and Coun- 
cell having other weighty alfaivs to attend, have 
thought fltt and doe hereby order and apoint that 
there shall be a Councell of three or more of the 
Commission officers who shall sitt in some roome 
in the Fort every Tuesday at eight of the clock 
in the forenoone and ofieiier ns occasions require, 
and such Commission officers not under the num- 
ber of three, all being duely summoned by the 
Provost Marshall or one for him, are hereby au- 
thorized and apointed to take cognizance of, and 
examine offenders against these orders, and to 
award the punishments accordingly as is herein 
aftei’warcl limited and apointed ; in which Counccll 
of officers, the Chief officer in degree of them pre- 
sent shall take the chaire, and tlie other officers 
sett according to their degrees, among whom the 
Provost Marshall is not to sett as one, and the 
Gentleman of the Armes shall always be the Olerko 
to the said Couneell of officers, and sett at the 
lower end of the table to enter thoir proceedings 
and sentences in a Booke to be kept in y“ Port 
Eegister ; and if any of the Commission oflioers 
shall refuse or neglect to nttcud at the said Coun- 
cell, they shall forfeit ibeir office, or suffer such 
other penalty as the Governour and Couneell shall 
apoint. 

31. If any offence or misdemeanonr shall be 
committed by any officer or soldier, which is not 
mentioned in these articles, or which shall happen 
between one soldier and another of this Garrison, 
the said Commission officers are hereby authorized 
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and irapowored to take cognizance thereof, and 
award sucJi fmo or other punishment for the same 
as is reasonable and customary, and as to them 
shall seem meet ; but this Oouiicell of officers 
shall not take cognizance of any action of debt 
or demand relating to the Civil govennnent, except 
any persona by consent of partya shall refer any 
such case to their arbitrament. 

82. All ott'ences of a high nature and especial- 
ly being committed by any Commission oflicer, 
shall be tryed by the Governonr and Councell, and 
the Councell of officers shall not sett upon any 
great offence without lirst acquainting the Gover- 
nour therewith and receive his allowance to pro- 
ceed thereupon ; and when they shall have agreed 
upon any sentence they shall send tlieir clerke to 
inform the Govemoui- thereof ; and if any person or 
persons shall find themselves ngrieved by the 
sentence of the Counccll of oflicers, they shall and 
may appeal from the same to the Governom and 
CounoeU, and then the case shall be heard and 
judged by them according to equity and the meritts 
of the offence ; but for small punishments for 
misdemeanours noe appeals are allowed. 

33. Provided allways that if auy officer, sol- 
dier, or other person of this Garrison shall com- 
mitt any offence against any of the inhabitants of 
the Towne, or other person that is not in Milita- 
ry imployment, or if any such person shall abuse 
a soldier or other person of the Garrison, and in 
all such cases where any officer, soldier or other 
person hath complaint or demand upon any person 
of the Garrison, or any person demand upon a 

68 
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soldier or officer, or other person of the Garrison, 
•upon any action of debt, account, or such like re- 
lating to y“ Civill Magistrate, the Oonncell of oili- 
eera are not to meddle therein, but y” Justice or 
Justices of the Choultry shall take cogniaanoft 
thereof, and award such line and puuislimeiii 
thereupon as to him or them sliaU seeme meet and 
agreeable to law and equity, soo allways as apeals 
■ ore allowed from such sentence of the Justice or 
Justices to y“ Court of Judicature, as was ordered 
the 18th March 1677-8. 

34. And that all offenders against these orders 
raay be duly punisM and thereby others restrayned 
from the like crimes, and soc the pence and tran- 
quility of the Garrison and inhabitants firmly 
settled, there is a Provost Marshall apointed, who 
by Ills commission and instructions is to take 
eharge of, and safely to keepe all persons y‘ shall 
bo committed to him, and to execute all sentences 
that shall be awarded by the Govevnour and Coun- 
oeU, or by the Justice or Justices of the Choultry 
or by the Couucell of officers, and to doe all other 
tilings according to his said Commission and 
instructions ; and ifthesaid Provost Marshall shalli 
refuse to receive or keep airy prisoner committed 
to his charge, or suffer him to escape being once 
in Ills custody, or dismiss him witliput order, he 
shall be lyable to the same punishment wliieh 
should have been inflicted upon the jiarty dis- 
missed or permitted to escape, or such other 
punishment as the Governour and Councell shall 
think fitt ; and if he shall be negligent or remiss 
in Ms office and tlnmigh favour or fem not exeeuta 
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the punislimenla awai'cletl as he shall be command- 
ed, for the first offence he shall be lined a month’s 
pay, for the second, two months’ pay, and for the 
third be put out of his office, or otherwise punisht? 
as the Qovernonr and Gouncell shall think fitt. 

35. If any person being required by the said 
Marshall to assist him in the performance and 
execution of liis office according to his commission, 
shall disobey or refuse soe to assist the Marshall, 
he sliall forfeit one month’s pay for the use of the 
poore for every such offence and be further piinisht 
as the circumstances and quality of the oltence 
shall de.serve ; and if the Marshall upon needful 
occasion shaU. require any officer to send a guard 
for his assistance, and the officer refuseth soe to 
doe, the Marshall hath, power to command the 
soldiers fi-om the officer, and if any soldier refuseth 
to obey such command of the Marshall, the officer 
and file soldiers shall both be punished as aforesaid. 

36. The Provost Marshall hath authority of 
himselfe to lake any 'person that shall offend 
against these orders and committ him to prison or 
put him in irons', and then forthwith he shall ac- 
quaint the Governour of the whole fact, and from 
him receive orders to present the tryall of the of- 
fender either by the Governour and Councell, or 
by the Justices of the Choultry, or by the Coun- 
ceU of officers ; but if the Mfirshall shall oommit 
any persdti upon Ms own head that is noe offender, 
for the advantage of his fees only, which is a day’s 
pay of the person committed, he shall be fined for 
the same as the Governour and Gouncell shall 
apoint. 
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37. TliG Marshall is to give notice to the Qo- 
vei'nour and Councell, to the Justice or Justices of 
tho Choultry, and to the Commission officers 
♦upon every Councell and Court day, of aE 
persons that are under his custody, and have not 
received sentence, that the case may he examined 
without delay ; and he is also to acquaint the 
Governour with the orders that he shall receive 
from the Justice or Justices of the Choultry, or the 
CounceE of officers for the punishment of any great 
offenders before he executeth the same, and the 
Governour and Councell may remitt tho punish- 
ment or give such orders therciiv as they shaE 
think expedient ; but small piuiishments for mis- 
demeanotu's awarded by the Justice or Justices or 
by the Councell of officers, he may execute forth- 
with. 

38. These articles shall bo read every month 
at the head of the Company by the Gentleman of 
the Armes upon taking the muster of the Garri- 
son the last day of every month (except it shall 
happen to be Sunday and then upon the clay fol- 
lowing) to the end no^ne may protend ignorance 
thereof 5 and all persons in the Honorable Com- 
pany’s pay in MEitaiy imployment in this Garri- 
son, are strictly charged and oomnaanded to give 
due observance to tliese orders, and not to not 
contrary to the same upon paine of undergoing the 
penaltys apointed herein and suffering Mther dis- 
pleasure ; in confirmation whereof, we have here- 
unto sett our hands and the Honorable Company’s 
seale, the Z8th day of October, Anno Domini 
167 8, and in tbe 30tb yeare of the Eaiguo of Our 
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Sovei'aigue Lord Charles the Second, by the Grace 
of God, King of England, Scotland, Krance and 
Ireland, Defender of y“ Faith, &c. 

The Pay Master js apoint- 
ed to collect the forfeitures 
to the Honorable Company, 
of which the Olerko to the 
Counooll of Offioera is to give 
him notice ; and the said 
Clerlce is apojnted to cdllect 
the forfeituf as- for the poore, 
and to ren& the same with 
the accoiiptMionthly to the 
Overseers of 'the poore.
